The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  infoma  the  House  of 
BishopB,  that  it  has  adopted  the  following  reaolutioD^ 

Besdvedi  The  House  of  Bishops  coixnirriiigf  that  it  is  expedient 
to  amend  the  ConstilutioB,  by  gubetitutiog  for  the  second  Article  of 
the  same  the  Allowing  Ardcle : 

ABTICLS  u. 
The  Church  in  each  Dioeese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation 
of  both  the  deigy  and  the  laity.  Such  representation  shall  consist 
of  not  more  than  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen,  communicants  in 
this  Church,  residents  in  the  Diocese,  and  diosen  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  in  all  questions  when 
required  by  the  clerical  and  lay  representation  from  any  Diocese, 
each  order  shall  have  one  vote ;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages  by 
Dioceses  shall  be  conclusive  in  each  order,  provided  such  majority 
comprehend  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order  at 
the  time  of  the  vote.  The  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  If  the  Convention 
of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appobt  clerical  deputies, 
or  if  they  should  n^lect  or  dedine  to  appmnt  lay  deputies,  or  if  any 
of  those  of  either  older  appointed  should  neglect  to  attend  or  be  pre- 


▼ented  by  siokneflB  or  any  other  accident,  snoh  Diooeae  ahall  never- 
tMeflB  be  oonsidered  as  duly  represented  by  saeh  deputy  or  deputies 
as  may  attend,  wheAer  lajr  or  olerioaL  Ajni  if,  through  the  ne- 
glect of  the  Convention,  or  any  of  the  Churches  which  shall  have 
adopted,  or  nay  hereafter  adopt  this  Constitution,  no  deputies,  either 
ky  or  derioal,  should  attend  at  any  (General  Convention,  the  Church 
in  BBch  Diooeses  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  sfuk 
CenveDiion. 

Ilesolvedf  the  House  of  Bishops  ooncurring,  that  the  above  pro* 
posed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions.

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  21,  I  ooq- 
firmed  4  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  John's,  East  Boston. 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  February  14,  in  St.  Paul's,  Ded- 
ham,  aft^r  addresses  by  the  Bey.  Messrs.  Cutler  and  Bandall,  and

Sandwidi ;  preaching  in  the  morning  in  their  temporary,  but  very 
oonvenient  place  of  worship,  cateohiiing  the  Sunday  scholars  in  the 
afternoon,  and  confirming  8  persons  in  the  etening.

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Onoe  Ohnroh,  Ghioopee ;  the  ofaarge  of  whioh  has  beea  rengiedi 
dnoe  the  last  OonveDtion,  by  the  Ret.  Mr.  JeBsap,  who  hat  been 
tranaferred  to  the  Dioceee  of  Maine. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  29, 1  confirmed  10  in 
the  morning  in  St  Thomas's  Ghiiroh,  Taunton ;  and  abo  met  and 
addressed  the  children  of  the  Sunday  SohooL  In  the  afternoon,  the 
Bev.  T.  W.  Snow  fureaohed  to  the  oongr^^on  for  the  last  time  as 
Bector  of  the  pariah;  thus  dosmg  a  mimstry  of  eight  yean  among 
that  people.  Mr.  Snow  has  been  oompelled  to  take  this  step  by  an 
affection  of  the  throat,  which  requires  rest,  to  a  certain  extent,  £pam 
puUio  speaking.  He  carries  with  ham  the  aSMstionate  pxayea  and 
wishes  of  those  among  whom  he  has  labored ;  and  will,  I  trust,  by 
this  tes^poffary  cessation  of  parochial  duty,  be  enabled  to  resume  it 
at  no  distant  period.  He  has  recently  accepted  an  agency  for  that 
admirable  institution,  the  American  Sunday  School  Union ;  and  has 
been  succeeded  in  the  charge  of  St.  Thomas's,  Taunton,  by  the  Bct. 
Edward  Anihon,  Deacon,  who  has  been  received  by  letters  dimis- 
sory  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

Ob  St.  Philip  and  St.  James's  Day,  Tuesday,  May  1,  at  an  Ordi- 
nation held  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  I  adnutted  to  Priest's 
Orders  the  Bey.  Benjanun  H.  Ohase,  Deacon,  Minister  of  St  John's, 
Windnsonrille.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Ber.  Charles 
Mason ;  who,  together  with  the  Be?.  Messrs.  Baury,  BandaU,  and 
Snow»  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Bev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  of  the  Dio- 
ceee of  Yirginia,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  6, 1  confirmed  9  in  the 
afternoon  in  St  Matthew^,  South  Boston ;  making,  in  addition  to 
2  hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  11  finr  the  year;  and 

In  the  eyening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  16  in  Qrace  Church, 
Boston.

On  Wednesday,  May  28, 1  confirmed  18  in  die  afternoon  in  St. 
Peter's,  Salem,  and  also  a  sick  parishioner  at  her  own  residmice. 

On  Thursday,  May  24,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
Michael's,  Marfolehead. 

On  Friday,  May  25, 1  confirmed  5  in  the  evening  in  St.  P:ivi[% 
Newburyport,  and  also  a  nek  member  of  the  parish  at  his  own  house. 

Whit-Sunday,  May  27, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechized 
the  children,  in  St  Andrew's,  Hanover ;  oonfirmed  12  in  the  after* 
noon ;  and  again  preached  in  die  evening. 

Tuesday  in  Whit-sun  Week,  May  29, 1  confirmed  2  in  die  after- 
noon in  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  Thursday,  May  81,  in  Christ  Church,  Andover,  I  catechized 
the  children  of  the  parish  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  7  in  the 
evening. 
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Trinity  Sunday,  Jnne  8,  I  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Mary's,  Dorchester. 

On  Tuesday,  June  5, 1  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in  Ciurist 
Church,  Springfield. 

On  Wednesday,  June  6, 1  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  Qnae 
Church,  Chicopee. 

On  Thursday,  June  7, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
James's,  Greenfield.  A  deep  sadness  was  cast  over  this  viut  by  the 
iUness  of  our  venerable  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  who  was  now 
approaching  the  dose  of  his  ministry  of  more  than  forij  years  in 
this  his  only  parish.  I  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  him  several 
times ;  and  of  witnessing  the  serene  composure,  and  the  remarkable 
degree  of  "joy  and  peace  in  believing,"  with  which  it  pleased  Gk)d 
to  irradiate  the  dying  couch  of  our  departed  friend.  On  the  mom« 
ing  of  June  8, 1  looked  on  his  face  for  the  last  time  on  earth;  and 
on  the  following  Monday,  June  11,  he  entered  into  his  rest.  Dr. 
Strong's  qualities  are  too  well  known  to  most  of  the  members  of 
this  Convention,  to  require  their  enumeration  on  the  present  occa- 
sion. His  preaclung  was  always  clear  in  the  enunciation  of  those 
evangelical  doctrines,  which  have  been  embodied  in  our  Prayer-Book 
by  the  English  Reformers ;  and,  in  his  mode  of  conducting  divine 
service,  lus  conscience  and  his  manly  tastes  led  him  to  adhere  to  t^e 
good  old  ways  of  our  Protestant  Church.  His  nature  was  most 
genial  and  affectionate ;  and  the  simple  hospitality  of  his  dwelling  is 
engraven  indelibly  upon  my  memory.  My  reverend  brethren,  when 
the  summons  shall  come  to  ourselves,  may  it  find  us,  as  it  did  him, 
resting  securely  upon  the  arms  of  the  Almighty  Redeemer ! 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  10, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  the  Town  Hall  at  Northampton ;  which  was  then  used 
as  a  place  of  worship  by  the  congregaUon  of  St.  John's,  owing  to 
the  closing  of  their  parish  church  for  extensive  alterations.    In  the 
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ftftenKKm  I  ioonflrmed  2,  tad  «lio  catachused  the  ohildceD.  The 
fihiiieh  was  re-opened  soon  after  the  time  of  my  Tisit;  and  i£e 
impro^emeDtB  it  has  andergoa^  both  in  the  arraogements  of  the 
interior,  and  in  the  addition  of  a  well'prc^rtioDed  tower  and 
aptre,  refleot  great  credit  upon  the  leal  and  enterprise  of  the  pec^de. ' 
They  were  aided  in  thefar  efforte,  I  am  ghid  to  saj,  bj  several  liberal 
memben  of  onr  Ohnrohin  other  plaeee« 

On  Tuesday,  June  12, 1  oonfirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  Ohriat 
Chnroh,  Waltfaanu 

On  Wednesday,  June  18,  I  confirmed  8  'in  the  evening  in  St 
James's,  Amesbory;  and  abo  a  sick  person  at  her  own  residenoe» 
The  vaeanoy  in  the  Bectorship  of  this  parish,  created  by  the  death 
of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Austin,  has  been  filled  by  the  appdntment  of  the 
Bev.  Eobert  F.  Chase,  Deacon,  who  has  come  with  letters  dimissory 
from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

On  ISiuxsday,  June  14, 1  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  Gnuie 
Oiurch,  lawrenoe.  A  new  organ,  of  superior  workmanship  and 
tone,  from  the  manufactory  of  Mr.  Jardine,  of  New  York,  likd  been 
placed  in  this  church  just  before  the  period  of  my  visit ;  and  will  be 
a  valuable  aid  to  the  impressiveness  of  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  17, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Anue^s,  Lowell ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  87| 
and  catechized  the  children. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  8, 1  confirmed  7  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Dedham ;  one  of  the  persons  confirmed  being 
from  Christ  Church,  Cambridge; 

On  the  evening  of  Friday,  July  20, 1  confirmed  8  in  St.  Ste* 
phen's  Chapel,  Boston;  which,  added  to  the  17  previously  men* 
tioned,  make  20  as  the  number  for  the  y^.  During  the  present 
season,  this  Chapel  has  been  opened  on  Sunday  evenings  for  the 
ddivery  of  fiuniliar  discourses,  which  have  been  preached  by  the 
2* 
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energy  of  Boston  in  turn.  I  trust  that  the  Divine  blesring  will 
Mow  this  effort.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wells,  I  would  also  state,  has 
been  aided  in  his  duties  for  some  time  past  by  the  Be?.  Mr.  Byrne, 
formerly  of  the  Island  of  Jamaica ;  whose  valuable  labors  the  man- 
'  agers  of  our  Gity  Mission  have  taken  measures  for  securing,  in  the 
capacity  of  a  visitor  at  largo  among  the  poor  population  of  this  city. 

On  Friday,  July  27,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Quinoy. 

On  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  29, 1  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  visiting  St.  PauPs,  Hopkinton ;  preaching  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  confirming  9  persons  in  the  afternoon.  There  was  a  full 
attendance  upon  this  service,  notwithstanding  the  inoleibency  of  the 
weather ;  and  I  would  hope  that,  with  God's  blessing,  durable  im- 
pressions were  made  upon  some,  at  least,  of  those  who  witnessed  the 
solemnities  of  the  occasion.  I  cannot  but  indulge  the  expeotadon 
that  the  time  will  soon  come,  when,  through  the  removal  of  mem- 
bers of  our  Church  into  Hopkinton  and  its  neighborhood,  the  means 
will  be  provided,  in  addition  to  the  glebe,  for  oontinuoos  ministra- 
tions in  this  parish. 

On  tiie  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  5, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford,  and,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I 
catechized  the  children ;  and  confirmed  17  in  the  evening.  Smce 
the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  this  church  has  been  entirely 
renovated ;  and  now  presents,  both  externally  and  in  the  interior,  a 
highly  improved  and  substantial  appearance.  Much  credit  is  due  to 
the  parishioners,  for  the  energy  with  which  they  have  accomplished 
this  greatly  needed  work,  and  paid  all  the  pecuniary  demands  to 
whioh  it  rendered  them  liable. 

On  the  Tenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  12,  I  visited  St. 
Paul's,  NantwA:et;  being  aooompanied  on  this  occasion  by  the 
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St.  Key.  H.  W.  Lee,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Iowa,  and  also  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Clinch.  A  Sermon  was  delivered  in  the  morning  by  Mr. 
Clinch,  and  by  myself  in  the  afternoon ;  and  in  the  evening,  St. 
Panl's  not  being  provided  with  the  means  of  being  lighted,  Bishop 
Lee  preached  to  a  crowded  congregation  in  the  place  of  worship  of 
the  Baptists,  which  had  been  kindly  offer^  for  the  occasion  by  the 
Minister.  I  r^ret  to  say,  that,  just  before  this  time,  the  Rev. 
Ethan  Allen,  fi>r  several  years  the  faithful  Rector  of  this  paridi,  had 
resigned  ita  charge,  and  left  the  Island.  Oar  prayers  will  sorely 
go  with  him,  that  Divine  Providence  may  open  to  him  some  field  of 
naefnl  labor.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Can- 
field,  whose  admission  to  Deacon's  Orders  will  hereafter  be  noticed. 

On  Monday,  August  13,  in  company  with  Bishop  Lee,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  Wood's  Hole ;  and  in  the  evening  of  that  day  Bishop  Lee 
preached  in  the  church.  On  the  morning  of  the  following  day,  after 
a  sermon  preached  by  me,  I  catechissed  the  children ;  and  they  were 
also  examined  and  addressed  by  Bishop  Lee,  on  the  subject  of  Mis- 
nons.  In  the  evening,  after  a  sermon  by  Bishop  Lee,  I  confirmed 
3  persons. 

On  the  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  16, 1  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  John's,  Wilkin- 
sonville ;  and  confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  September  19, 1  confirmed  3  in  the  afternoon  in 
Christ  Church,  Clappville. 

St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  Friday,  September  21, 1  preached  in 
the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St. 
John%  Ashfieid. 

On  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  afler  Trinity,  September  23, 1  preached 
in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children ;  and  in  the  afternoon 
confirmed  6 ;  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough.  The  parishioners  of  St. 
Luke's  have,  during  the  past  year,  effected  a  great  improvement  in 
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tlie  interior  of  their  parish  churoh.    The  renovation  has  been  carried 
out  with  taste  and  liberality. 

In  the  evenmg  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  4  in  St.  Stephen'St 
IHttafield.  Daring  this  visit,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  sedng  the  new, 
commodUoos,  and  beantifol  Rectory,  which  the  parishionen  of  Si. 
Stephen's  had  just  completed.  This  good  work,  like  the  efdarge- 
ment  and  improvement  of  their  parish  dioroh,  fbor  yean  ago, 
reflects  great  credit  upon  them ;  and  it  is  a  gratification  to  im  lo 
put  it  on  record.  At  a  cost  of  $4500,  Aey  have  provided  a  sdb* 
stantial  and  convenient  residence  for  their  Rector,  with  half  an 
acre  of  excellent  land  around  it ;  and  the  ritnation  is  one  of  great 
beauty.  Our  thanks  are  doe  to  one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  parish,  not  only  for  his  liberal  contribution  to  tlus  undertmkingi 
but  also  for  the  seal  which  he  has  shown  in  the  whole  work,  from  its 
commencement  to  its  completion.  Among  the  sources  of  satisfac* 
tlon  I  have  enjoyed  since  entering  upon  the  charge  of  this  Diocese, 
has  been  the  increamng  interest  evidently  shown  in  the  erection  of 
parsonages.  The  present  instance  afbrds  a  noble  ezamjde,  whieh 
will,  I  trust,  not  be  without  its  use. 

On  Thursday,  September  27,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  WS- 
liam  H.  Brooks,  from  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  has  commenced  his 
duties  as  the  Rector  of  this  parish ;  which,  I  am  happy  to  say,  has 
now  rewarded  the  nursing  care  so  long  bestowed  upon  it  by  the 
Board  of  Missions  by  yoluntarily  assuming  its  own  support 

On  Friday,  September  28,  I  oonfirmed  2  in  the  morning,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  The  parish- 
ioners here,  besides  the  improvements  in  their  church  noticed  in 
my  last  annual  Address,  have  secured  a  large  space  of  grooiid 
which  throws  open  the  beautiful  building  entirely  to  tiie  view. 

On  the  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trimty,  Septotaber  80,  t 
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preached  in  the  morniDg,  and  oateohized  the  children,  in  Trinity 
Uhuroh,  Yandeosenville ;  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  11,  and  cate- 
ohiied  the  diildren,  in  St.  James's,  Great  Barrington,  and  afUr- 
wardfl  confirmed  a  aiok  member  of  the  parish  at  her  residence ;  and 
preached  at  St.  James's  in  the  evening.  At  the  time  of  my  visit, 
this  parish  was  served  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Seymour,  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  York.  The  present  Rector  is  the  Bev.  George  L.  Piatt,  who 
has  been  received  by  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsyl- 


Oq  Tuesday,  October  2, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon,  and  cate- 
eUied  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Otis. 

On  Wednesday,  October  8,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
Andrew's,  New  Boston. 

On  Friday,  October  5,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the  Church  of 
the  Heanah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Charles 
Henry  Canfidd,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The  Ser- 
non  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  George  M.  Bandall,  Bector  of  the 
parish.  Mr.  Canfidd,  as  already  stated,  is  the  Minister  of  St. 
Paul's,  Nantucket. 

On  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  October  17  and  18,  I  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  our  Church,  which 
was  held  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  New  York. 

On  All  Saints'  Day,  Thursday,  November  1,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Boston,  I  confirmed  in  the  morning  2  parishioners  of  St.  Matthew's, 
South  Boston ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  2  in  Christ  Church, 
Cambridge.  iThese,  in  addition  to  the  10  already  mentioned,  make 
12  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  Tuesday,  November  13, 1  performed  the  gratifying  duty  of 
consecrating  to  the  Almighty's  service  St.  John's  Church,  East 
Boston*    Shortly  before  this  act,  which  set  apart  their  place  of  wor- 
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ship,  the  congregation  had  been  at  length  cheered  by  the  entire 
removal  of  all  liabilitiee  inoorred  in  the  erection  of  the  boilding,  and 
were  thns  enabled  to  enter  npon  its  pofieeesion  in  secaritj  and  peace. 
Hj  thanks,  expressed  at  the  time  of  the  Gonseciation,  are  now  re- 
newed, to  those  who  either  recendj,  or  in  former  years,  have  gene* 
ronsly  oontribated  to  the  result  now  attained.  The  church  is  a 
simple  and  unpretending,  but  most  appropriate  structure ;  and,  on 
this  pleasiog  occasion,  was  filled  with  a  oongregation  composed  of 
members  of  our  Church  from  various  parts  of  this  city,  of  paritiip 
ioners,  and  of  the  clergy  of  Boston  and  some  of  the  neighboring 
places.  The  interest  of  the  services  was  greatly  aided  by  an  ezoel* 
lent  organ,  of  Hook's  manu&cture,  which  had  just  been  placed  in 
the  church ;  and  which  is  not  only  an  ornament  to  the  building,  but 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  means  of  giving  e&ct  and  solemnity  to 
the  future  services  within  its  walls.  May  that  divine  Spirit,  with* 
out  whom  all  our  labors  are  nought,  bless  the  ministrations  here  d]»> 
pensed  by  the  ambassadors  of  Christ ;  and  give  the  word  spoken  bj 
them  such  success,  that  it  shall  never  be  ^ken  in  vain ! 

In  the  evening  of  the  day  of  consecration,  a  Missionary  Meeting 
of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Assocuition  was  held  in 
the  church.  On  this  occasion  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Vinton,  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Packard,  Brown,  and  Bobert  F. 
Chase,  and  myself;  and  a  collection  was  made  ior  Fordgn  Missions. 
May  this  meeting  prove  to  have  been  an  earnest  of  the  continued 
interest  of  this  parish  in  the  work  of  extending  the  gospel !  With* 
out  such  interest,  no  blessing  from  on  high  will  descend  npon  any 
congregation ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  the  sure  promise 
of  Ood's  own  word,  that  <*  the  liberal  soul  shall  be  made  fat,  and  he 
that  watereth  shall  be  watered  also  himself.'* 

On  the  Twenty-Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  18,  in 
St.  Mary*s,  Newton,  Lower  Falls,  I  confirmed  10  in  the  afkomoon, 
and  catechized  the  diildren. 
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Oa  Taesdaj,  Nov»mber  20, 1  oonfinnod  8  in  tha  eveoiiig  in  All 
Saints',  Worcester. 

On  the  3«9d»J  next  before  Adyeni,  November  25, 1  had  the 
pleMftre  of  making  an  officii  viut,  &r  the  first  time,  to  Newtcm 
Comer;  where  a  paiish  haa  been  organised,  under  highly  favoraUe 
/eixcwKtaaoeil,  by  the  name  of  Oraoe  Church.  We  are  indebted, 
nato  Ood|  for  jlilua  addition  to  the  number  of  our  pari^es,  mainjj 
to  nunistrations  rendered,  bj  the  Bey.  Mesais.  FaJes  and  J.  S.  C« 
fireeoei  u»  addition  to  whom  other  cleigymen  haye  kindly  giyen 
Ihfiir  aasiataiioe*  The  seryioes  on  the  present  ocoaaion  were  held  in 
the  evening,  in  the  qwunous  and  conyenient  place  of  worship  at 
{lesenl  oQoopifd  by  the  ooogregatioQ ;  and  I  confirmed  5  persons. 
The  Vestry  are  endeavoring  to  secure  the  stated  ministrations  of  a 
iwidant  Jftector.    I  hope  that  God's  blessmg  will  crown  their  efforts. 

On  Wednesday,  December  5, 1  confirmed  15  in  ihe  evening  in 
Qiaoe  CSuuoh,  New  Bedford;  making,  with  tjie  17  already  men- 
Jiopedy  82  as  the  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  there  during 
Ihe  year. 

On  the  fdlowing  day  I  proceeded  to  Fall  Biver,  for  the  purpose 
j(£  attending  a  meeting  of  the  Southern  District  Church  Missionary 
Association.  In  the  afternoon  I  delivered  a  brief  address  in  the 
church,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Bev.  N.  G.  Allen,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Bhode  Island ;  and  in  the  evening,  at  a  Missionary  Meeting,  afler 
addresses  by  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Cutier,  Drown,  and  Bandall,  made 
j(h6  concluding  exhortation  to  the  people  in  regard  to  the  important 
object  for  which  we  were  assembled. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  9, 1  confirmed  5  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Bozbury.

9  in  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Boston ;  making,  with  the  16 
confirmed  there  in  May  last,  25  during  ihe  jear ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  18  in  the  Free  Church 
of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors ;  making,  in  addition  to  the  12  previously 
mentioned,  25  in  all  for  the  year.  « 

On  Wednesday,  January  2, 1856, 1  attended,  in  the  evening,  the 
annual  Examination  of  the  Sunday  School  of  Christ  Church,  Boston ; 
catechized  the  children ;  and  addressed  the  teachers. 

On  the  Epiphany,  Sunday,  January  6, 1  confirmed  4  in  the  after- 
noon in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

Such  is  the  record  of  my  official  acts  unce  we  last  assembled 
together.  During  the  various  journics  made  in  their  perfbrmance, 
I  have  been  preserved,  through  God's  mercy,  from  all  injury. 

I  have  to  record  the  organization  of  a  new  parish  at  Haverhill,  by 
the  name  of  Trinity  Church.  This  undertaking,  the  commencement 
of  which  was  owing  to  the  active  zeal  of  the  Eastern  District  Church 
Missionary  Association,  is  proceeding  with  every  promise  of  perma- 
nent success.  The  congregation  enjoy  the  ministrations  of  the  Bev. 
W.  C.  Brown,  formerly  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 

A  parish,  by  the  name  of  St.  John's,  has  also  been  oiganized  at , 
North  Adams,  in  Berkshire.  This  good  work,  which,  I  trust,  will 
be  the  means  of  establishing  the  services  of  our  beloved  Church  in 
that  flourishing  place,  is  the  result  of  occasional  visits  and  ministra- 
tions kindly  performed,  in  addition  to  their  other  and  laborious 
duties,  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Shaw  and  Parvin.  The  minister  of  this 
new  parish  is  the  Bev.  W.  Willian,  formerly  Rector  of  St.  John's, 
Bangor,  in  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 

At  Melrose,  likewise,  distant  about  6  miles  from  this  city,  a

partsh  has  been  organized  by  the  name  of  Trinity  Cimrch.  The 
congregation  have  been  favored  with  occasional  services  by  some  of 
the  Clergy  of  Boston ;  bnt  have  not  yet  seonred  the  ministrations  of 
a  rendent  clergyman.  From  all  that  I  can  learn,  the  prospects  of 
soooess  of  this  undertaking  are  very  enoonraging. 

From  the  varioos  particulars  given  in  this  Address  the  following 
resolt  is  gathered: — I  have  confirmed,  during  the  year,  601  per^ 
sons;  consecrated  1  church;  ordained  4  Deacons,  and  1  Priest; 
and  4  parishes  have  been  organized. 

The  members  of  this  Convention  will  have  observed,  in  the  present 
record,  the  gratifying  number  of  candidates  presented  for  the  rite  of 
Ckmfirmation.     I  confess  that  I  have  experienced  great  pleasure  in 
recording  this  number ;  and,  when  I  say  this,  I  would  by  no  means 
be  understood  as  implying  thereby,  that  a  large  number  of  persons 
confirmed  in  a  Diocese,  during  any  one  year,  is  by  itself  to  be  re- 
garded as  evidence  that  that  Diocese  is  in  an  active  spiritual  condi- 
tion.   For  it  is  well  known,  that,  where  unscriptural  and,  therefore, 
mistaken  views  are  entertained  by  clergymen  in  regard  to  the  efficacy 
of  ordinances,  persons  are  urged  by  them  to  come  forward  to  the 
rite  of  the  laying  on  of  hands,  without  due  regard  to  the  proofb  of 
that  work  of  grace  upon  the  heart  which  is  indispensable  to  its 
profitable  reception.     Thus  there  may  be  a  large  addition  to  the 
catalogue  of  nominal  disciples,  where  there  is  no  gain  to  the  true 
Idngdom  of  God,  or  to  the  character  of  our  Church  in  the  eyes  of 
the  world  without.     But  I  have  great  joy  in  believing,  that  such 
sound  views  in  regard  to  the  qualifications  for  Confirmation  prevail 
among  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  that  any  considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  presented  may  be  regarded  as  a  token  for 
good.    May  the  Lord  bless  your  labors,  my  dear  brethren  of  the 
ministry,  more  and  more;  and  recompense  your  anxieties  with 
increased  numbers  of  those  who  shall  adorn  their  profession  by  a 
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coDsistent  life,  and  at  last  be  found  meet  for  "  the  iDheritance  of  the 
flaints  in  light ! " 

In  addition  to  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  already  mentioned,  the 
following  have  taken  place  since  the  last  Convention : — The  Key. 
W.  Withington  has  resigned  the  Bectorship  of  Christ  Church  t 
Swansea.  The  Hev,  W.  Flint  has  succeeded  the  Key.  Dr.  Strong 
as  Hector  of  St.  James*s,  Greenfield ;  and  has  been  suoceeded  at  St. 
John's,  Charlestown,  bj  the  Bey.  Thomas  K  Lambert,  Chaplain  in 
the  U.  S.  Nayy.  The  Bey.  Daniel  Leach,  and  the  Bey.  D.  L.  B. 
Goodwin,  haye  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Bhode  Island ;  the 
Bey.  Thomas  B.  Pjnchon,  and  the  Bey.  W.  H.  C.  Bobertson,  to 
to  the  Diooese  of  Connecticut ;  the  Bey.  John  Woart  to  Louiiuana ; 
the  Bey.  G.  W.  Porter,  and  the  Bey.  Calyin  Wolcott,  to  New 
York;  and  the  Bey.  Edmund  B.  Palmer  to  Michigan.  The  Bey« 
John  Irwia,  Bector  of  St.  John's,  East  Boston,  has  acoepted  an 
agency  for  the  American  Bible  Society.  The  duties  of  this  appoint- 
ment, which,  like  those  of  the  Bey.  Mr.  Snow  in  behalf  of  the 
American  Sunday  School  Union,  are  confined  to  visits  to  the  Episco- 
pal Churches  of  New  England^  will  be  discharged  by  Mr.  Irwin 
without  resigning  his  parochial  charge.  I  commend  the  objects  to 
be  adyooated  by  each  of  these  respected  brethren,  to  the  cordial 
j^yn^thy  of  the  Clergy.  The  Societies  which  they  respectively 
represent  are  a  Ueasing  to  this  vast  country,  which  oannot  be  too 
Ughly  estimated ;  and  they  have,  each  of  them,  been  signally  hon- 
ored of  God. 

I  haye  the  additional  duty  of  recording,  among  the  changes  of  the 
year,  the  departure  to  his  eternal  rest,  on  August  18,  of  the  Bev. 
Christian  Wiltberger,  the  devoted  and  well  known  minister  of  our 
Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen.  His  healthy  for  some  time  before 
4his  event,  had  been  gradually  declining;  and  at  length  he  was 
oompelled  to  resign  his  situation,  and  removed  with  his  fiunily  to 
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Beverly,  in  New  Jersey,  where,  on  the  day  above  mentioned,  his 
sufferings  were  closed  by  death.  Mr.  Wiltherger  has  left  a  blessed 
memory  of  himself  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  both  knew  him,  and 
could  appreciate  his  worth.  He  was  a  real  man  of  God, — made  so 
by  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  grace.  The  love 
of  truth ;  the  most  unflinching  firmness  in  the  discharge  of  duty ; 
an  ardent  attachment  to  Protestant  doctrine ;  an  affectionate  love 
for  the  souls  of  men ;  and  delight  in  the  work  of  the  ministry ;  were 
qualities  which  shone  visibly,  and  at  all  times,  in  his  strongly 
marked  character.  I  never  knew  a  man  of  greater  simplicity,  or  of 
a  more  unearthly  mind ;  and  I  can  truly  say  that  my  unifbrm  feel- 
ing, whenever  I  was  in  his  company,  was  that  of  being  in  the  pres- 
ence of  one  at  whose  feet  I  could  willingly  sit,  and  learn  from  his 
lips  lesBons  of  heavenly  wisdom. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  mentioning,  that  the  Rev.  John  Irwin 
has  conducted  the  Sunday  evening  services  at  our  Seamen's  Chapel 
in  North  Street,  since  the  period  of  Mr.  Wiltberger's  relinquishment 
of  the  Station. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  of  the  Diocese  are  as  follows : —  Fred- 
crick  0.  Barstow,  Winslow  W.  Sever,  William  S.  Perry,  Edward 
Cowley,  Lucius  W,  Bancroft,  Benjamin  E.  Gifford,  Edward  H. 
Harlow,  Reginald  H.  Chase,  and  Jesse  A.  Penniman  —  Total,  9. 
Mr.  Francis  W.  Hilliard,  one  of  the  Candidates  whose  names  were 
read  before  the  last  Convention,  has,  at  his  own  request,  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  received  a  communication  from 
a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bishop  White 
Prayer  Book  Society  at  Philadelphia ;  the  object  of  which  is  to 
remind  us  of  the  strong  claims  of  that  Institution  upon  the  support  of 
the  various  Dioceses  of  our  Church.  A  tabular  view  is  appended  to 
this  appeal,  showing  that,  during  the  twenty  years  preceding  the 
date  of  their  oommunication,  the  Society  had  granted  to  this  Diocese 
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nearly  3000  copies  of  tbe  Prayer  Book ;  wbile,  duriog  that  period, 
it  had  received  aboat  $220  in  return.  The  Managers  ask  for  annual 
oontributiona  from  parishes  to  theur  funds ;  and  I  beg  to  second  their 
request  as  one  most  reasonable  and  proper:  adding,  at  the  same 
time,  that  they  pledge  themselves  to  appropriate  books  to  each  Dio- 
cese to  the  full  value  of  the  amount  of  contributions  therefrom 
received. 

Let  me  now  commend  you,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity,  to  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God.  May  our  hearts,  at  this 
Convention,  and  at  all  times  and  seasons,  be  supremely  aspiring  after 
the  advancement  of  His  kingdom,  who,  as  at  this  season,  was  mani- 
fested as  a  light  to  the  Gentiles !  Oh  for  the  day  to  hasten  on, 
when  over  this  fallen  world,  the  scene  of  discord,  of  war,  of  oonfu- 
non,  and  of  every  evil  work  which  has  grown  out  of  the  first  apos- 
tacy  from  God,  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  reign !  In  order  to  bring 
about  this  consummation,  let  us  of  the  ministry  endeavor  so  to 
preach,  that  our  preaching  may  be  blest  of  God !  What  is  needed 
fer  the  people  is  the  simple  exhibition  of  Gospel  truth.  Whatever 
be  our  natural  and  acquired  endowments,  let  them  all  be  conse- 
crated to  this  one  end  and  aim.  The  soul,  like  the  body,  can  only 
live  and  thrive  upon  daily  food  ;  for  this  alone  is  adapted  to  man's 
wants,  and  will  therefore  alone  be  wholesome  and  successful  in  its 
eflfects.  Let  me  counsel  the  younger  Clergy,  more  especially,  to 
struggle  against  the  temptation,  so  strongly  urging  them,  to  meet 
the  present  vitiated  taste  for  mere  popular  display.  Preach  as  to 
dying  men,  and  in  the  solemn  remembrance  of  the  last  grand 
account.  And  let  the  people  of  God  sustain  the  ministry,  by  encour- 
agement, by  active  sympathy,  by  a  consistent  life,  and  by  fervent 
prayer  for  the  ontpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  congregations 
committed  to  our  charge.  What  a  glorious  mark  for  ministers  and 
private  Christians!  "With  one  mind  striving  together  for  the 
fidthoftheGoqpel!' 
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The  annual  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  to  Seamen  was  presented.     (See  Appendix.) 

The  Rev.  George  M.  Randall  presented  the  annual 
Report  of  the  Standing  Committee,

The  Standing  Committee  present  to  the  Convention  the  following 
Report  of  their  doings,  as  required  bj  the  eighth  Article  of  the 
Constitation : 

The  Committee  was  duly  organized  on  the  12th  daj  of  February, 
A.  D.  1855,  by  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Yinton,  D.  D., 
Preddent,  and  the  Rev.  George  M.  Randall,  Secretary. 

The  Committee  have  held  ten  meetings. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Certificates  in  favor  of  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  H.  Chase  applying  to  be  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders ; 

And  also  in  favor  of  Legh  Richmond  Dickinson,  William  H. 
Munroe,  and  Charles  H.  Canfield,  applying  to  be  admitted  to  Dea- 
oon^s  Orders ; 

And  also  of  Benjamin  R.  Giffbrd,  Edward  H.  Harlow,  Reginald 
Heber  Chase,  and  J.  A.  Penniman,  late  a  minister  of  the  Unitarian 
denomination,  applying  to  be  admitted  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

They  have  approved  the  bills  of  James  B.  Dow,  Rev.  J.  H. 
Clinch,  WUliam  A.  Hall,  and  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Babcock.

The  appropriations  for  the  Churches  at  North  Adams  and  New- 
ton Comer  have  been  recently  made,  and  no  payment  is  due  on  them 
for  the  year  past.  All  the  other  appropriations  have  been  paid  to 
January  1st,  so  that  the  Board  is  now  free  from  debt. 

The  Southem  District  Association  has  appropriated  about  $300  to 
maintidn  services  in  St.  John's  Church,  Sandwich  ;  and  the  Eastern 
District  Association  has  undertaken  to  support  a  Missionary  at  large 
fbr  that  district,  at  the  expense  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

In  two  respects  the  operations  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  District 
AsBOciations,  have  been  attended  with  most  encouraging  results  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Three  new  Churches  have  been  organized,  and 
now  hold  regular  services,  in  large  towns  of  the  State,  viz  :  Haver- 
hill, North  Adams,  and  Newton  Corner ;  and  two  churches,  which 
for  several  years  have  received  aid  from  the  Board, — Trinity  Church, 
Lenox,  and  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall  Kiver, — have  become 
selfHSupporting. 

From  the  latter  of  these  Churches,  the  Board  received,  in  April 
last,  resolutions  passed  by  the  parish,  which  strongly  express  their 
sense  of  the  importance  of  the  *'  fostering  care  extended  to  them  for 
several  years,  and  anticipating  the  period  when  they  will  be  able  to 
repay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board  a  part  of  the  indebtedness  which 
they  have  incurred."  They  refer  also  to  the  prosperous  condition  of 
that  parish. 

The  Board  take  peculiar  satisfaction  in  stating  that  Trinity 
Church,  Lenox,  which,  in  connection  with  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge, 
has  for  many  years  received  a  small  appropriation,  is  now  able  to 
di^WDse  with  missionary  aid,  and  to  support  a  Reotor.    This  great 
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and  rapid  change  in  the  condition  and  prospects  of  that  parish,  which 
10  long  straggled  for  existence  under  very  discouraging  circum- 
stances, has  been  caused  principally  by  the  residence  in  the  town,  dur* 
ing  a  part  of  the  year,  of  Churchmen  from  New  York  and  other 
places.  The  following  resolutions,  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestry  of  that  parish,  held  December  24th,  1855, 
have  been  communicated  to  the  Board. 

"  Whereas  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  was  assisted  for  a  number  of 
years  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions,  and  whereas  the  par- 
ish became  self-«upporting  on  the  first  of  April  of  the  present  year, 
therefore,  be  it 

Sesolvedf  That  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Parish  be  tendered  to 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Missions  for  the  long  continuance  of  its 
care  and  assistance." 

The  Board  would  now  direct  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
e[^)ecially  to  the  three  new  Churches  above-mentioned,  all  organised 
since  last  spring,  and  established  in  towns,  each  containing  several 
thousand  inhabitants. 

In  North  Adams^  Berkshire  Co.,  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
enterprising  towns  in  the  Western  part  of  the  State,  preparatory 
services  were  held,  and  measures  taken  in  the  course  of  last  spring 
and  summer,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Parvin, 
aansted  by  Mr.  Tatlock,  a  student  of  Williams  College,  which  have 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  St.  John's  Church,  under  the  Rectorship 
of  the  Rev.  William  M.  Willian.  He  commenced  services  there 
on  the  third  Sunday  of  November  last,  and  is  encouraged  by  the  zeal 
and  cordiality  which  have  characterized  every  step  in  the  under- 
taking, to  believe  that  it  will  be  crowned  with  success. 

At  HaoerhiUt  the  Missionary  of  the  Eastern  District,  the  Rev. 
W.  Colvin  Brown,  commenced  his  labors  in  August  last,  and  has 
met  with  marked  success,  in  the  organization  of  a  Church,  under  very 
encouraging  prospects,  and  in  the  attendance  of  a  large  congregation. 

At  Newton  Corner^  —  we  l  arn  from  a  communication  of  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  —  the  services  of  <  ur  Church  were  first  held 
on  the  Sunday  after  Ascension-Day,  May  20th,  have  been  continued 
regularly  rince  that  time,  and  Grace  Church  in  that  town  was 
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organized  on  the  27th  of  September  last.  Baring  the  summer  the 
services  were  conducted  principally  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Fales  and  the 
Bev.  Mr.  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  and  during  the  autumn  and  winter 
months  by  several  clergymen  from  Boston,  and  its  vicinity.  On 
several  occasions  they  have  been  read  by  Mr.  William  Stevens 
Perry,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  a  Lay  Beader  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  whose  efforts  have  been  very  important  in  establishing  this 
Church.  The  hall  in  which  the  services  are  held,  accommodates 
three  hundred  persons,  and  has  often  been  filled.  The  parish  have 
appropriated  $500  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  confidently 
expect  that  they  shall  need  only  for  a  brief  season  the  fostering  aid 
of  the  Board. 

At  Sandtoich,  St  John's  Church  owes  its  formation,  in  a  great 
degree,  to  the  labors  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Flower,  Missionary  of  the 
Board  at  Wood's  Hole.  He  states  that  it  has  a  flourishing  Sunday 
School  of  about  fifty  scholars,  and  that  this  missionary  work  is 
among  a  much  neglected  population,  not  reached  by  any  existing 
parish  of  any  denomination.  The  members  of  the  Southern  District 
Association  have,  in  turn,  officiated  there,  and  intend  to  watch  over 
this  enterprise  until  the  parish  shall  have  a  minister  devoted  entirely 
to  it. 

St,  John's,  East  Boston,  after  contending  several  years  with 
exceedingly  discouraging  circumstances,  has  succeeded  in  liquidating 
the  debt  upon  the  Church,  and  on  the  13th  of  November  it  was  con* 
secrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God.  It  is  believed  that  the 
parish  will  ^w  rapidly  prosper,  and  that  the  appropriation  may  be 
diminished  accordingly. 

In  several  of  the  other  Churches  assisted  from  the  Treasury  of 
the  Board,  an  advance  has  been  made  in  numbers  and  strength,  and 
only  two  or  three  remain  on  the  list,  which  will  probably  require 
aid  more  than  a  few  years  longer. 

The  Board  would  avail  itself  of  this  occasion  —^  the  twentieth 
anniversary  since  it  was  established  by  the  Convention  —  to  give  a 
brief  summary  of  its  operations,  prefaced  by  a  few  statements  rela* 
tive  to  the  previous  missionary  arrangements  of  the  Diocese. 
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• 
There  was  no  organization  for  Church  extension  in  this  Diocese 
until  the  year  1815,  when  a  Society  was  formed  for  that  purpose, 
and  incorporated  with  the  title  of  "  The  Massachusetts  Episcopal 
Mismonarj  Society,  and  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Episcopal 
Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society."  Of  those  who  formed  that 
Society  only  one  person  is  now  living  —  that  venerable  Presbyter, 
who  is  a  member  of  this  Convention,  and  the  only  survivor  also  of 
the  Diocesan  Convention  held  in  Trinity  Church  fifty  years  ago,  and 
of  several  others  which  succeeded  it. 

No  active  measures  seem  to  have  been  taken  by  that  Society  to 
carry  out  its  design,  and  in  1817,  November  19th,  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  appointed  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen  to  devise 
means  for  commencing  a  fund  for  Missionary  purposes.  That  Con- 
▼ention  itself  consisted  of  only  eight  members — the  Bishop,  three 
dergymen,  and  four  laymen.  On  the  following  year  the  Committee 
reported  measures,  the  whole  design  of  which  was  to  give  efficiency 
to  the  Society  above  mentioned.  These  also  met  with  little  success, 
fafut  in  1822  the  Directors  of  that  Society  made  a  statement  to  the 
Convention,  in  which  they  observe  that  little  had  been  done  since  its 
organization,  more  than  to  continue  its  existence  by  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  officers,  until  the  4th  of  February  in  that  year,  when  at  a 
meeting  of  the  friends  of  the  Church,  called  at  the  request  of  the 
Society,  the  subject  was  fully  discussed,  and  measures  were  taken  to 
provido  means  to  enable  the  Society  to  go  into  operation.  Annual 
subscriptions,  amounting  to  $565,  were  received  in  Boston,  and 
$300  more  in  donations.  They  state  that  the  objects  of  the  Society 
were  "  to  assist  destitute  Churches  in  our  State,  and,  as  we  shall  be 
able,  to  extend  the  same  assistance  to  other  destitute  parishes  in  our 
country,  and  hereafter,  if  sufficient  means  should  be  provided,  to 
other  countries."  They  add,  that  they  had  done  little  more  than 
gather  information  as  to  the  portions  of  our  Church  which  stand 
most  in  need  of  aid,  on  account  of  the  want  of  clergymen  to  act 
as  Missionaries.  They  do  not  find  that  there  is  a  clergyman  of  oulr 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  so  disengaged  as  to  permit  of  his  being 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  Society. 
The  Convention,  after  hearing  this  statement  —  which  is  recorded 
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• 
in  full,  signed  Jno.  Temple  Wintbrop,  Secretary — passed  resolu- 
tions recognizing  the  importance  of  the  Society,  and  recommending 
the  formation  of  auxiliaries  in  all  the  parishes. 

From  this  date  considerable  aid  was  extended,  through  that  Soci- 
ety, towards  the  support  of  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  many 
Prayer  Books  were  printed,  and  distributed  under  its  direction. 

Before  this  period,  and  for  seyeral  years  after,  collections  were 
taken  generally  in  the  parishes  at  Easter,  which  being  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Bishop,  furnished  important  aid  in  sustaining  many 
parishes. 

In  the  year  1834  a  Clerical  Convocation  was  formed,  which  held 
stated  meetings  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  and  contributed  largely 
to  the  formation  and  support  of  new  Churches. 

At  the  Diocesan  Conyention  held  in  the  summer  of  1836,  the 
present  Board  of  Missions  was  established,  and  on  August  lOth 
issued  a  Circular  —  written,  it  is  believed,  by  the  revered  Bbhop 
Oriswold,  and  addressed  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  —  in  which  are 
the  following  words  indicating  the  policy  of  the  Board.  "  In  the 
disposal  of  the  funds  raised,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  make 
every  Missionary  station  sustain  itself  as  soon  as  practicable.  StiU, 
however,  in  every  msterhood  of  Churches  there  will  always  be  some 
feebler  ones  requiring  assistance  as  long  as  they  exist,  and  it  would 
be  showing  very  little  regard  either  for  the  cause  of  religion,  or  for 
that  of  our  Church,  and  would  be  considered  a  hard  measure  if 
dealt  to  ourselves,  to  deny  those  whose  own  means  are  insufficient, 
the  inestimable  blessing  of  (Gospel  ministrations.  We  hope  this 
Board  will  furnish  a  strong  arm,  upon  which  infant  parishes  may 
confidently  lean,  until  they  shall  have  gained  strength  to  sustain 
themselves,  and  repay  our  care.'*  In  this  Circular  the  Board  in- 
vited all  the  existing  Missionary  societies  and  organizations  to 
become  auxiliary  to  it,  and  this  gradually  became  the  result. 

In  November  1836,  the  "Massachusetts  Episcopal  Missionary 
Society,"  &c.,  before  mentioned,  transferred  its  property  to  the 
Board,  and  its  meetings  soon  ceased. 

In  1838  the  "  Clerical  Convocation  "  placed  its  fnnds  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board.    The  Bishop  did  the  same  with  the  "  Easter 
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GoQeciioiis,"  ao  that  to  this  Board  the  whole  charge  of  DioeeBan 
Mnions  was  at  length  intnuted. 

The  Mowing  is  a  snmmary  of  the  reanlts  of  its  operatioDS : 

^Hiere  are  now  in  the  Diocese  sixty-three  Churches,  of  whidi 
ftrty-two  haYe  reoeiTed  aid  from  the  treasury  of  the  Board ;  that  is, 
aboat  two-thirds  of  all  the  Ghorches  of  the  Diocese. 

Of  those  forty-two  churches,  only  fourteen  now  receire  mission* 
aiy  mid.  Several  'of  them,  now  strong  and  flourishing  parishes, 
owe  their  formation  to  measures  taken  by  the  Board. 

Only  one  of  all  the  Churches  assisted  by  the  Board  in  1886,  now 
receiFea  any  support  from  its  treasury. 

Of  the  f<»rty*niiie  Churches  of  the  Diocese  whidi  now  receive  no 
Missionary  aid,  thirty-five  have  received  it  in  past  years. 

Of  all  the  Churches  aided  in  1846  —  ten  years  ago  ^^  eight  still 
recdve  appropriadons,  some  of  which  will  probably  soon  become 
aelf-flupporting. 

The  Board  has  promoted  the  formation  and  permanent  existence 
of  twenty-mx  new  parishes,  and  has  assisted  sixteen,  previously 
established,  in  susUdning  services.  It  has  thus  carried  out  the 
policy  declared  in  its  first  Circular,  by  seeking  to  form  self-support* 
iiig  paridies,  and  yet  not  to  refuse  a  helping  hand  to  those  few 
whidi  could  not  exist  without  it. 

These  permanent  results  will  show  how  far  this  Board  has  fulfilled 
the  design  for  wluch  it  was  established  —  that  of  Church  extension 
in  this  Diocese  —  and  would  seem  to  justify  an  earnest  appeal  to  the 
Churches  for  a  more  general  and  liberal  support. 

There  are  several  large  towns  in  the  State,  in  which  the  Pro* 
testant  Episcopal  Church  does  not  exist,  where  the  Board  would  be 
glad  to  commence  Missiobs  at  once,  but  the  funds  placed  at  their 
disposal  are  inadequate  to  the  attempt  with  any  hope  of  success. 

Who  can  doubt,  on  reviewing  the  results  of  the  past  twenty  years, 
that  such  an  amount  of  good  has  been  efiected,  as  should  cause  all 
who  love  the  Ooepel  and  the  Church  heartily  to  rejoice !  Many  of 
the  Churches,  established  and  sustained  by  the  Board,  are  promoting 
to  a  marked  extent,  in  the  communities  where  they  exist,  the  great 
cause  of  sound  morals  and  true  religion,  and  are  also  sending  the 
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(Gospel  to  distant  parts  of  our  own  land,  and  to  the  Heathen  world. 
May  we  all  engage  with  stronger  faith  and  hope  in  this  blessed 
work  !  May  all  unitedly  and  cordially  cooperate  to  give  fall  effect 
to  measures  to  extend  the  Gospel  and  Church  within  the  Diocese  of 
Massachusetts,  which  will  also  speedily  and  largely  promote  the 
great  general  objects  of  Christian  Missions  throughout  the  world !

Mr.  Robert  M.  Mason,  from  the  Committee  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention,  on  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  made  the  following  report. 

The  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention  on  the  subject  of  an  increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  of  the  Diocese,  as  recommended  in  the  Bishop's 
Address  of  January  last,  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  Report : 

The  absence  from  the  State  of  two  of  the  members  of 
the  Committee,  who  were  engaged  on  public  business  at 
Washington,  prevented  the  organization  of  the  Commit- 
tee until  some  months  after  their  appointment 

The  Committee,  however,  have  not  been  inattentive  to 
the  subject  referred  to  them,  —  in  regard  to  the  desirable* 
ness  of  which  they  were  entirely  united  in  opinion. 
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On  the  23d  of  May  last,  the  Committee  held  a  meet- 
ing, and  took  the  whole  subject  into  consideration.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Otis  having  declined  the  appointment,  Dr.  Shattuck, 
fifom  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy, 
and  accepted  the  place.  Arrangements  were  then  made 
for  applying  to  the  various  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 
Prom  two  or  three  of  the  smaller  parishes  encourage- 
ment was  received,  in  the  course  of  the  summer,  that  they 
would  probably  be  prepared  to  furnish  the  quota  assigned 
to  them  by  your  Committee.  From  the  larger  parishes, 
upon  which  the  main  contribution  was  devolved,  your 
Committee  have  not  yet  received  returns  which  authorize 
the  expectation  that  the  object  proposed  can  at  present  be 
accomplished.  Nor  are  the  general  circumstances  of  the 
country  such,  at  this  moment,  as  to  favor  the  success  of 
any  measure  demanding  large  pecuniary  contributions. 

With  these  explanations,  your  Committee  ask  to  be 
discharged  from  further  proceeding  in  the  premises. 
For  the  Committee,

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  respectfully  report 
that  the  list  of  Clergy  read  by  the  Secretary  is  correct,  and 
that  the  certificates  of  Lay  delegates,  whose  names  have 
been  taken  by  the  Secretary,  are  drawn  up  according  to 
the  prescribed  form,  with  the  following  exceptions :

With  regard  to  the  first  four  of  these,  it  is  not  recorded 
that  the  delegates  are  stated  worshippers  in  the  churches 
which  they  are  appointed  to  represent  With  regard  to 
the  last  of  these,  the  certificate  is  not  signed  by  the  clerk, 
but  by  a  substitute  designated  by  him.  In  each  of  these 
cases  the  informality  is  apparently  accidental,  and  not 
suclAis  should  deprive  the  Delegates  of  their  seats,  though 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that,  after  the  public  and  repeated 
notices  of  the  Secretary,  the  usual  form  of  certificate 
should  not  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Two  certificates  of  the  election  of  separate  delegations 
from  Christ  Church,  Boston,  again  appear,  as  at  our  last 
Convention,  each  claiming  to  be  stated  worshippers.  The 
Committee  feel  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  give  this  sub- 
ject the  consideration  which  it  deserves  within  the  brief 
period  of  the  session  of  the  Convention.  The  difficulties 
out  of  which  this  double  representation  grows  are  in  the 
civil  courts,  and  until  some  decision  is  declared  from 
them,  it  would  seem  idle  to  attempt  it  here.  It  is  recom- 
mended, therefore,  that  for  the  present,  neither  set  of  appli- 
cants be  admitted  to  seats.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  adjourn. 

Adjourned. 

Thursday  morning,  9  o'clock. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Lewis  Green, 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Van  Deusenville. 

The  roll  having  been  called,  some  members  not  pres- 
ent yesterday  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Third  Article  of  the 
Constitution  was  offered  by  Mr.  John  Edson. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  Diocese  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words, 
"a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  he  represents,"  and  in 
lieu  thereof  insert  the  words,  "  a  member  of  the  parish 
which  he  represents,  and  in  communion  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,"  —  so  that,  beginning  with  the 
word  provided,  it  shall  read  as  follows,  viz. : 

Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as 
a  Lay  Delegate,  unless  he  be  a  member  of  the  parish 
which  he  represents,  and  in  communion  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  to  lie  over  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  next  Convention,  as  provided  by  the 
Ninth  Article  of  the  Constitution. 
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The  hour  for  the  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  Rev.  A. 
H.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  at  the  last  Convention,  (Journal  of 
1866,  page  30)  came  up  for  consideration. 

^ter  considerable  debate,  it  was, 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  amendments  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  and  that  the  Convention  take  up  the  last 
of  these,  namely : 

"  Strike  out  the  word  *  Commonwealth,'  and  the  word 
*  State '  wherever  either  occurs,  in  the  title  or  in  the  body

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Charles  Mason,  William

The  Rev.  George  Packard,  from  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed yesterday  on  the  expenses  of  the  Convention, 
made  the  following  Report : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
the  Convention  expenses,  respectfully  report : 

The  frequent  reference  of  this  subject  to  Committees 
of  the  Convention  proves  that  something  is  wrong,  either 
in  the  items  of  expenditures  or  the  modes  adopted  for 
their  disbursement    It  is  evident  that  the  former  should 
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be  reduced  to  the  lowest  point  possible,  and  that  some 
method  should  be  devised  to  meet  them  promptly  and 
folly.  There  are  certain  uiiavoidable  expenses  which 
are  incapable  of  redaction,  —  as  the  printing  of  our  Jour- 
nals, the  manual  labor  of  their  preparation,  the  triennial 
quota  of  this  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of  the  General 
CJonvention.  There  are  others,  however,  which  we  think 
may  be  lessened.  Twenty-five  doUars  are  now  appro- 
priated to  the  clerical  Delegates  attending  the  General 
Convention.  Wh^n  first  made,  it  was  designed  to  assist 
such  Delegates  to  pay  their  travelling  expenses.  But 
8Uoh  is  the  change  in  modes  of  travelling,  that  that  appro- 
priation now  exceeds,  in  most  cases,  the  expense  actually 
incurred.  We  think,  therefore,  that  the  appropriation 
should  be  limited  to  such  expenses. 

Clerical  Delegates  to  this  Convention,  who  were  living 
at  a  distance  and  upon  small  stipends,  and  who,  as  was 
supposed,  would  not  attend  the  Convention,  if  compelled 
to  bear  their  own  expenses,  have  been  in  past  years  re- 
lieved by  this  Cotivenlion,  in  part  or  whole,  of  this  bur- 
den. This  should  be  continued,  but  farther  than  this,  we 
think  the  Convention  ought  not  to  go.  The  expenses  of 
travelling  are  less  now  than  formerly,  and,  while  we  would 
limit  the  amount  paid  to  the  actual  expense  incurred,  we 
would  limit  the  privilege  to  those  only,  who,  from  want 
of  personal  resources  and  limited  salary,  are  really  unable 
to  bear  the  expense  incurred  by  attendance. 

The  expenses  of  the  Convention  may  be  somewhat  re- 
duced by  adopting  the  propositions  now  submitted. 

In  our  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  books,  we  find 
that  some  parishes  have  not  paid  for  some  years  their 
assessment,  upon  the  ground  of  inability.  Every  parish 
in  connection  with  this  Convention  can  do,  and  should 
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do,  something  towards  meeting  its  liabilities.  If  it  can- 
not pay  the  small  amount  assessed,  let  the  Treasurer  be 
permitted  to  receive  less,  and  balance  the  account  with 
any  parish  that  puts  in  this  plea  of  inability.  Something 
will  thus  be  received  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  the  unseemly  record  of  delinquent  parishes 
disappear  from  our  Journal.  The  parish  of  St.  Mark's 
has  desired,  through  one  of  the  clergymen  officiating 
there  without  compensation,  that  its  name  should  be 
stricken  from  the  list  of  parishes  in  arrears,  for  the  reason 
that  no  salary  is  paid^  Inasmuch,  however,  as  that  parish 
has  the  right  of  representation,  we  cannot  regard  that  an 
exception  should  be  made  in  its  favor.  The  Committee 
would  therefore  recommend,  that  the  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  compromise,  upon  such  terms  as  he  may  deem 
expedient,  with  all  parishes  delinquent  to  this  date. 

The  Committee  would  urge,  as  has  been  done  in  years 
past,  that  all  of  the  parishes  promptly  meet  their  liabilities 
to  this  Convention,  especially  as  the  quota  demanded 
from  this  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of  the  General  Con- 
vention will  be  incurred  before  the  next  meeting  of  this 
Convention.  They  would  also  recommend,  that  the  Trea- 
surer be  authorized  to  borrow  the  small  amount  that  may 
be  needed,  to  meet  any  deficiency  in  the  Treasury. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

report  the  following  form  of  a  bill,  and  recommend  that  ^ 
Committee  be  appointed  to  procure  its  enactment : 

Religious  societies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
which  may  have  organized  themselves  or  may  hereafter 
organize  themselves  as  corporations,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  20th  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
need  not  choose  a  Standing  Committee,  but  the  wardens, 
or  wardens  and  vestry,  of  said  Society  may  exercise  all 
the  powers  of  Standing  Committee;  and,  instead  of  a 
Moderator,  the  officer  designated  by  the  by-laws  of  such 
society,  may  preside  at  its  meetings,  with  all  the  powers 
of  a  moderator;  and  such  societies  need  not  choose  or 
appoint  a  collector  or  assessors,  unless  they  shall  assess 
or  collect  a  tax  on  the  polls  or  estates  of  members  thereof. 
And  in  case  of  such  societies  heretofore  organized,  a 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held 
to  have  been  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  respecting  the  officers  herein 
named. 

On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  report  be  accepted,  and  the 
recommendation  with  which  it  closes  be  adopted.

Resolved,  That  Richard  H.  Dana,  Jr.,  Esq.,  be  appoint- 
ed a  Committee  to  take  measures  for  the  carrying  of  the 
foregoing  bill  through  the  Legislature.

The  Society  for  the  Belief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Peeeased 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Choroh  present  the  follow- 
ing report  of  theur  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

The  Officers  and  Trustees  of  the  Society  have  held  ihdr  stated 
quarterly  meetings  as  usual,  and  attended  to  all  the  business  that 
has  come  before  them.  As  no  application  for  relief  has  been  mada 
during  the  past  year,  the  funds  of  the  Society  hate  been  steadOy 
increasing.  The  Treasurer's  report,  to  be  presented  herewith,  will 
give  a  fun  statement  of  their  condition. 

During  the  year,  the  RevLdon  of  the  Constitution  and  By  Laws, 
and  the  subject  of  Contract  Belief,  have  been  under  consideration,  and 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  a  special  Committee,  who  have  made  a  partial 
Import,  but  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  suljebt,  haye  asked  and 
obtained  fturther  time  to  consider  it. 

The  Society  hope  to  be  aUe  to  present  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention, their  amended  Constitution  and  By  Laws,  and  also  to  be 
able  to  ftumish  aid  in  special  cases  of  need,  as  well  as  in  cases  of 
oontraot. 

It  is  also  expected  that  a  Sermon  will  be  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
Church  in  this  city,  before  and  in  behalf  of  this  Society,  some  time 
during  the  coming  season  of  Lent.

The  oonditioQ  of  this  Parish  is  not  materially  changed  since  the 
kst  report,  except  that  it  has  suffered  much,  as  in  previous  years,  by 
the  remoYd  of  several  ftmilies  to  California,  and  other  localities. 

The  interior  anangements  of  the  Church  have  been  improved  by 
tiie  addition  of  a  new  and  excellent  Organ,  and  by  new  carpeting 
and  painting  the  interior  of  the  edifice ;  involving  an  expenditure  of 
about  8000,  for  about  one-third  of  which,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
kindness  and  liberality  of  friends  who  are  not  members  of  the  Par- 
ish. 

The  ladies  of  St.  Matthew's  have  recently  raised  the  sumi  of  8300, 
which,  together  with  $100  previously  presented  by  a  true  friend  of 
the  Sector  and  of  the  Parish,  has  been  invested  to  form  the  com- 
mencement of  a  building  fund  for  a  new  church. 

The  Sunday  Sohool  is  in  a  very  prosperoua  condition,  numbering

Ghoreh  Seryioes :  Public  service  in  Churchi  758  times ;  Sermons 
and  Lectures,  153 ;  Holy  Communion,  43  times ;  Catechizing,  (in 
Church,  46,  m  the  Parish  School,  253,)  299  times*  Duly  Prayer 
has  been  said  in  Church  eyery  morning  and  evening.  The  Holy 
Days  have  all  been  kept  with  special  celebration.  Sermons  have 
been  preached  twice  on  every  Sunday,  once  on  every  Holy  Day,  on 
every  Wednesday  evening  until  Easter,  and  daily  in  Pasdon  Week« 
The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
every  month,  and  on  all  Festivals.  Two  foil  choirs  of  men  and  boys 
haye  served  in  the  church  idnce  Easter. 

Parish  Charities :  85  fiunilles  have  been  regular  pendoners  of  the 
Parish,  receiving  their  support,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  it.  The 
Guild  has  sustained  the  Parish  school,  and  a  House  for  poor  and 
destitute  persons,  which  has  had  34  inmates  during  the  year.  The 
lay  members  of  the  Cbild  have  made  over  2000  visits  to  the  poor, 
be^des  all  that  have  been  made  by  the  Clergy ;  and  1000  more 
have  been  made  by  the  medical  Brothers  of  the  Guild ;  9100  have 
been  expended  in  medicines  for  the  poor.  Besides  temporal  relief, 
Kbles,  Prayer  Books  and  other  religious  books  have  been  didtri- 
bated.  Many  also  have  been  induced  to  attend  Church,  and  to  bring 
tbor  children  to  Baptism  and  to  the  Sunday  School.  Nearly  one 
half  the  children  in  the  Sunday  School  have  been  clothed  by  the 
Parish.  500  garments  have  been  given  to  the  poor,  305  to  children, 
and  195  to  adults.  A  Sewing  School,  on  Wednesday  afternoons, 
having,  through  the  year,  13  Teachers  and  95  pupils,  has  been  main- 
tained.    120  articles  of  clothing  have  been  made  in  the  School. 

The  Rector  has  to  acknowledge  the  great  and  valuable  assistance 
xeodered  by  his  ky-brethren,  and  especially  by  the  faithful  women 
of  the  Church,  l^eir  chief  reward,  he  trusts,  is  on  high.  On  the 
whole,  this  is  the  most  encouraging  Keport  he  has  ever  presented. 
May  it  awaken  our  gratitude  to  Almighty  Cod,  who  has  deigned  to 
use  08  for  sudi  high  and  holy  purposes !  May  it  aide  deepen  our 
hamilityi  by  the  thought  of  our  utter  unworthiness  to  be  so  em* 
ployed!

This  infant  parish  is  gradually  but  surely  increasing  in  attendants 
ofl  public  worship,  and  ability  to  sustain  the  same.  About  forty 
families  and  more  than  twenty  single  persons  are  Yuuted  by  thd 
officiating  clergymen,  as  constituting  their  pastoral  charge,  while  a 
considerable  number  of  strangers,  or  casual  worshippers,  are  present 
on  every  occasion  of  divine  service.  Among  whom  are  frflquently 
those  who  come  to  the  Lord's  table.  These  are  not  included  in  the 
number  of  communicants  belonging  to  St.  Mark's,  but  supposed  to 
be  regbtered  in  other  parishes.  Nor  are  any  regarded  as  parishion* 
era  unless  they  signify  their  desire  to  be  so  considered. 

In  April  last,  the  Bev.  Edward  A.  Benouf  was  invited  to  become 
aaristant  minister.  Having  accepted  the  appointment,  he  soon  enter- 
ed on  the  duties  of  the  same ;  which  he  has  discharged  with  such 
sseal  and  ability  as  to  secure  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all  who 
are  officially  or  otherwise  connected  with  him.  In  the  Sunday 
School  his  labors  promise  the  happiest  results. 

The  corporation  of  St.  Mark's  are  negoUating,  by  a  judicious  com- 
mittee, for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  of  land,  on  which  to  erect, 
at  no  distant  day,  a  church,  oommensurate  with  the  character  of  the 
population,  rapidly  increasing  in  the  southern  part  of  the  metropolis. 
Meanwhile,  the  building,  now  occupied  by  the  parish,  as  the  property 
of  the  corporation,  is  free  from  incumbrance;  and  affisrds  ample 
accommodation  for  a  congregation  of  more  than  three  hundred  per- 
sons ;  and  is,  in  all  respects,  a  neat  and  comfortable  place  of  public 
worslup.

Besides  those 
nnriees  performed,  and  sermons  delivered  by  my  assistants,  I  have 
odflbfated  Daily  and  Festival  services  706  times,  and  delivered  there- 
at 189  sermons  and  addresses,  and  celdnrated  the  Holy  Commumon

The  undersigned,  in  presenting  his  report,  would  b^  to  record  the 
goodness  and  mercy  which  have  followed  him  the  past  year. 

Of  the  long  series  of  years,  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  in  the 
cause  of  Seamen,  this  has  witnessed  more  of  the  divine  blessing  on 
his  mbistrations,  than  any  previous  year. 

The  attendance  on  public  worship  has  steadily  increased,  and  at 
n%hi  tba  oknrcfa  is  generally  well  filled,  and  often  crowded. 
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The  oharoh  has  been  opened  daring  the  week  for  "  dally  morning 
prayer."  The  attendance  on  this  serrioe  has  ranged  from  5  to  85. 
There  have  been  frequent  occasions  when  nearly  all  the  crew  of  a 
Tessel  has  regularly  come  up  from  their  ship  to  unite  in  this  serrioe 
while  in  port. 

The  weeUy  visitation  at  the  Marino  hospital  has  been  uninter* 
rupted.  The  consolations  of  religion  hare  been  administered  to  the 
sick  and  dying  sailor,  and  the  last  offices  of  the  Church  performed 
over  the  remains  of  thirty-five  seamen. 

These  solemn  services,  accompanied  as  they  always  have  been,  by 
aSectionate,  earnest  exhortation,  for  the  time,  at  least,  produce  serious 
thought ;  and  the  hope  is  entertained,  that  in  some  instances  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  made  the  word  spoken  at  the  side  of  the  open  grave  effeo* 
tual  to  the  salvation  of  those  who  heard  it. 

The  follomng  shows  the  amount  of  Bibles,  Testaments,  &c.,  given 
to  seamen :  — Of  Bibles,  325  were  Englbh ;  30  Portuguese ;  12 
Spanish;  2  French;  3  Italian ;  and  10  Swedish.  Of  Testaments, 
500  FiUglish ;  90  Portuguese;  40  Spanish ;  10  French ;  8  Italian, 
85  Swedish;  30  Danish,  and  12  Welsh.  Total,  882  Bibles;  725 
Testaments ;  860  Prayer  Books ;  and  1500  books  of  a  practical 
religious  character,  mostiy  in  paper  covers. 

Tracts  and  religious  papers  havo  been  famished  to  the  seamen 
generally  worshipping  at  the  Church. 

To  shipwrecked  and  destitute  seamen  have  been  given  117  arti- 
cles of  new  clothing,  and  280  pieces  of  second-hand  garments. 

The  extent  of  tiiese  influences  set  forth  above,  cannot  be  followed 
or  summed  up ;  we  know,  however^  they  are  the  means  Ood  has 
seen  fit  to  use  for  the  conversion  of  men,  and  believe  that  when  the 
sea  shall  give  up  her  dead,  many  ransomed  ones  will  be  found,  who 
will  ascribe,  under  Ood,  tiieir  salvation  to  these  efforts,  which  have 
been  put  forth  in  fiuth  of  his  blessed  promise.

Housi  01  OouaonoN,  Boston. 
Sinoe  the  last  Convention,  I  have  regukriy  officiated  in  this  In- 
stituti<m  twice  every  Sanday.    The  nnmber  of  persons  att^idiDg  on 
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mj  nuuisfcratioiifl  has  ayeraged  about  five  handred.  A  Sunday 
School  is  regalarly  held  in  the  morning ;  in  oondooting  the  services 
of  whioh,  I  have  the  valoable  assbtance  of  a  number  of  Teachers 
from  several  of  the  Churches  in  this  city.  I  also  preach  on  special 
occasions,  such  as  Fast  day,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days.  In 
addition  to  this,  I  attend  a  daily  religious  service  during  the  week, 
in  which  some  portion  of  Scripture  is  read,  accompanied  by  an  address 
and  prayers. 

The  care  of  the  Library  also  devolves  upon  the  Chapkin.  This 
consists  of  several  hundred  volumes,  which  have  all  been  collected 
ainoe  my  connection  with  the  institution.  Every  prisoner  who  can 
read  is  furnished  with  a  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  which  remain  in 
hia  cell  daring  the  term  of  his  imprisonment,  and  are  his  constant 
oompanions ;  and  also  a  book  from  the  Library,  which  is  exchanged 
evoy  week. 

These  labors,  together  mth  my  duties  to  the  sick,  and  some  oth- 
ers of  an  inddental  character,  occupy  my  whole  time.  The  amount 
€t  good  accomplished  by  these  efforts  to  reform  the  criminal  and 
viflioiis  who  are  confined  here,  it  is  difficult  to  determine.  There  is 
amoh  to  dishearten  the  servant  of  God  who  undertakes  it.  Still,  he 
must  not  be  **  weary  in  well  doing,"  nor  doubt  the  power  of  the  Gos- 
pel to  save  even  the  chief  of  sinners. 

During  the  year,  I  have  solemmzed  two  marriages,  and  officiated 
at  nine  funerals.

This  whole  region  presents  a  most  inviting  field  for  missionary 
labor.  Not  perhaps  for  speedily  gathering  a  self-supporting  Church, 
but  fbr  doijig  inoalculahle  good. 

The  foreign  population  in  this  and  the  neighboring  towns  con- 
nsts  of  many  thousand  souls.  Here,  in  Hopkinton,  the  papists  have 
a  large  and  flourishing  Church ;  and  in  the  adjoining  town  of  Mil- 
ford,  they  have  another  of  still  larger  dimensions,  and  thronged 
with  people.

Under  God's  blessing  it  has 
resulted  in  the  organization  of  a  Parish  in  that  interesting  and 
growing  village,  which  gives  most  enoouraging  promise  of  future 
strength.

The 
Parish  is  steadily  increasing  in  strength ;  and  in  a  spiritual,  as  well 
as  temporal  point  of  view,  there  s  much  ground  foi'  eiicouragemeni. 
The  same  generous-hearted  individuals,  —  to  who<e  munificence  and 
Christian  zeal  it  is  owing,  in  great  measure,  that  this  noble  work 
was  so  well  begun  and  has  been  so  successfully  carried  on  — still 
contribute  largely  to  its  furtherance,  both  by  their  efforts  and  their 
means.  For  the  cheerful  and  untiring  exertions  of  these,  and  of 
others  not  a  few,  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Parbh,  and  for 
many  acts  of  kindness  towards  himself,  the  Bector  desires  to  record 
his  heartfelt  gratitude. 

Since  the  last  Beport,  the  grounds  around  the  church  —  previously 
enclosed  with  a  heavy  stone  wall  —  have  been  adorned  by  a  variety 
of  beautiful  trees,  for  which  we  are  bdebted  to  the  taste  and  liber- 
ality of  Henry  Mansfield,  Esq. 

The  Sunday  School,  owing  to  the  lealous  eflforts  of  a  number  of 
devoted  members  of  the  congregation,  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

At  every  session,  the  Bector — unless  providentially  prevented  — 
is  present  to  instruct,  catechise,  or  address  the  children.  At  Christ- 
mas»  the  diildren*s  Festival  takes  plaoe.    Weekly  during  the  sum-

DuriDg  the  greater  part  of  the  ^ear,  serviceB  hate  been  held  in 
Blaokatooe,  a  populous  village,  about  one  mile  diBtaut.  They  were 
begun,  and  for  a  few  weeks  kept  ap,  by  the  fier.  Mr.  DeZeDg ;  and 
have  been  oontinued  on  Sunday  evenings  by  the  Eector,  with  the 
asristanoe,  oooario&aUy,  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Bhode  Island.

In  my  last  report,  I  mentioned  that  $1000  had  been  subscribed 
abroad  to  aid  us  in  our  contemplated  improvements.  Subsequently 
this  amount  was  raised  to  $1237.00.  From  the  sale  of  our  old 
Organ  we  realized  966.17.  These  amounts,  making  in  all  94177.06, 
have  been  expended  in  church  alterations,  and  the  purchase  of  a  new 
Organ.  Our  church  was  completed  and  opened  for  worship  the 
first  Sunday  in  July,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  every  debt  is  now 
paid  off.  Of  the  subscriptions  mentioned  above,  9340.68  are  yet 
due ;  but  this  amount  has  been  advanced  by  the  Bector  to  fulfil  his 
own  pledge  that  the  debts  should  be  paid,  and  also  as  a  temporary 
accommodation  to  individual  subscribers. 

The  regular  contributions  have  steadily  increased.  I  would  call  at- 
tention to  a  fiict,  in  accordance  indeed  with  the  universal  experience  of 
missionary  (^rations,  which  may  serve  to  illustrate  the  secret  of  paro- 
chial prosperity.  Three  years  ago,  this  Parish  was  in  debt ;  it  found 
great  difficulty  in  raising  sufficient  means  to  meet  its  current  expenses. 
It  toas  doing  almoit  nothing  to  advance  CkrMs  kingdom  in  the 
earth.    Since  that  period  an  endre  change  has  been  wrought;  theim- 
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perative  dtitj  of  aiding  in  the  extension  of  the  QtxpA  has  been  en- 
finroed,  and  ccilecHons  for  various  missionary  operations  have  been 
regularly  taken  up.  By  this  means  $1221.58  have  been  contrib- 
uted for  the  Lord's  work.  And  with  what  result  to  the  Parish  ? 
Has  it  been  thereby  impoverished  and  crippled?  Far  from  it! 
More  than  ever  has  been  raised  to  meet  onr  current  expenses,  and 
irith  fitf  greater  regolaritj  and  ease.  A  debt  of  (400  has  been 
paid  ofi^  and  98078.22  have  been  raised  for  church  alterations,  &o. 
Ihere  has  been  returned  to  us  out  of  the  Lord's  treasury  more  than 
the  amount  given  by  us,  via.,  91237.00  In  other  words,  wo  have 
received  and  expended  upon  our  own  sanotuaiy  94710.22,  —  nearly 
fourfold  the  amount  we  have  contributed  for  missions. 

And  now  in  external  things,  and  I  would  trust  in  some  correspond* 
ing  measure  also  in  spiritual  things,  we  are  highly  prospered.  We 
DOW  possess  a  truly  beautiful  Sanctoary,  an  ornament  instead  of  a 
disfigurement  to  our  village.  Internally,  it  is  convenient  in  arrange* 
ment,  commodious,  sitnple  and  chaste  in  style,  by  its  pleasant  and 
homelike  aspect  attracting  us  to  the  worship  of  our  Ood  and  Saviour* 
It  has  been  carpeted  and  oushioned  uniformly  throughout,  and  is  com- 
plete in  all  its  arrangements.  Our  Organ,  made  by  Mr.  Johnson,  of 
Westfield,  is  a  very  superior  instrument.  In  all  thcqp  things,  our 
expectations  of  last  year  have  been  more  than  realized.  "  Hitherto 
hath  the  Lord  helped  us,"  and  to  His  glorious  name  be  all  the 
.  praise!

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Rectory,  (mention  of  which,  as 
**  commenced,"  was  made  in  last  year's  Report,)  has  been  built,  at  a 
cost,  inclusive  of  the  land,  of  something  less  than  $4,500,  and  the 
Ladies  of  the  Parish  have  contributed  8300,  (proceeds  of  a  Fair,) 
towards  the  furnishing  of  the  house. 

The  Rectory  is  a  commodious,  and  a  most  beautiful  building,  and 
great  credit  is  due  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Newton,  of  the  parish,  for  his 
liberal  contributions  of  money,  and  personal  supervision,  for  the  se- 
curing of  the  chaste  and  thoroughly  built  house.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  contributed  $100,  and  the  Hon.  A.  Boody,  of  Rochester, 
$200  towards  the  work.  The  rest  all  came  from  within  the  Parish. 
Mr.  Newton  contributed  one-third  of  the  whole  outlay. 

Fifteen  hundred  dollars  of  the  amount  of  cost,  yet  remain  unpaid. 
The  Sector  was  given  possession  in  October  last ;  subject,  however, 
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as  the  matter  now  Btands^  to  the  pajment  of  the  aDDoal  intereai  tm 
the  preeent  indebtedneaB  ($1500,)  and  the  yearly  taxes.  This  io- 
eumbraDce,  it  is  hoped,  may  soon  be  removed,  or  in  some  other  way 
provided  for  by  the  Pariah. 

The  Beotor  of  the  Parish,  by  reason  of  iojuriea  reoeived,  Angnsl 
29, 1856,  on  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Bailroad,  has  sinoe  that  date 
been  seriously  hindered  in  the  discharge  of  hb  pastoral  duties.  Kept 
out  of  the  church  entirely,  for  about  three  months,  he  has  since  been 
able,  only  to  a  Tory  limited  extent,  to  attend  to  public  services,  and 
not  at  dl  to  paroohial  vinti^g.  He  had  th»  assistance  of  the  Bev« 
H.  Gray — since  of  Western  New  York— for  some  two  months, 
and  casual  assistance  from  other  brethren,  at  different  times.

IN  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  1846,  3iAT,  1852,  AND  JAN.  1856. 


ARTlcrti  I. 
This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  Geoefal 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ABTICLB   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Conyention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  alwajrs,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men* 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.    Every  other  clergy- 
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man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  heing  a  settled  miniBter, 
or  regularly  officiating  ia  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
be  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
veeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
eaaonically  instituted*  Provided,  however,  that  no  elergyman 
oterwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reasoa  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  subh  privilege. 

Svery  parish  tn  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
doD,  sbadl  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
er  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
meat,  signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
fided,  that  uo  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  be  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
lepMsents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
oa  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
ChuKh. 

ARTICLE    v. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
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But  in  casd  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  ihe  merobere  shall 
elecha  president  from  among  tbe  clergy. 


ARTICLE  vi. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shalf 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Til. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven* 
lion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  balioi, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption. 
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4Canoti  of  1828, 

AMENDED  IN  THE   CONVENTION   OF    1849. 

Respecting^  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  aAer  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in 
this  State,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  (me 
pereentumon  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  State  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  State  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publicatioDS  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  cenltim^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  o(  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal.

Respecting'  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Dioceae,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMENDED  IN  THE  CONYCNTION   OF   1852. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  ease  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  infbrmation,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  .from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  bd 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,    the  Standing  Committee  shall  thra

reqoett  the  Bhhop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  i^eive  the  present- . 
mentf  who,  tipon  the  lippiicflttion  of  the  Standing  Committee,  mnf 
pfoeeed  itt  the  oase,  iind  eirereise  the  same  powert  as  helong,  at 
mm  gmiittfd,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

0RT.  ft.  Anjr  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
aMussid  hy  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offence* 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  tnay,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
rsvpeodng  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
om6,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
sQch  examination  iind  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
iil  pmtided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  irial  of  a  CUtgymtm^  not  heing  a  BUhop. 

Sbct.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
CooimittBe,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
skfttt,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
caase  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  afler  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bidiop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sbct.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shaU 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
tiBse  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

SiCT.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
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do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ^  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused.or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sbgt.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  fects  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sbc7.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  m  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
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tlian  forty  mites  from  itie  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  Aie  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sbct.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  ev^ 
dence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
auoh  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  \ 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  mo^  convenient,  m  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attiend  ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  netr  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con^ 
Aicted  as  before  memiotted. 

Sect.  8.  Alt  citations  and  nolitses  contemplated  ki  (his  CamcMi 
shalT  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  ami  may  be  served  by  a  sinnmonidt 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Blsht^, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
lo  case  of  service  by  any  other  persfm,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
lO* 
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livered  to  a  party,  or  lefl  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  Communicants. 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repeHing  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case.

Of  EUetiom. 

The  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall

All  applications  for  the  admission  of  new  parishes  into  union 
widi  this  CbnTention  shall  be  received  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee.  And  the  said  Oommittee  shall  examine  into  the 
eiieumstances^of  the  party  making  the  application,  to  ascertain 
ihe  namber  of  Episcopalians  resident  in  the  place  where  it  is 
proposed  to  establish  a  new  parish ;  what  resources  they  hare 
from  the  establishment  of  a  neighboring  parish  already  in  exis- 
tooce ;  what  the  population  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  such  parish  may  amount  to  ;  what  may  be  expected 
to  be  its  probable  increase  ;  what  is  the  number,  character,  and 
influence  of  other  Christian  denominations  in  the  same  place ; 
and  what  are  the  resources  in  possession  of  the  applicants,

Cf  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Churchy  from  time  to  time. 
Section  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary^  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  iA  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
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amount  of  the  communioo  alms,  the  cootributions  for  Missions^ 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  generali  and  of  all  other  inatteri  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Churoh,  shall  also  report  the 
occamonal  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  be  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  tbara 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit|  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 

litTLE  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  lip,  except  to  address 
the  CImir. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house^  unless  lie 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shalU  whh  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  aRjr  qoestiOB,  tihe  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Bole  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
tention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  sann^ 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  ihj 
iHember,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

SxTLB  ni.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
sihall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  detiet* 
mhiecr  by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  5y  resdutions,  thii 
^estibn  shall  be  on  adopting  tfaent. 
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BoLS  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit; 

4.  To  amend; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

RuLB  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

RuLB  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

RuLB  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
Older ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

RvLB  VllL  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rttlb  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, sulject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

RuLB  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
daring  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the 
Bishop,  with  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates, 
assembled  in  Trinity  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  Was  read  by  the  Rev*  Samuel  Fuller, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Andover.  The  Ante- 
Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  in 
the  Epistle,  by  the  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.  D.,  Minister 
of  St  Stephen's  Chapel. 

The  annual  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  William  Flint,  Rector  of  St.  James's  Church,  Green- 
field, from  the  text,  St.  Luke's  Gospel,  chap.  v.  verse  5, 
And  Simon  answering,  said  unto  him.  Master,  tae  have 
toiled  all  the  night  and  have  taken  nothing,  nevertheless,  at 
thy  word,  I  will  let  down  the  net. 

After  which,  at  the  Offertory,  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.  D.,  a  collection  was  made  in  aid 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese.  The 
Holy  Communion  was  then  administered  to  the  Clergy, 
and  to  several  of  the  Laity,  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.  D.

Annual  ^bbress: 

MY  BSLETHBEK  OF  THE  CLEBGT  AKD  LAITY  : — 

On  this  annual  occasion  of  meeting  together,  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  interests  of  onr  branch  of  the  Redeemer's  Church, 
let  us  bless  Qod  for  that  preserring  mercy  which  still  keeps  us 
in  the  land  of  the  living. 

My  first  official  act,  after  the  close  of  our  last  Convention,  was 
on  the  Third  Sunday  in  Lent,  February  24 ;  on  the  morning  of 
which  day,  in  Christ  Church,  Waltham,  I  admitted  to  Priest's 
Orders  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Copley  Greene,  Deacon.  A  large  congre- 
gation witnessed  the  solemnities  of  the  occasion ;  including 
many  persons  from  Newton  Comer,  where,  immediately  after  his 
ordination,  Mr.  Greene  began  to  officiate  as  the  Minister  of  Grace 
Church.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Fales  and  Slafter  united  with  me  in 
the  imposition  of  hands. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  at  Newton  Comer, 
in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation 
of  Grace  Church. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  9, 1  confirmed  6  in  the 
morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston ;  making,  with  8  hereafter 
to  be  mentioned,  9  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Wednesday,  March  12, 1  confirmed  18  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  16, 1  confirmed  28 
in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Bos- 
ton; and 

In  the  eyening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  9  in  the  Church  of 
the  Messiah,  Boston.    I  take  this  opportunity  of  Inentioning, 
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and  I  do  so  with  great  satisfaction,  that  this  parish  has  just 
completed  the  building  of  a  substantial  edifice  of  brick,  erected 
for  the  twofold  purpose  of  accommodating  the  Sunday  School, 
and  of  holding  week-day  services  therein.  This  commodious 
room,  which  adjoins  the  church,  was  opened  on  the  evening  of 
the  first  day  of  the  present  year ;  and  reflects  great  credit  upon 
the  zeal  of  the  parishioners.     Its  cost  was  about  $3000. 

On  Wednesday  before  Easter,  March  19,  at  an  Ordination  held 
in  St.  James's,  Roxbury,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr. 
Winslow  W.  Sever,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese.  The 
Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cutler,  Rector  of  St. 
Andrew's,  Hanover.  Mr.  Sever  has  been  officiating,  since  his 
ordination,  as  the  Minister  of  St.  John's,  Sandwich. 

On  the  evening  of  Easter  Day,  March  23,  I  confirmed  9  in 
Christ  Church,  Boston. 

On  Thursday,  March  27,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Thom- 
as's Church,  Taunton,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
Edward  Anthon,  Deacon,  Rector  of  the  Parish.  The  interest  of 
this  solemn  occasion  was  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  Mr.  An- 
thon's  honored  father,  the  Rev.  Henry  Anthon,  D.  D.,  Rector  of 
St.  Mark's,  New  York,  who  preached  the  Sermon;  and  who 
also,  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Foxcroft  and  Rice,  of  this  Diocese, 
united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  March  30, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed 
33,  and  catechized  the  children. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  20,  I  confirmed  2 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  27,  I  confirmed  5  in 
the  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge  ;  making,  with  4  con- 
firmed, as  will  be  noticed  in  the  proper  place,  in  June  last,  the 
number  of  9  forthe  year. 
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On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  4, 1  confirmed  8  m 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Brookline ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  6  in  Grace  Chmch, 
Boston,  including  1  from  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

On  Tuesday,  May  6,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  the  place 
of  worship  at  present  used  by  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church, 
Newton  Comer ;  and  in  the  evening,  after  addresses  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Missions  by  the  Eev.  Messrs.  Fales  and  Irwin,  made  the 
concluding  remarks  to  the  people.  These  services,  together  with 
others,  were  on  occasion  of  a  meeting  of  the  Eastern  District 
Church  Missionary  Association. 

On  Whitsunday,  May  11,  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  I  confirmed  7 
in  the  morning,  and  also  held  a  brief  examination  of  the  pupila 
of  the  Sunday  School ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  5,  and  catechized 
the  children,  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead. 

On  Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  May  13,  I  confirmed  5  in  Uh) 
evening  in  St.  Paul's,  Newburyport. 

On  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  May  14,  at  an  Ordination  held 
in  St.  James's,  Amesbury,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev. 
Robert  F.  Chase,  Deacon,  Rector  of  the  Parish;  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Horton,  Boppin,  and  Leeds,  uniting  with  me  in  the^ 
laying  on  of  hands.  In  the  evening  I  confirmed  6  in  the  sam^ 
church. 

On  Thursday,  May  15,  I  had  the  gratification  of  laying  th& 
comer  stone  of  Trinity  Church,  in  the  beautiful  and  flourishing 
town  of  Haverhill.  On  this  interesting  occasion,  there  was  a 
numerous  attendance  of  clergymen  from  various  parts  of  the 
Diocese ;  and  also  of  lay-members  of  our  Church  from  the  neigh- 
boring towns,  and  from  other  places.  The  services  took  jJaco 
in  the  afternoon ;  and  in  the  evening,  after  Prayers  had  beoQ 
read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Irwin,  I  preached  in  one  of  the  Coagzega«

tional  churclies,  wliicli  had  been  kindly  offered  by  its  Minister 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  greater  accommodation  than  could 
be  had  in  the  place  of  worship,  usually  occupied  by  the  congre- 
gation of  Trinity  Church. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  May  18, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  Trinity  Church,  Pawtucket ;  and  con- 
firmed 18  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Wednesday,  May  21,  in  the  afternoon,  I  catechized  the 
children,  and  confirmed  6,  in  Christ  Church,  Andover. 

On  Thursday,  May  22, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Lawrence. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  May  25,  in  St.  Thomas's, 
Taunton,  I  preached,  and  catechized  the  children  of  the  parish, 
in  the  morning;  and  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon.  Shortly 
after  this  period,  the  Eey.  Mr.  Anthon  resigned  the  Rectorship 
of  St.  Thomas's,  and  removed  to  the  city  of  New  York  ;  where 
he  is  now  officiating  as  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Mark's  Church. 
I  am  happy  to  record,  that  this  important  parish  did  not  long  re- 
main without  a  pastor ;  Mr.  Anthon  being  soon  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Neville,  late  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's,  New  York, 
who,  in  removing  to  Taunton,  has  returned  to  scenes  endeared 
by  many  recollections  of  his  early  ministry. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  saying,  that  the  parishioners  of  St. 
Thomases  are  preparing  to  build,  in  place  of  their  present  place 
of  worship,  a  costly  stone  church. 

On  Wednesday,  May  28,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall 
River,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed 
0  in  the  evening. 

On  Thursday,  May  29,  I  catechized  the  children,  and  con- 
firmed 1,  in  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea.  The 
Rev.  W.  6.  Colbum,  formerly  Rector  of  St.  Paul's »  Otis,  has 
2 
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succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Withington  in  the  charge  of  this 
parish. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  1,  I  confirmed  26 
in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  Charlestown,  including  1  from 
Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  June  4, 1  confirmed  1  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Andrew's,  Hanover. 

On  Thursday,  June  5, 1  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  Trinity 
Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  8, 1  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  James's,  Greenfield ; 
and  confirmed  1  in  the  same  church  in  the  afternoon.  I  was 
pleased  to  find,  on  this  visit,  that  the  parishioners  of  St.  James's 
had  secured  a  new  and  commodious  house,  to  be  the  future  Rec- 
tory of  the  parish. 

On  Tuesday,  June  10, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  after- 
noon in  St.  John's,  Northampton ;  and  confirmed  4  in  the  eve- 
ning. 

St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  Wednesday,  June  11, 1  confirmed 
16  in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield. 

On  Thursday,  June  12, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Chicopee.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Munroe,  not  long  before  my 
visit  to  this  parish,  resigned  the  charge  of  it,  and  became  the 
Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Melrose  ;  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
the  congregation  are  now  without  the  ministrations  of  a  resident 
pastor. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  15, 1  confirmed  18 
in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Waltham  ;  9  of  the  candidates 
being  parishioners  of  that  church,  and  the  remainder  from  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge. 

On  Friday,  June  27»  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
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Bary  of  Virginia,  tlie  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  at  my  request,  ad- 
mitted to  Deacon*s  Orders  Mr.  Lucius  W.  Bancroft,  a  Candidate 
for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  a  Student  of  that  Institution. 
Mr.  Bancroft  was  soon  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Rhode  Island,  and  is  now  officiating  as  an  Assistant  to  the  Hec- 
tor of  St.  John's,  Providence. 

On  the  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  29,  at  an  Ordination 
held  in  the  morning  in  St.  Stephen's,  Lynn,  I  admitted  to  Dea- 
con*s  Orders  Mr.  Jesse  A.  Penniman,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of 
tiiis  Diocese,  and  formerly  a  Unitarian  Minister.  In  the  after- 
noon, after  a  sermon  hy  the  Eev.  Mr.  Smithett,  I  confirmed  in 
the  same  church  4  persons.  Mr.  Penniman,  immediately  after 
his  ordination,  commenced  his  duties  as  the  minister  of  St. 
Paul's,  Stockhridge ;  which  parish,  since  the  resignation  of  the 
.  Eev.  Mr.  Pynchon,  had  heen  served  by  the  Kev.  Lewis  Green  in 
connexion  with  his  own  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Vandcusenville. 

On  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  13,  I  visited  Grace 
Church,  Newton  Comer ;  catechizing  the  children  in  the  after- 
noon in  the  temporary  place  of  worship,  and  confirming  7  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  July  16, 1  visited  St.  Paul's,  Nantucket.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Burrill,  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction,  South 
Boston,  who  accompanied  me  on  this  occasion,  preached  in  the 
morning  ;  and  I  delivered  a  sermon  in  the  evening,  followed  by 
a  few  words  of  parting  counsel  to  the  congregation. 

On  the  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  20, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Wood's  Hole ;  and  also 
made  a  brief  address  to  the  congregation,  principally  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Confirmation. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  7  persons  at  Sand- 
wich. The  parishioners  here  have  purchased,  since  the  last  Con- 
vention, a  very  convenient  place  of  worship  formerly  belonging

to  Congregationalists ;  and  in  this  building  the  services  on  the 
present  occasion  were  held.  I  trust  that  God  will  so  continue 
to  prosper  them  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  improve  the  edifice, 
and  to  render  it  more  adapted  to  the  order  of  our  Church;  so 
that,  at  no  distant  period,  it  may  be  duly  consecrated,  in  the 
impressive  form  provided  for  such  occasions,  to  the  service  of 
God  Almighty. 

On  the  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  21, 1  con- 
firmed 5  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

On  Tuesday,  September  23, 1  confirmed  3  in  the  evening  in 
St.  PauFs,  Newburyport ;  making,  with  the  5  already  mentioned, 
8  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Thursday,  September  25,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders 
the  Rev.  William  H.  Munroe,  Deacon,  Minister  of  Trinity 
Church,  Melrose.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W. 
S.  Bartlet,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea ;  who,  together  with 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Randall  and  Irwin,  united  with  me  in  the  im- 
position of  hands. 

On  Thursday,  November  6,  I  confirmed  3  in  the  afternoon, 
and  preached  a  second  time  in  the  evening,  in  St.  John's,  Wil- 
kinsonville.  I  was  greatly  pleased  to  find  that,  during  the 
interval  between  my  last  and  present  visit,  the  parishioners  had 
made  a  great  improvement  in  the  interior  of  their  church.  This 
was  much  needed ;  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  carried 
out  reflects  great  credit  upon  their  taste  and  judgment.  For  the 
good  work  thus  done  they  have  my  sincere  thanks.  May  the 
Lord  vouchsafe  unto  them,  more  and  more,  those  blessings  of 
his  gracious  Spirit,  in  the  absence  of  which  all  outward  decen- 
cies are  worthless  and  vain ! 

On  Friday,  November  7, 1  confirmed  8  in  the  afternoon  in 
Christ  Church,  Clappville. 
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On  the  Twenty-Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  9, 1 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  4  in  the  afternoon,  in 
St.  John's,  Ashfield.  Here,  likewise,  I  was  gratified  to  observe, 
that  the  parishioners,  by  an  improved  arrangement  of  the  inte- 
rior of  their  church,  had  added  greatly  not  only  to  its  appear- 
ance, but  to  its  convenience  for  the  administration  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  sanctuary.  Within  the  walls  of  their  neat  and 
chnrch-like  edifice,  may  many  souls  be  brought  to  Christ,  and 
thus  made  heirs  of  **  glory  and  immortality !  " 

On  Tuesday,  November  11,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and 
again  in  the  evening,  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied 
by  the  congregation  of  St.  John's,  North  Adams.  This  parish 
is  yet  in  its  infancy ;  but,  from  what  I  saw  and  heard,  I  have 
the  belief  that  it  will  in  due  time  become  firm  and  strong. 
What  is  most  needful  to  its  growth  and  prosperity  is  an  appro- 
priate parish  church.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  object, 
a  few  of  the  students  of  Williams  College  have  generously  given 
their  services ;  and  I  hope  their  application  will  not  be  unsuc- 
cessful. The  place  where  divine  service  is  now  held,  although 
commodious  in  many  respects,  is  used,  during  the  week,  for 
many  purposes  so  foreign  from  sacred  associations,  as  to  make  it 
desirable  that,  if  possible,  a  neat  and  economical  church  may  bo 
erected.  The  town  is  growing  ;  and  it  is  an  inducement,  among 
many  others,  to  the  encouragement  of  this  young  parish,  that, 
by  its  nearness  to  Williams  College,  it  afibrds  the  privilege  of 
our  services  to  Episcopalian  students  in  that  Institution. 

On  Wednesday,  November  12, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
confirmed  7  in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough. 

On  Thursday,  November  13,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon,  and  confirmed  3  in  the  evening,  in  St.  Stephen's, 
Pittsfield.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Par- 
2* 
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Tin  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish  ;  and,  just  before 
the  period  of  my  visit,  his  place  was  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  N.  Stewart,  formerly  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  Mr.  Parvin  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

On  Friday,  November  14,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Brooks  has  resigned  the 
charge  of  this  parish,  and  is  now  officiating  temporarily  in  All 
Saints',  Worcester;  the  Rector  of  that  parish,  Mr.  Morrison, 
being  now  absent  in  Europe. 

On  the  Twenty-Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  16,  I 
had  the  satisfaction  of  officiating,  for  the  firist  time,  in  the  town 
of  Lee ;  where,  during  the  last  Spring,  a  parish  was  organized, 
with  highly  encouraging  prospects,  by  the  name  of  St.  George's 
Church.  The  efficient  services  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chapman  were 
happily  secured  ;  and  the  congregation  enjoy  the  benefit  of  hie 
ministrations  in  a  convenient  hall,  obtained  soon  after  the  organ- 
ization.  The  parishioners  have  signified  their  intention  to  make 
no  application  to  our  Board  of  Missions,  for  aid  in  sustaining 
these  services ;  and  have  secured  a  beautiful  and  eligible  site  for 
a  parish  church.  They  are  now  making  strenuous  efibrts  to 
raise  funds  towards  the  building  among  themselves ;  and,  when 
they  have  done  this,  they  will  undoubtedly  need  the  affectionate 
assistance  of  the  members  of  our  Church  in  other  places.  This 
they  have  certainly  a  good  ground  for  asking ;  having  already 
manifested  a  zeal  and  energy  worthy  of  all  praise.  On  the 
occasion  of  my  visit  at  the  time  above  mentioned,  I  preached  in 
the  morning  to  a  numerous  congregation,  and  confirmed  5  per- 
sons in  the  afternoon.  Everything  seems  to  promise,  with 
God*8  favor,  a  vigorous  parish.  May  that  Divine  favor  be  vouch- 
safed, in  enabling  them  speedily  to  commence  the  erection  of  a 
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mitable  church;  and  in  giving  permanence  to  that  blessing 
which  the  town  of  Lee  has  now  received,  in  the  commencementy 
among  its  people,  of  the  services  of  our  beloved  and  scriptural 
Commonion ! 

On  Tuesday,  November  18,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  morning, 
and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge. 

On  Wednesday,  November  19, 1  confirmed  2  in  the  morning, 
and  catechized  the  children^  in  Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenville  ; 
md 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  11  in  St.  James's, 
Great  Barrington. 

On  Friday,  November  21,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
Paul's,  Otis ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preached,  and  baptized  an 
ki&nt,  in  St.  Andrew's,  New  Boston.  I  regret  to  say  that  both 
of  these  two  parishes  are  at  present  without  a  pastor ;  but  I 
trust  that,  in  the  ensuing  Spring,  measures  will  be  taken  to 
supply  the  vacancy.  The  feebleness  of  each  of  them  will 
probably  make  it  necessary  that  they  be  again  united,  as  in  for- 
mer years. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  November  23, 1  confirmed 
5  in  the  afternoon,  and  catechized  tho  children,  in  St.  Mary's, 
Newton,  Lower  Falls.  The  Rev.  Andrew  Croswell  has  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  this  parish  ;  and  it  is  at  present  served  by  the 
Rev.  Henry  Burroughs. 

On  Wednesday,  November  26,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening 
in  All  Saints',  Worcester. 

On  Thursday,  November  27,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in 
St.  John's,  Millville ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  9  in  the 
tame  church,  and  also  a  sick  parishioner  at  a  private  house. 

On  Wednesday,  December  8,  I  confirmed  7  in  &e  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  New  Bedford. 
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On  Thursday,  December  4,  I  confirmed  11  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston ;  making,  with  the  18  previously 
mentioned,  the  number  of  29  for  the  year. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  7,  I  confirmed 
5  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Roxbury,  including  1  from 
Trinity  Church,  Boston. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  14,  I  confirmed 
61  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston ;  to 
which  is  to  be  added  1  confirmed,  a  fortnight  afterwards,  in 
another  church,  making  in  all  62  persons. 

It  is  well  known  that,  for  many  years,  I  have  declined  visiting 
this  church ;  although,  as  you  are  aware,  I  have  frequently 
administered  the  rito  of  Confirmation,  in  some  other  church 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  to  such  candidates  as  were  presented. 
The  right  thus  to  decline  I  drew  from  the  language  of  the  for- 
mer Canon  on  Episcopal  Visitations ;  which,  in  my  opinion, 
gave  such  a  liberty  to  the  Bishops  of  our  Church.  This  right  I 
exercised,  on  the  ground  of  certain  arrangements  in  the  Church 
of  the  Advent,  and  a  certain  mode  of  conducting  Divine  service, 
which  I  conscientiously  believed  to  be  at  variance  with  the 
Protestant  character  of  our  Church,  and  tending  to  the  inculca- 
tion of  unsound  doctrine.  The  General  Convention,  however, 
having  passed,  during  its  session  in  October  last,  a  new  Canon 
on  Episcopal  Visitations,  I  appointed  the  above-mentioned  day, 
shortly  after  the  close  of  its  sittings,  for  a  visit  to  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  for  the  purpose  of  administering  Confirmation  ; 
and,  in  my  written  notification  thereof  addressed  to  the  Rector, 
afiectionately  exhorted  him  to  discontinue  those  usages  which 
had  caused  the  separation  between  his  parish  and  myself.  Al- 
though there  had  been  some  modification,  in  regard  to  the 
practices  adopted  in  that  church,  since  the  death  of  the  former 
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Rector,  yet  seyeral  usages  existed  to  wbicli,  in  my  correspond- 
ence with  the  present  Rector,  I  had  expressed  my  objection.  It 
is  my  earnest  wish  and  hope,  that  the  visit  which  I  have  now 
made  to  the  church  will  have  the  effect  of  leading  to  their 
speedy  discontinuance. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  21,  I  confirmed 
12  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  Chaxlestown ;  making,  with  the 
25  ahready  mentioned,  37  as  the  whole  nimiber  for  the  year. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  December  28, 1  confirmed 
9  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors, 
Boston ;  including  1  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  January  4,  1857, 
I  tonfirmed  4  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston ;  making, 
with  the  2  already  mentioned,  6  as  the  number  for  the  year :  — 
and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  6  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston.  These,  with  the  5  already  mentioned,  make  11  the 
Bomber  confirmed  during  the  year. 

On  Wednesday,  January  7,  I  had  the  great  pleasure  of  conse- 
crating  Trinity  Church,  Haverhill ;  of  which,  as  already  men- 
tioned, I  had,  eight  months  before,  laid  the  comer  stone.  A 
considerable  number  of  the  clergy,  constituting  the  Eastern 
District  Church  Missionary  Association,  took  part  in  the  solemn 
services ;  and  a  large  congregation  was  in  attendance.  This 
edifice,  the  result,  with  God's  blessing,  of  the  efforts  made  by 
that  Association  to  establish  the  ministrations  of  our  Church  at 
Haverhill,  is,  both  externally  and  within,  distinguished  by  the 
chaste  and  simple  beauty  of  its  appearance ;  and  is  thus,  in 
addition  to  the  accommodation  which  it  affords,  entitled  to 
praise  as  being  in  harmony  with  the  solemn  purposes  for  which 
it  was  built.    The  whole  cost  of  the  structure,  which  is  of  wood. 
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and  of  the  ground  upon  which  it  is  placed,  was  86500.  Of  this 
sum  $4800  were  contributed  in  Haverhill ;  and  the  remainder 
was  furnished  by  generous  friends  of  the  undertaking  in  other 
parts  of  the  Diocese.  Several  articles  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  ordinances,  and  for  the  comfort  and  ornament  of 
the  interior  of  the  church,  were  the  liberal  gift  of  persons  resid- 
ing in  Philadelphia.  The  most  encouraging  hopes  are  enter- 
tained, by  those  who  are  most  able  to  form  a  correct  judgment, 
of  the  growth  of  this  new  and  interesting  parish.  May  that 
Lord,  without  whom  nothing  is  strong,  bring  these  expectations 
to  fulfilment ;  and,  through  his  own  blessing  on  the  preaching 
of  the  word  within  the  sanctuary  thus  set  apart  to  his  service, 
add  daily  to  the  Church  such  as  the  Saviour  shall  acknowledge, 
when  he  shall  return  to  "judge  the  world  in  righteousness  !  '* 

In  the  evening  of  the  day  of  consecration,  after  a  sermon  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Fuller,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Andover,  I  ad- 
ministered to  3  persons  the  rite  of  Confirmation. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  11,  I  con- 
firmed 1  in  the  evening  in  St.  Peter*s,  Cambridgeport. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  January  12, 1  was  present  at  the 
Annual  Examination  of  the  Sunday  School  of  Christ  Church, 
Boston.  On  this  occasion  I  catechised  the  children,  and  ad- 
dressed the  teachers. 

From  the  various  particulars  mentioned  in  this  record  of  my 
ofl&cial  acts,  the  following  result  is  obtained : — I  have  confirmed, 
during  the  last  twelve  months,  457  persons ;  laid  the  comer- 
stone  of,  and  consecrated,  1  church ;  ordained  3  Deacons,  and 
4  Priests ;  and  1  parish  has  been  organized. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  in  the  Diocese  since  our 
last  Convention,  besides  those  already  mentioned : — ^The  Rev. 
Cameron  F.  McRae  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's, 
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Jamaica  Plain,  and  removed  to  tlie  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania; 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  tbe  Rev.  William  R.  Babcock,  wbo 
bas  been  received  with  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of 
Biississippi.  The  Rev.  Legh  R.  Dickinson,  formerly  Assistant 
to  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Brookline,  has  been  transferred  to 
Rhode  Island,  having  received  the  appointment  of  Rector  of 
Sion  Church,  Newport.  The  Rev.  Ethan  Allen  has  removed  to 
Vermont,  and  is  now  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Guilford. 

I  would  also  mention,  that  our  Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen 
have  recently  relinquished  their  place  of  worship  in  North  Street 
in  this  city,  and  have  secured  a  room  in  a  very  eligible  situation 
in  Commercial  Street.  The  results  of  this  change  have  been 
highly  favorable ;  the  increased  attendance  of  seamen  giving 
promise  of  a  continuance,  in  still  larger  measure,  of  that  useful* 
ness  by  which  the  services  have  been  blest  during  the  past  year. 
A  temporary  interruption  of  wonted  prosperity,  which  calls 
for  the  sympathy  of  us  all,  has  overtaken  the  parish  of  St. 
Paul's,  Dedham,  in  the  destruction  of  their  beautiful  church  by 
fire.  This  calamitous  event  took  place  on  the  morning  of  Sun* 
day,  the  7th  day  of  December  last.  This  edifice  was  conse* 
crated  by  me  in  January,  1846;  and  its  graceful  tower  has, 
ever  since  that  time,  attracted  the  eye  of  travellers,  as  they 
approached  the  town  above  whose  dwellings  it  shewed  its  fair 
proportions.  I  learn,  with  satisfaction,  that  the  parishioners  are 
receiving  this  sad  dispensation  with  truly  Christian  spirit ;  and 
that,  while  mourning  the  loss  of  a  building  dear  to  them  from 
all  that  has  taken  place,  during  the  eleven  years  of  its  existence, 
within  its  walls,  they  are  engaged  in  active  preparation  for  the 
commencement  of  a  new  edifice  of  stone.  May  the  Lord,  in  his 
great  mercy,  prosper  them  in  their  work ! 
Since  we  last  met  together  in  this  plaoe,  it  has  pleased  Ood  to 
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admonish  us  by  the  death  of  two  of  our  Clergy.  In  November 
last,  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  T.  Bent  departed  this  life  at  Worcester, 
where,  for  some  years,  he  had  been  the  Principal  of  a  Ladies* 
School ;  and  where,  at  a  previous  period,  he  had  been  the  In* 
cumbent  of  All  Saints'  Church.  He  is  also  remembered  by 
some  among  you  as  the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  New  Bedfoid« 
and  afterwards  of  St.  Thomas's,  Taunton.  The  latter  parish  he 
relinquished  for  that  of  St*  John's,  Bangor,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Maine;  whence  he  was  canonically  transferred,  towards  the 
close  of  1849,  to  this  Diocese,  where  he  continued  to  reside 
until  the  end  of  his  life.  Within  a  little  less  than  two  months 
after  Mr.  Bent's  departure,  the  Rev.  Shipley  W.  Willson  was 
taken  from  us,  and  his  mortal  remaiios  were  committed  to  the 
grave  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  year.  Since  his  resigna<« 
tion,  through  bodily  infirmity,  of  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  House 
of  Correction,  South  Boston,  in  which  he  labored  with  exem- 
plary fidelity,  he  had  been  slowly  wearing  away  under  the 
power  of  disease :  but  his  spirit  was  constantly  refreshed  and 
sustained  by  the  presence  of  the  Saviour,  and  by  the  consola* 
tions  of  that  gospel  which  he  had  so  faithfully  preached  to 
others.  My  dear  brethren  in  the  ministry,  are  we  laying  these 
events,  and  all  the  other  awakening  dispensations  of  Providence 
which  are  constantly  witnessed  around  us,  seriously  and  solemnly 
to  heart  ?  Are  we,  as  we  grow  older  in  the  service  entrusted  to 
us,  growing  in  the  conviction  of  the  vanity  of  the  world ;  of 
the  emptiness  of  its  honors ;  of  our  responsibility  to  God  for 
the  manner  in  which  we  are  discharging  our  ministry ;  and  of 
the  certainty,  and  the  swift  approach,  of  that  account  which  we 
must  all  render,  at  the  great  day  of  the  Lord's  appearing  ?  Are 
we  living  as  dying  men,  preaching  to  a  dying  world  ?  Is  our 
office  regarded  by  us  as  a  sublime  commission  to  go  forth,  and

bring  the  impenitent  to  the  Lamb  of  God  as  their  refuge  from 
the  wrath  to  come,  —  and  not  as  a  mere  source  of  daily  susten- 
ance, of  profit,  or  of  that  praise  which  cometh  from  men  ?  Are 
we  firm  and  valiant  for  the  truth  ?  Are  we  nourishing  our  own 
love  to  the  Redeemer  by  secret  communion  with  Him ;  so  that, 
from  our  personal  experience  of  the  sweetness  of  his  name,  we 
may  tell  others  of  the  blessedness  of  being  "  found  in  Him  ?  " 
These  are  questions  which  ought  often  to  be  addressed  to  our 
own  consciences.  I  would  now  put  them  to  myself;  and  I 
wotdd  put  them  to  you.  Soon  shall  we  be  where  our  departed 
fellow-laborers  now  are.  The  Lord  help  us  so  to  preach,  and  so 
live,  that,  when  our  term  of  service  is  ended,  we  may  have  the 
testimony  of  our  consciences  that  "in  simplicity,  and  godly 
sincerity,  we  have  had  our  conversation  in  the  world !  '* 

The  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  of  the  Diocese  are  as  fol- 
lows :— Frederick  O.  Barstow,  William  S.  Perry,  Edward  Cow- 
ley, Benjamin  R.  Gifford,  Reginald  H.  Chase,  Wentworth  S. 
Butler,  Charles  A.  Sumner,  Henry  Marsh,  and  Eastbum  Benja- 
min—  Total,  9.  Mr.  Edward  H.  Harlow,  one  of  the  Candi- 
dates on  the  list  presented  at  the  last  Convention,  was  in  May 
last  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  has  been  ad- 
mitted by  its  Bishop  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

I  omitted  to  mention,  in  my  Address  to  the  Convention  of 
last  year,  the  establishment,  in  this  city,  of  an  Institution  under 
the  management  of  members  of  our  Church,  which  is  destined, 
we  may  believe,  to  exert  in  coming  years  a  widely  beneficial 
influence.  I  refer  to  the  Home  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Chil- 
dren. This  asylum  for  a  most  interesting  class  of  our  fellow- 
beings  was  put  into  operation  towards  the  close  of  the  year 
1855 ;  and  grew  out  of  an  establishment  on  a  smaller  scale, 
which  owed  its  existence  to  the  benevolent  zeal  of  the  Rector, 
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and  many  of  the  members,  of  Grace  Church.  The  Rev.  Charles 
Mason,  rightly  conceiving  that,  if  enlisting  the  interest  and  add 
of  Episcopalians  generally,  its  blessings  woiild  be  enlarged  to  a 
greater  extent  than  could  be  hoped  for  while  it  was  under  the 
exclusive  care  of  a  single  parish,  took  measures  for  bringing 
the  subject  before  the  attention  of  other  congregations.  Public 
meetings  were  held  to  consider  the  object ;  and  the  sympathies 
of  many  were  at  once  and  deeply  awakened.  The  present  In- 
stitution was  organized,  and  is  now  doing  its  god-like  work  with, 
we  trust,  the  divine  blessing.  It  is  now  only  in  its  infancy  :  but 
we  may  hope  that,  with  the  increasing  contributions  of  friends, 
both  in  the  way  of  donations  and  testamentary  bequests,  it  will 
gradually  rise  to  a  position  of  great  strength  and  importance. 
And  need  I  say,  how  vast  must  be  the  effects  of  an  establish- 
ment, in  which  children,  rescued  from  the  temptations  which 
beset  the  fatherless  and  motherless  poor,  —  or  from  the  perils  of 
those  who,  neglected  by  their  parents,  have  none  to  care  for 
their  souls, — are  here  not  only  placed  under  the  hand  of  disci- 
pline, and  trained  in  useful  knowledge,  but  brought  under  the 
influence  of  saving,  gospel  truth;  —  even  that  truth  which, 
drawn  from  Holy  Scripture,  is  embodied  in  the  Catechism  of 
our  Church,  and  holds  forth  an  almighty  and  compassionate 
Kedeemer  to  the  view  in  the  ordinances  of  our  evangelical 
worship  ? 

During  the  month  of  October  last  I  was  in  attendance,  of 
course,  at  the  General  Convention  of  our  Church,  assembled  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia.  To  all  that  was  done  by  that  body, 
and  left  undone,  as  it  is  a  matter  of  public  record,  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  now  to  advert.  I  feel  a  strong  desire,  however,  to 
say  a  few  affectionate  words,  before  closing  this  Address,  in  ref- 
erence to  that  part  of  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops  upon 
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tbe  well-known  Memorial,  presented  to  them  three  years  before, 
which  declares  the  admissibility  of  a  separate  use  of  the  three 
serrices  of  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  the  Communion 
Office.  My  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  that  a  departure  of  this 
kind  from  the  time-honored  usage  of  our  Church  may  sometimes, 
owing  to  bodily  infirmity,  the  debilitating  effect  of  climate,  or  a 
peculiar  condition  of  the  population,  be  expedient,  is  quite  obvi- 
ous ;  and  to  an  abbreviation  of  our  ritual,  made  under  the  pres- 
sure of  such  extraordinary  emergencies,  no  reasonable  objection 
can  be  made.  But  allow  me  to  express  the  hope,  that  in  no  other 
case  than  that  of  unavoidable  necessity  any  change  will  be  de- 
sired by  you  in  the  customs  of  this  Diocese.  I  have  great  satis- 
&ction  in  believing,  that  the  sentiments  now  uttered  are  those 
of  the  Massachusetts  Episcopal  Clergy  as  a  body.  This  belief 
is  founded,  partly  on  the  views  expressed  to  me  by  some  of  my 
brethren ;  and  still  more  upon  the  fact,  that,  with  one  exception, 
no  application  has  been  made  to  me  for  that  advice,  under  which, 
agreeably  to  the  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  this  separation  of 
the  services  is  to  be  made.  My  reverend  brethren,  what  call  is 
there,  in  this  portion  of  our  Church,  for  any  change  ?  There  is 
certainly  no  necessity  of  climate.  There  is  no  necessity  growing 
out  of  the  circumstances  of  the  population.  Neither  is  there 
any  arising  from  the  general  desire  of  our  people ;  who,  if  I 
rightly  understand  their  feelings,  the  more  they  know  of  our 
order  of  worship  find  it  fastening  itself  more  and  more  on  their 
dearest  affections.  I  hear  no  complaints  on  their  part ;  and 
never  have  heard  them  in  days  past.  And,  even  should  it  be  the 
fact,  that  some  cold  heart,  here  and  there,  cries  for  a  shortening 
of  these  scriptural  and  most  varied  services,  what  are  we  to 
think  of  the  Spirit  that  grudges  a  few  additional  minutes  to  the 
praise  of  God,  and  to  the  work  of  prayer,  on  one  day  out  of 
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seven,  while  to  the  cares  of  this  transient  world  are  freely  given 
all  the  waking  hours  of  the  other  six  ?  It  is  now  nearly  five 
and  thirty  years  since  I  began  to  serve  in  the  ministry  of  our 
Church  ;  and  this  fact  may  give  me  some  claim  to  urge  my  views 
upon  those  of  the  Clergy,  who,  from  their  youth,  or  recent  con- 
nexion with  the  Episcopal  Church,  have  less  experience  as  the 
guide  of  their  decisions.  During  all  these  years,  my  sense  of 
the  efficiency  and  adaptedness  of  our  present  order  has  grown 
with  every  day.  I  know  not  with  which  part  we  could  dispense. 
It  is  a  glorious  whole:  full  of  Scripture;  full  of  Christ;  full 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Let  it  be  preserved  entire.  Let  it  suffice 
to  see  everything  around  us  changing ;  but  let  it  be  o\ir  joy, 
and  our  privilege,  to  carry  on  untouched  that  ancient  com- 
bination of  separate  parts,  which  is  recommended  to  us  by  its 
own  suitableness  for  edification,  and  endeared  by  all  the  hal- 
lowed recollections  of  days  that  are  gone. 

My  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  I  will  no  longer  occupy 
your  attention.  May  the  Lord  make  us,  while  attached  to  the 
Liturgy  of  our  Church  because  of  its  conformity  with  God's 
word,  careful  that,  as  ministers,  we  preach  nothing,  and,  as  hear- 
ers, we  sympathize  with  and  countenance  the  preaching  of  noth- 
ing, that  is  not  in  harmony  with  this  scriptural  truth  which  per- 
vades our  Prayer  Book !  May  Christ  be  our  only  plea ;  may 
His  glory  be  the  chief  object  of  our  life ;  may  His  word  be  our 
exclusive  guide ;  and  may  His  kingdom  of  blessedness  and  joy, 
when  our  chequered  pilgrimage  is  finished,  be  our  final  and 
"  exceeding  great  reward  !  " 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  on  that  part 
of  the  Bishop's  Address,  in  reference  to  the  Memorial. 
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On  motion, 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  consist  of  five  members, 
and  that  they  be  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

The  Chair  appointed  on  that  Committee  the  Rev.  John 
Wayland,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Babcock,  the  Rev.  S.  B. 
Babcock,  and  Messrs.  W.  Raymond  Lee,  and  George  M. 
Browne. 

The  Rev.  William  R.  Babcock,  from  the  Committee  on 
Qualifications,  made  the  following  Report: 

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  respectfully  report 
that  the  list  of  Clergy,  read  by  the  Secretary,  is  found  to 
be  correct ;  and  that  the  cerlificiies  of  Lay  Delegates,  sub- 
mitted to  them  by  the  Secretary,  are  substantially  in 
accordance  with  the  prescribed  form,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion. Two  certificates  were  presented  from  the  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  in  this  city,  certifying  to  the  election  of 
separate  delegates.  One  of  these  certificates  does  not 
state  that  the  delegates  are  regular  worshippers  in  the 
Church.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  question  as  to  which  is 
the  true  Corporation  of  Christ  Church  is  understood  still 
to  remain  unsettled  in  the  Civil  Courts,  the  Committee 
recommend  that  neither  set  of  delegates  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  this  Convention.

The  hour  for  the  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the 
Rev.  A.  L.  Baury  read  the  following  annual  Report  of  the 
Society  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  de- 
ceased Clergymen. 
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Heport  of  tl)e  iDibotoa  anb  (B)rpl)au0  0ocietg. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  De- 
ceased Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  present 
the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past  year, 
and  of  their  present  condition  and  future  prospects : 

.The  past  year  has  heen  a  marked  one  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  As  no  application  for  contract  relief  has  been  made, 
the  funds  of  the  Society  have  been  steadily  increasing,  as  will 
appear  from  the  Treasurer's  report  herewith  presented.  They 
have  now  accumulated  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
which  has  long  been  fixed  as  the  minimum  sum  which  it  was 
necessary  to  procure  and  retain  in  order  to  give  perfect  security 
to  the  Clergy  who  should,  by  their  contributions,  contract  with 
the  Society  for  relief  to  be  granted  to  their  families.  This  fact 
led  the  Society  to  perfect  a  long  contemplated  revision  of  its 
By-Laws,  with  the  view  of  setting  forth  clearly  the  rights  of 
contributors,  and  in  order  to  provide  for  the  granting  of  gratu- 
itous relief,  to  which  this  Society  is  pledged.  At  the  same  time 
various  other  matters  incidental  to  the  practical  administration 
of  its  affairs  have  been  attended  to,  and  the  Society  will  now,  it 
is  to  be  hoped,  enter  upon  an  active  career  of  usefulness  and 
charity.  As  an  earnest  of  this,  the  Officers  and  Trustees  of  the 
Society  have  made  a  grant  in  the  way  of  gratuitous  relief  to  the 
Widow  of  the  late  Titus  Strong,  D.  D.,  for  forty-one  years  Rec- 
tor of  St.  James's  Church,  Greenfield  ;  and  also  a  grant  to  the 
Widow  of  the  late  Christian  Wiltberger,  formerly  in  the  employ 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  and,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  our  Diocese  should  not,  however, 
understand  that  the  charitable  work  of  the  Society  consists  only 
in  its  gratuitous  relief.  The  very  disproportionate  return  which 
the  Society  contracts  to  make  for  the  contributions  from  the 
Clergy,  could  never  be  made  upon  any  other  basis  than  that  of  a 
large  permanent  fund.     It  is  surely  a  great  charity  to  enable  our 
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clergy  to  secure  such  liberal  aid  to  their  widows  and  orphans, 
and  by  means  of  a  contract,  to  place  this  relief  beyond  the 
will  or  caprice  of  any  person  or  body  of  persons.  It  is  a  mat- 
ter of  surprise  that  more  of  the  Clergy  do  not  avail  themselves 
of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  and  that  the  duty  of  sustaining 
the  Society  and  increasing  its  funds  is  not  felt  and  enforced  to  a 
greater  extent. 

The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  having  been  set  apart  and 
invested  as  the  permanent  Annuity  Fund,  (which  is  to  be  here- 
after annually  increased  by  the  addition  of  its  income  and  of  all 
contributions  for  the  contract  relief,)  all  the  other  funds  of  the 
Society,  together  with  all  payments  for  membership,  whether  an* 
nual  or  for  life,  and  all  gifts,  bequests,  and  devises,  and  all  offer- 
ings and  collections  made  for  its  benefit  and  not  otherwise 
appropriated  by  the  donors,  are  henceforth  to  form  a  charity 
fund,  the  net  income  of  which,  together  with  some  portion  of 
the  additions  to  the  principal,  (when  not  needed  to  make  up 
any  deficiency  in  the  annuity  fund,)  may  be  hereafter  annually 
dispensed  as  a  free  and  pure  charity  to  those  who,  being  within 
the  scope  of  the  Society's  charity,  shall  hereafter  need  it. 

Thus,  as  we  believe,  our  Society  stands  upon  a  broader  basis 
than  that  of  any  other  similar  Society  in  any  other  Diocese. 
Shall  it  not  be  sustained  in  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  it  pro- 
poses to  act  ? 

In  connection  with  the  changes  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Society, 
it  becomes  highly  desirable  that  all  the  present  and  past  contrib- 
utors should  surrender  their  present  deposit  books,  and  receive 
in  return  therefor  new  books,  thus  entitling  themselves  to  the 
benefit  of  the  clearer  provisions  of  our  amended  By-Laws.  If 
this  is  not  done,  great  confusion  may  arise  from  the  uncertainty 
which  has  been  thought  to  attend  the  construction  of  our  early 
and  inartificial  By-Laws.  A  Committee  of  the  Government, 
consisting  of  Frederick  H.  Stimpson,  Henry  M.  Parker,  and  the 
Treasurer,  have  been  appointed  to  attend  to  this  exchange  of 
books. 
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A  copy  of  the  Amended  By-Laws  is  herewith  presented  to  the 
Convention  for  its  more  particular  information.

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Some  of  these  appropriations  were  made  dependent  upon  the 
payment,  during  the  year,  of  long-existing  parish  debts,  which 
condition  has  led  to  satisfactory  results. 

The  debt  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Chelsea,  has  been  reduced, 
within  the  past  year,  from  $1000  to  8250 ;  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  latter  sum  will  soon  be  paid. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Cambridgeport,  has  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  large  part  of  its  debt,  and  is  gradually  advancing  in 
numbers  and  in  other  elements  of  prosperity. 

Trinity  Church,  Pawtucket,  has  "  paid  off  a  heavy  debt, 
finished  the  church  edifice,  and  is  able  to  become  at  once  perma- 
nently self-supporting."  The  parish  "tender  their  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  their  long-con- 
tinued fostering  care  and  support" 

The  Board  woiild  direct  attention  to  other  encouraging  results 
in  Churches,  aided  during  the  past  year.  Rapid  and  signal  suc- 
cess has  attended  the  movement,  referred  to  in  our  last  report, 
to  establish  Churches  in  Newton  Comer  and  Haverhill. 

The  Church  at  Newton  Comer  was  organized  September  27, 
1855,  —  less  than  sixteen  months  ago, — and  the  services  have 
been  held  in  a  hired  hall.  The  parish  have  recently  pur- 
chased a  lot  of  land,  at  the  cost  of  nearly  85000,  large  enough 
to  accommodate  a  church,  chapel,  and  rectory ;  and  the  rectory 
is  how  in  process  of  being  built.  The  chapel  is  to  be  erected 
next  summer,  and  will  be  used  for  public  worship  until  the  par- 
ish can  build  a  substantial  stone  church.  The  Sunday  school 
has  one  hundred  scholars,  and  fifteen  teachers. 

At  Haverhill,  Church  services  were  commenced  in  August, 
1855,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Eastern  District  Association ; 
and  on  the  7th  day  of  the  present  month  a  commodious  and 
beautiful  church  was  consecrated,  under  the  name  of  Trinity 
Church.  It  has  sittings  for  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  per- 
sons. Its  cost  was  86500,  (all  paid,)  of  which  85000  was  con- 
tributed by  members  of  the  parish.  This  Church,  though  not 
yet  eighteen  months  old,  is  already  in  a  thriving  condition. 

The  Missionary  at  Melrose,  where  services  were  commenced 
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eftrlj  last  year,  reports  that  the  attendance  has  steadily  incresused, 
and  that  he  is  much  encouraged  in  his  labors.  The  congrega- 
tion frequently  exceeds  one  hundred.  The  Sunday-school  has 
forty-eight  scholars.  This  parish  proposes  to  build  a  church 
during  the  present  year. 

St.  John's  Church,  East  Boston,  has  had  to  contend  with  such 
peculiar  and  perhaps  unprecedented  difficulties,  occasioned  by 
the  loss  of  two  church  buildings,  that  there  is  rather  cause  for 
wonder  that  the  Church  should  have  retained  its  existence,  than 
that  it  should  not  have  rapidly  increased.  Its  rector,  however, 
has  yielded  to  no  discouragement ;  and,  now  that  the  Church  is 
free  from  debt,  the  Board  have  no  doubt  of  its  ultimate  pros- 
perity. 

At  North  Adams,  in  Berkshire  County,  where  regular  services 
were  commenced  in  November,  1855,  the  congregation  has 
gradually  increased,  and  measures  are  now  in  progress  to  build 
a  church.  This  Church,  established  in  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  enterprising  towns  in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  is  also 
important  on  account  of  its  proximity  to  Williams  College,  sev-* 
oral  students  of  which  are  members  of  our  Church.  More  will 
undoubtedly  resort  to  this  college,  when  it  is  known  that  they 
will  not  thereby  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  attending  fre- 
quently the  services  of  the  Church  of  which  they  are  members^ 
and  in  which  they  have  been  nurtured. 

At  Sandwich,  where  missionary  services  have  been  sustained 
by  the  aid  of  the  Southern  District  Association,  among  a  popu" 
lation  previously  much  neglected,  a  church-building  has  been 
secured  during  the  past  year,  by  purchase  from  the  Congrega* 
tionalists,  and  will  be  adapted  to  the  service  of  our  Church. 

Several  of  the  Churches  now  aided  by  the  Board,  will  un- 
doubtedly become  self-supporting  in  a  short  period.  Two  or 
three  of  them  will  probably  not  seek  assistance  after  the  present 
year.  But  there  are  others,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Boards 
cannot  be  sustained  without  missionary^  aid  for  several,  perhaps 
many,  years  to  come.  In  regard  to  such  Churches,  the  following 
remarks  are  submitted* 
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This  Board  was  established,  not  only  to  act  as  a  Missionary 
Board,  by  planting  new  Churches  where  they  might  be  expected 
soon  to  become  self-supporting,  but  also  in  some  measure  to 
fulfil  the  office  of  a  Pastoral  Aid  Society,  by  extending  assist* 
ance  to  feeble  Churches,  however  long  in  existence,  which, 
without  such  aid,  could  not  be  maintained. 

There  is  reason,  however,  to  believe  that  a  different  impres- 
sion exists ;  and  the  Board  desire,  therefore,  to  bring  this  point 
prominently  before  the  Convention  and  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese. When  the  Board  was  organized,  in  1886,  its  objects  were 
distinctly  set  forth  in  a  circular  letter,  (written  by  Bishop  Gris- 
wold,  and  addressed  to  the  Churches,)  in  these  words :  "  It  will 
be  the  aim  of  the  Board  to  make  every  missionary  station  sus- 
tain itself  as  soon  as  practicable.  Still,  however,  in  every  sis- 
terhood of  Churches,  there  will  always  be  some  feebler  ones, 
reqmring  assistance  as  long  as  they  exist ;  and  it  would  be 
showing  very  little  regard  either  for  the  cause  of  religion,  or 
that  of  our  Church,  and  would  be  considered  a  hard  measure 
if  dealt  to  ourselves,  to  deny  those,  whose  own  means  are  insuf- 
ficient, the  inestimable  blessing  of  Gospel  ministrations."  In 
the  third  annual  report,  the  same  policy  is  again  stated :  "  There 
are  two  points  contemplated  in  the  action  of  the  Board ;  the  one 
is  to  sustain  the  services  of  the  Church  in  those  ancient  parishes 
which  may  be  unable  to  meet  the  whole  expense  of  supporting 
the  Gospel  Ministry  without  aid  from  abroad  ;  and  the  other  has 
reference  to  the  establishment  of  new  Churches,  where  they  may 
be  expected,  after  assistance  has  been  rendered  for  a  few  years, 
to  assume  an  independent  footing.'*  Accordingly  the  Board  has 
never  been  willing  to  withhold  aid  for  the  support  of  the  minis- 
try in  parishes  in  which  it  might  be  required  for  many  years  to 
oome.  And  it  is  still  as  important  as  ever  to  continue  the  same 
policy.  In  some  Dioceses  there  are  distinct  Pastoral  Aid  Socie- 
ties, and  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  exist  in  all.  The  prin- 
ciple upon  which  they  act  is  recognized  in  various  religious 
denominations  of  New  England. 

In  our  Mother  Church,  the  Pastoral  Aid  Society  occupies  a 
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most  important  place  among  her  noble  institutions  of  charity. 
Instituted  in  1836,  it  has  been  made  the  almoner  of  large  sums 
for  the  support  of  Ministers  and  Lay  assistants  in  various  parts 
of  England.  It  has  greatly  promoted  the  activity  and  efficiency 
by  which  the  last  twenty  years  have  been  marked  in  the  English 
Church.  It  has  sent  out  among  the  masses  many  lay-readers 
and  tract  distributors,  having  duties  like  those  of  Colporteurs  in 
this  country.  It  has  revived  many  Churches  which  had  been 
closed  for  want  of  sufficient  means  to  support  a  minister,  and 
has  promoted  the  erection  or  purchase  of  chapels,  and  the  fitting 
up  of  school  rooms  to  be  used  as  chapels.  Its  stations  have 
been  established  on  the  line  of  Rail-Roads  for  the  benefit  of  la- 
borers far  removed  from  churches,  and  for  other  classes  least 
likely  to  attend  public  worship. 

Many  facts  show  the  great  importance  of  some  such  instru- 
mentality in  our  Church,  even  in  New  England.  There  are  with- 
in her  borders  considerable  districts  in  which  otherwise  the 
public  services  of  religion  would  not  exist.  Some  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries of  the  Board  now  occupy  such  places,  and  others  are 
needed  in  similar  districts,  where  they  cannot  look  to  the  people 
for  their  support. 

Moreover,  some  of  the  Churches  aided  by  the  Board,  which 
may  require  assistance  many  years,  are  in  communities  in  which 
their  influence  is  peculiarly  needful,  on  account  of  the  extreme 
laxity  of  religious  principle  which  prevails ;  the  predominance  of 
errors  subversive  of  the  essential  faith  of  the  Gospel ;  and  the 
increasing  practice  of  desecrating  the  Lord's  day  and  occasions 
of  public  worship,  by  the  introduction  of  subjects,  political  and 
others,  which  have  no  connection  with  the  Gospel  and  the  salva- 
tion of  men. 

Our  Church  is  especially  important  in  this  State  as  a  barrier 
against  those  most  dangerous  perversions  of  Christian  doctrine 
which  find  their  stronghold  here  ;  and  against  the  alarming  in- 
crease of  doubt  of  the  Divine  authority  of  Christianity,  of  the 
distinctive  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures,  and  of  the  duty  of  pub- 
lic worship.  This  state  of  things,  while  it  shows  the  great  im- 
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portance  of  sustaining  our  Churches  where  they  have  been  estab- 
lished, also  greatly  increases  the  difficulty  in  the  way  of  their 
self-support.  The  provision  made  for  the  support  of  the  Clergy 
generally  is  extremely  inadequate  and  uncertain,  and  many  would 
be  compelled  to  desert  their  posts  by  absolute  necessity,  or  to 
engage  in  some  secular  pursuit, -if  not  aided  by  more  favored 
Churches. 

Much  as  frequent  changes  of  settlement,  and  the  union  of  any 
secular  calling  with  the  labors  of  the  ministry  are  to  be  regretted, 
yet  both  are  inevitable  under  the  circumstances  in  which  many 
clergymen  are  placed. 

Some  of  the  most  faithful  and  self-denying  ministers  of  the 
Church,  even  in  this  wealthy  State,  are  now  striving  to  give 
themselves  wholly  to  the  duties  of  their  office,  in  parishes  from 
which  they  do  not  receive  an  amount  equal  to  the  wages  of  men 
engaged  in  the  most  common  manual  labor. 

The  Board  feel  the  imperative  duty  of  urging  upon  the  Church 
the  necessity  of  adopting  measures  upon  a  larger  scale  to  meet 
this  great  and  increasing  evil«  While  they  regard  it  their  prin- 
cipal object  to  plant  the  Church,  where  it  will  most  certainly 
and  speedily  become  self-supporting,  they  desire  also  to  act,  in 
the  disbursement  of  funds,  with  entire  freedom,  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  a  Pastoral  Aid  Society,  to  increase  the  support  of  Cler- 
gymen under  the  circumstances  above  mentioned.  Few  can  ap- 
preciate the  greatness  of  the  encouragement  caused  by  even  the 
small  sums  appropriated  by  the  Board  in  this  way.  Would  that 
the  amount  entrusted  to  them  for  this  object  might  be  increased 
manifold,  and  thus  they  be  enabled  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  every 
such  minister  faithfully  engaged  in  his  work  for  Christ  and  the 
Church !

The  Secretary,  in  the  absence  of  R.  H.  Dana,  Jr.,  Esq., 
read  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion for  the  Church : 

Having  been  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  a  Com- 
mittee to  procure  certain  legislation  for  the  relief  of  the 
Church,  I  ask  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

I  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  the 
Judiciary  the  form  of  a  bill  recommended  by  the  last 
Convention,  and  printed  on  the  forty-fifth  page  of  our 
Journal:  After  conference  with  that  Committee  and  other 
members  of  the  Legislature,  I  found  that  the  Methodists, 
and  possibly  other  denominations,  were  in  the  same  con- 
dition with  ourselves  ;  and,  at  their  suggestion,  I  changed 
the  form  of  the  bill,  so  as  to  make  it  apply  to  all  parishes 
or  religious  societies,  whose  constitutions  or  usages  pro- 
vided for  other  officers  than  those  named  in  the  Revised 
Statutes. 

This  bill  was  reported  by  the  Committee  on  the  Judici- 
ary, and  passed  the  Senate.  In  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, an  objection  was  made  that  it  might,  in  some  way, 
enable  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishops  to  avoid  the  Act  of 
1855,  Chap.  314.     This  objection  defeated  the  bill. 

Under  the  circumstances,  I  thought  it  best  to  make  no 
further  attempt,  at  that  session.  I  will  take  the  liberty, 
however,  to  recommend  to  the  Convention  to  adopt  mea- 
sures to  procure  the  passage  of  the  same  bill,  by  the  pres- 
ent Legislature.  Or,  if  the  same  objection  is  found  to 
4* 
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interfere  with  its  passage,  then  to  attempt  to  procure  the 
passage  of  the  bill  applicable  to  our  own  parishes  only, 
as  at  first  proposed.

The  Rev.  John  Irwin,  from  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
Seamen,  read  the  annual  report  of  that  body. 

Keport  of  tl)e  Soar^  of  illisBions  to  Seamen. 

The  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen  would  respectfully  report 
to  this  Contention,  that  during  the  past  year  religious  services 
have  been  regularly  maintained  in  the  Chapel  in  North  street, 
formerly  rented  by  them,  and  in  the  commodious  chapel  in  Com^ 
mercial  street  occupied  by  them  for  this  purpose  within  the  last 
few  weeks.  The  removal  of  the  Mission  to  the  latter  premises 
had  been  already  determined  on,  when  it  was  hastened  in  conse^ 
qnence  of  the  rooms  in  North  street  being  required  by  the  pro" 
prietor  for  other  purposes ;  and  the  result,  as  far  as  the  objects  of 
the  Mission  are  concerned,  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  at- 
tendance of  seamen  at  the  Morning  services  has  increased,  whilst 
the  Evening  services  have  been,  since  the  removal,  resorted  to 
by  a  congregation  almost  exclusively  composed  of  seamen,  —  tbei 
average  number  of  the  attendants  not  having  diminished^ 
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In  addition  to  the  maintenance  of  religious  services  on  each 
succeeding  Sunday,  a  large  numher  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  in 
various  languages,  with  Prayer  books  in  English,  and  religious 
tracts,  have  been  distributed.  Of  the  exact  number  of  books  and 
tracts,  thus  distributed,  no  record  has  been  kept ;  but  the  distribu- 
tion itself,  made  at  the  termination  of  worship  in  the  chapel,  is 
conducted  on  such  principles  that  the  Board  cannot  but  hope 
that  the  Divine  blessing  will  accompany  this  branch  of  their  Mis-* 
sionary  operations. 

With  respect  to  the  general  prospects  of  the  Mission,  the  Board 
have  to  state,  that  the  congregations  are  generally  composed 
of  men  who  listen  most  attentively  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gos** 
pel  and  who  appear  to  be  frequently  impressed  with  the  value  of 
the  sacred  truths  brought  home  to  their  understandings  and  their 
hearts.  They  are  therefore  encouraged  to  believe,  according  tq 
the  promise,  that  "  God's  word  shall  not  return  to  Him  void ;  " 
whilst  they  express  their  conviction  that,  as  far  the  great  object  of 
preaching  the  Gospel  is  concerned,  namely,  the  conversion  of 
sinful  souls  to  Christ,  this  Mission  to  Seamen  is  doing  a  good 
work  for  the  community  and  for  our  Church. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 

W»  Raymond  Lee,  Esq.,  presented  ihe  following 
amendments  to  the  3d  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  lie 
over  for  the  action  of  the  next  Convention :  ^  After  the 
word  "represents,"  insert  the  words,  and  does  not  unneces" 
sarily  absent  himself  from  the  ministrations  of  the  sanctU' 
ary. 

In  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  yes- 
terday, after  the  words,  "  a  member  of  this  Church,"  add 
the  words,  ^^  provided  he  does  not  practically  repudiate  his 
obligations  as  such,  by  absenting  himself,  unnecessarily, 
from  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper.^^ 

The  Rev.  G.  L.  Piatt  proposed  the  following,  to  be 
adopted  as  a  Canon  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese : 

All  applications  for  admission   of  new  Parishes  into 
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union  with  this  Convention,  shall  be  received  by,  and 
referred  to,  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes,  who  shall 
consider  all  evidence  in  each  case,  and  report  upon  the 
expediency  of  granting  the  application. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  which,  the  order  of  the 
day  coming  up,  namely,  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  Seamen,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  its  consid- 
eration.

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  viva  voce,  and  that 
the  question  of  maintaining  in  future  the  organization  of 
said  Board  by  the  Convention,  be  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  Con- 
vention, and  also  to  report  upon  the  best  means  of  pro- 
moting the  worship  of  the  Episcopal  Church  among 
Seamen.

Whereas,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  all-wise 
providence,  to  remove  from  the  church  militant,  since  the 
last  meeting  of  this  Convention,  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  T. 
Bent,  and  the  Rev.  Shipley  Wells  Willson,  Presbyters  of 
this  Diocese,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  deeply  sympathize  with 
the  afilicted  families  of  our  deceased  brethren,  and  hereby 
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tender  to  them  our  Christian  condolence,  in  this  season  of 
their  bereavement. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  of  these  brethren  from 
their  labors  on  earth,  we  recognize  a  fresh  admonition 
from  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to  do  what  our  hands 
find  to  do,  in  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  on 
earth.

The  congregation,  daring  the  past  year,  has  been  steadily  in- 
creasing. 

The  Parish  have  just  completed  a  new  Chapel,  and  Sunday 
School  room.  This  building,  which  is  of  brick,  is  connected 
with  the  church,  and  will  accommodate  a  congregation  of  three 
hundred,  and  cost,  with  the  furniture,  nearly  three  thousand 
dollars. 

As  indicative  of  a  healthful  state  of  zealous  liberality,  it  may 
be  said,  that,  although  the  Parish  has  been  heavily  taxed,  for  the 
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purpose  of  raising  the  sum  of  $2500.00  for  the  erection  of  the 
Chapel,  their  other  contributions  have  heen  $1397.27,  —  being 
#563.17  more  than  they  were  last  year. 

Si.  JohrCs  Church,  East  Boston. 
The  Ret.  John  Iewin,  Rector. 

There  have  been  in  this  Parish,  since  the  last  Convention,  81 
Baptisms,  18  Burials,  and  11  Marriages.  There  have  been  no 
Confirmations  during  the  year,  although  two  are  at  present 
awaiting  a  suitable  opportunity  for  the  administration  of  that 
holy  rite.  The  number  of  communicants  continues  the  same  as 
at  the  period  of  the  last  returns,  —  the  additions  having  equalled 
the  removals  bom.  the  Parish.  The  sum  of  $74.04  has  been 
contributed  since  last  Convention,  in  the  form  of  Communion 
Offerings;  of  which  $84.50  have  been  appropriated  to  Missions 
within  the  Diocese,  including  that  at  Haverhill,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Association ; 
$25.67  to  Charitable  purposes ;  $8  to  the  purposes  of  the  Do- 
mestic Board  of  Missions,  and  $5.87  to  the  special  wants  of  the 
Parish.  In  addition  to  the  sum  thus  collected,  the  ladies  of  the 
Parish  have  held  a  Fair,  from  which  about  $150  were  realized, 
to  be  appropriated  to  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  upon  our  organ. 

The  Rector  has  to  state  that,  under  the  valuable  superintend- 
ence of  a  member  of  the  Parish,  who  during  the  year  has  come 
to  his  aid,  the  Sunday  School  is  in  a  more  promising  condition 
than  formerly.  The  scholars  in  attendance  now  number  nearly 
fifty ;  whilst  in  relation  to  the  general  condition  of  the  Parish, 
he  would  say,  that  the  congregations  have  not  diminished,  which 
is  a  consideration  of  some  importance,  considering  the  floating 
character  of  our  population.  The  large  number  of  baptisms, 
tbo,  somewhat  disproportioned  to  so  small  a  Parish,  indicates  a 
difficulty  with  which  we  have  to  contend,  namely :  that  there 
exists  among  us  a  considerable  number  of  members  (ostensibly) 
of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  who  very  rarely 
appear  in  our  house  of  prayer,  except  on  occasions  of  this  nature. 
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and  who,  generally  speaking,  add  little  to  the  strength  of  our 
Church  in  this  locality.

There  has  been,  since  the  last  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  a  gradual  increase  of  attendants  on 
public  worship  in  this  infimt  Parish.  The  sitttings  being  free, 
are  mostly  occupied  by  persons  whose  means  would  not  render 
it  convenient  for  them  to  secure  seats  for  themselves,  and  their 
families,  in  our  pew  renting  churches.  While  a  few  individu- 
als, who  comprise  the  more  wealthy  portion  of  the  congregation, 
seem  disposed  to  further  the  project  of  erecting  (prospectively) 
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a  substantial  clmrcli  edifice  in  this  rapidly  increasing  part  of 
Boston.  To  this  end,  they  have  obtained  from  the  city  authori- 
ties, the  refusal  of  a  lot  of  land,  at  the  corner  of  Springfield 
and  Tremont  Streets,  of  ample  dimensions  for  a  large  church 
and  parsonage,  with  sufficient  unoccupied  ground  remaining 
to  admit  of  an  embellishment  of  the  premises  with  trees, 
ahrubs,  etc. 

Should  the  Committee,  in  charge,  succeed  in  raising  an 
amount  equal  to  the  first  payment  for  the  land,  this  very  impor- 
tant, and  as  it  seems  to  us,  feasible  object,  will  we  trust,  be  car- 
ried forward,  "  Till  the  topstone  shall  be  brought  forth  with 
ahoutings  of  grace,  grace  unto  it."     (Zech,  iv.  7.)

fuel,  685  days*  work,  for  the  Poor,  paid  for. 

The  daily  morning  and  evening  services,  and  the  Wednesday 
and  Friday  lectures,  have  been  continued  as  usual.

The  services  at  St.  Mary's  during  the  year  have  been  unin- 
terruptedly maintained.  The  attendance  has  been  larger  than 
any  previous  year,  and  there  has  been  pleasing  evidence  that  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  truly  preached,  has  been  blessed  by  Him,  who 
alone  can  give  the  increase. 

Each  year,  as  it  has  passed,  has  witnessed  the  devotion  of 
some  of  the  better  class  of  seamen  to  the  service  of  their  Divine 
Master,  while  the  word  preached  has  also  been  made  quick  and 
powerful  in  the  conversion  of  several,  who  had  long  been  the 
slaves  of  sin,  and  addicted  to  the  grossest  habits  of  vice.  One 
of  the  adults  baptized,  confessed  that  he  had  been  not  only  in- 
different to  religion,  but  in  the  habit  of  ridiculing  and  opposing 
it.  After  it  pleased  God  to  awaken  him  to  a  sense  of  his  condi- 
tion, he  felt  that  he  had  sinned  so  long  and  wilfully,  that  it  was 
almost  in  vain  for  him  to  hope  for  mercy.  But  God  heard  his 
prayer,  came  to  his  relief,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  is  now  a 
monument  of  pardoning  love.  He  has  gone  forth  a  professed 
disciple  of  Christ,  determined,  the  Lord  being  his  helper,  to  con- 
tinue Christ*s  faithful  soldier  and  servant,  unto  his  life's  end. 

The  following  is  part  of  a  letter  received  from  this  sailor,  last 
week,  dated  Galveston,  December  26,  1866 : — 

My  Deab  Fatheb  Robinson  : — I  write  to  inform  you  that, 
poor  sinner  as  I  have  been,  I  enjoy  comfort  and  peace  in  believ- 
ing. Thank  God,  I  am  bound  for  the  port  of  glory,  and  pray 
and  strive  to  continue  faithful,  that  at  last  I  may  enter  that 
blessed  haven,  drop  my  anchor,  furl  my  sails,  and  be  forever  at 
rest. 

If  I  could  but  hear  your  voice,  or  if  there  was  a  Christian 
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riiipmate  on  board  to  help  me  pra^r,  I  think  I  could  be  quite 
happj.  Instead  of  prayer  there  is  nothing  but  oaths  and  blas- 
phemy around  me,  and  I  scarcely  know  how  to  keep  up  my  heart. 
In  my  temptation  and  weakness,  I  try  to  do  as  you  directed,  and 
seek  strength  and  grace  from  Ood.  Since  I  have  begun  to  pray, 
I  find  even  on  shipboard,  times  to  pray  which  I  never  thought 
of  before.  Sometimes  I  hope  I  have  found  that  blessed  Saviour 
with  me,  who  was  in  the  ship  with  his  disciples.  That  was  the 
last  sermon  I  heard  you  preach.  And  when  I  think  of  what 
you  said  that  night,  how  thankful  I  am  I  was  there,  and  that  I 
bad  been  at  St.  Mary's  four  Sundays.  My  Bible  I  read  every 
day.  If  it  were  not  for  my  Prayer  Book  I  should  want  words 
to  pray.  I  have  read  the  Test  of  Truth,  Come  to  Jesus,  and 
nearly  all  the  tracts  you  gave  me.  I  leave  my  books  sometimes 
on  my  chest,  and  now  and  then,  find  one  of  the  men  reading 
them.     Pardon  my  presumption  in  writing  you, 

I  remain  your  obliged  friend. 
The  weekly  visitation  at  the  Marine  Hospital,  at  Chelsea,  has 
been  continued  as  formerly. 

The  number  of  Bibles  given  to  seamen  going  to  sea,  is  as  fol** 
lows : — ^English  350 ;  Portuguese  35 ;  Spanish  12 ;  French  2 ; 
Italian  3  ;  Welsh  1.  Testaments : — English  535  ;  Portuguese 
85  ;  Spanish  65 ;  French  20 ;  Italian  10 ;  Swedish  60 ;  Danish 
40;  Dutch  20;  German  20.  Total,  403  Bibles;  855  Testa- 
ments ;  450  Prayer  Books ;  1250  Religious  books. 

Tracts  and  religious  papers  have  been  freely  given  to  seamen 
and  others  in  attendance  at  the  church. 

To  shipwrecked  and  destitute  seamen,  have  been  given  65 
flannel  shirts,  70  pairs  flannel  drawers,  4  dozen  woollen  socks,  1 
dozen  guernsey  shirts,  and  2  dozen  undershirts. 

Second  hand  clothing  to  a  much  larger  amount,  including 
some  excellent  outside  garments,  have  also  been  given  to  the 
needy  and  suffering. 

The  Rector  thankfully  adds  that  his  church  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  at  an  outlay  of  upwards  of  $600,  cheerfully  contributed 
by  our  merchants,  and  is  free  from  any  debt  for  the  current  exr 
penses  of  the  year.

Since  the  last  Convention,  there  have  been  1  Baptism  and  8 
Burials  in  connection  with  this  Institution.  I  have  regularly 
officiated  in  the  Chapel  twice  every  Sunday,  besides  attending  a 
daily  religious  service  during  the  week.  The  number  of  prison- 
ers attending  my  ministrations  in  this  Institution,  averages  about 
five  hundred. 

In  May  last,  I  accepted  the  appointment  of  Chaplain  to  the 
Lunatic  Hospital,  in  addition  to  my  other  chaplaincy.  With 
this  unfortunate  class  of  persons,  I  hold  a  service  at  9  o'clock, 
each  Sunday  morning,  before  commencing  at  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, and  visit  them  occasionally  during  the  week,  as  I  find 
opportunity  for  doing  so. 

Thus,  with  preaching  three  times  on  Sunday,  and  the  labors 
of  both  appointments  during  the  week,  I  find  my  time  fully  oc- 
cupied. And  the  hope  that  these  labors  are  not  in  vain,  encour- 
ages me  to  continue  therein  according  to  the  strength  given  me.

Over  8200  have  been  raised  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Pariah,

Five  tiundred  dol- 
lars of  tliis  debt  have  been  paid  during  tbe  past  Conventional 
year.  A  like  sum  remains  due,  of  wbicb  more  than  one  half 
bas  been  subscribed,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  obtaining  the  bal- 
ance in  a  short  time. 

A  general  indifierence  to  religion  marks  this  town.  It  has 
been  ascertained  that  five  thousand  people,  nearly  one  half  of 
the  population,  attend  no  place  of  public  worship,  while  at  the 
■ame  time  many  of  the  churches  are  said  to  be  not  more  than 
one  half  filled. 

The  modem  delusion  of  Spiritualism,  (if  indeed  its  moving 
power  be  not  as  ancient  as  the  time  of  Job,)  finds  sufficient 
adrocates  to  warrant  a  distinct  organization,  with  a  settled 
ndnister  at  its  head.

It  wOl  be  seen  that  the  number  of  commtmicants  who  are 

reported  as  having  **  removed ''  from  the  Parish,  is  unusually 

large.     This  is  owning  to  the  circumstance  that  the  list  has  been 

revised  by  the  Rector,  who  has  stricken  out  the  names  of  sereral 
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commanicants  no  longer  residents  in  Salem,  and  who  never,  in 
in  fact,  have  come  under  his  charge. 

It  will  also  be  remarked,  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
sum  contributed  during  the  year  for  objects  of  charity  and  reli- 
gion, has  been  applied  to  purposes  of  a  strictly  parochial  charac« 
ter.  By  the  generous  zeal  of  the  parishioners,  the  Church  has 
been  relieved  of  a  debt  of  many  years  standing,  the  edifice 
thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  interior  of  the  building  tastefully 
improved  and  beautified,  and  furnished  with  the  means  of  light- 
ing by  gas.  The  Rector  desires  to  put  upon  record  his  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  these  marks  of  interest,  and  to  see  in  them 
tokens  of  fairer  promise  for  the  future. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Committee  of  the  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  by  whom  these  matters  were  forwarded,  and  particularly 
to  the  members  of  the  Ladies'  Missionary  Circle,-— always  ready 
to  co-operate  in  every  work  of  goodness.

Qftjldbsd,  Conn. ;  the  first  Principal,  Mr.  Peter  S.  Byers,  a  ^ 
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Toted  communicant  with  us  from  his  youth,  having  to  our  deep 
regret,  died  soon  after  the  last  Convention,  and  before  the  school 
was  ready  to  go  into  operation. 

Francis  Cogswell,  Esq.,  for  several  years  the  faithful  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  School,  has  been  compelled  by  other 
duties  to  relinquish  his  useful  labors.  He  has  been  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Belden,  Principal  of  the  Punchard  Free  School. 

Not  a  few  valuable  communicants,  who  were  with  us  a  year 
since,  are  no  longer  here  to  co-operate  in  the  performance  of  our 
Christian  stewardship ;  some  having  removed  to  distant  places, 
and  others  been  taken  away  by  death,  impressively  reminding 
ufl  by  their  departure  that  we  who  are  permitted  to  remain  must 
renew  our  diligence,  and  work  more  zealously  for  Christ,  while 
our  day  of  probation  lasts. 

It  has  long  been  the  decided  conviction  of  the  present  Rector, 
that  the  best  interests  of  this  important  Parish  would  be  greatly 
promoted  by  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more  substantial  church 
edifice ;  and  he  cannot  but  prayerfully  express  the  hope,  that  the 
time  is  not  far  distant  when  this  very  desirable  work  will  be  ac- 
complished. Although  we  cannot  recal  the  past,  we  may  learn 
wisdom  from  it.  "  Stir  up^  toe  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  the  wills

Twelve  hundred  dollars  are  wanting  to  complete  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  money.  I  hope  that  the  Parish  will  be 
able  to  erect  a  chapel  during  the  coming  year.  The  attendance 
at  our  services,  since  we  commenced,  has  been  encouraging  ;  and 
I  think  there  is  evidence  that  what  has  been  done  has  received  a 
blessing  from  the  Lord.

As  the  number  of  infants  baptized,  during  the 
last  eighteen  months,  in  addition  to  those  now  waiting  for  that 
Bacrament,  exceeds  forty,  we  think  the  future  prospects  of  the 
School  are  encouraging. 

The  Rector  has  just  commenced  holding  Sunday-evening  ser- 
vices in  the  rapidly-increasing  village  of  Port-Norfolk,  some  two 
miles  distant  from  St.  Mary*s  Church.  A  fine  hall  has  been 
secured,  and  an  excellent  voluntary  choir  has  been  obtained. 
The  great  interest  manifested,  thus  far,  encourages  the  hope  that 
permanent  good  may  result  from  the  undertaking.

The  pres- 
ent church  edifice,  built  and  consecrated  in  the  year  1829,  being 
out  of  repair,  and  not  large  enough  for  the  congregation,  ar- 
xangements  have  been  made  to  erect  a  new  one  of  stone,  which 
has  already  been  contracted  for,  and  upwards  of  $30,000  sub- 
scribed for  its  completion.  This  is  substantially  the  same 
subscription  which  was  obtained  during  the  Rectorship  of  my 
predecessor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Snow. 

Although  this  Parish  has  passed  through  many  \dcissitudes, 
its  peace  and  tranquillity  have  not  been  broken  by  outward 
events.  It  has  experienced  a  slow  but  steady  and  continuous 
growth.  The  recognition  of  the  Divine  agency  in  all  events, 
and  of  his  faithfulness  and  loving  kindness,  has  sustained  the 
people  under  every  discouragement.  There  have  been  many 
valuable  accessions  to  the  Church  since  the  present  Rector  last 
had  charge  of  this  Parish,  and  there  are  315  children  receiving 
instruction  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  who  it  may  be  hoped  will 
maintain  the  cause  of  Episcopacy  here,  after  the  present  genera- 
tion of  Churchmen  have  gone  to  their  rest.

When  I  took  charge  of  the  Parish, 
about  three  years  since,  it  was  about  $2000  in  debt,  mainly  firom 
recent  building.  The  new  church  was  unfinished,  and  more  than 
half  of  the  pews  in  it  were  private  property.  The  Parish  had 
always  been  dependent  upon  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 
for  from  one  to  two  hundred  dollars  yearly,  to  enable  them  to 
sustain  services.  Thus  it  continued  until  last  spring,  when  the 
owners  of  all  except  two  pews  were  prevailed  upon  to  donate 
them  forever  to  the  Corporation  for  annual  renting  to  defray  cur- 
rent expenses.  This  donation,  however,  was  conditioned  upon 
the  raising  of  a  sufficient  sum  to  remove  the  debt  and  finish  the 
tower  and  furnish  a  bell.  Upwards  of  $3000  were  required  for 
this  purpose,  which  sum  is  now  nearly  obtained,  and  will  be 
fully  secured,  before  the  close  of  the  Missionary  year.  We 
shall  thus  become  at  once  and  permanently  self-supporting; 
and  render  sincere  and  hearty  thanks  to  the  Board  of  MissionSi 
and  to  our  many  kind  friends  in  the  Diocese  and  elsewhere,  by 
whose  assistance  we  have  accomplished  the  work  of  the  past 
year.

We  think  we  are  warranted  in  reporting  a  gradual  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  this  Parish.  During  the  past  year,  our 
congregations  have  shown  a  small  increase  upon  the  average  of 
the  previous  year.  This  is  encouraging,  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  population  here  has  not  varied  materially  in  number, 
for  many  years.  From  a  population  of  less  than  eighteen  hun- 
dred, about  one  quarter  of  which  are  Roman  Catholics,  who  at- 
tend Church  elsewhere,  four  congregations  are  drawn.  Of  these, 
ours  is  one,  with  an  average  attendance  in  pleasant  weather  of 
fully  one  hundred. 

The  congregation  consists  mainly  of  serious  and  devout  per- 
sons, who  are  regular  in  their  attendance  upon  the  services  of 
the  Church. 
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They  are  liberal,  according  to  their  means,  in  their  contribu* 
tions  for  religious  and  charitable  purposes,  among  which  I  would 
here  make  grateful  mention  of  many  acts  of  kindness  and  liber* 
ality  towards  myself. 

During  the  past  year,  quite  extensive  repairs  and  alterations 
have  been  made  in  our  church,  at  a  cost  of  9632.  Of  this  sum 
8482  have  been  raised  and  paid  within  the  Parish.  The  unso* 
licited  and  generous  gift  of  850,  we  gratefully  acknowledge 
from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  There  yet  remain  8150  not 
provided  for.  Will  our  friends  to  whom  this  statement  may 
come,  take  knowledge  of  our  condition,  and  supply  our  need  ? 

We  have  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  our  church,  and 
added  much  to  its  convenience  and  comfort.  The  repairs  and 
alterations  which  have  been  .made,  are  the  first  of  any  extent, 
which  have  taken  place  since  the  erection  of  the  church  —  about 
twenty -eight  years  ago. 

The  females  of  the  Parish,  both  in  an  associated  and  indi- 
vidual capacity,  have  generously  aided  in  meeting  the  outlays 
for  church  repairs. 

Our  Sunday  School  has  an  excellent  Superintendent  and  a 
band  of  efficient  and  devoted  Teachers,  but  is  not  as  numerously 
and  regularly  attended  as  it  ought  to  be. 

We  bless  God  for  the  degree  of  prosperity  vouchsafed  to  us^ 
and  pray  it  may  not  be  diminished  through  our  unfaithfulness.

^ected.  An  unusual  number  has  been  added  to  the  commim- 
ion ;  and  the  funds  of  the  Church  will  eventually  realize  a  very 
considerable  addition  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Laban  Lassell. 
An  annuity  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday  School  is  to  be  derived 
from  the  same  source. 

A  beautiful  Font,  of  Portland  stone,  has  been  presented  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  a  fine  linen  Surplice,  by  the  Hon. 
Edward  A.  Newton.  On  the  whole,  although  a  small  band,  in 
a  very  small  town,  and  surrounded  by  antagonistic  influences,  on 
the  right  hand  and  on  the  left,  we  have  abundant  reasons  to 
ihank  God  for  the  portion  of  prosperity  vouchsafed  us^  and  to 
take  courage. 

SL  Stephen's  Church,  PiUsfield. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  N.  Stewabt,  Rector. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Parvin,  ay 
predecessor,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  Parish,  whioh  I 
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entered  upon  in  November,  last  year.  At  my  incoming,  I  found 
registered,  during  1856,  6  Baptisms,  1  Marriage,  2  Funerals. 
Since  my  incoming,  there  have  been  5  Baptisms,  3  persons  con- 
firmed, and  3  Funerals.  The  report  for  the  year,  therefore,  is  : 
Baptisms,  (infants  8,  adults  2,)  10.  Confirmed,  8.  Marriages,  1. 
Funerals,  5. 

There  were  95  Communicants  reported  to  last  Convention. 
On  scrutiny  of  the  list  of  Communicants,  I  find  that  since  A.  D. 
1852,  there  have  been  4  deaths,  30  removals,  and  7  withdrawals 
of  communicants.  One  has  been  suspended  from  holy  commu- 
nion. The  total  number  of  deaths,  removals,  desertions,  and 
suspensions,  since  1852,  is,  therefore,  42.  Deducting  that  num- 
ber from  95,  the  last  reported  number,  fifty-three  communicants 
would  be  left  as  the  probable  number  at  present.  The  actual 
number  is,  however,  72.  From  this  number  I  have  excluded 
those  communicants  who  are  pupils  in  the  various  seminaries  in 
Pittsfield ;  because  they  are  necessarily  transient ;  are  probably 
reported  in  the  Parishes  where  their  parents  or  guardians  are 
domiciled ;  and  because  I  wish  to  present  an  accurate  report  (as 
&r  as  1  can)  of  the  existing  condition  of  the  Parish,  January  1st, 
1857.  My  predecessor  apparently  included  the  communicants 
belonging  to  the  seminaries  here,  in  his  report,  and  may  thus 
have  swelled  the  number  to  95.  1  shall,  henceforth,  report  this 
variable  element  separately,  and  so  preserve  the  statistics  of  the 
Parish  from  apparently  unaccountable  fluctuations.  Of  the  seven 
eommunicants  who  have  withdrawn  from  the  Parish,  to  attend 
other  places  of  worship,  some  are  still  legally,  and  all  are  still 
eanonically,  connected  with  it,  (Revised  Statutes  of  Massachu- 
setts, chap.  20,  sec.  4 ;  and  Canon  xiii.  of  1853,)  and  of  course 
still  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  for  the 
time  being. 

The  Sunday  School,  which  has  suffered  from  a  long  intermis- 
sion, and  consequent  scattering  of  the  scholars,  has  been  re-com- 
menced with  six  Teachers;  and  the  Rector  himself  takes  an 
active  part  and  lively  interest  in  the  instruction  of  the  children. 
The  number  of  children  is  88.     The  financial  report  is  as  fol- 
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lows :  Missions  of  the  Church,  Foreign  862.37,  Domestic  $22,- 
95.  Communion  Alms,  S71.12.  Other  purposes,  $8.90.  Total, 
8165.34. 

The  Parish  is  now  emerging  from  a  painful  crisis  in  its  inter- 
nal relations  to  some  of  its  own  memhers.  I  have  reason  to 
thank  God  for  the  loyalty  and  firm  adherence  to  the  Church, 
manifested  by  the  parishioners  generally,  under  circumstances 
calculated  to  test  their  stability  and  affection  for  it,  and  its  means 
of  grace,  and  praying  for  his  grace  to  strengthen  those  things 
which  remain,  I  look  forward  contentedly  and  hopefully  for  His 
help  and  blessing  in  the  future. 

The  ladies  of  the  Parish,  who  in  past  times  have  not  been 
deficient  in  good  works,  well  done,  for  Christ's  sake,  are  now 
engaged  in  further  purposes  of  usefulness,  in  which  I  bid  them 
Qod  speed. 

SL  Jameses  Churchy  Great  Barrington.

Eighty  copies  of 
the  "  Parish  Visitor"  have  been  monthly  circulated ;  also  thirty 
copies  of  the  "Carrier  Dove,"  in  the  Sunday  School.  The 
property  known  as  the  "  Rose  Cottage  Seminary,"  on  the  west 
side  of  Main  street  and  Central,  has  been  purchased  by  five 
gentlemen  of  the  congregation ;  and  the  north  cottage,  and  a 
church  site  adyoining  it,  have  been  offered  by  them  to  the  Parish 
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for  $5000,  —  they  agreeing  to  take  in  return  the  old  church 
property  at  84000.  So  that,  with  the  $1000  legacy,  so  gene- 
rously left  by  the  late  Dr.  R.  Hollenbeck,  we  can  thus  secure  a 
parsonage  and  church  site,  in  the  most  beautiful  location  in  the 
village.  We  have  already  a  subscription,  just  made  for  a  new 
church,  reaching  about  $8000 ;  and  there  are  good  reasons  to 
hope  that  this  noble  enterprise  will  be  successfully  and  creditably 
carried  through.  It  is  but  just  to  say,  that  great  credit  is  due  to 
the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  who  have  accumulated  nearly  $1000  by 
their  united  efforts  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  improvement. 
One  of  their  number  has  presented  the  Church  with  a  gown. 
The  noble  benefaction  of  Dr.  Hollenbeck,  so  timely  in  its  aid, 
should  serve  as  an  example  for  other  and  wealthy  communicants. 
The  true  life  and  zeal  of  a  Christian  Church,  whose  faith  work- 
eth  by  love,  seems  to  be  reviving  among  us ;  and  with  God's 
blessing  we  look  with  confidence  and  hope  to  the  future.

This  Church  was  organized  in  November,  1855;  since  which 
time,  Divine  services  have  been  held  regularly  every  Lord's  day ; 
at  first  in  the  Universalist  Meeting  House,  and  during  the  last 
six  months  in  a  Public  Hall,  which,  on  occasions  of  worship, 
is  arranged  with  as  much  regard  to  having  all  things  done 
"decently  and  in  order"  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  will 
admit. 

The  difficulties  and  discouragements  which  naturally  attend 
the  establishment  of  our  Church  in  a  place  where  there  are 
already  several  Religious  Societies,  of  long  standing,  and  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  especially  where  the  pecuniary  abilities 
of  those  engaged  in  it  arc  small,  do  not  allow  us  to  indulge  in 
hopes  of  rapid  success ;  yet  the  attendance  on  our  services  thus 
&r,  the  earnest  zeal,  the  self-sacrificing  devotion  and  the  harmo- 
nious action  which  have  marked  every  step  in  the  history  of  this 
infant  Parish,  furnish  satisfactory  grounds  of  assurance  that  the 
labors  bestowed  in  its  behalf  will,  under  God,  bo  crowned  with 
success  at  no  distant  day. 

The  great  and  pressing  want  of  the  Parish  is,  of  course,  a 
church  edifice,  (the  Hall  which  we  now  occupy  being  frequently 
used  during  the  week  for  dancing,  exhibitions,  etc.,)  and  until 
this  object  is  accomplished  every  attempt  towards  an  increase  in 
numbers  must  be  made  under  a  disadvantage.  The  associations 
connected  with  our  present  place  of  worship  are  not  likely  to 
produce  a  favorable  bias  towards  our  services  in  the  minds  of  the 
religiously  disposed,  who  are  generally  influenced  by  such  con- 
siderations ;  and  our  imperfect  accommodations  offer  but  a  weak 
attraction  to  the  indifferent,  who  have  only  to  step  into  an  ad- 
joining Meeting  House  to  enjoy  the  comfort  which,  in  their  esti- 
mation, overbalances  almost  every  other  consideration.     So  long 
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as  the  establishment  of  a  Church  is  considered  as  an  attempt 
which  admits  the  possibility  of  a  failure,  many  hold  back  who, 
when  the  success  of  the  undertaking  is  secured  by  the  erection 
of  an  edifice,  are  ready  to  come  forward  in  its  aid.  Such, 
doubtless,  is  the  case  in  the  present  instance ;  and  accordingly 
measures  have  been  set  on  foot,  at  the  earliest  advisable  time, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  result  in  the  erection  of  an  edifice,  of 
such  reasonable  size  and  cost  as  our  necessities  seem  to  require. 
For  this  object  the  members  of  the  Parish  have  taxed  them- 
selves to  the  utmost  limit  of  their  abilities,  and  for  the  remain- 
der we  shall  have  to  appeal  to  the  liberality  of  Churchmen 
abroad,  in  the  hope  that  our  moderate  wishes  in  this  respect 
will  not  be  disappointed. 

I  gladly  avail  myself  of  the  present  opportunity  of  express- 
ing the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  which  have  been  derived  from 
the  attendance  on  our  services  of  a  number  of  students  from 
Williams*  College,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  communicants,  and 
the  encouragement  which  has  been  imparted  by  the  example  of 
their  zeal  and  devotedness.  To  them  the  Sunday  School  is  in- 
debted for  its  Teachers,  and  the  Church  for  efficient  aid  in  sing- 
ing ;  and  as  a  further  illustration  of  their  interest  in  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Parish,  I  may  add,  that  not  only  have  they  given  a 
Reading  Desk  with  an  appropriate  Bible  and  Prayer  Book,  but 
that  during  the  last  vacation,  a  few  of  them  collected,  among 
their  friends,  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  towards  the  build- 
ing of  a  church.  Indeed,  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  im- 
portant considerations  connected  with  the  present  undertaking  is 
the  opportunity  which  it  will  afibrd  of  attending  the  services  of 
their  own  Church  to  such  of  its  members  as  are  pursuing  their 
studies  at  that  Institution.  The  importance  of  providing  the 
means  for  a  stated  attendance  on  its  services,  for  learning  its  dis- 
tinctive principles,  and  for  partaking  of  its  blessed  sacrament, 
cannot  be  over-estimated,  especially  at  the  period  of  life  usually 
spent  at  a  College,  where  all  the  religious  influences  are  of  a 
strongly  sectarian  character :  and  it  may  readily  be  seen  how 
powerful  the  influence  such  means  of  grace  may  exert  in  direel- 
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ing  towards  the  sacred  ministry  the  minds  of  young  men  who, 
as  is  often  the  case,  at  the  close  of  their  Academical  course,  are 
waToring  as  to  their  duty  in  the  matter.  One,  soon  to  gradu- 
ite,  has  recently  applied  to  become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders ; 
and  another,  it  is  hoped,  will  in  due  time,  become  an  ambassador 
of  Christ. 


St.  Georges  Churchy  Lee. 

The  Rev.  Geoboe  T.  Chapman,  D.  D.,  Minister. 

This  Church  was  duly  organized  in  the  spring  of  1856,  under 
yery  favorable  auspices.  The  number  of  families  associated 
for  the  purpose  exceeded  thirty,  besides  many  single  persons, 
both  male  and  female.  They  commenced  with  the  determina- 
tion to  defray  all  current  expenses  attending  the  ministry  of  the 
Word,  to  which  they  have  strictly  adhered,  and  will  contribute 
for  the  first  year  about  one  thousand  dollars.  They  have  also, 
in  addition,  purchased  a  most  eligible  central  site  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  church,  and  have  recently  commenced  a  subscription  to 
effect  this  last  object,  which  they  hope  will  amount  to  three 
thousand  dollars.  To  increase  this  to  a  sum  suificient  to  build 
a  suitable  edifice,  they  look  for  individual  contributions  from 
some  of  our  more  wealthy  Parishes.  And  when  they  are  doing 
80  much  for  themselves,  constituting  in  this  respect,  as  is  be- 
lieved, an  unprecedented  example  in  the  establishment  of  our 
country  Parishes  for  many  years,  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  they  will  be  liberally  patronized  by  their  fellow  Church- 
men throughout  the  Diocese.  Lee  is  already  a  very  flourishing 
place,  and  has  increased  in  population  during  the  last  five  years 
more  than  any  other  town  in  the  county.  There  are  about  forty 
manufacturing  mills,  principally  of  paper,  with  two  large  marble 
quarries  of  the  best  description  in  the  country.  The  great  num- 
ber of  respectable  English  operatives,  who  are  Episcopalians,  is 
an  interesting  feature  in  this  laudable  enterprise.  I  took  charge 
of  the  Parish  on  the  first  of  June  last,  and  have  reason  to  anti- 
cipate a  most  flattering  result  to  my  labors.     The  baptisms  have 
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been  14  —  1  adult  and  13  children.  Confirmed,  5.  Communi- 
cants :  at  our  first  and  only  communion,  owing  to  our  having  no 
senice  of  plate,  1 1.  Others,  however,  will  unite  at  the  next  cele- 
bration. Marriages,  2.  Burials,  3.  We  shall  shortly  obtain  a 
Sunday  School  Library,  when  that  most  important  institution 
will  be  the  subject  of  unremitted  attention.  In  a  spiritual  as- 
pect, the  prospect  is  no  less  encouraging  than  in  the  financial. 
With  the  divine  blessing,  another  year  will  develop  this  to  a 
most  satisfactory  extent.

The  present  minister  took  charge  of  this  Parish  on  the  iist 
Sunday  in  April,  1856.     Before  this  time,  there  had  only  been 
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Oteasional  iervices  keld  in  tliis  Parish,  sinde  its  formation  in 
December,  1854.  Since  the  15th  of  June  we  have  worshipped 
in  a  neat  and  commodions  chapel,  purchased  of  a  Congregational 
Society,  and  which,  through  the  liberality  of  friends  of  the 
Church  in  other  places,  is  f^  from  debt.  Outwardly  we  have 
prospered  beyond  our  anticipations.  There  is  a  gratifying  in- 
crease in  the  attendance  on  public  worship ;  and  the  Sunday 
School,  —  a  very  large  one  for  the  Parish,  —  is  maintained  with 
interest,  both  by  teachers  and  scholars.  If  it  may  please  God 
to  cause  the  spirit  of  grace  to  descend  and  rest  upon  us, 
giving  effect  to  the  preaching  of  his  word,  making  it  the  "  sa- 
vour of  life  unto  life"  to  those  who  hear,  wo  shall  feel  that  our 
'*  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord."

I  have  respectfully  to  report  that,  in  the  month  of  July,  1855, 
I  was  detached  from  the  Receiving  Ship,  in  the  harbor  of  Bos-» 
ton,  and  have  since,  by  order  of  the  government,  performed  the 
duties  of  my  office  on  board  the  Flag  Ship  of  the  Home  Squad* 
ron,  chiefly  in  the  West  Indies,  Gulf  of  Mexico,  alid  on  the 
coast  of  Central  America.

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL    CHURCH 

IN  THX 

DIOCESE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS, 

AS  AMENDED 

IN  CONVENTION,  JUNE,  1841,  1846,  MAY,  1852,  AND  JAN.  1856. 


ABTICLB  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  Greneral 
Coftstitotion  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

"there  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  tinne  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre* 
ceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
haTa  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  wbatevet  order,  being  a  settled  roinistefi

or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  beea 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
oanonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
Tided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
■pace  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
lervlces,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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AHTICLE    VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE   VIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notificatioOv 
and  duly  organized,  shall  Constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  samt 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION   OF    1849. 

Respecting'  CorUi-ngeni  Ibcpenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  ia  this  State,  aAer  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  ihe 
Convention,  to -defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  one 
p^r  centum  oa  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or.  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
8a,me ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  hare  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  suoh 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely  : 
to,  pay  the  travelling,  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
tpL  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  th^, 
Convention  as.  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
tb§  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each, 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis* 
ter  shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  JournaL 
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(tanon  of  1844. 

Respecting'  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

la  every  parish  in  this  Diocese^  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION    OP    1853. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  he  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  ofience  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci* 
fications  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
eooHmgainity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
10* 
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request  the  Bishop  of  some  oiher  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences^ 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him  ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

IT. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  BisJiop, 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  cv^py  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  tlic  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  lo  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
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do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  jn  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de- 
cision, if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused^or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sect.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  staled  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall   reside  more 
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than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  staling  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  | 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shnll  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  l^e  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con* 
ducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.   .A  written  citation  or  notice  de* 
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li?ered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonical ly  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  pariah  of  the  saioief  at  least  two  years  be^ 
fore  the  time  of  triaU

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

Section   I.    As  a  full  and  accurate  y'lew  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
Is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention^ 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and   funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  slate  of  the  same.     And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;   and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.     And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may    be  read  in   the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 
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No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
19  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

RtJLE  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

RaLE  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 

Role  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

RiTLE  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

RiTLE  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes.

Od  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
jgtnal  decision.

Annual  "Mhrtss: 

MT  BRSTHBXN  OF  THE  CLEROT  AND  LAITT  : 

I  now  present  to  you,  according  to  my  duty,  the  record  of  my 
official  services  since  wo  last  assembled  together. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  25, 1857, 
which  followed  the  adjournment  of  our  last  Convention,  I  atten- 
ded in  the  evening  the  Annual  Examination  of  the  SondAy 
School  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston ;  and,  after  addres- 
ses by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wells  and  Snow  of  this  Diocese,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer  of  Now  York,  made  some  remarks  to  tli# 
teachers. 

On  Thursday,  March  5,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Paul's, 
Brookline,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Winslow  W. 
Sever,  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Sandwich.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Snow,  who,  with  the  Rev* 
Drs.  Stone  and  Randall,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cutler,  and  others  of  the 
Clergy  present,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  Mr, 
Sever,  in  June  last,  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  8, 1 
officiated  for  the  first  time  at  Melrose.  The  services  were  held 
in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation 
of  Trinity  Church ;  and  I  confirmed  7  persons. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  29,  at  an  Ordination  held 
in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation 
of  Grace  Church,  Newton  Comer,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders 
Mr.  William  Stevens  Perry,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Die- 
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cese.    Mr.  Perrj  has  officiated,  since  his  ordination,  as  an  Assist- 
ant to  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Boston. 

In  the  aflemoon  I  examined  the  pupils  of  the  Sunday  School 
of  Grace  Church,  Newton  Comer;  and 

In  the  evening,  confirmed  13  in  Christ  Church,  Boston. 

On  Friday,  April  8,  I  confirmed  16  in  the  eyening  in  St. 
Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  the  Sunday  next  hcfore  Easter,  April  5, 1  confirmed  19  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston  ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  5  in  Christ  Church, 
CSamhridga. 

On  Good  Friday,  April  10, 1  confirmed  22  in  the  evening  in 
tiie  Choich  of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

In  the  afternoon  of  Easter  Day,  April  12,  in  Ghrace  Church, 
Botton,  I  examined  in  the  Catechism  the  Sunday  Scholars  of  the 
parish,  together  with  the  young  inmates  of  the  Home  for  Orphan 
and  Destitute  Children. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  5  in  in  St.  John's, 
East  Boston.  The  Rev.  John  Irwin  has  resigned  the  Rector- 
ship of  this  parish,  and  become  the  Missionary  in  charge  of  the 
diapel  in  Commercial  street,  under  the  auspices  of  our  Board  of 
Missions  for  Seamen.  He  has  been  succeeded  at  East  Boston 
by  the  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Evans,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  AprU  19, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Anne*s,  Lowell ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed 
44,  and  catechized  the  children. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  26, 1  confirmed  29 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  8  in  St.  John's, 
Jamaica  Plain. 

On  Tuesday,  April  28,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Qoiney. 
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On  Wednesday,  April  29,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Andrew*s,  Hanover ;  and  preached  in  the  Lecture  Room  in 
the  evening. 

On  Thursday,  April  30,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  Trin- 
ity Church,  Bridgewater. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  3, 1  catechized  the 
children,  preached,  and,  in  conjunction  with  the  Rector,  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion,  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Taunton, 
in  the  morning ;  and  confirmed  9  in  the  evening. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  10»  in 
the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Philadelphia,  I  had  the  honor  and 
privilege  of  preaching  the  Annual  Sermon  in  hehalf  of  the  Amer- 
ican Sunday  School  Union.  This  noble  Institution  is  taking  a 
prominent  part  in  the  work  of  blessing  this  vast  country  with 
Scriptural  truth ;  and  God  is  crowning  its  labors  with  increasing 
success.  I  am  much  gratified  with  the  favor  which  it  bae 
received  among  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese.  They  will  never 
regret,  upon  a  dying  bed,  their  support  of  an  Association,  whieh 
is  carrying  on  so  powerful  an  agency  for  informing  the  youth  of 
our  land  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Lamb  of  God,  slain  for  their 
redemption.  I  commend  the  Institution  once  more  to  your  love 
and  honor. 

During  this  same  week  I  made  a  journey  to.  Toronto,  Can- 
ada West,  for  the  purpose  of  being  present,  by  request,  at  the 
Anniversary  of  the  Upper  Canada  Bible  Society.  On  the  Kfth 
Sunday  after  Easter,  May  17,  I  preached  in  the  Cathedral  in  the 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  also  had  the  pleasure  of  examining 
the  Sunday  Scholars  before  the  morning  service.  I  also  preached 
in  the  Parochial  School  Room  in  the  evening.  The  Bible  Society 
meeting  took  place  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  May  20 ;  on 
which  occasion  I  delivered  an  address.  This  opportunity  of 
meeting  with  many  devoted  servants  of  God,  not  only  of  our 
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own  boloved  Church,  but  of  other  branches  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  who  had  come  together  to  rejoice  in  the  blessings  of  the 
word  of  life,  and  to  promote  its  circulation,  was  one  of  real  con- 
solation and  refreshment  to  my  heart.  Such  gatherings  of  God's 
people  of  every  name  arc  a  blessed  illustration  of  the  unity  of  all 
to  whom  Christ  is  precious ;  and  seem  to  me  more  and  more, 
the  longer  I  live,  like  a  foretaste  of  that  better  world,  where  all 
the  followers  of  the  Lamb  shall  unite  in  one  song  to  Him  that 
**  washed  them  from  their  sins  in  his  own  blood." 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  24, 1  preached  in  the 
morning,  and  addressed  the  Sunday  Scholars,  in  Christ  Church, 
Springfield ;  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  17  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church, 
Chicopec.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say,  that  since  my  visit 
to  this  parish,  then  vacant,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Croswell  has  be- 
come its  Rector,  and  finds  great  encouragement  in  his  labors. 

On  Tuesday,  May  26, 1  preached  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's, 
Northampton.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hubbard  had  resigned  this  parish, 
and  been  transferred  to  New  York,  just  before  this  visit.  Dur- 
ing the  last  autumn,  the  people  began  to  enjoy  once  more  the 
regular  ministrations  of  the  gospel ;  the  Rev  Otto  Sievers  Bar- 
ten,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  having  become  the 
Rector. 

On  Wednesday,  May  27,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  James's,  Greenfield. 

On  Whitsunday,  May  31,  I  examined  the  Sunday  School, 
and  confirmed  11  persons  in  the  morning,  in  Grace  Church, 
Lawrence;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  3  in  Christ  Church, 
Andover. 

On  Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  June  2,  I  confirmed  13  in  the 
2 
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evening  in  St.  Stephen's,  Lynn,  including  2  from  Trinity  Chuidif 
Boston.  I  take  great  pleasure  in  mentiomng,  that,  through  the 
active  interest  of  several  members  of  this  parish,  a  substantial 
and  convenient  house  has  been  purchased  for  a  Rectory. 

On  Wednesday,  June  8, 1  confirmed  14  in  the  evening  in  8t« 
Peter's,  Salem. 

On  Thursday,  June  4, 1  catechized  the  children  in  the  after* 
noon  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead,  and  confirmed  9  persona  ia 
the  evening. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  June  7, 1  confirmed  9  in  Grace  dratch, 
Boston,  in  the  afternoon ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  B  in  Christ  Church, 
Waltham ;  making,  with  1  hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  the  nam* 
ber  of  4  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  Wednesday,  June  10,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Jamea's^  Amesbury,  including  1  from  St.  Paal'»y  N«w« 
buryport. 

St.  Barnabas  the  Apostle,  Thursday,  June  11,  at  an  OrduuH 
tion  held  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell,  I  admitted  to  Deacon*s  Order* 
Mr.  Edward  Cowley,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  thia  Diocese. 
Mr.  Cowley,  immediately  after  his  ordination,  became  the  Ab« 
ibtant  minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater.  After  having 
occupied  that  situation  for  a  few  months,  ho  relinquished  it ;  and 
has  been  officiating  temporarily,  and  very  usefully,  in  the  newly 
organized  parish  of  Calvary  Church,  Danvers.  There  appears  to 
be  a  very  favorable  opening  for  our  Church  in  that  town ;  and 
the  congregation  have  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Bobert  F* 
Chase,  who  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James*»,  Amesbury, 
and  is  about  to  commence  the  duties  of  his  new  field  of  labor. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  14,  I  confirmed  7  in 
the  afternoon  in  St  Paul's,  Brookline ;  and 
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In  the  eyening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  2  in  St.  Luke's, 
Chelsea;  making,  with  1  hereafter  to  he  mentioned,  3  since  the 
list  CoBTention. 

On  Monday,  June  15,  at  Taunton,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  laying 
the  comer  stone  of  the  new  stone  church,  the  intended  huilding 
of  which  hy  the  parish  of  St.  Thomases,  in  that  town,  I  men- 
tioned in  my  Address  to  the  last  Convention.  Several  of  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  large  numhcr  of  other  persons, 
witnessed  the  solemn  services ;  and  an  Address  was  delivered  hy 
ihe  Rector,  the  Rov.  Dr.  Neville.  This  nohle  huilding,  the  de- 
sign of  which  was  furnished  hy  Mr.  Upjohn,  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted. In  the  August  following  the  ceremony  just  recorded, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Neville  resigned  the  Rectorship,  and  removed  to 
the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  He  has  heen  succeeded  hy  the  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Vail,  from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island. 

On  Tuesday,  June  16,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall 
River,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed 
6  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  June  17,  I  catechized  the 
children,  and  confirmed  1  person,  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea. 

On  Thursday,  June  18, 1  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Chnrch,  Pawtucket. 

On  Saturday,  June  20, 1  confirmed  at  her  own  residence  a 
dek  parishioner  of  St.  Luke*s,  Chelsea. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  21,  I  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  Trinity  Church, 
Haverhill ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  6  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  June  23,  in  the  presence  of  several  of  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese,  and  a  numerous  assemhly  of  persons,  I  performed 
the  pleasing  duty  of  laying  the  comer  stone  of  the  new  stone 
ehnrch  of  St.  Paul's,  Dedham,  which  is  in  place  of  the  for- 
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mer  edifice  destroyed  by  fire.  An  Address  was  delivered  on  the 
occasion  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Samuel  B.  Babcock ;  which 
was  followed  by  a  few  words  from  myself.  This  church  will  in  a 
short  time  be  ready  for  consecration. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  28,  I  confirmed  6  in 
the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Medford, 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  afler  Trinity,  July  12,  I  confirmed  8 
persons  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester,  including  1 
from  St.  Paul's,  Boston.  This  visit  gave  me  an  opportunity  of 
seeing,  for  the  first  time,  St.  Mary*s  Church  since  its  enlarge- 
ment. This  good  work  of  the  parishioners,  besides  affording  a 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  sittings,  has  much  improved  the 
architectural  appearance  of  the  church,  both  as  it  respects  the 
exterior  and  the  interior  of  the  building. 

On  Tuesday,  July  14,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the  affcer- 
noon,  and  confirmed  2  persons  in  the  evening,  in  the  Churdi  of 
the  Messiah,  Wood's  Hole.

On  Tuesday,  July  21,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Grace  Chnnsihy 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Jesse  A.  Penni- 
man.  Deacon,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Justin  Field,  Rector  of  Grace  Chuioh, 
Medford  ;  who,  together  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wells,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pamther,  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Lambert,  Mason,  Irwin,  and  Smithett,  united  with  me  in  the  im* 
position  of  hands. 

On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  26,  in  the  tempo- 
rary place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church, 
Newton  Corner,  I  catechized  the  children,  and  confirmed  18 
persons,  in  the  afternoon. 
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On  Wednesday,  September  2,  in  St.  Paurs,  Newburyport,  I 
{performed  the  mournful  duty  of  reading  the  burial  service  at  the 
foneral  of  the  daughter  of  out  respected  brother,  the  Rer.  Wil- 
liam Horton,  Rector  of  thc^t  Parish.  The  sympathies  of  his  min- 
istering brethren  in  this  Diocese  have,  without  doubt,  been  long 
since  awakened  by  this  calamitous  dispensation.  To  add  to  the 
Borrow  of  the  bereayed  parents,  this  daughter  was  an  only  chUd ; 
ind  was  one,  therefore,  around  whom  clustered  the  tenderest 
tecoUections,  and  the  fondest  hopes.  At  the  early  age  of  25 
years,  with  every  thing  in  her  outward  circumstances  to  make 
life  pleasant  to  herself,  and  every  thing  in  her  own  character  to 
make  her  continuance  desirable  to  others,  she  was  summoned 
Hway.  But  with  the  grief  of  those  from  whom  she  has  been 
taken  there  is  mingled  unspeakable  consolation.  She  fell  asleep 
in  Christ ;  and  manifested  the  result  of  her  father's  sound  and 
Bcriptural  teaching,  blest  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  in  that  hope  of 
glory  which  is  built  not  upon  the  forms  and  cercmoniab  of  relig^ 
ion,  but  upon  a  resoit  by  faith  to  that  Lamb  of  God,  who  taketh 
«iway  the  sin  of  the  world.  I  endeavored,  in  a  brief  address  de- 
livered on  this  occasion,  to  speak  the  language  of  comfort  to  the 
desolated  household^  and  to  urge  a  few  solemn  admonitions 
%ipon  the  large  congregation  of  young  persons,  and  others,  gath- 
ered within  the  walls  of  the  church. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  mentioning,  that  Miss  Horton, 
wnong  the  last  acts  of  her  life,  made  a  bequest  to  the  Home  for 
Orphan  and  Destitute  children,  established  in  this  city  under  the 
care  of  members  of  our  Church. 

On  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Tuesday,  September  29,  in 

the   Church  of   the  Intercession,   New  York,  the  Provisional 

Bishop  of  that  Diocese  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders,  at  my  re*> 

^uest,  Mr.  Henry  Marsh,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese. 

3* 
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Mr.  Marsh  has  been  officiating,  since  his  ordination,  as  an  assist- 
ant to  the  Rector  of  the  Church  above  mentioned. 

During  this  same  month  of  September,  I  made  an  excursion, 
for  the  purpose  of  recreation,  in  Canada ;  and,  during  my  Tint 
there,  had  the  privilege,  in  Trinity  chapel,  Quebec,  of  preaching 
a  sermon  in  aid  of  the  Colonial  Church  and  School  Society. 
This  Institution  was  established  some  years  ago  in  England, 
with  the  view  of  furnishing  the  Colonies  with  efficient  mission* 
aries  of  truly  protestant  and  evangelical  principles.  It  has 
enjoyed  a  large  measure  of  the  divine  blessing,  and  is  daily 
receiving  accessions  to  the  number  of  its  friends,  and,  conae- 
quently,  to  the  amount  of  its  resources. 

On  Friday,  October  23,  in  St.  John's,  Wilkinsonville,  I  con- 
firmed 1  in  the  afternoon,  and  preached  a  second  time  in  the 
evening. 

On  the  Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  25, 1  con- 
firmed 2  in  the  morning  in  All  Saints',  Worcester ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preached  in  Christ  Chnieh, 
Clappville. 

On  Tuesday,  October  27, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and  again 
in  the  afternoon,  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield. 

On  Thursday,  October  29,  I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  ad* 
ministered  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship 
occupied  by  the  parishioners  of  St.  John's,  North  Adams ;  and 
confirmed  1  in  the  evening.  The  congregation  here,  I  am  glad 
to  say,  are  now  engaged  in  the  building  of  a  church,  which  I 
trust  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  course  of  the  present 
year.  The  minister  of  this  parish  is  the  Rev.  Benjamin  F.  De- 
Costa,  who  has  been  received  with  letters  dimissory  from  tho 
Diocese  of  New. Hampshire;  and  takes  the  place  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Willian,  transferred,  in  June  last,  to  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 
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On  f'riday,  October  80,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
Luke's,  Lanesborough,  and  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Saturday,  October  31,  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield,  I  cate<> 
ahized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed  21  in  the 
erening,  including  1  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston ; 
making,  with  1  confirmed  on  the  following  day  at  Lenox,  and  1 
at  Qrace  Church,  Boston,  hereafter  to  be  mentioned,  22  as  the 
whole  number  since  our  last  ConvenUon. 

On  the  Twenty-First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  1,  in 
Trinity  Church  Lenox,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  morning,  including 
the  person  from  Pittsfield  just  mentioned.  I  also,  in  conjunc- 
tion  with  the  Rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
vacancy  in  this  parish,  created  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev* 
Mr.  Brooks,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev. 
Samuel  P.  Parker,  who  has  been  received  once  more  into  this 
Diocese  by  letters  dismissory  from  the  Provisional  Bishop  of 
New  York. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  confirmed  10  in  St.  Paul's, 
Stockbridge.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Penniman  has  resigned  this  par- 
ish, and  removed  to  West  Brookfield ;  where  he  is  engaged  ear- 
nestly in  introducing  the  services  of  our  Church  among  a  people 
to  whom  he  is  much  attached,  and  to  whom  these  services  have 
hitherto  been  unknown. 

On  Tuesday,  November  3,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  afternoon  in 
the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of 
St.  George's,  Lee.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  the  parish  church 
at  this  place  had  advanced  very  nearly  to  completion,  and  has 
since  been  opened  for  regular  ser\'ices.  The  parishioners  have 
manifested  great  energy  and  zeal  in  thus  finishing  their  edifice, 
notwithstanding  the  great  difiiculties  created  by  the  depressed 
financial  condition  of  the  country ;  and  I  trust  that  the  blessing 
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of  God  will  be  with  them  for  the  future.  A  small  debt  -atill 
tremains  upon  the  building.  But  it  is  hoped  that,  through  its 
liquidation  at  no  distant  day,  the  beautiful  sanctuary  thus 
erected  may  soon  be  duly  oonsecrated  to  the  servioe  of  the 
Lord  God  Almighty^ 

On  Wednesday,  Noyembet  4, 1  preached  in  the  morning,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenyille ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  7  in  6t.  James's^ 
Great  Barrington.  The  people  here  have  been  engaged,  sindo 
the  last  Convention,  in  the  erection  of  a  new,  substantial,  and 
impressive  parish  church,  which,  at  the  period  of  my  visit,  was 
tnaking  rapid  progress  towards  completion.  On  the  grounds 
Hdjoining,  there  is  a  neat  and  convenient  building  which  has 
been  secured  for  a  parsonage.  In  this  enterprize  the  parish  have 
tindertaken  a  much  needed  work.  In  so  doing  they  have  had  to 
Struggle  with  the  financial  obstacles,  Which  have  hindered  others 
in  similar  circumstances  at  this  timci  May  the  good  providence 
of  God  carry  them  through  successfully,  and  enable  them  to  pre* 
sent  their  church,  in  due  time^  for  consecration  to  the  worship 
and  service  of  the  Lord  I 

On  Friday,  November  d,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  Stt 
Paul's,  Otis ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preached  in  St.  Andrew*8| 
New  Boston.  These  two  parishes  were,  at  the  time  of  my  visits 
without  the  services  of  a  resident  minister.  The  Rev.  Noah 
Disbrow,  of  the  Diocese  of  Fredericton,  has  been  officiating  at 
both  places  for  a  short  time  past;  and  there  was  recently  a 
prospect  that  the  parish  of  St.  Mark's,  Blandford,  who  have  a  fund 
in  their  possession,  would  unite  with  St.  Paul's,  Otis,  in  sustain* 
ing  the  stated  ministrations  of  the  gospel.  The  former  parish^ 
however^  have  deelined  entering  into  this  arrangement,  whidi

would  liave  been  a  great  blessing  to  a  region  where  the  preach- 
ed word,  and  other  ordinances,  are  greatly  needed. 

On  Wednesday,  November  11,  I  confirmed  11  in  the  evening 
in  St.  Paul's,  Newbnryport ;  making,  with  1  previously  men- 
tioned, the  number  of  12  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  the  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  15,  I 
confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 

On  the  First  Sunday  in  Advent,  November  29,  in  St.  Mary's, 
Newton,  Lower  Falls,  I  confirmed  9  in  the  afternoon,  including 
1  from  Christ  Church,  Waltham ;  and  also  catechized  the  chil- 
dren. 

On  Wednesday,  December  2,  I  confirmed  9  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  New  Bedford. 

On  Wednesday,  December  9,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in 
St  John's,  Millville. 

On  Thursday,  December  17,  I  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in 
Christ  Church,  Andover,  and  also  an  infirm  member  of  the  parish 
at  his  residence. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  December  27,  I  con- 
firmed 37  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston ; 
making,  with  1  confirmed  at  Pittsfield,  as  already  mentioned, 
and  2  hereafter  to  be  noticed,  40  as  the  whole  number  since  our 
last  Convention. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Christmas-Day,  January  3,  1858«, 
I  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for 
Sulors,  Boston ;  7  of  these  candidates  being  seamen,  and  the 
other  the  wife  of  a  sailor. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  10,  I  con- 
finned  9  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  James's,  Roxbury ;  to  whom  is 
to  be  added  1  afterwards  confirmed  in  St.  Mark's,  Boston,  mak- 
ing 10  the  number  since  the  last  Convention. 
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On  the  morning  of  tlie  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany, 
January  17,  I  visited  for  the  first  time  the  parish  of  St.  An- 
drew's, Chelsea,  which  has  been  organized  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion ;  preaching  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by 
the  congregation.  The  services,  for  some  time,  were  conducted 
by  various  clergymen  in  the  neighborhood ;  and,  of  late,  the  Rev. 
George  D.  Wildes,  as  Rector  elect,  has  had  charge  of  the  parish. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  January  25,  being  the  Festival  of 
the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  I  was  present  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica 
Plain;  and,  after  addresses  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Drown  and 
John  Cotton  Smith,  made  some  remarks  to  the  congregation 
anembled,  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  those  who  profess  and  call 
themselves  Christians.  This  was  a  service  preparatory  to  a 
meeting,  in  that  parish,  of  the  Southern  District  Church  Mis- 
sionary Association.  I  had  great  gratification  in  seeing,  on  this 
occasion,  the  beautiful  effect  of  the  recent  enlargement  and  inte- 
rior improvement  of  this  church ;  and  beg  to  thank  the  parish- 
ioners for  the  energy,  liberality,  and  judgment,  with  which  this 
good  work  has  been  executed.  My  mind,  while  sitting  within 
this  now  commodious  and  chaste  structure,  could  not  but  revert 
to  those  days  of  depression  which  many  of  us  remember,  in 
thinking  of  the  earlier  times  of  this  parish.  From  the  period 
when,  by  the  efforts  of  a  few,  the  alienated  building  came  back 
into  the  possession  of  the  congregation,  there  has  been,  through 
Qod's  favor,  a  steady  advance  in  prosperity.  This  is  the  second 
enlargement  of  the  building  within  the  space  of  a  few  years. 
May  the  increased  provision  which  has  thus  been  made  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  neighborhood  be  followed  by  the  blessing 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  through  the  instnimentality  of  the  word 
preached  within  this  renovated  house  of  God  ! 

In  the  evening  of  Sexagesima  Sunday,  February  7, 1  deliver- 
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ed,  in  the  Episcopal  Chapel  for  Seamen  in  Commercial  Street^ 
Boston,  the  first  of  a  series  of  Lectures  set  on  foot  by  its  mis^ 
aionary  for  the  benefit  of  those,  of  every  calling  and  descriptioni 
who  arc  in  the  habit  of  attending  no  place  of  worship  whatso- 
erer  ;  niy  subject,  on  this  occasion,  being  The  Value  of  the  Bible. 

On  Thursday  evening,  February  25,  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
Tisiting  the  parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Aubumdale,  which  has  been 
organized  since  the  last  Convention;  and  the  present  circum- 
stances of  which  warrant  the  expectation  that  it  will  be  per- 
manent. The  services  were  held  in  a  very  convenient  and 
appropriate  place  of  worship,  which  has  been  secured  by  the 
congregation  for  their  use ;  and  I  administered  to  7  persons  the 
rite  of  Confirmation.  Of  this  new  parish  the  Rev.  N.  G.  Allen, 
who  has  been  received  into  this  Diocese  from  that  of  Maryland^ 
has  the  charge. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  14, 1  confirmed  17  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 

On  Wednesday,  March  17,  I  confirmed  2  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  Medford  ;  making,  with  the  6  already  mentioned, 
8  as  the  number  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  21,  I  confirmed  19  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston;  making,  with  those 
previously  recorded,  and  2  hereafter  to  bo  mentioned,  42  as  the 
whole  uumbcr  for  this  parish  since  the  last  Convention. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  2G  in  St.  Mark's, 
Boston,  including  1  from  St.  James's,  Roxbury.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Baury  has  relinquished  the  charge  of  St.  Mark's,  and  the  present 
Rector  is  the  Rev.  Cyrus  F.  Knight,  who  has  been  received  into 
this  Diocese  from  that  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  Friday,  March  26,  I  confirmed  14  in  the  afternoon  in  St 
Stephcu^s  Chapel,  Boston,  ineluding  1  from  Trinity  Church ;  mak« 
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ing,  ^ith  those  confirmed  on  the  two  occasions  already  mentioned, 
41  as  the  whole  number  of  attendants  at  this  Chapel  who  have 
received  the  laying  on  of  hands  since  our  last  Convention. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  March  28,  I  confirmed  16 
in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston ;  making,  with  those  pre- 
viously mentioned,  46  as  the  niimber  since  the  last  Convention. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  28  in  the  Chnzch 
of  the  Messiah,  Boston ;  making,  in  addition  to  those  already 
mentioned,  50  as  the  number  since  the  last  Convention. 

Thursday  before  Easter,  April  1, 1  confirmed  17  in  the  even- 
ing in  St.  John's,  Charlestown.  The  whole  number  is  27  since 
the  last  Convention. 

On  Easter  Day,  April  4,  in  Tremont  Temple,  Boston^  I 
preached  in  the  evening  the  last  of  a  series  of  sermons  delivered, 
by  various  persons,  before  the  Boston  Young  Men's  ChziatiAn 
Association. 

On  Monday  in  Easter- Week,  April  5,    in  Trinity  Chnich, 
Boston,  I  confirmed  a  parishioner  of  St.  John's,  Northampton. 
On  Tuesday,  in  Easter- Week,  April  6,  I  confirmed  18  in  the 
evening  in  Christ  Church,  Andover ;  making,  with  those  before 
mentioned,  the  number  of  32  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  Wednesday,  April  7,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Paul's, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  William 
Stevens  Perry,  Deacon,  Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  that  parish. 
The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  William  B.  Stevens, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Philadelphia ;  who,  together 
with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Baury,  Lambert,  Fales,  and  J.  S.  Copley 
Greene,  united  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  11,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell ;  and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed 
59,  and  catechized  the  children.     In  this  parish  103  have  been

confirmed  since  our  last  Convention.  I  record  witH  great  satis- 
fiu^tion  the  fact,  that,  with  contributions  from  the  parishioners  of 
St.  Anne's,  and  from  many  of  the  citizens  of  Lowell,  a  chime  of 
bells  has  been  purchased,  and  placed  in  the  tower  of  the  church. 
These  bells  wore  heard  by  me,  on  the  day  of  my  Visitation,  in- 
Titing  the  people  with  their  melodious  sounds  to  come  up  to  the 
house  of  the  Lord. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  18,  in  Grace  Church, 
Boston,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  including  the 
inmates  of  the  Home  for  Orphan  and  Destitute  Children ;  and 
confirmed  17  persons.  Of  these,  12  were  parishioners  of  Grace 
Church ;  2  were  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent ;  1  was  from 
Trinity  Church  ;  1  from  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield ;  and  1  from  St. 
John's,  Charlestown.  Since  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
I  have  confirmed  21  parishioners  of  Grace  Church. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  12  in  St.  John's, 
Jamaica  Plain  ;  making,  with  those  previously  mentioned,  20  as 
the  number  since  th^  last  Convention. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  25, 1  confirmed  14  in 
the  afternoon  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge ;  making,  with  the 
5  already  mentioned,  19  as  the  whole  number  since  the  last  Con- 
vention. This  ancient  and  beautiful  church  has  recently,  as 
most  of  you  are  aware,  been  enlarged ;  and  none  can  fail  to  per- 
ceive  the  great  improvement  thereby  made,  both  in  the  exterior 
and  the  inside  of  the  edifice.  This  change,  moreover,  which 
adds  very  considerably  to  the  number  of  sittings,  has  been  made 
without  aficcting,  in  the  slightest  degree,  the  general  character 
tad  features  of  a  building,  which  has  become  endeared  to  us  by 
10  many  impressive  recollections  of  the  past.  The  Rector,  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Hoppin,  has  recently,  at  the  request  of  the  parish,  pub- 
lished a  Sermon  preached  by  him  in  reference  to  this  event  in  its 
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annals,  accompanied  by  a  very  interestiiig  Historical  Notice  of 
the  cHurch. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  5  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston  ;  making,  with  the  13  previously  mentioned,  18 
as  the  whole  number  confirmed  since  the  last  Convention. 

On  Sunday  last,  the  Fourth  after  Easter,  May  2,  in  the  Epis- 
copal Chapel  for  Seamen  in  Commercial  Street,  Boston,  I  con- 
firmed 4  persons  in  the  evening.  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  Seamen,  as  well  as  the  Report  of  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge  of  this  station,  will  show  the  extent  to  which  it 
has  been  favored  with  the  divine  blessing  ;  and  will  present  the 
grounds  upon  which  I  now  ask  in  its  behalf,  as  I  do  most  earn- 
estly, the  encouragement  and  sympathy  of  this  Convention,  and 
the  prayers  and  aid  of  its  individual  members.  I  have  to  ac- 
knowledge, with  many  thanks,  the  kind  response  made  by  some 
of  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  to  an  application  which  I  made  to 
them,  for  pecuniary  assistance  from  their  parishes  to  a  good  work 
set  on  foot,  during  the  last  winter,  by  several  ladies  of  this  city^ 
—  The  Episcopal  Association  for  Clothing  Destitute  Seamen. 
This  Association  has  been  productive  of  much  good,  and  has 
been  a  great  encouragement  to  Mr.  Irwin  in  his  labors. 

From  the  foregoing  particulars  the  following  result  is  ob- 
tained:—  Since  the  last  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  I  have 
confirmed  777  persons;  laid  the  comer- stone  of  2  churches; 
ordained  3  Deacons,  and  3  Priests ;  and  3  parishes  have  been 
organized. 

It  will  have  been  perceived  that  the  number  of  persons  pre* 
sented  for  Confirmation,  since  we  last  met  together,  is  unusually 
large.  This  is,  of  course,  partly  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fiust, 
that,  as  the  time  of  our  assembling  in  Convention  this  year  is 
later  by  nearly  four  months  than  that  of  our  last  annual  meeting. 
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to.  opportunity  has  been  afforded  for  a  second  Confirmation  in 
nearly  all  tHe  churclies  in  Boston,  and  in  a  few  of  the  neighbor- 
ing parishes.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  increased 
number  is  in  part,  also,  the  result  of  that  unwonted  attention  to 
the  things  of  eternity,  which,  for  some  time  past,  has  manifested 
itself  throughout  this  whole  country.  This  state  of  things  has 
been  very  remarkable.  It  seems  to  have  been  caused  by  no 
extraordinary  measures,  adopted  by  man  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ducing excitement ;  but  to  have  been  simply  the  work  of  the 
Lord  God  Almighty.  Divine  Providence  had  visited  the  land 
with  an  utter  prostration  of  its  accustomed  temporal  prosperity : 
and,  through  those  convictions  of  the  vanity  of  earthly  confiden- 
ces which  this  judgment,  blest  by  the  sanctifying  Spirit,  pro- 
duced in  large  numbers  of  the  population,  there  has  arisen  an 
extraordinary  desire  of  heavenly  blessings ;  a  turning  towards 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  only  Rock  of  security ;  and  a 
widely  diffused  spirit,  among  the  inhabitants  of  these  States,  of 
prayer  and  supplication  for  themselves  and  others.  It  has 
rejoiced  my  heart  to  find  how  general  and  glad  has  been  the  read- 
iness, with  which  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  have  met  this  con- 
dition of  the  public  mind,  and  endeavored  to  turn  it  to  good 
account  by  bringing  to  human  hearts  the  consolations  of  the  pre- 
cious Gospel.  The  season  of  Lent,  with  its  multiplied  services, 
has  afforded  a  most  happy  opportunity  for  taking  advantage  of 
the  seriousness  pervading  the  community ;  and  these  occasions 
have  been  marked  by  a  most  gratifying  attendance.  And  I  am 
sure  you  will  have  felt,  my  reverend  and  dear  brethren,  during 
this  period  of  awakened  interest  in  the  things  of  God,  how 
grateful  we  ought  to  be  for  the  scriptural  and  profoundly  spirit- 
ual character  of  our  Liturgy ;  and  for  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
extent  of  directness,  on  the  part  of  the  preacher,  in  setting  forth 
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the  misery  of  man  by  nature,  and  the  oxclusiveness  of  that  reme- 
dy which  Emmanuers  blood  provides,  in  which  he  is  not  en- 
couraged and  sustained  to  the  full  by  this  incomparable  form  of 
sound  words,  which  has  been  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  blessed 
Reformers. 

It  is  not  my  pleasure,  as  you  have  seen,  to  be  able  to  record 
the  consecration  of  any  new  churches  in  the  Diocese  since  the 
time  when  I  last  met  you  in  Convention.  It  is  a  satisfaction^ 
however,  to  feel  the  assurance,  that  this  act  will  be  performed,  in 
the  course  of  the  present  year,  for  some  at  least  of  those  new 
edifices,  which  either  have  been  reared,  as  in  the  case  of  St. 
Paul*s,  Dedham,  with  more  enduring  materials,  in  the  place  of 
that  which  the  flames  had  destroyed  ;  or  have  been  erected,  like 
St.  Thomas's,  Taunton,  and  St.  James's,  Great  Barrington,  for 
the  purpose  of  affording,  in  union  with  a  high  architectural  char- 
actor,  greater  accommodation  than  the  former  buildings  posses- 
sed. The  church  now  in  progress  at  North  Adams,  and  that  of 
St.  George's,  Lee,  will,  perhaps,  both  be  consecrated  before  we 
meet  together  again ;  and  we  shall  then  have,  in  these  young 
parishes,  two  fresh  additions  to  the  number  of  those  congrega- 
tions in  the  Diocese,  which  enjoy  the  blessing  of  Gospel  minis- 
trations within  sanctuaries  solemnly  dedicated,  according  to  the 
form  and  manner  prescribed  by  our  Church,  to  the  service  of  the 
Triune  God. 

The  following  changes,  in  addition  to  those  already  mentioned, 
have  occurred  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Convention :  —  The 
Rev.  W.  Withington  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ; 
and  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Canfield,  formerly  Minister  of  St.  Paul's, 
Nantucket,  to  New  Jersey.  The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Seymour, 
Principal  of  the  Punchard  Free  School  at  Andover,  has  been 
received  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 
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Among  the  events  that  have  taken  place  since  we  last  assem- 
bled on  this  spot,  I  have  to  record  the  departure  from  this  life  of 
two  of  our  Clergy  ;  and,  in  so  doing,  to  remind  myself  and  you  of 
those  monitory  lessons  which  are  hereby  addressed  to  our  hearts. 
On  the  6th  of  last  July,  the  Rev.  John  L.  Blake,  D.  D.,  died  at 
Orange,  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  Dr.  Blake,  though  canoni- 
cally  connected  with  this  Diocese  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  had 
resided  elsewhere  for  many  years.  It  is  now  a  long  time  since 
he  ceased  to  officiate  as  a  parochial  clergyman ;  having  devoted 
himself  to  the  composition  of  many  useful  works  for  the  press. 
On  Wednesday,  March  24,  of  this  present  year,  the  Rev.  Asa 
Eaton,  D«  D.,  expired  at  his  residence  in  this  city  at  an  advanced 
age,  and  after  a  lengthened  ministry.  After  his  resignation  of 
the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Boston,  which  he  so  long  held, 
he  became  a  city  missionary,  and  labored  in  this  office  for  several 
years ;  after  which  ho  removed  to  New  Jersey,  and  was  con- 
nected for  a  considerable  time  with  St.  Mary's  Hall,  at  Burling- 
ton in  that  Diocese.  In  1843  he  resumed  his  connexion  with 
this  Diocese ;  and  from  that  period  to  the  time  of  his  death  was 
prevented  by  infirmity,  as  you  are  all  aware,  from  assuming 
any  parochial  charge.  When  the  Church  of  the  Advent  was 
organized  in  this  city.  Dr.  Eaton  became  a  regular  attendant 
there,  and  frequently  took  some  part  in  the  service.  My  breth- 
ren in  the  ministry,  while  these  have  been  taken  away,  —  and 
while  numbers  of  our  fellow-laborers  in  other  Dioceses  have  been 
removed  to  eternity,  some  of  them,  as  in  a  recent  instance  which 
has  sent  a  shock  to  every  heart,  in  the  bloom  of  early  manhood, 
and  by  a  violent  and  unexpected  stroke,  —  we  ourselves  still 
remain.  Let  us  seek  for  grace  to  improve  this  merciful  continu- 
ance of  our  days,  by  laboring  with  increased  ardor  in  our  gra- 
cious Master's  service;  by  preaching  the  clear  truth  of  God's 
3* 
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word  from  the  pulpit ;  by  standing  up  firmly  on  the  side  of 
truth  at  all  times ;  and  by  so  ful&lling  our  appointed  term  of 
duty,  while  we  are  permitted  to  live,  that  at  last  we  may  be  pro- 
nounced to  have  been  faithful  stewards  when  the  Lord  shall 
come  "  to  judge  the  earth  !** 

The  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  of  the  Diocese  are  the  follow- 
ing :  — Reginald  H.  Chase,  Wentworth  S.  Butler,  Charles  A* 
Sumner,  Phillips  Brooks,  Abncr  P.  Brush,  Richard  F.  Putnam, 
and  Charles  Wingate  —  Total,  7.  The  names  of  Frederick  O. 
Barstow,  and  Eastbum  Benjamin,  two  of  the  Candidates  on  the 
list  presented  at  the  last  Convention,  have  been  erased  at  their 
own  request ;  and  John  L.  Graves,  who  became  a  Candidate  in 
May  last,  has  also  requested  his  name  to  be  erased.  Benjamin 
R.  Gifford,  another  of  the  Candidates  named  in  my  Address  to 
the  last  Convention,  was  transferred  in  June  last  to  the  Diocese 
of  Iowa,  and  has  been  admitted  by  its  Bishop  to  Deacon's  Orders. 

Before  concluding  this  Address,  let  mo  be  allowed  to  say  a  few 
affectionate  words  to  my  beloved  brethren  of  the  Laity,  whom  it 
is  my  happiness  to  meet  in  this  our  annual  Convention.  I  have 
already  adverted  to  the  remarkable  degree  of  interest  in  "  the 
things  that  belong  to  our  peace,"  now  prevailing  through  the 
land.  Let  me  express  the  hope,  that  each  individual  among  you 
will  labor,  in  his  appropriate  sphere,  to  increase  this  attention  to  . 
the  great  salvation  in  that  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard  in  which 
Providence  has  cast  his  lot.  My  beloved  friends,  seek  for  a 
personal  consecration  of  yourselves  to  the  glory  of  Christ,  and 
the  advancement  of  his  kingdom.  Strive  to  set  a  consistent  ex- 
ample before  the  world,  by  "  avoiding  those  things  that  are  con- 
trary to  your  profession,  and  following  all  such  things  as  are 
agreeable  to  the  same."  Be  much  in  prayer  for  the  descent  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  upon  the  ministrations  which  you  enjoy.     Every 
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umbassador  of  Christ  who  is  truly  sent  of  God  will  rejoice  to 
know,  that  he  has  those  around  him  who  sympathize  with  him 
in  his  work ;  who  bear  him  on  their  petitions  to  the  mercy-seat ; 
•who  are  ready  cordially  to  co-operate  ^vith  him  in  every  proper 
plan  of  usefulness  ;  and  who,  not  contented  with  simply  attend- 
ing the  ordinances,  and  supporting  them  by  their  means,  are 
affectionately  desiring  to  see  the  fruit  of  those  ordinances  in  the 
conTcrsion  of  the  impenitent,  and  in  the  building  up  of  professed 
Christians  in  holiness  of  life.  And,  my  dear  brethren,  ought  I 
not  to  say  to  you,  how  great  is  your  responsibility  in  regard  to 
the  choice  of  those  who  are  to  minister  to  you  in  holy  things  ? 
How  pained  have  I  been  in  hearing  the  sentiments  which  have 
been  expressed  by  many,  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese,  in 
regard  to  the  qualifications  to  be  looked  for  when  such  a  choice 
is  to  be  made !  How  often  has  it  been  my  sorrow  to  find,  that, 
in  the  enumeration  of  these  qualifications,  there  was  not  the 
slightest  recognition  of  the  highest  of  all,  —  of  that,  in  fact, 
without  which  all  others  are  worthless  in  a  Christian  minister,  — 
namely,  a  clear  apprehension  of  scriptural  truth,  united  with  a 
simple,  conscientious,  and  firm  resolution  to  proclaim  this  truth, 
in  faith  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  surely  crown  it  with 
his  blessing!  My  respected  and  beloved  friends,  great  is  the 
accountability  lying  upon  you  with  reference  to  this  trust.  Yoti 
may  either  materially  help  on  the  cause  of  Christ  by  acting  on 
right  principles  in  such  circumstances,  or  retard  that  cause  to  a 
fearful  degree  by  taking  erroneous  views.  May  God  lead  you 
all,  by  his  Spirit,  to  a  deep  sense  of  the  obligations  by  which  you 
are  bound ;  and  thus  secure,  through  your  fidelity,  that  only 
troe  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Church,  which  is  to  be  found  in 
the  possession  of  a  ministry  bringing  men,  by  their  preaching,  io 
an  individual  resting  of  tho  soul  on  Christ,  as  *<  wisdom  and 
righteousness,  and  sanctifiGation,  and  redempUon  I  '^ 
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Applications  from  Trinity  Church,  Haverhill,  and  Cal» 
vary  Church,  Danvers,  were  laid  before  the  Convention, 
which  applications,  were 

On  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  New  Parishes. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  W.  Snow,  from  the  Committee  on 
Qualifications,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  respectfully  report, 
that  the  list  of  Clergy,  read  by  the  Secretary,  is  found  to 
be  correct,  with  the  exception  of  the  Rev.  Otto  S.  Barten, 
who  has  not  been  canonically  resident  for  six  months  in 
the  Diocese ;  the  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Chase,  late  rector  of 
St.  John's,  Wilkinsonville,  who  resigned  at  Easter,  to  take 
charge  of  a  parish  in  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island;  and 
the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  whose  connection  with  the  Mis* 
sionary  Station  at  Danvers  Plains  ceased  about  the  same 
time.  The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates,  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Secretary,  are  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  prescribed  form,  with  the  exception  of  those  from 
St.  Thomas's,  Taunton ;  St.  John's,  East  Boston ;  Grace 
Church,  Boston;  All  Saints',  Worcester,  and  St.  Paul's, 
Brookline,  — in  neither  of  which  it  is  recorded  that  the  Del* 
egates  are  staled  worshippers  in  the  Parishes  which  they 
represent.  As  this  qualification  is  required  in  the  third 
clause  of  the  Constitution,  and  as  the  Secretary  furnishes, 
on  the  cover  of  the  Journal,  and  in  connection  with  his 
notice  in  the  Witness,  the  regular  form  of  certificate  to  be 
sent,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  is  not  strictly  adhered  to. 

Which  report,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  Communication  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention  t— 

Pkiladelphitt,  April  13,  1858. 
Right  Rev.  and  Deab  Sie,  —  It  is  made  my  duty  by  the 
60th  Canon  of  1832,  to  give  you,  as  "  the  Ecclesiastical  Author* 
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ity  in  the  Diocese  "  of  Massachusetts,  "  particular  notice,"  that 
the  following  Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  were  **  proposed, "  at  the  General  Convention 
of  the  same,  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  October  of 
1856.  To  wit :  —  instead  of  "  Article  III."  as  now  in  force, 
the  following, 

Abticle  3.  Whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church  shall  form  a  separate  House,  ^vith  the 
right  to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the 
House  of  Deputies,  and  all  acts  must  pass  both  Houses. 

And  instead  of  "  Article  VI,"  the  following, 

Akticle  6.  The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provi- 
ded by  the  General  Convention.  The  Court  appointed  for  that 
purpose  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only.  In  every  Diocese 
the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons  may  be  instituted 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  but  the  General  Convention 
may  establish  a  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  revision  of  the  decision 
of  Diocesan  Courts.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sen- 
tence of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  Minis- 
try on  any  Cleryman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 
Such  Court  of  Appeals  not  to  revise  the  determination  of  any 
question  of  fact.

they  have  held  three  meetings,  from  the  first  of  which  was 
issued  a  circular  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  requesting 
suggestions ;  and  at  the  last  of  which,  held  yesterday,  a 
plan  was  presented,  proposing  important  modifications. 
This  plan  has  been  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention, in  the  form  of  a  printed  circular.  As  the  Com- 
mittee can  have  no  opportunity  at  this  late  hour,  for 
deliberate  consideration,  they  would  request  that  the 
whole  subject  be  referred  back  to  them  for  action,  to  be 
reported  at  the  next  Convention.

No  appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  Southern  District 
Missionary  Association,  but  the  contributions  for  Diocesan 
Uisaions  in  parishes  of  that  district  have  been  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board,  and  have  amounted  to  at  least  one  half  of 
all  the  funds  disbursed  from  its  treasury. 

Frequent  meetings  have  been  held  by  both  of  these  Associa- 
tions in  various  parishes  of  their  respective  districts,  which  have 
generally  been  well  attended,  and  have  awakened  much  interest. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Eastern  District  Missionary  Asso- 
ciation the  services  of  our  Church  were  commenced  in  Dan- 
▼en  Plains  in  January  last,  and  there  is  good  prospect  that  a 
permanent  parish  will  be  the  result. 

Several  members  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Salem,  reside  in  Dan- 
vers, and  the  Rector  of  that  Church  has  taken  a  deep  interest  in 
this  movement.  Until  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  the  services 
wore  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  after  which  the 
Rev.  R.  F.  Chase,  formerly  of  Amesbury,  took  permanent  charge 
of  the  Mission. 

This  is  the  fourth  Church  in  Essex  County  formed  by  the 
direct  instrumentality  of  the  District  Association. 

The  largest  part  of  the  appropriations  has  been  made  to  a  few 
Churches,  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  and  established  under 
circumstances  which  render  it  highly  probable  that  they  will  at 
no  distant  day  become  self-supporting ;  such  as  those  at  Haver- 
hill, East  Boston,  Newton  Comer,  North  Adams,  and  Lee. 

The  appropriation  to  the  Church  at  Lee  was  desired  for  one 
year  only,  that  the  parish  might  devote  its  strength  more  exclu- 
sively to  the  work  of  providing  a  place  of  worship.  This  has 
been  successfully  accomplished,  and  they  have  now  a  beautiful 
and  commodious  Church,  and  a  good  congregation  under  the 
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charge  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chapman,  who  commenced  the  scrrices, 
which  hare  led  so  rapidly  to  these  results,  about  two  years  asp. 
The  prospects  of  the  church  at  North  Adams  were  somewhat 
clouded  by  the  sudden  resignation  of  its  first  minister,  but  they 
have  recently  revived,  and  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Do 
Costa,  is  now  engaged  in  efibrts  to  secure  the  erection  of  a  church 
the  ensuing  summer,  with  strong  reason  to  hope  for  entire  suc- 
cess. 

From  other  parts  of  Berkshire  County  the  Board  have  received 
cheering  reports.  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  which  has  met  with 
80  many  reverses,  is  now  in  a  more  prosperous  state  than  for 
many  years  past.  The  attendance  at  public  worship  and  the 
Communion  has  increased,  great  success  has  followed  the  exer- 
tions of  the  Rector  to  introduce  congregational  singing,  and  in 
several  other  respects  the  prospects  of  the  parish  are  quite  encom- 
aging.  The  Church  at  Stockbridge,  also,  was  never  before  in  a 
better  condition.  The  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Penniman  waa 
very  acceptable  to  the  parish,  and  attended  by  marked  resulta. 
He  is  now  earnestly  engaged  in  forming  a  Church  at  West  Brook* 
field.  At  Chicopee,  the  services  of  the  Church,  which  had  been 
Bospended  for  some  time,  were  commenced  in  October  last  by  the 
Rev.  Andrew  Croswell ;  many  of  the  scattered  members  of  the 
parish  have  returned ;  important  accessions  have  been  made,  and 
the  Rector  feels  confident  that  this  Church  will  now  be  establiahed 
on  a  permanent  basis. 

Trinity  Church,  Haverhill,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and 
the  missionary  aid,  largely  extended  to  it,  has  been  rapidly 
diminished.  It  will  soon,  without  doubt,  take  its  place  among 
the  self-sustaining  parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

Grace  Church,  Newton  Comer,  has  continued  to  prosper,  and 
will  probably  erect  a  chapel,  as  a  temporary  place  of  worship, 
the  present  year. 

The  Missionary  at  Melrose  feels  encouraged  in  regard  to  the 
prospects  of  his  Church,  and  reports  that  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  of  the  congregation.  The  Churches  at  East  Boston  and 
Cambridgeport  have  gained  in  strength  and  numbers,  and  it  ii 
hoped  will  not  much  longer  require  missionary  aid. 
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Though  tho  Board  cannot  report  the  formation  of  more  than 
one  new  Church,  as  the  direct  result  of  missionary  services  since 
the  last  Convention,  they  have  the  satisfaction  of  recording  decided 
eridencc  of  gain  in  tho  condition  of  several  of  the  Churches  which 
have  been  aided  from  our  treasury.  In  no  former  year  have  there 
been  so  many  Churches,  thus  assisted,  which  gave  such  distinct 
promise  of  rapidly  becoming  strong  and  cfScicnt  parishes. 

The  plan  of  large  appropriations  at  a  few  important  points  — 
centres  of  considerable  and  growing  communities  —  has  been 
eminently  successful,  while  at  the  same  time  there  is  abundant 
oridence,  in  the  cheering  revival  of  interest  in  Churches  which 
had  been  in  a  depressed  and  decayed  state,  of  the  importance  of 
extending  a  helping  hand  to  the  Churches,  long  in  existence,  but 
unable  to  sustain  alone  the  whole  expense  of  public  worship  and 
the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.     In  behalf  of  the  Board,

Mr.  George  M.  Browne,  from  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lation for  the  Church,  made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  appointed  at  a  previous  Convention  to 
procure  certain  legislation  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  respect- 
folly  report : 

That,  after  unsuccessful  attempts  in  two  former  Legisla- 
tares,  the  subject  was  again  brought  forward  in  the  Legis- 
lature recently  adjourned,  and  a  law  was  enacted  which 
meets,  it  is  believed,  and  obviates,  the  difficulties  had  in 
view  when  the  Committee  was  appointed. 

A  copy  of  that  law  is  herewith  submitted,  being  sub- 
stantially the  Act  recommended  by  the  Convention  of 
1856,  as  appears  on  the  54th  page  of  the  Journal  of  that 
year. 

An  Act  concerning  the  Officers  of  tbe  Protestant  Episcopal  Charoh. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows :  —  Parishes  and  religious  societies  belonging  to  the  body 
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of  Christians  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  here- 
tofore organized  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  so  organized,  need  not  choose  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee, but  the  Warden,  or  Wardens  and  Vestry,  may  exercise 
all  the  powers  of  a  Standing  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
usage  and  discipline  of  said  Church  ;  and,  instead  of  a  Modera- 
tor, the  Rector  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  unless  it  may  be  other- 
wise pro%'ided  by  some  by-law,  may  preside  at  their  meetings 
with  all  the  powers  of  a  moderator  ;  and  such  societies  need  not 
choose  a  collector  or  assessors  unless  they  shall  assess  or  collect 
a  tax  on  the  polls,  estates  or  pews,  of  the  members  thereof,  and 
in  any  case  may  by  by-law  provide  that  the  duties  of  the  asses- 
sors shall  be  performed  by  the  Wardens;  provided,  hoioever^ 
that  the  officers  upon  whom  may  devolve  the  duties  of  standing 
committee  or  assessors,  shall  in  all  cases  be  chosen  by  ballot.

Resolvedj  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  procuring  an  Act  of  incorpora- 
tion, or  other  provisions  of  law,  for  the  Diocesan  Board  of 
Missions  and  Pastoral  Aid  Committee,  enabling  them  to 
take  and  hold  property  ;  and  with  power  to  obtain  such  an 
act  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  should  require  such  a  measure. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  to  form 
that  Committee. 

Francis  Hilliard,  Geo.  M.  Browne,  Francis  J.  Parker, 
Benjamin  F.  Hallett,  and  Edward  Blake. 

Hon.  Edward  A.  Newton,  from  the  Committee  to  audit 
the  Treasurer's  account,  reported,  that  they  had  examined 
the  same,  and  found  it  correct. 

The  Rev.  George  Leeds,  from  the  Committee  on  New 
Parishes,  made  the  following  report : 
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The  Committee  on  New  Parishes  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  the  Canon  of  1852  having  been  repealed  in  the 
Convention  of  1857,  the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion contains  the  only  provisions  now  in  force  concerning 
the  admission  of  New  Parishes,  which  is  as  follows : 

"  New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  have 
laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed 
by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly 
organized  for  the  space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time 
have  held  regular  public  services,  and  accede  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  this  Church." 

The  Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Haverhill;  the  Parish 
of  Grace  Church,  Newton  ;  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church, 
Melrose;  and  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  North 
Adams,  have  severally  complied  with  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions, and  submitted  the  required  evidence,  duly  sub- 
scribed. The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the 
said  Parishes  be  severally  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention. 

Calvary  Church,   Danvers,  has  presented  written  evi- 
dence of  its  organization  as  a  Parish,  but  not  having  been 
organized  for  the  space  of  one  year,  cannot  be  admitted 
at  the  present  Convention.

The  Certificate  of  the  election  of  Lay  Delegates-  from 
Trinity  Church,  Melrose,  was  handed  in  to  the  Secretary, 
and  Samuel  Rice,  James  Knott,  C.  P.  Gordon,  Delegates 
from  said  Parish,  appeared  and  took  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Wildes,  from  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  Seamen,  made  the  following  Annual  Report  of  that 

body:

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Hcport  of  tt)e  33oarlr  of  illiBsione. 

The  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  established  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report,  as  follows : 

The  Mission  in  charge  of  the  Board  is  now  in  the  thirteenth 
year  of  its  existence.  During  that  period,  its  Missionaries  have 
been  successively,  the  Rev.  John  P.  Robinson,  the  Rev.  Chris- 
tian Wiltberger,  and  the  Rev.  John  Irwin  ;  the  latter  being  the 
present  Missionary.  The  connection  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robinson^ 
with  the  Mission  terminated  by  his  resignation,  Dec.  5,  1851 ; 
that  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wiltberger,  by  his  resignation  in  the  spring 
of  1855 ;  and  that  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Irwin  commenced  at  Easter, 
1857.  During  the  period  intervening  between  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Wiltberger  and  the  election  of  ^Ir.  Irwin,  the  services  at 
the  Chapel  were  constantly  sustained  through  the  self  denying 
labors  of  a  respected  layman,  whose  interest  in  the  cause  of  Sea- 
men has  been  well  and  thoroughly  proved  by  the  devotion  of 
time  and  means  in  the  furtherance  of  the  object,  from  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Mission  to  the  present  hour. 

At  an  early  period  in  the  present  Conventional  year,  the 
Board,  with  entire  unanimity,  made  choice  of  the  Rev.  Joha 
Irwin,  late  the  Rector  of  *<  St.  John's,  "  East  Boston,  as  their 
Chaplain  and  Missionary.  For  the  support  of  the  Mission, 
pledges  were  obtained  from  Churches  and  individuals,  which,  if 
fully  paid,  the  Board  are  happy  to  say,  are  nearly  sufficient  to 
meet  all  current  expenses.  The  balance  due  the  Treasurer, 
mentioned  in  the  last  report,  having  been  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  those  Churches  from  whom  pledges  were  at  that  time 
due,  the  Board  were  soon  in  a  position  to  square  the  Treasurer's 
account,  and  to  carry  on  their  work  free  from  the  wrong  impres- 
sion as  to  their  pecuniary  resources  and  liabilities,  which  seemed 
to  exist  at  the  period  of  the  last  Convention.  The  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  will  show  the  amounts  pledged  for  the  past  year, 
and  the  various  items  of  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Board  in 
the  field  of  their  operations. 

The.  Board  feel  warranted  in  saying,  that  the  choice  of  the 
present  estimable  Chaplain,  has    been    fully  justified  by  the 
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results  attendant  upon  his  labors.  His  report,  which  it  is 
hoped  may  be  called  for  by  the  Conyention,  presents  an  amount 
of  service, — confirmed,  as  in  great  degree  successful,  by  the 
personal  observation  of  some  members  of  the  Board,  —  which,  it 
is  believed,  has  not  been  exceeded  during  the  incumbency  of 
any  former  Chaplain  of  the  Mission.  The  Missionary  has  indeed 
met  with  occasional  trials  and  discouragements ;  but  he  reports, 
that  **he  is  thankful  to  say,  all  these  have  been  more  than 
balanced  by  an  amount  of  spiritual  good  resulting  from  his 
labors,  which  now  enables  him  to  rejoice  that  he  has  not  labored 
in  vain."  During  the  year,  the  Chapel  has  been  opened  twice 
on  every  Sunday  for  Divine  Service,  and  on  every  Thursday 
evening.  The  Missionary  reports,  that  the  Congregations  have 
steadily  increased ;  averaging,  at  the  last  quarterly  statement,  80 
persons,  (chiefly  sailors,)  in  the  mornings,  and  88  of  the  same 
class,  in  the  evenings.  At  the  Thursday  evening  services,  which 
are  informal)  and  chiefly  for  prayer  and  exhortation,  a  smaller 
number  than  at  the  Sunday  morning  services  has  been  pres- 
ent. The  Missionary,  however,  seeks  from  these^  mainly,  an 
opportunity  of  approaching  seamen  familiarly;  and  looks  less 
for  numbers  than  for  an  occasion  of  direct  personal  appeal  to 
individuals  on  the  subject  of  their  salvation. 

Three  mornings  in  each  week  are  devoted  by  the  Missionary 
to  interviews  with  seamen  upon  tbe  same  subject,  at  the  Chapel. 
In  all,  15G  services  have  been  held  at  the  Chapel,  and,  the 
Board  doubt  not,  all  tending  to  a  spiritual  and  blessed  result, 
fully  justifying  the  time  and  means  bestowed. 

The  Missionary^  from  the  commencement  of  his  chaplaincy^ 
lias  visited  the  Marine  Hospital,  in  Chelsea,  twice  each  week. 
On  Tuesdays,  it  is  his  practice  to  visit  the  several  wards  for  the 
purpose  of  conversation  with  the  sick  and  dying.  These  visits, 
as  the  Board  have  occasion  to  know,  have  not  been  without  their 
fruits.  On  Friday  evenings,  the  Missionary  has  regularly  held 
a  Bible  Class  in  the  Hospital,  comprising  about  12  of  the  pa« 
tients.  In  addition,  he  has  succeeded  in  inducing  the  inmates 
of  at  least  two  of  the  wards  to  observe  daily  prayer,  with  the 
reading  of  the  Word  of  God.     These  results,  together  with  spo" 
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cial  incidonU  connected  with  his  visits  to  the  Hospital,  arc  fully 
stated  in  the  Missionary's  report. 

The  Board,  in  this  connection,  cannot  forbear  joining  in  the 
Missionary's  testimony  of  gratitude  to  the  courteous  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Hospital,  Dr.  Davis.  Every  facility  has  been 
afforded  Mr.  Irwin  for  reaching  effectively  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  the  seamen  at  the  Hospital ;  and  it  is  doubly  gratifying  to  the 
Board  to  know,  that  a  cheerful  witness  has  been  constantly  borne 
by  the  Superintendent  and  his  Assistants  to  the  considerate, 
faithful,  and  self-sacrificing  ministrations  of  their  Missionary. 

The  Board  will  not  now  refer  to  one  or  two  other  items  of  duty 
constantly  performed  by  their  Missionary,  which  are  stated  at 
large  in  his  report.  They  ought  to  add,  that  very  efficient  aid 
has  been  rendered  in  their  operations,  by  the  establishment  of 
•«  The  Episcopal  Association  for  Clothing  Destitute  Seamen." 
But  for  the  ready  sympathy  of  this  timely  organization,  which 
still  ministers  to  the  needs  of  seamen  through  the  Missionary, 
much  suffering  on  the  part  of  those  calling  upon  the  Mission  for 
«dd  could  not  have  been  relieved.  The  Board  take  this  occauon 
heartily  to  thank  those  ladies  with  whom  the  organization  of 
this  charity  commenced,  and  through  whom  so  much  of  practical 
charity  has  been  dispensed.  The  Missiouary's  Report  presents, 
in  full,  the  articles  and  sums  received  from  this  excellent  Institu- 
tion, and  distributed  by  him  for  the  purposes  intended. 

The  Board  refer  the  Convention  to  the  accompanying  report 
of  the  Missionary,  of  the  number  of  Baptisms  at  the  Chapel,  the 
humber  confirmed,  and  other  incidents  connected  with  the  duties 
of  the  year.  It  has  been  thought  proper,  too,  that  the  Mission- 
ary should  himself  present  the  statement  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books, 
Tracts,  dec,  distributed  at  the  Chapel.  These  will  be  found 
accurate  and  in  full  in  his  report. 

The  conference  held  with  the  Standing  Committee,  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  last  Convention,  was  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Board. 
Every  proper  facility  was  courteously  afforded  by  the  Standing 
Committee  for  a  statement  of  the  peculiar  difficulties  under 
which  the  Mission  had  for  some  years  labored ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  result  of  the  conference  may  prove  encouraging  to  its 
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fatare  stability  and  success.  One  of  the  main  points  of  diffi- 
culty, which  the  experience  of  the  Board  enables  them  to  state 
▼ery  confidently,  is  the  need  of  an  explicit  declaration  on  the 
part  of  the  Convention,  that  the  Mission  now  in  charge  of  the 
Board  is  the  same  which  was  originally  adopted  by  the  Conven- 
tion, and  that  it  has  not  been  continued  under,  or  supplanted  by, 
any  other  organization,  in  its  work  and  purpose.  An  impression 
has  for  some  years  past  existed  in  the  community,  that  the  Dio- 
cesan Mission  is  continued  in  another  form ;  and  it  is  this  im- 
pression which  very  properly  demands  correction  at  the  hands 
of  the  Convention.  It  must  still  continue  to  hamper  the  opera- 
tions and  resources  of  the  Mission  unless  removed  by  resolution 
of  the  Convention,  or  otherwise.  The  Board,  therefore,  trust 
that  some  action  in  these  premises  may  be  taken  by  the  Conven- 
tion. The  char^ter  of  their  present  Missionary,  the  marked 
results  of  his  labors,  and  the  encouraging  prospects  of  the  Mis- 
sioil,  as  manifest  in  the  increasing  attendance,  and  the  increased 
pledges  in  its  support,  afford  ample  inducements  for  sympathy 
and  substantial  aid  from  most,  if  not  all,  the  Churches  of  the 
Diocese.  The  Board  are  quite  confident  that  parishes  and  indi- 
viduals in  the  Diocese  only  need  to  know  more  distinctly  the 
&ct,  that  the  present  mission  is  that  established  in  1845,  and 
continued  from  year  to  year  by  the  yearly  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, in  the  election  of  a  Board  of  Missions  for  its  care  and  sup- 
port, to  secure,  for  its  peculiarly  Missionary  work,  enlarged, 
cheerful  and  substantial  aid.  The  Board  have  presented  this 
point  in  a  previous  Convention.  They  do  it  renewcdly,  believ- 
ing that  little  else  is  needed,  save  the  blessing  of  God,  to  sustain 
an  object,  which  from  its  peculiar  nature,  surely  claims  a  large 
place  in  the  affections  and  regard  of  all  friends  of  the  Re- 
deemer's cause.

Certificate  of  election  of  Delegates  from  Trinity  Church, 
Haverhill,  was  also  handed  in,  and  George  Ames  and  E. 
F.  Adams,  Delegates  from  that  Parish,  appeared  and  took 
their  seats. 
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The  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  Seamen,  was  presented.     (See  Appendix.) 

The  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Randall,  D.  D.,  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Standing  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
question  of  maintaining  in  future  the  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  have  considered  the  sub- 
ject, and  present  the  following  reports : 

Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
Seamen  have  evinced  a  renewed  zeal  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  work  committed  to  them.  They  have  employed  an 
able  and  efficient  missionary,  and  have  secured  nearly 
two  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  Mission. 

The  congregation  of  Seamen  has  been  small,  and  the 
attendance  of  other  persons  has  not  been  large.  This 
lack  is  not  to  be  attributed  to  the  want  of  effort  on  *the 
part  of  the  devoted  Missionary,  who  is  a  most  faithful  and 
laborious  minister,  but  partly  to  the  fact,  that  large  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  sailors  in  the 
city,  and  partly  to  the  incipiency  of  the  renewed  effort  of 
the  Board. 

If  the  question  referred  to  us  had  been  as  to  the  expe- 
diency of  establishing  a  Mission  to  Seamen,  and  organiz- 
ing a  Board  for  that  end,  under  present  circumstances, 
and  in  view  of  the  provisions  already  made,  —  the  Com- 
mittee would  be  prepared  to  give  a  decided  opinion 
against  such  a  measure. 

But  the  fact  that  nearly  two  thousand  dollars  have  been 
contributed  to  this  object,  is  indicative  of  a  degree  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  Churchmen  in  this  Diocese,  which 
we  would  deem  it  unwise,  in  this  Convention,  to  check. 

Although  the  expenditure  appears  to  be  very  large  for 
the  number  of  persons  benefited,  yet,  if  there  be  members 
of  the  Church  who  deem  such  an  expenditure  of  funds 
judicious,  they  should  certainly  have  the  opportunity  of 
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thus  expressing  their  zeal  in  the  cause  of  missions  to  Sea- 
men; and  so  long  as  these  liberal  brethren  continue  to 
supply  the  necessary  funds,  the  least  the  Convention  can 
do  is  to  supply  the  needful  organization*

conducted  very  much  after  the  manner  of  missions  to 
other  people ;  and  that  the  less  the  Church  recognizes  the 
distinction  of  caste  or  class,  in  the  matter  of  preaching  the 
Gospel,  the  more  successful  will  she  be  in  the  work  of 
converting  the  world.

The  Committee  was  duly  organized  on  the  ninth  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, A.  D.  1857,  by  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  H. 
Vinton,  D.  D.,  President,  and  the  Rev.  George  M.  Randall, 
Secretary. 

The  Committee  have  held  nineteen  meetings.  They  have 
given  their  canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Hev. 
William  Ingraham  Kip,  D.  D.,  Bishop  elect  of  California,-^

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonial  in  favor  of  Wil-

S.  Butler,  applying  to  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons. 

They  have  signed  the  Canonical  Testimonial  recommending 
Phillips  Brooks,  John  L.  Graves,  K.  Fi  Putnam,  Charles  Win- 
gate,  and  Abner  P.  Brush,  applying  to  be  admitted  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders. 

Qeorgo  M.  Dexter,  Esq.,  having  resigned  his  place  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Committee,  they  have,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority 
given  them  by  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  Convention,  pro- 
ceeded to  fill  the  vacancy  by  the  election  of  Charles  Henry 
Parker,  Esq. 

They  have,  in  accordance  with  the  ptovisions  of  Cttnon  IV.  of 
1832,  acted  as  a  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  at  his  request, 
on  one  occasion.

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  present 
their  annual  report,  as  follows  : 

The  funds  of  the  Society,  which  amounted  to  ahout  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  when  the  last  annual  report  was  presented,  have 
now  reached  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  and  thiry- three  cents  ($13,260.83).  Of  this  amoont 
•11,813.15  constitutes  the  fund  for  Contract  Relief,  and  $lfi4t7M 
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the  fund  for  Gratuitous  Relief.  The  former  of  these  funds  is 
increased  by  its  annual  income  and  all  contributions  for  contract 
relief;  the  latter  by  its  income,  all  payments  for  momberbhip, 
all  gifts,  bequests  and  devises,  and  all  offerings  and  collections 
made  for  its  benefit  and  not  otherwise  appropriated ;  including 
the  collection  taken  at  the  Offertory  made  at  the  meetings  of 
this  Convention — and  from  it  the  Society  furnishes  purely  gra- 
tuitous relief  as  cases  may  arise  ;  the  amount  of  which  we  hope 
may  bo  rapidly  increased  by  the  increase  of  the  fund.  The  sums 
granted  for  gratuitous  relief,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  have 
been  paid,  and  an  additional  grant  has  recently  been  made  to 
the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Titus  Strong,  D.  D.,  a  former  Vice 
President  of  the  Society. 

Of  the  amount  now  constituting  the  Charity-fund,  one  thou- 
sand dollars  was  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mary 
Jackson  Smith,  of  Newburyport,  and  is  another  instance  of  the 
material  assistance  which  this  Society  has  always  received  from 
ladies.  May  others  imitate  their  good  example,  and  assist  by 
their  liberality  what  we  believe  to  be  so  useful  an  object  as 
that  which  this  Society  is  endeavouring  to  accomplish.  For  the 
convenience  of  those  who  feel  an  interest  in  this  charity,  and 
who  cannot  conveniently  contribute  to  its  funds  at  present,  we 
annex  to  this  report  the  form  of  a  bequest,  which  we  hope  may 
be  made  use  of  in  their  last  Wills  and  Testaments. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  this  Society  have  been  thoroughly 
re-arranged  and  systematized,  and  in  alf  respects  its  prospects 
are  more  encouraging  than  ever  before. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  noticing  the  loss  which 
this  Society  has  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  late  Rev.  Asa 
Eaton,  D.D.,  its  first  Vice  President,  and  who  was  for  many  years 
one  of  its  most  devoted  friends  and  ijie  most  regular  attendant 
at  all  its  meetings. 

His  family  will  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  fund  for  con- 
tract relief  fifty  dollars  annually  for  twenty-four  years.  This  is 
only  the  second  case  in  which  the  Society  has  been  made  liable 
to  pay  anything  for  contract  relief.     In  behalf  of  the  Society,

A  vigorous  movement,  originating  chiefly  with  the  young  men 
of  the  Parish,  has  recently  been  made  toward  the  erection  of  a 
new  church,  in  which  most  necessary  work,  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  they  may  succeed.  A  liberal  increase  has  also  been  made 
to  the  Rector's  salary,  and  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  zeal  in  well- 
doing pervades  the  whole  body. 

Of  the  sum  of  8273.84,  reported  above  under  the  head  "  Con- 
tributions for  Religious  Purposes,'*  816.25  were  given  to  the 
American  Bible  Society ;  $5.00  to  St.  Luke's  Church,  Dixon, 
111. ;  85.00  to  the  American  Sunday  School  Union ;  and  820.00 
to  the  Society  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergy- 
men.

The  congregation  is  steadily  increasing.  Of  those  confirmed, 
twenty  were  connected  with  the  Simday  School.  A  young 
men's  Parochial  Association  has  been  organized,  numbering 
upwards  of  fifty  members,  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  religious 
sociality,  and  parochial  efficiency,  in  the  work  of  building  up  the 
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church.  A  choir  of  boys  has  been  formed  and  trained  to  pro- 
mote congregational  singing,  and  in  furtherance  of  this  plan,  a 
new  organ  has  been  purchased,  to  bo  placed  near  the  chancel. 

St.  JohrCs  Church  J  East  Boston.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  this  Parish  on  the  Thirteenth 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  6,  A.  D.,  1857.  It  gives  him 
pleasure  to  state  that  it  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  A  more 
than  usual  interest  prevails  among  the  parishioners  in  reg^ard  to 
its  welfare,  evinced  by  a  larger  and  more  regular  attendance  upon 
divine  services,  both  on  Sundays  and  during  the  season  of  Lent. 
And  in  various  other  ways  encouragement  is  manifested.  It  has 
otherwise,  also,  somewhat  increased  in  strength.  By  subscriptiony 
and  through  the  exertions  of  the  Ladies*  Sewing  Circle,  nearly 
9800  of  former  debt  have  been  paid.  The  Communion  alms  have 
amounted  to  $65.72 ;  from  which  the  poor  have  been  relieved 
during  the  past  winter.  A  balance  due,  amounting  to  812.37» 
has  been  paid  to  the  Eastern  District  Church  Missionary  Auo- 
ciation.  Contributions  :  For  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
Clergymen,  89.25  ;  Sunday  School  Library,  814.00.  Sunday 
School :  Teachers,  17 ;  Scholars,  116. 

Since  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  John  Irwin,  4  baptisms  and 
1  funeral  have  been,  performed  by  officiating  Clergymen;  and 
since  September  last,  there  have  been :  Baptisms,  14.  Marriages, 
1.     Burials,  7. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Rector  gratefully  recognises  the 
assistance  kindly  bestowed  by  his  brethren  in  the  ministry  during 
the  Advent  services,  praying  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  to 
bless  our  mutual  labors  to  the  fruitfulness  of  His  vineyard.

Of  this  amount, 
82631.86  have  been  devoted  to  charities.  It  may  be  also  added 
that,  during  the  year  1857,  the  fund  for  building  a  new  church 
was  largely  increased,  it  having  received  additional  subscriptions 
to  the  amount  of  $32000  ;  making  it,  with  the  property  already 
in  band,  about  86(l000.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  the  building  of  a  church  should  not  commence  within  a 
year.  The  whole  sum,  thus  far,  has  been  made  up  by  free-will 
offerings,  additional  to  those  which  have  provided  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  parish. 

Schools  — Sunday  School:  Teachers,  18;  Scholars,  112.  The 
want  of  proper  accommodations  prevents  such  an  enlargement  of 
the  Sunday  School  as  is  otherwise  practicable  and  desirable. 
Parish  School :  Teachers,  1 ;  Scholars,  (boys  20,  girls  15,)  35. 
Sewing  School :  Teachers,  7  ;  Scholars,  55.  The  Sewing  School 
meets  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  During  the  past  winter,  100 
articles  of  clothing  have  been  made  by  the  scholars,  who  are  of 
various  denominations,  and  partly  Roman  Catholics. 

The  Parish  Guild,  which  numbers  90  members,  men  and 
women,  has  had  under  its  charge,  during  the  year,  the  Guild 
House,  the  Parish  House,  the  Parish  School  and  the  Sewing 
School.  The  Guild  House  is  devoted  to  parochial  uses,  having 
rooms  for  the  Clergy,  the  Sexton,  the  Parish  School  and  the 
Guild  Library.  The  Library  contains  177  volumes,  exclusively 
Church  books,  selected  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  lay- 
people.  The  sewing  for  the  poor  and  the  work  of  distribution 
are  also  done  in  the  Guild  House.  The  Parish  House  is  for 
the  benefit  of  poor  people,  who  can  pay  little  or  no  rent.  36  per- 
sons have  resided  in  it  during  the  year.  It  has  been  so  managed 
that  it  has  paid  its  own  expenses.  More  than  4000  visits  to  the 
poor  have  been  made  by  members  of  the  Guild.  Of  these  visits, 
nearly  one-fourth  have  been  gratuitous  visits  to  the  sick  poor,  by 
medical  brothers  belonging  to  the  Guild.     1185  garments,  4(10 
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of  which  have  been  made  by  the  women  of  the  Quild,  have  been 
distributed  ;  besides  medicines,  books,  articles  of  food,  rents,  6cc., 
in  larg^  quantities. 

The  Parish  has  never  been  without  one  or  more  Candidates 
for  Orders,  during  the  last  five  years.  At  present,  five  young 
men  from  this  parish  are  preparing  for  the  sacred  ministry. 

The  services  in  the  church,  exclusive  of  marriages,  baptisma, 
and  burials,  have  been  as  follows  :  Morning  Prayer,  485  times ; 
Evening  Prayer,  485  times ;  extra  Services,  30  ;  Sermons  and 
Lectures,  197 ;  Holy  Communion,  66  times ;  Oatechizings,  (includ- 
ing the  Parish  School,)  405  times ;  making,  with  such  marriageft^ 
baptisms  and  burials  as  have  occurred  in  church,  a  total  of  1774 
services. 

The  Parish  has  suffered  a  loss,  in  some  respects  irreparable, 
by  the  decease  of  the  venerable  Senior  Assistant,  the  Rev.  Asa 
Eaton,  D.  D.,  who  departed  this  life  the  24th  of  March,  1868, 
at  the  ripe  age  of  79  years  and  8  months.  His  invariable  pre- 
sence at  the  daily  Service,  his  devout  and  serene  demeanor,  his 
steady,  yet  quiet  maintenance  of  the  distinctive  doctrines  and 
principles  of  the  Church,  his  wise  and  experienced  counsel,  his 
pure,  unblemished  life,  are  gone  forever  from  the  sacred  place 
which  knew  him  so  intimately  and  so  long.  But  the  influence 
of  his  holy  example  remains,  and  may  it  ever  abide,  a  goodly 
heritage  to  those  who  mourn  his  departure.

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»eceiv6il,  during  the  year,  from  the  late  pastor  of  the  parish,  the 
Rev.  Alfred  L.  Baury ;  to  whom  the  congregation  has,  in  time 
past,  been  greatly  indebted. 


St,  Stephen's  Free  Chapel^  Bostoiu

Since  my  last  Parochial  Report,  sixteen  months  since,  our 
returns  are  as  follows :  Baptisms,  (infant,)  105.  Confirmed,  43. 
Communicants,  350  ;  always  fluctuating.  The  largest  number 
present  at  any  celebration,  80.  Marriages,  52.  Burials,  51. 
Sunday  School :  Teachers,  17  ;  Scholars,  85.  Amount  given  by 
the  worshippers  at  the  chapel,  for  missionary  and  other  religious 
purposes,  $1150. 

The  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Service  is  regularly  performed. 
The  fire  upon  our  altar  of  prayer  and  praise  has  not  ceased  to 
bum,  since  the  day  of  its  consecration  —  eleven  and  a  half  years. 
Since  the  last  Convention,  we  have  had  1165  services  in  the 
church,  and  310  sermons.  We  have  two  and  three  services  a 
day,  and  from  four  to  seven  sermons  per  week.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion is  celebrated  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  on 
all  other  days,  for  which  a  proper  preface  is  appointed,  and,  at  all 
times,  to  the  sick.  Baptisms  are  administered  on  any  day,  at 
Morning  or  Evening  Prayer.  The  children  are  catechized  before 
the  congregation  on  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  or  oftener  —  for 
the  time  now  reported  of,  17  times. 

There  has  been  received  at  St.  Stephen*s  House,  for  the  relief 
of  the  sufiTering,  since  the  last  Convention,  over  85700.  This 
has  been  given  on  about  11000  occasions,  chiefly  to  those  not 
members  of  our  Church,  in  food,  rent,  clothing,  fuel,  and  for 
sickness  and  work ;  some  of  the  items  of  which  are  as  follows  : 
36435  meals  ;  1867  loaves  of  bread  ;  1825  parcels  of  tea  and 
sugar ;  3328  lodgings  ;  2050  pairs  shoes  and  stockings,  and 
other  articles  of  clothing,  besides  several  hundred  articles  of 
second-hand  clothing,  not  purchased ;  305  large  comforters,  and 
other  articles  of  bedding;  320  parcels  of  fuel ;  506  weeks*  rent  ; 
7» 
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179  bags  —  small  —  of  flour  and  meal;  789  days'  work,  paid 
for  to  poor  people  and  done  for  poor  people  ;  779  articles 
made  by  the  poor  and  for  the  poor ;  and  118  weeks'  nursing, 
paid  for,  to  the  poor. 

Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors^ 

Richmond  Street,  Boston, 
The  Ret.  John  P.  Robinson,  Rector. 

Cojifirmed,  (7  sea- 
men, and  the  wife  of  a  sailor,)  8.  Communicants :  added,  10 ;  died 
or  removed,  8 ;  present  number,  87.

Marriages,  12.  Sunday  School :  Scholars,  40 ;  Teachers,  8. 
Contributions  for  the  Church,  &c.,  $1650.     Expenses,  dec,  8300. 

The  number  of  Bibles,  in  all  languages,  given  to  seamen  going 
to  sea,  940;  Testaments,  1250  ;  Prayer  Books,  750;  books  of  a 
religious  character,  850 ;  tracts,  pamphlets,  and  religious  papers 
without  count. 

Clothing  to  shipwrecked  and  destitute  seamen  and  other 
needy  people,  consisting  of  shirts,  drawers,  pants,  coats,  &c., 
570  garments ;  8  dozen  pairs  woolen  socks ;  15  pairs  boots,  and 
23  pairs  shoes.  In  no  period  of  my  missionary  labor  have  there 
been  such  tokens  of  God*s  gracious  blessing  upon  my  humble 
efforts  to  do  good  to  a  class  of  my  fellow  men  who  have  so  long 
been  neglected  by  the  Church.  There  is  one  feature  of  my  mis- 
sion which  gathers  interest  and  influence  with  increasing  years ; 
it  is  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  the  congregation.  There  are, 
at  this  hour,  upon  the  ocean  more  sailors  who  have  attended 
itpon  my  ministrations,  than  ever  before.  And  while  my  con- 
gregation continues,  in  point  of  numbers,  much  as  it  has  been  for 
the  last  few  years,  yet  my  parishioners  have  been  multiplying  in 
every  quarter  of  the  globe,  and  upon  almost  every  sea.  How 
great  the  comfort,  how  cheering  to  the  heart  of  the  laborer  in 
the  Lord's  vineyard,  that  those  to  whom  he  has  preached  the 
gospel,  and  for  whom  he  has  earnestly  prayed,  are  scattered  all 
over  Qod's  footstool,  to  reflect  upon  their  fellow  men,  directly 
or  indirectly,  the  benefits  which  they  have  derived  from  the  min- 
istrations of  Christ's  servants.    During  the  past  year,  by  the 
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liberality  of  the  friends  of  our  cause,  a  sum  was  raised  sufEcient 
to  secure  for  St.  Mary*s  parish  the  fee  simple  of  the  church  in 
which  we  have  worshipped  ever  since  our  organization.  The 
interest  on  the  mortgage  yet  remaining  has  been  met  by  the 
rents  derived  from  leases  of  rooms  in  the  basement,  and  other 
resources.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  pecuniary  em- 
barrassment, and,  with  others,  we  have  felt  a  measure  of  this 
financial  pressure.  Yet,  by  God*8  blessing,  we  have  been  ena- 
bled, by  the  practice  of  strict  economy  and  some  degree  of  self- 
denial,  to  go  through  the  year  without  debt.  In  order  to  meet 
necessary  expenses,  I  have  been  obliged  to  engage  several  hours 
daily  for  about  two  months  of  the  past  season  in  secular  employ- 
ment, not  incompatible  with  my  profession. 

My  labors,  as  heretofore,  have  by  no  means  been  confined  to 
the  services  of  St.  Mary*s.  The  poor  sick  sailors,  far  away  from 
friends  and  home,  have  a  claim  upon  the  time  and  attention  of  the 
minister  of  the  Gospel,  which  I  trust  I  shall  never  cease  to  recog- 
nize and  respond  to.  My  visits  have  been  continued,  as  in  for- 
mer years,  to  the  Hospital.  To  no  part  of  my  work  among  sea- 
men can  I  refer  with  more  pleasure  than  that  which  it  has  been 
my  privilege  to  perform  at  the  Marine  Hospital.  When  I 
commenced  my  visits,  in  February,  1845,  no  clergyman  visited 
there  statedly ;  and,  for  a  long  series  of  years,  I  was  the  only  one 
found  going  — -  weekly,  at  least, —  through  the  wards  among  the 
flick  and  dying.  With  few  exceptions,  I  have  buried  all  the  sea- 
men who  have  died  at  the  Hospital,  for  thirteen  years.  While 
my  services  at  this  institution  have  been  wholly  gratuitous, 
through  God*8  blessing  they  have  not  been  in  vain.  Many  cheQ;r- 
ing  instances  come  to  my  remembrance  of  ministrations  there, 
blest  by  Him  "  from  whom  all  good  things  do  come,"  which 
brought  a  reward  more  precious  than  gold  or  silver.  The  noble 
structure  erected  last  year  on  land  adjoining  the  Naval  Hospital 
is  now  occupied ;  and  our  sick  seamen  in  their  comfortable  wards 
are  enjoying  advantages  which  could  not  be  secured  to  them  in 
the  old  building.  May  God  continue  to  give  his  blessing  to  this 
institution,  so  that  our  seamen,  while  tarrying  to  be  cured  of 
their  bodily  infirmities,  may  find  that  spiritual  renovation  which 
alone  can  fit  them  for  the  haven  of  rest  above. 
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The  books  given  to  seamen  are  thankfully  received,  and  I  have 
reason  to  believe,  have  been  greatly  blessed  of  Ood.  I  have 
received,  from  time  to  time,  most  gratifying  testimony  to  thi§ 
effect.  Public  quarterly  missionary  meetings  have  been  held  at 
St.  Mary's  Church,  which,  we  are  persuaded,  have  done  much 
good;  and  from  which,  with  God's  blessing,  we  look  for  still 
greater  results.  The  Sunday  School  is  opened  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  is  increasing  in  numbers  and  usefulness.  Tha 
Sewing  Society  promises  to  do  a  good  work  for  the  time  to  come. 

St.  Mary's  stands  upon  its  own  merits.  It  leans  only  upon 
the  arm  of  the  great  Redeemer,  and  trusts  only  to  its  own  firuiti 
for  the  commendation  which  will  secure  that  support  which  it 
needs  from  the  hands  of  those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It 
has  no  agencies ;  no  powerful  patrons  to  plead  its  cause.  The  Rec- 
tor has  consecrated  his  life  to  the  work.  He  has  had  many  triali» 
and  his  labors  have  been  neither  few  nor  light.  Of  these  he  has 
no  complaint  to  make.  He  thanks  God  that  he  has  been  ena- 
bled cheerfully  to  do  what  his  hands  found  to  do.  He  desiret 
to  pursue  this  work  to  the  end  of  his  pilgrimage.  What  he  aaki 
of  his  brethren  is  the  means  of  doing  this  efficiently.  To  our 
sisters  in  the  Church  he  confidently  appeals.  He  needs  your 
sympathies,  and  the  fruits  of  your  labors,  in  carrying  on  a  work 
for  a  class  of  men,  who,  while  they  are  exposed  to  great  dangers 
and  great  temptations,  are,  by  their  vocation,  shut  out  in  a  great 
measure  from  the  blessings  of  homo,  and  the  hallowed  influences 
of  the  family,  the  Church,  and  the  society  of  the  pure  in  heart. 

The  statistics  of  this  report  are  made  up  from  the  previous 
Convention  to  the  present. 

Diocesan  Mission  to  Seamen. 
Chapel,  293  Commercial  Street,  Bostox. 
Having  previously  officiated  in  the  Chapel  of  the  mission  since 
the  death  of  the  late  Missionary,  Rev.  C.  Wiltberger,  on  Sunday 
evenings,  and  thus  having  become  much  interested  in  preaching 
the  Gospel  to  Seamen,  I  was  induced  about  a  year  ago  to  resign 
my  parish,  in  East  Boston,  and  undertake  the  duties  of  the  mii- 
Bion  which  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Mis- 
•ions  to  Seamen. 
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Since  this  period,  I  have  met  with  some  discouragements  and 
oicountered  many  difficulties  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
my  office ;  but  I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  all  these  have  been 
more  than  balanced  by  an  amount  of  spiritual  good  resulting 
from  my  labors,  as  I  humbly  trust,  which  now  enables  me  to  re- 
joice that  I  have  not  labored  in  vain.  During  the  year  our 
Chapel  has  been  opened  for  Divine  Service  twice  on  each  Sunday, 
and  on  every  Thursday  evening.  Our  congregations  on  the  two 
former  occasions  have  steadily  increased;  so  that  in  my  last 
quarterly  report  to  the  Board  I  was  enabled  to  report  an  average 
attendance  of  thirty  persons  (chiefly  sailors)  in  the  mornings, 
and  eighty-eight  in  the  evenings.  Our  services  on  Thursday 
•renings  are  of  a  very  familiar  character,  and  intended  to  give 
the  Missionary  an  opportunity  for  more  familiar  Christian  inter- 
ooorse  with  those  sailors  and  others  who  may  be  induced  to 
attend.  The  numbers  in  attendance  are  small,  not  amounting  to 
much  more  than  thirteen  (on  an  average)  on  each  occasion  ;  but 
the  Missionary  has  very  frequently  found  these  meetings  most 
profitable  to  himself,  and,  as  he  cannot  help  believing,  to  most  of 
those  assembled.  Sailors  have  again  and  again  been  ready  to 
testify  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  their  souls,  whilst  Lay-breth- 
ren have  joined  in  offering  up  prayer  to  God  on  behalf  of  the 
Mission,  its  Missionary,  and  the  congregation  then  present. 
Three  mornings  in  each  week  are  devoted  to  interviews  with 
Seamen  who  may  desire  to  meet  the  Missionary  in  the  Chapel, 
and  these  occasions  also  have  sometimes  been  found  productive 
of  spiritual  blessings.  The  last  day  only  can  reveal  what  amount 
of  benefit  may  have  resulted  from  these  one  hundred  and  fiffcy- 
mx  services  to  a  congregation,  the  majority  of  whom  were  rarely 
the  same  persons,  and  some  of  whom,  by  their  own  cojifession, 
had  been  previously  living  a  life  of  carelessness  and  sin. 

Almost  immediately  on  my  assuming  the  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sion, I  conmienced  attending  th3  Marine  Hospital  in  Chelsea, 
twice  in  each  week.  These  bi-weekly  visits  I  still  continue. 
On  Tuesday,  I  visit  the  patients  in  their  several  wards,  and 
find  it  an  easy  task,  for  the  greater  part,  to  point  the  sick  or 
dying  sailor  to  Christ.     Some  encouraging  cases  of  individuals 
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previously  careless  and  indifferent,  but  who  before  their  depar* 
ture  from  the  world  were,  I  trust,  brought  by  God*8  grace  to 
rest  confidently  upon  the  Friend  of  sinners,  have  come  to  my 
knowledge  within  the  year ;  among  the  rest,  two  men,  brought  up 
as  Romanists,  died,  trusting  only  in  the  finished  work  of  their 
Redeemer.  Another,  a  young  man  who  had  been  previously 
anointed  for  death  by  his  Priest,  subsequently  requested  me  to 
pray  and  converse  with  him,  and  in  one  of  his  conversations 
stated,  that  having  some  years  before  read  the  parable  of  the 
Publican  and  Pharisee,  he  had  never  been  able  to  get  it  out  of  bis 
mind,  but  frequently  in  the  silent  watches  of  the  night  would  find 
himself  reflecting  upon  it.  Of  his  case  I  cannot  speak  with 
much  confidence ;  but  it  has,  at  least,  led  me  to  see  the  great 
value  of  circulating  the  Scriptures  among  that  class  of  men  to 
which  he  belonged.  On  Friday  evenings,  I  hold  a  Bible  Class 
for  such  sailors  resident  in  the  Hospital  as  may  be  willing  and 
able  to  attend.  My  average  number  during  the  year  has  been 
about  twelve  persons,  but  they  have  been  generally  the  most 
serious-minded  inmates  of  the  Institution ;  with  some  of  whom, 
moreover,  I  have  been  enabled  occasionally  to  hold  delightfal 
Christian  intercourse.  In  fact,  this  Class  has  been  a  source  of 
much  gratification  to  me,  and  I  cannot  forbear  here  recording 
my  thanks  to  the  courteous  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital, 
(Dr.  Davis,)  w^ho  has  furnished  me  with  every  facility  for  hold- 
ing it.  On  the  whole,  the  Chelsea  Hospital  has  been  with  me  a 
favorite  field  of  labor,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  add  that  I 
have  lately  prevailed  on  the  inmates  of  two  wards  to  have  daily 
prayers,  with  the  reading  of  God's  word  ;  in  which  sacred  exer- 
cises most,  if  not  all,  of  the  inmates  of  these  Wards  devoutly  join. 

I  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  however,  from  what  I  have 
observed  of  the  habits  and  modes  of  thought  prevalent  among 
Seamen,  that  they  need  in  addition  much  to  be  done  towards 
their  social  elevation  as  a  class  ;  and,  to  this  end,  for  their  men- 
tal training.  But  on  this  point  it  is  not  expedient  for  me  here 
to  enlarge. 

Among  the  other  appliances  of  the  Mission,  I  procured  a  boat, 
towards  the  conclusion  of  last  Summer,  for  the  purpose  of  visit- 
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iAg  occasionally  such  ships  at  anchor  in  our  harbor,  as  had 
either  arrived  in  port  or  were  about  to  put  to  sea.  Before  the 
winter  set  in  I  had  not  many  opportunities  for  such  visits,  but 
anch  as  I  had  were  eminently  satisfactory.  Since  the  opening  of 
the  present  season  I  hare  paid  a  few  visits  to  the  vessels  in  the 
harbor,  and  have  been  invariably  received  with  courtesy.  I 
leave  tracts  and  occasionally  a  New  Testament  on  board,  and  on 
the  whole  have  found  this  an  advantageous  field  for  Missionary 
labor.  As  a  proof,  I  may  mention  that  on  the  14th  of  April  I 
Tiaited  twelve  vessels,  and  was  told  by  some  sailors  with  whom 
I  conversed  that  they  had  not  been  to  a  place  of  worship  for 
years,  and  by  others  that  for  years  no  one  had  asked  them.  I 
hope  to  be  able  once  at  least,  weekly,  during  the  Summer,  to 
make  these  visits,  and  look  to  this  source  as  well  as  to  the 
wharves  and  the  boarding  houses,  which  I  also  visit  occasionally, 
for  an  increase  to  our  congregation  at  the  Chapel. 

With  respect  to  the  statistics  of  our  operations,  I  find  that  I 
haye  had  only  three  marriages  and  four  burials,  other  Mission- 
aziee  better  known  than  myself  being  generally  called  upon  to 
perform  these  services.  On  my  taking  charge  of  the  Chapel,  I 
fonnd  that  the  Communicants  who  were  accustomed  to  attend 
daring  the  period  of  the  late  lamented  Chaplain's  connexion  with 
the  Mission,  had  joined  other  congregations.  We  have  how- 
ever, gradually  drawn  together  a  little  band,  and  on  a  late  occa- 
sion, for  the  first  time,  I  celebrated  the  Lord*s  Supper  with  them. 
The  present  number  of  our  Communicants  is  ten.  On  Sunday 
evening.  May  2d,  four  persons  were  confirmed.  I  have  baptized 
in  the  Chapel  during  the  past  year  seven  persons ;  all  young,  and 
the  majority  infants.  Our  Sunday  School  numbers  at  present 
only  eighteen,  with  three  teachers.  No  collections  for  Mission- 
ary or  other  purposes  have  been  made  at  the  Chapel. 

Through  the  kindness  and  zeal  of  the  Episcopal  Association 
FOB  Clothing  Destitute  Seamen,  I  have  been  enabled  to  ad- 
minister more  than  an  ordinary  amount  of  relief,  principally  in 
the  way  of  clothing,  to  this  class  of  persons,  during  the  past 
winter,  when  so  much  of  benevolent  efibrt  was  needed  on  their 
behalf.    I  find  that  376  articles  of  clothing  have  been  distribu- 
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ted  hj  me,  including  new  flannel  sliirts  and  drawers,  shoes,  stock- 
ings,  peajackets,  and  partially  worn  clothing  of  various  kinds, 
placed  at  my  disposal  by  .some  benevolent  individuals.  I  have 
also  given  a  few  donations  in  money,  but  these  rarely,  and  gen- 
erally for  the  purpose  of  paying  board  or  for  travelling  expenses. 
The  sums  thus  given  have  amounted  to  over  50  dollars. 

During  the  year,  there  have  been  distributed  152  Prayer  Books, 
besides  749  copies  of  the  sacred  Scriptures.  The  latter  ha.Te 
been  in  11  different  languages,  as  follows  :  English  Bibles  426, 
Testaments  287;  Spanish  Bibles  19,  Testaments  2;  French 
Bibles  18;  Qerman  Bibles  4;  Portuguese  Bibles  9,  Testaments 
14 ;  Danish  Bibles  8,  Testaments  1 ;  Swedish  Bibles  2,  Testa- 
ments 3 ;  Dutch  Bibles  1 ;  Italian  Bibles  1,  Testaments  1 ;  Welch 
Testaments  1 ;  Irish  Testaments  2.  I  have  also  given  away  many 
hundreds  of  tracts  and  religious  papers  to  Seamen  leaving  tha 
port,  of  which  it  was  almost  impossible  to  take  account.  Soma 
religious  and  miscellaneous  books  have  been  also  distribated  by 
me  among  seamen,  during  the  year ;  but  the  latter  volumes  bar- 
ing been  given  in  many  cases  by  way  of  a  loan,  I  did  not  deem 
it  necessary  to  take  a  numerical  account  of  them,  as  they  may 
possibly  be  returned.  Our  Lending  Library  has  been  substuH 
tially  increased  during  the  year  by  grants  from  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union  and  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society, 
for  which  my  thanks  are  justly  due  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer  of 
New  York,  and  the  Hev.  Mr.  Snow  of  this  Diocese.  I  am  also 
much  indebted  to  Rev.  Dr.  Wells  of  this  city,  who,  on  behalf  of 
the  '*  Margaret  Coffin  "  Society,  has  more  than  once  made  me  a 
liberal  grant  of  Prayer  Books.  Above  all,  I  hold  myself  and 
the  Mission  indebted  to  the  ^'Massachusetts  Bible  Society,'* 
who  have  furnished  copies  of  the  word  of  God  to  me  with  an 
unsparing  hand.

To  the  RL  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts : 

I  have  respectfully  to  report,  that  since  the  last  Diocesan  Con- 
vention my  duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  City  Institutions  at  South 
Boston  have   been  regularly  performed;  I  have  officiated  i 
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on  each  Sunday  at  the  Lunatio  Hospital,  and  twice  on  the  same 
day  at  the  House  of  Correction.  The  average  number  in  atten- 
dance at  the  latter  institution  is  about  five  hundred ;  and  in  the 
Lunatic  Hospital  only  a  portion  of  the  inmates  are  in  a  con- 
dition to  attend  divine  service ;  not  more  than  one-third  of  the 
whole  number,  which  is  about  two  hundred.  To  all  these  the 
Chaplain  sustains  the  actual  relation  of  pastor.  In  his  private 
intercourse  with  them  he  labors  to  impress  on  the  heart  and 
eonscience  the  importance  of  a  virtuous  life  and  a  reverence  for 
the  sacred  principles  of  the  Gospel.  When  sick  he  visits  them, 
and  when  they  die  he  performs  their  burial  service. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  baptized  six  infants,  and  at- 
tended eight  funerals.  The  daily  Evening  Service  has  also  been 
attended  as  usual. 

In  addition  to  these  labors,  I  have  devoted  particular  attention 
to  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  books,  of  which  we  have  now 
about  five  hundred  volumes,  besides  furnishing  each  prisoner 
with  a  Bible  and  Prayer  Book.  Prayer  Books  and  Bibles  are 
•lac  fumiahed  for  such  as  can  use  them  in  the  Lunatic  Hospital. 

The  above  details  comprehend  the  principal  means  on  which 
we  depend  for  the  moral  benefit  and  reformation  of  the  guilty 
and  unfortunate  inmates  of  these  institutions.  And  we  indulge 
the  hope  that  some  will  go  forth  prepared  to  lead  new  lives, 
walking  henceforth  in  the  holy  commands  of  God.

On  alter- 
nate weeks  we  have  had  social  religious  meetings  at  private 
houses.  The  number  of  those  who  have  attended  these  meet- 
ings has  been  large,  and  the  interest  taken  in  them  has  appeared 
to  be  unabated. 

Our  Sunday  School  is  more  flourishing  than  at  any  former 
period.

This  new  parish  in  the  flourishing  city  of  Chelsea  was  organ- 
ized as  a  Free  Church,  Oct.  28, 1857.  The  flrst  service  was  held 
by  the  Rev.  John  Cotton  Smith,  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  on  the  28d  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Since  that 
time.  Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  held  every  Sunday  with 
very  encouraging  promise  of  success.  The  services  are  at  pre- 
sent held  in  a  new  and  very  convenient  Hall ;  but  the  Parish 
hope  soon  to  be  able  to  erect  a  Church  edifice  adapted  to  the 
wants  of  the  congregation,  and  the  importance  of  Chelsea,  as  a 
large  and  growing  suburb  of  Boston.  Many  families  are,  from  a 
variety  of  circumstances,  still  worshipjnng  with  other  and  non- 
Episcopal  Congregations  in  Chelsea,  who  will  donbtless  re- 
connect themselves  vrith  this  Parish,  so  soon  as  m  permanent 
character  is  given  to  it  by  the  erection  of  a  church,  and  the 
acceptance  of  the  Rectorship.  The  minister  now  in  charge,  is 
enabled  to  say  from  his  own  observation,  that  the  very  happy 
tmion  of  intelligent  zeal  and  active  effort,  which  have  thus  ftor 
marked  the  undertaking,  furnish  abundant  reason  for  the  beUef 
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that  success  must  await  the  endeavor  for  a  Free  Church  in  this 
portion  of  the  Lord's  yineyard.

During  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1857,  the  Rector  officiated 
repeatedly  at  Danvers,  initiating  an  effort  which  has  resulted  in 
the  establishment  of  a  new  and  promising  mission,  now  under 
the  charge  of  the  Diocesan  Board.  A  few  zealous  laymen 
residing  in  the  place,  foremost  among  whom  is  Mr.  Joseph 
Adams,  a  communicant  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  have  recently 
organized  themselves  into  a  parish,  under  the  name  of  Calvary 
Church.  The  Rev.  Edward  A.  Cowley  has  been  serving  them 
with  acceptance  during  the  past  few  months.  The  Rev.  Robert 
F.  Chase  has  accepted  the  appointment  of  a  missionary  at  the 
station,  and  will  shortly  enter  on  his  duties.    May  this  pious 
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undertaking  be  crowned  with  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church.

The  same  interest  has  been  manifested  as  last  year,  in  the 
attendance  upon  the  Third  Service,  for  the  first  and  second 
Sunday  evenings  of  each  month,  and  the  Lental  Services  were 
better  attended  than  ever  before. 

There  has  been,  for  the  last  two  months,  a  considerable 
increase  in  religious  interest,  and  a  Third  Sunday  Service  for 
prayer  and  exhortation  has  been  received  with  such  favor  as  to 
require  the  use  of  the  church  for  the  accommodation  of  those 
who  desired  to  attend.

The 
duty  of  individual  effort  for  the  common  welfare  is  more  generally 
recognized.  We  are  not  without  other  and  better  tokens  of 
divine  favor.  The  seed  sown  in  weakness,  and  upon  a  small 
field,  is  springing  up.     May  it  bear  much  fruit.

From  the  time  of  its 
Ibrmation,  this  parish  has  had  no  ordinary  difficulties  to 
encounter ;  and,  among  them,  and  not  the  least,  the  want  of 
a  more  spacious  and  better  constructed  church  edifice.

account  of  the  extreme  laxity  of  religious  principle  which  pre-

not  return  from  his  wicked  way,  by  promising  him  life."  The 
young  and  enterprising  go  forth  to  seek  their  fortune  where  pros- 
pects are  more  flattering.  Thus  it  often  happens,  that  persons 
who  are  becoming  attached  to  the  solemn  services  and  primitive 
institutions  of  the  Church,  leave  the  place  when  we  just  begin  to 
regard  them  as  helpers  in  the  good  work.

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  the  Parish  in  November 
last.  He  acknowledges  with  sincere  and  heart-felt  gratitude, 
Gk>d's  kindness  to  him  and  to  his  people.  The  attendance  upon 
divine  worship  has  been  very  good,  and  well  sustained  through- 
out the  winter.  A  steady  demand  for  pews  gives  us  great 
encouragement  for  the  future. 

The  Rector  in  addition  to  his  regular  labors,  has  given  occa- 
sional services  in  the  neighboring  villages  of  Florence  and  Leeds, 
to  congregations  varying  from  50  to  150.  He  also  preaches  to 
tihe  Germans  scattered  about  in  this  neighborhood,  once  a  month 
ib  our  own  church,  and  once  a  month  in  South  Hadley  Falls, 
&tant  about  10  miles;  and  administers  to  them  the  Lord's 
Sapper  once  every  three  months ;  and  it  gives  him  great  pleasure 
to  report  that  these  services  are  extremely  well  attended,  and 
that  at  each  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  from  40  to  50 
partook  of  the  sacred  elements. 

We  trust  that  the  work  of  grace  may  go  on  among  us,  and 
that  the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls  may  richly  and 
abundantly  bless  this  portion  of  His  flock.

This  ancient  Parish  still  pursues  the  even  tenor  of  its  way— 
and  although  neither  rich  nor  large,  has  been  the  means,  during 
nearly  a  century,  of  countless  blessings  to  many  successive  gene- 
rations.  Its  funds  have  been  improved  during  tho  past  year. 
The  Sunday  School  is  flourishing  —  and  in  good  weather  the 
congregation  is  always  comparatively  large.  May  its  spiritual 
interests  ever  bo  proportionate,  at  least,  to  its  temporal  prosperity.

These  statistics  give  cheering  indications  of  both  material  and 
spiritual  growth.  The  Grace  of  Gdd  has  accompanied  the  fdth- 
ftil  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  among  the  unusually  large 
number  confirmed,  were  eight  heads  of  families*  '*  All  the  peo- 
ple are  very  attentive  to  hear  '^  the  Church's  words  of  truth  and 
soberness,  and  an  excellent  spirit  of  unanimity  and  patient  endu- 
rance of  parochial  trials  prevails.  The  Rector,  Wardens  and 
Vestry,  and  the  Parish  at  large,  have  borne  in  silence  an  almost 
Hnparalleled  amount  of  misrepresentation,  because,  in  their  several 
tocations  and  ministries^  they  have  done  their  duty  and  undertaken 
to  order  their  parochial  afiaira  according  to  law,  and  as  the  occa- 
iion  required.  The  Rev.  G.  T.  Chapman,  D.  D.,  an  aged  and 
vespectablo  Presbyter  of  the  Chuith,  has  committed  an  act  of 
intrusion  into  thi^  Parish,  by  officiating  at  a  funeral  in  despite  of 
the  Rector's  prohibition.  Certain  parties  connected  with  the 
deceased  applied  to  the  Rector  for  his  permission  to  be  granted 
to  Dr.  Chapman  to  officiate  at  the  funeral  of  their  departed  relative. 
The  permission  was  at  once  freely  granted,  on  condition  that  the 
nfloal  custom  and  courtesy  in  such  cases  should  be  obser>'ed,  viz : 
tibat  the  Rector  of  the  parish  should  be  invited  to  attend  the 
funeral.  After  seeking  for  this  permission,  and  receiving  it  on 
conditions  expressly  written  out,  and  cheerfully  acceded  to  at 
first  by  them,  the  parties  in  question  deliberately  violated  their 
own  pledges  and  the  conditions  assented  to  at  first  by  them. 
This  refusal  to  comply  with  the  customary  courtesy,  by  which  the 
rights  of  a  Rector  in  his  parish  are  recognized,  was  prompted  by 
the  desire  to  establish  a  precedent  for  the  intrusion  and  intro- 
duction of  strange  Clergymen  into  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  Oh 
learning  from  the  parties  their  intention  dishonorably  to  violate 
9» 
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the  conditions  they  had  deliberately  agreed  to,  the  Rector  abao* 
lutely  forbade  Dr.  Chapman  to  officiate ;  and  that  Presbyter,  in  dis- 
regard of  the  Church's  Law,  the  rights  of  his  Brother  Presbyter, 
and  the  dishonorable  course  of  the  parties  concerned,  did  officiate 
on  the  occasion.  Information  of  this  breach  of  the  law  was 
lodged  with  the  Standing  Committee  by  the  Rector,  on  his  own 
behalf,  and  by  a  large  majority  of  the  Vestry,  on  theirs. 

Up  to  this  time,  no  information  has  been  received  by  the 
Rector,  Wardens  or  Vestry,  of  the  way  in  which  the  case  has 
been  disposed  of,  although  the  Standing  Committee  have  had 
the  case  before  them  for  more  than  six  months.  Before  present* 
ing  the  matter  to  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Rector  of  St. 
Stephen's,  by  letter,  requested  Dr.  Chapman  to  give  him  an 
acknowledgment  of  his  error  in  officiating  in  St.  Stephen's  Paridi^ 
without  the  "Rector's  express  permission  for  that  purpose." 
This  was  requested,  that  Dr.  Chapman's  act  of  intrusion  might 
not  be  drawn  into  a  precedent ;  but  Dr.  Chapman,  although  be 
knows  he  has  done  wrong,  has  kept  silence.  No  reply  has  been 
received  from  him.  His  admission  of  error  in  officiating  withoot 
leave,  and  against  prohibition,  would  have  been  used  only  as  a 
bar  to  any  plea  of  precedent  which  might  be  made  hereafter  | 
and  had  the  excellent  and  venerable  Presbyter  made  that  admis- 
sion, no  information  of  his  breach  of  the  law  would  have  been 
given  by  the  Rector  or  Vestry  of  St.  Stephen's. 

There  arc  many  persons  connected  with  our  Church,  by  birth 
or  preference,  in  the  factory  villages  around  Pittsfield.  They 
are  very  much  debarred  from  attendance  on  the  Church's  servi- 
ces, and  are  without  her  teachings  for  their  children.  A  young 
man,  the  nephew  of  a  Presbyter  of  our  Church,  who  is  faithful, 
zealous  and  pious,  has  been  moved  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  offer 
himself  for  Orders  as  a  Deacon,  under  the  new  Canon  which  dis- 
penses with  collegiate  and  classical  attainments.  He  proposes  to 
devote  himself  to  the  office  and  work  of  a  Deacon,  ae  set  forth 
in  the  Ordinal,  and  to  support  himself.  I  think  his  offer  rerj 
acceptable,  and  I  pray  God  to  crown  his  ministry,  in  this  volun* 
tarily  chosen  lowest  place,  with  such  success  as  will  secure  him 
the  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant,*'  from  the 
Master,  when  at  last  he  shall  be  called  up  higher. 
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The  ladies  of  the  Parish  have,  by  their  own  work,  lighted  the 
church  with  gas,  andimproyed  the  Rectoryhouse,  with  exemplary 
industry  and  perseverance.  One  lady  has  presented  the  Church 
with  a  pair  of  candlesticks  for  the  Communion  Table.  The 
candelabrum  hitherto  in  use  there  was  the  property  of  an  in-* 
diridual  whose  ecclesiastical  and  spiritual  condition  is  now  such 
tibat  he  cannot  acceptably  '*  offer  "  any  permanent  or  temporary 
"gift."  An  offer  of  a  velvet  covering  for  the  Holy  Table  has 
been  made  to  the  Rector,  on  the  express  but  singular  condition 
that  the  Communion  Table  shall  not  be  made  the  depository  of 
the  pocket  handkerchief  or  elbows  of  any  Clergyman,  for  the 
fiiture.  As  good  breeding  would  forbid  a  man  to  deposit  either 
elbows  or  handkerchief  on  his  own  or  any  other  man's  dinner 
table,  it  is  hoped  that  no  Clergyman  will  so  lack  reverence  as  to 
place  either  his  handkerchief  or  his  elbows  on  the  Table  of  the 
Lord.  80  the  Rector,  notwithstanding  the  singular  condition, 
has  concluded  to  accept  the  covering,  in  the  hope  that  the  con^* 
dition  may  be  fulfilled. 

The  season  of  Lent  was  solemniased  by  services  on  Wednes* 
days  and  Fridays  during  the  six  weeks  of  Lent,  and  on  every  day 
during  Holy  Week,  Addresses  and  Lectures  were  delivered  at 
every  service,  and  the  attendance  was  numerous,  and  the  result, 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  beneficial. 

The  Rector  has  great  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage, 
to  be  steadfast,  immovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  he  has  the  promise  and  the  earnest 
that  his  labor  shall  not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

Services  since 
last  report,  160.  Eighty  copies  of  the  "  Parish  Visitor  "  have 
been  monthly  distributed.  The  new  church  site  and  Parsonage^ 
spoken  of  in  last  report,  have  been  purchased  by  the  Parish  in 
exchange  for  the  old  church  property,  (valued  at  84000,)  and 
the  HoUenbeok  LiCgacy,  ($1000.)  The  Comer*stone  of  a  new 
stone  church  in  the  Gothic  style  was  laid  with  appropriate  ser- 
vices, May  23,  1857.  It  was  designed  by  Mr.  Washburn,  of 
Springfield,  and  built  by  the  Bros.^Hays,  of  Bridgeport,  Ct  The 
main  building  is  94  feet  long  by  50  wide,  with  a  tower  in  fronts 
16  feet  squaro,  a  chancel  extension  12  feet  at  the  end,  and  an 
Organ  Gallery.  It  has  not  an  open  roof,  but  has  a  high  pointed 
ceiling,  chastely  ornamented.  The  pews,  pulpit  and  reading  desk, 
are  mainly  of  black  walnut.  It  will  have  about  600  sittings. 
Mrs.  Bigelow  has  presented  the  Church  with  a  new  and  beauti* 
ful  Communion  Service  of  silver.  Mn  G.  R.  Ives  has  provided 
a  tasteful  Chancel  window  of  stained  glass,  with  the  device  of  a 
descending  dove.  Miss  Crossman  has  ordered  the  Chancel  fumi* 
ture,  and  Mr.  Bryan,  of  Springfield,  the  Bible  and  Prayer 
Books  for  the  reading  desk  and  Communion  Table.  The  Ladies' 
Society  are  hoping  to  make  arrangements  for  uniform  cushions 
and  carpets  throughout.  The  Church  will  be  ready  for  occu« 
pancy  in  four  or  five  weeks.  On  the  whole  expenditure  there 
will  be  a  debt  of  upwards  of  87000,  more  than  was  expected  or 
desired.  But,  as  said  in  the  Rcctor^s  Address  at  the  laying  of 
the  corner-stone,  "  Burdens  for  God  are  good  for  God's  people. 
If  they  are  heavy ^  they  are  not  His  burdens,  He  will  not  recog* 
nize  them  as  his  o\^n.  Christ's  yoke  is  easy."  And  whatever 
God's  providence  has  in  store  for  our  future,  there  will  be,  we 
trust,  ultimate  blessings.     His  chastenings  are  in  love.

The  undersigned  took  charge  of  this  Church  on  the  first  day 
of  November  last ;  the  services  having  been  sustained  for  several 
months  by  a  Lay  reader.  Since  that»  period  my  time  has  been 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  parish,  and  an  increased  interest 
on  the  part  of  those  connected  with  it  has  been  the  result.  A 
Sunday  School  has  also  been  established,  which  promises  to  be 
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very  successful.  Services  have  been  held  once  every  week  dur- 
ing the  winter,  and  extra  services  at  Wiiliamstown  and  South 
Adams,  where  several  of  our  Communicants  reside. 

The  parish  contemplate  taking  immediate  steps  for  the  erection 
of  a  neat  and  commodious  church ;  it  being  deemed  impolitic  to 
continue  the  service  in  the  public  hall  another  season.  It  is 
expected  that  when  such  a  place  of  worship  is  secured,  the  parish 
will  make  rapid  advancement  in  numbers  and  strength.  The 
statistics  of  the  parish  stand  as  follows :  Baptisms,  16.  Con- 
firmed, 1.  Burials,  1.  Communicants,  about  20.  Sunday 
School :  Teachers,  4 ;  Scholars,  20. 

St.  Georges  Churchy  Lee. 

The  Rev.  G.  T.  Chapman,  D.  D.,  Minister. 

Baptisms,  (infants  3,  adults  4,)  7.  Confirmed,  13.  Funerals, 
9.  Communicants  :  added,  17  ;  whole  number,  28.  Five  months 
this  fourth  day  of  May,  1858,  have  elapsed,  since  I  sustained  a 
severe  accident  by  falling,  in  a  dark  night,  from  the  platform  at  the 
railroad  station  in  Leo.  It  caused  my  confinement  to  the  bed 
six  weeks,  and  more  than  eight  intervened,  before  I  was  carried 
to  the  church,  where  I  have  now  officiated  for  the  last  fourteen 
Sundays.  During  this  long  period,  I  have  been  unable  to  visit 
more  than  four  families,  and  this  must  account  for  the  limited 
character  of  the  above  statistics.  By  the  Divine  blessing,  I  am, 
however,  slowly  recovering  from  the  lameness  incurred  by  the 
disaster,  and  now  hope  to  commence  with  renewed  ardor  my 
parochial  visitations,  as  my  general  health  is  not  in  the  slightest 
degree  impaired.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  proposal  to  retire 
from  the  charge  of  the  Church  was  steadily  resisted  by  my  kind 
and  sympathizing  parishioners,  to  whom  I  feel  under  the  great- 
est obligations  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  my  welfare. 
The  prospects  before  tne,  both  spiritual  and  temporal,  continue 
highly  flattering ;  and  constant  accessions  are  making  to  the  con- 
gregation. Our  Sunday  School  suffered  severely  by  the  inter- 
mission of  its  exercises,  but  it  is  now  reorganized  under  favorable 
auspices.  My  Bible  Class,  for  instance,  consisting  of  about 
twenty  promising  members. 
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The  churcli  edifice,  contemplated  at  the  last  Conyention,  has 
been  already  completed,  with  the  exception  of  some  part  of  the 
chancel  furniture,  soon  expected,  and  was  occupied  for  the  first 
time,  January  31,  Septuagesima  Sunday.  It  has  a  most  eligi- 
ble central  situation,  and,  with  the  land,  has  cost  upwards  of 
seven  thousand  dollars.  Of  this  sum,  six  hundred  dollars  have 
been  realized  from  abroad,  while  four  thousand  four  hundred 
have  been  raised  by  the  congregation ;  leaving  a  debt  of  about 
two  thousand.  This  last  sum,  however,  is  not  owing  to  the 
builders,  but  to  some  of  our  fastest  friends.  For  a  new  country 
Church,  I  cannot  but  think  that  this  manifests  a  most  laudable 
and  munificent  spirit,  seldom  surpassed,  and  worthy  of  all  imita- 
tion. From  a  beloved  brother  clergyman  in  Newburyport,  we 
have  received  a  beautiful  surplice ;  and  an  excellent  lady  of  Pitts- 
field  has  presented  us  with  a  superb  Oxford  Bible,  and  no  less 
than  five  costly  prayer  books,  &c.,  for  the  desk,  chancel  and 
pulpit.  The  church  itself  is  of  Gothic  architecture,  designed  by 
Mr.  Hathbone  of  Pittsfield,  and  will  accommodate  from  two 
hundred  and  fifty  to  three  hundred  persons.  It  has  a  handsome 
tower,  with  stained  windows  throughout,  and  is  pronounced  by 
competent  judges  a  perfect  gem;  chaste  in  its  ornaments,  and 
faultless  in  its  proportions.

Having  accepted  an  appointment  from  the  American  BiUe 
Society,  my  connection  with  St.  Paul's  Church,  Boston,  was 
discontinued  on  the  first  of  March,  1857.    I  was  indoMd  to 
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accept  this  appointmont  for  the  purpose  of  awakening  and  nutin- 
taining  in  our  communion  an  active  interest  in  this  great 
charity,  so  fundamental  and  important  to  the  extension  of  the 
Protestant  faith.  I  have  preached  in  behalf  of  the  Society  in 
the  following  churches :  In  Massachusetts.

The  experi- 
ence of  the  past  year  has  produced  the  conviction  on  my  mind 
that  our  Church  needs  only  the  requisite  information  to  be  given, 
to  call  forth  an  efficient  practical  interest  in  giving  free  course  to 
God's  blessed  Word.  No  other  Institution  proposes  to  do,  or 
can  do,  the  work  undertaken  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  viz : 
to  place  the  Word  of  God  in  the  hands  of  all  persons  of  every 
rank  and  condition  in  our  entire  country.  As  this  is  becoming 
more  fully  understood,  so  our  Church  is  rising  more  generally  to 
the  measure  of  her  duty  in  this  great  and  good  work. 

I  have  also  preached,  on  other  subjects,  thirty-one  sermons. 
I  have  administered,  or  aided  in  the  administration  of,  the  Holy 
Communion  eleven  times ;  and  have  officiated  in  other  offices  of 
the  Church  on  several  occasions.

The  undersigned  would  make  the  following  report  of  services 
performed  by  him  since  his  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  on  the 
festival  of  St.  Barnabas,  in  Juno  last : 

From  July,  to  December,  1857,  he  was  engaged  as  Assistant 
Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Bridgewater,  where  he  discharged 
the  various  duties  of  the  parish ;  organized  a  Sunday  School  ; 
baptized  twelve  children ;  and  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  two 
persons. 

From  January,  to  April,  1858,  he  served  as  the  Missionary  at 
Danvers,  untU  the  Minister  elect  could  enter  upon  his  duties. 
Here  he  commenced  a  Sunday  School,  which,  on  leaving,  num- 
bered seven  teachers  and  forty  scholars  ;  also,  a  Bible  Class  of 
ten  interested  members.  On  Easter  Day  he  baptized  two  young 
men,  who,  during  his  ministrations,  had  given  good  evidence  of 
their  attachment  to  the  Church,  of  their  godly  repentance,  and 
of  a  living  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     They  are  now  await- 
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ing  Confirmation  at  the  hands  of  the  Bishop.  On  the  first  Sun- 
day after  Easter,  it  was  his  painful  duty  to  bury  a  youthful  and 
late  interesting  member  of  the  Sunday  School.

This  Church,  as  a  coostituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Uaited  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  catted  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand* 
Ing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay* 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy* 
tnan  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  ministefi 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor^  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastioal 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti« 
tution,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
he  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  tbo 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
oanonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absencOy 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven* 
lion,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint* 
ment,  signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
Tided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele* 
gate  unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
n  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLB    IT. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organised  for  the 
wpace  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    v. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention* 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
olect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy* 
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ARTICLE   VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  Til. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  tha 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion 'f  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necesr. 
lary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  viii. 
There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem-' 
bera;  three  clergymen  and  three   laymen.     They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  samt 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  articto, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

AMENDED   IN   THB   CONVENTION  OF    1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as  ime 
percenttMHon  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman^  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del« 
egates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  live  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vole  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid. into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afiurd  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  Grcneral  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention  ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 
-  But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis* 
ter  shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centuMj  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  anable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  tlius  neglectiBg  to  comply  with  the  requititioDS  of 
tbe  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  JouraaL 
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(jfanotf  Of  1844. 

Respecting'  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  thb 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONTENTION    OF    1852. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Biskopf 

accused  hp  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  tokick  he 

may  he  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  at 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci* 
fications  as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  ofience,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  bj 
consanguinity  or  affinity,    the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
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request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  helong,  or 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Sbct.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  oflTence  or  oflTences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop* 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
•hall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  cose,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
'  ing  of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
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do  attend)  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  their  de« 
cision,  if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  triaU 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  ot 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinaflsr 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufiicient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sscr.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respee* 
tively ;  and  some  ofHcer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bbhop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  Hx  days* 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  servedi  shall  raeido  nuMt 
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than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  di^r^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sbct.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  staling  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused ; 
and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  anci  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shtHl  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con- 
docted  as  before  mentioned. 

SscT.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.    A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
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livered  to  a  party,  or  le(l  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sbct.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  he  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymea 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

Of  the  Appointment  of  a  Dioceean  Begigtrar. 

Sect.  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  CoQTe^tieii, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  repOTtt,  jotf^ 
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Hals,  records  and  other  documeats,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  become,  the 
property  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
•ad  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
xegulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
tune  provide.

0/  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time. 
SiCTioN  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  stat^  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parbh,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
aad  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 
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JXultn  Of  iBtitt. 

Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  Aiem. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

6.  To  postpone  indefinitely ; 
and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 
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RiTLB  V.  Aa  address  or  comrtluaication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

RiTLE  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

RiTLE  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

RiTLB  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

Stephen's  Church,  Lynn. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  a  Cliargc  to  the  assembled 
Clergy, 

After  which,  at  the  OfFertor}',  which  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hallam,  a  collection  was  made,  in  aid  of  the 
Auds  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese.

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address. 
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My  Bbethben  of  the  Clebgy  and  Laity  : — 

Permitted,  in  the  good  providence  of  God,  to  meet  you  on 
this  occasion  of  our  annual  Convention,  I  now  beg  your  atten- 
tion to  the  record  of  my  official  acts  since  we  last  assembled  on 
tbis  spot. 

On  the  Sunday  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Convention, 
the  Fifth  after  Easter,  May  9,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in 
St.  Thomas's,  Taunton  ;  in  the  afternoon  examined  the  childzen 
of  the  parish  in  the  Catechism ;  and  confirmed  50  persons  in 
the  evening. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  May  16,  I  preached  in 
the  morning  in  Grace  Church,  New  Bedford;  catechized  the 
children  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  confirmed  44  in  the  evening. 

On  Tuesday,  May  18,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Fall 
River,  I  catechised  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  and  confirmed 
21  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  May  19,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and 
catechised  the  children,in  Christ  Church,  Swansea.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Colburn  has  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  has 
been  officiating  in  Christ  Church,  Quincy,  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bradley. 

On  Thursday,  May  20,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Bridgewatcr. 

On  Friday,  May  21,  in  St.  Andrew's,  Hanover,  I  confirmed 
1  in  the  afternoon.  An  evening  service  was  held  in  the 
Lecture  Room,  and  I  delivered  a  brief  address  to  the  people 
assembled. 

On  Whitsunday,  May  23,  1  confirmed  7  in  the  morning  in 
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St.  James's,  Amesbury ;  of  which  parish  the  Rev.  D.  G.  Estes, 
who  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  is  now 
the  Rector. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  28  in  St. 
Faults,  Newburyport. 

On  Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Weok,  May  25,  in  St.  Peter's, 
Salem,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the  afternoon ;  and  in  the 
evening  confirmed  IG  persons,  and  also  a  sick  parishioner  at 
her  own  residence. 

On  Wednesday,  May  26,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead;  and  in  the  evening 
confirmed  20  persons. 

On  Thursday,  May  27,  I  confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Stephen's,  Lynn. 

On  Friday,  May  28,  in  the  afternoon,  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  laying  the  comer  stone  of  a  building  at  Newton  Corner, 
to  bo  occupied  as  a  temporary  place  of  worship  by  the  con- 
gregation of  Grace  Church.  As  soon  as  a  parish  church  shall 
have  been  erected,  this  edifice  will  be  used  as  a  Sunday  School 
room,  anrl  also  as  a  place  for  holding  week-day  services.  A 
large  as.semblage  of  clergymen  and  others,  from  Boston  and 
other  places,  witnessed  this  solemn  and  interesting  ceremony ; 
which  was  followed  by  an  Address  by  myself,  and  also  by  a 
few  pertinent  and  impressive  observations  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fales,  to  whose  labors,  with  those  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Copley 
Oreeno,  now  the  Rector,  this  parish  is  in  a  great  degree 
indebted  for  its  present  existence. 

On  Trinity  Sunday,  May  30,  I  confirmed  14  in  the  afternoon 
in  St.   Paul's,  Brookline. 

On  Wednesday,   June   2,   I   catechized   the  children  in  the 

afternoon  in  Trinity  Church,  Haverhill;  and  confirmed  12  in 

the   evening.     I  also  confirmed  a  sick  parishioner  in  private 
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on  the  following  morning.  The  Rev.  W.  C.  Brown  soon 
afterwards  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  and  removed 
to  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island ;  and  has  heen  succeeded  at 
Haverhill  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Seymour,  formerly  Principal 
of  the  Punchard  Free  School  at  Andover. 

On  Thursday,  June  3,  I  confirmed  46  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Lawrence;  of  whom  37  were  parishioners  of  Grace 
Church,  and  the  remaining  9  from  Christ  Church,  Andover. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  G,  I  confirmed  10  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester. 

On  Tuesday,  June  8, 1  confirmed  20  in  the  evening  in  Trinity 
Church,  Pawtucket,  and  also  two  sick  parishioners  in  prirate 
houses.  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  active  services  of  the 
Rector  of  this  parish  in  Attleborough,  the  result  of  which  haa 
been  the  organization  of  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  Grace  Churchy 
in  that  town. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Juno  13, 1  confirmed 
12  in  the  morning  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  of  die 
congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Newton  Corner;  one  of  the 
persons  confirmed  being  from  the  Church  of  the  Advent, 
Boston: — and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  10  in  Christ 
Church,  Waltham,  including  1  from  Grace  Church,  Newton 
Comer, 

On  Thursday,  June  17,  in  presence  of  an  unusually  large 
number  of  the  clergy,  and  of  a  full  congregation,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  consecrating  to  the  worship  and  service  of  God  the 
new  parish  church  of  St.  Paul's,  Dedham.  The  promptness, 
perseverance,  and  unity,  with  which  the  members  of  this  ancient 
parish  have  thus  caused  a  substantial  edifice  to  rise  from  the 
ruins  of  their  former  sanctuary,  destroyed  by  the  devouring 
flames,  entitle  them  to  our  warmest  gratitude  and  admiration. 
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The  present  structure  is  truly  an  ornament  to  the  Diocese; 
and  was  erected  at  the  cost  of  about  $25,000.  It  presents,  in 
the  interior,  an  appearance  of  combined  solemnity  and  simplicity 
which  immediately  strikes  the  beholder.  The  architect  is  the 
same  gentleman  who  designed  the  former  building,  Arthur 
Gilmtn,  Esq,,  of  this  city.  The  chancel  window,  which  is  one 
of  uncommon  beauty,  was,  together  with  the  other  windows, 
the  munificent  gift  of  Ira  Cleveland,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Church- 
Wardens  ;  and  the  organ,  a  noble  instrument  made  by  the 
Messrs.  Hook,  was  presented  by  the  other  Church- Warden, 
Joseph  W.  Clark,  Esq.  Many  other  generous  gifts  were  made, 
by  persons  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  by  others ;  and  I  take 
occasion  to  record,  with  many  thanks,  the  liberality  of  the 
Messrs.  Bullard,  of  Dedham,  who,  though  not  connected  with 
St.  Faurs,  gave  the  stone  of  which  the  church  is  built.  May 
Che  divine  blessing  richly  descend  upon  all  concerned  in  this 
pious  enterprise !  In  the  face  of  a  financial  depression  almost 
unexampled  in  the  history  of  this  country,  the  work  was  steadily 
earned  through ;  and  I  trust  that,  by  God's  good  providence, 
the  means  will  soon  be  found  of  completing  the  exterior  of  the 
building  by  the  erection  of  the  contemplated  tower  and  spire. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  20, 1  preached  in  the 
morning  in  St.  John's,  Northampton ;  in  the  afternoon  cate- 
chized the  children ;  and  confirmed  25  in  the  evening.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Barten  has  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and 
removed  to  Virginia ;  and  St.  John's  has  been  seri'ed  since  his 
departure  by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Trapnell,  who  has  been  received 
from  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

On  Monday,  June  21,  I  confirmed  42  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Springfield,  and  also  two  sick  parishioners  at  their 
residence. 

On  Tuesday,  June  22,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Chicopee. 
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St.  Jolin  Bapti8t*8  Day,  June  24, 1  confirmed  15  in  the  after- 
noon in  St.  James's,  Greenfield. 

On  the  Fourth .  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  27,  I  confirmed 
14  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  PauFs,  Dedham. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  4, 1  confirmed  12  in 
-the  afternoon  in  St.  Feter*s,  Cambridgeport.  I  am  happy  to 
record  the  prosperous  condition  of  this  parish  at  the  present 
time. 

On  the  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  11, 1  confirmed  10  in 
iho  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  used  by  the 
congregation  of  Trinity  Church,  Melrose ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  12  in  the  Chnidi 
of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

On  the  Seventh  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  18, 1  confirmed 
8  in  the  morning  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Wood^B  Hole; 
and  in  the  afternoon  preached  a  second  time,  and  catechized  the 
children.  In  the  evening,  a  service  for  familiar  exhortation  and 
prayer  was  held  in  the  Lecture  Room. 

On  Monday,  July  19,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Borrill, 
I  went  to  Nantucket ;  and,  on  the  following  day,  Mr.  Bunill 
preached  in  St.  PauVs  in  the  morning,  and  myself  in  the  even- 
ing. The  Rev.  Noah  Disbrow,  who  has  been  transferred  to  this 
Diocese  from  that  of  Fredcricton,  has  been  serving  this  Church 
for  some  time  past. 

On  Friday,  July  23,  I  confirmed  5  in  the  evening  in  Grace 
Church,  Boston. 

On  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  25,  I  confirmed  12 
in  the  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by 
the  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  4  in  the  Episcopal 
Chapel  for  Seamen,  Commercial  Street,  Boston. 

On  Thursday,  July  29,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Stc}dwa*8 
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Chapel,  Boston,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Henry  Marsh,  Deacon,  to 
Priest's  Orders.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wells;  who  also,  together  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Randall,  united 
with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  Mr.  Marsh  has  removed 
to  New  Jersey,  and  is  now  officiating  at  Bloomfield,  in  that 
Diocese. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Wednesday,  September  29,  at  an 
Ordination  held  in  St.  John's,  Charlestown,  I  admitted  to 
Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Benjamin  F.  DeCosta,  Deacon,  Rector 
of  St.  John's,  North  Adams.  The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  R.  Lambert ;  who  also,  together  with  the  Rev.  D. 
W.  Tolford,  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
M.  B.  Chase,  Burrill,  and  Perry,  imited  with  me  in^the  impo- 
sition of  hands. 

On  Tuesday,  October  12, 1  performed  the  gratifying  duty  of  lay- 
ing the  corner  stone  of  Grace  Church,  Salem.  The  parish  for 
whoso  use  this  edifice  was  thus  commenced,  was  organized  not 
long  after  our  last  Convention  ;  and  a  step  was  thereby  taken 
which,  in  common  with  many  friends  of  our  Church,  I  have  long 
desired  to  see.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Leeds,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  de- 
livered the  Address  on  the  present  occasion.  The  site  of  this 
second  Episcopal  church  is  admirably  chosen,  both  in  reference  to 
beauty,  and  to  the  object  proposed  in  the  formation  of  the  parish ; 
and  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  enterprise  will  bo  crowned 
with  great  success.  Several  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  were 
present  at  the  services,  as  well  as  a  large  assembly  of  other 
persons. 

On  Tuesday,  October  2C,  I  preached,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  in  St.  John's,  Wilkinsonville ;  and,  at  a  sec- 
ond service  in  the  evening,  confirmed  4  persons.  The  Rev.  Ben- 
jamin H.  Chase,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Goodwin  in  the  charge  of 
this  parish,  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island  soon  after 
2* 
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our  last  Convention ;  and  the  congregation,  since  that  time,  liave 
had  the  services  of  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Spalter,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Vermont. 

On  Wednesday,  October  27,  I  confirmed  9  in  the  aflernoon, 
and  catechized  the  children,  in  Christ  Church,  Clappville. 

On  Friday,  October  29,  I  confirmed  4  in  the  morning,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield ;  and  preached  a 
second  time  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  81,  I 
preached  in  the  morning  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  ooca« 
pied  by  the  congregation  of  St.  John's,  North  Adams ;  and  con- 
firmed 6  in  the  evening.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  the  new  churoh 
liad  made  good  progress  towards  completion,  and  is  now  occupied 
by  the  congregation ;  although  a  small  indebtedness,  which  I 
hope  will  soon  be  removed,  prevents  the  consecration  of  the 
building.  In  the  mean  time,  there  seems  to  be  a  prospect  of  great 
good  resulting  from  the  establishment  of  our  Church  in  this 
place.  Mr.  DeCosta,  the  former  minister,  has  become  the  Rector 
of  St.  Mary's,  Newton  Lower  Falls ;  and  the  Rev.  S.  Russell 
Jones,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  who  for  a  short  time  was 
Assistant  Minister  of  the  Churches  at  Lenox  and  Stockbridge, 
has  succeeded  him  at  North  Adams. 

All  Saints'  Day,  Monday,  November  1,  I  confirmed  4  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Luke's,  Lancsborough. 

On  Wednesday,  November  8,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield  ;  and  confirmed  16  persons 
in  the  evening.  To  these  is  to  bo  added  1  soon  afterwards  con- 
firmed at  Lenox.  It  is  proper  to  state  in  this  place,  that  a  second 
parish,  by  the  name  of  Christ  Church,  has  been  recently  organised 
in  Pittsfield. 

On  Thursday,  November  4,  I  confirmed  20  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge;  and,  on  the  following  day,  a  sick  parish- 
ioner at  her  own  house* 
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On  Friday,  November  5,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  George's,  Lee.  The  services  were  held  in  the  beautiful  and 
convenient  church  which  the  parish  had  some  time  before  com- 
pleted. I  am  sorry  that,  owing  to  the  debt  still  existing,  it 
cannot  yet  be  consecrated,  but  look  forward  with  hope  to  this 
consummation.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Chapman,  the  highly  respected 
Rector  of  this  parish,  has  recently  resigned  the  charge  of  it,  and 
removed  to  Newbury  port. 

On  the  Twenty-Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  7,  in 
Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenville,  I  catechized  the  children  in 
the  morning ;  confirmed  8  persons  ;  and,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  14  in  St.  James's, 
Great  Barrington  ;  one  of  the  candidates  for  Confirmation  being 
from  Trinity  Church,  Vandeusenville.  Since  my  visit  of  last 
year,  the  new  parish  church  had  been  finished ;  and  the  services 
were  held  in  it  on  the  present  occasion.  The  building  is  an 
ornament  to  the  town  and  to  the  Diocese,  and  reflects  the 
highest  credit  upon  the  zeal  and  energy  of  the  parishioners.  In 
completing  it,  however,  they  have  incurred  a  debt  which  still 
prevents  its  consecration.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  this 
liability  may  be  speedily  removed ;  and  that  the  people  may 
thus  be  permitted  to  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  occupying  a  sanc- 
tuary, which,  having  no  encumbrance  upon  it,  they  have  had  set 
apart  in  solemn  form  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  erected. 
Since  the  last  Convention  the  Rev.  G.  L.  Flatt  has  resigned 
this  parish,  and  removed  to  Bridgeport,  in  the  Diocese  of  Con- 
necticut;  and  his  place  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  C.  A.  L. 
Richards,  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

On  Monday,  November  8,  in  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  I 
confirmed  14  in  the  afternoon,  including  1  from  Pittsfield,  as 
already  mentioned ;  and  preached  a  gecond  time  in  the  evening. 
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On  Wednesday,  November  10,  I  confirmed  1  in  the  morning 
.in  St.  Paurs,  Otis;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preached  in  St.  Andrew*8, 
New  Boston.  These  two  parishes,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  are  still 
unsupplied  with  the  services  of  a  clergyman. 

On  the  Twenty-Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  14, 
I  confirmed  2  in  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Medford. 

On  Wednesday,  November  17,  I  confirmed  3  in  the  evening 
in  All  Saints',  Worcester.  Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rev 
W.  H.  Brooks,  temporarily  in  charge  of  this  parish,  has  remoyed 
with  letters  dimissory  to  Western  New  York  ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Morrison,  shortly  before  his  return  from  Europe,  resigned  the 
Rectorship.  The  Church  is  now  served  by  the  Rev.  Albert  C. 
Patterson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  November  21, 1  confirmed 
14  in  the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston  ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  preached,  in  Trinity  Church, 
the  first  of  a  scries  of  sermons  delivered  in  various  places  of  wor- 
ship, during  the  last  autumn  and  winter,  before  the  Boston 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  This  institution  is  carrying 
on  its  noble  objects  with  increasing  activity;  and  is,  I  am  sure, 
an  instrument  of  great  spiritual  good  to  the  souls  of  those  for 
whose  benefit  it  was  established. 

On  Tuesday,  November  23,  I  ofl^iciated,  for  the  first  time,  in 
West  Brookfield,  where  a  parish  was  organized,  after  the  last 
Convention,  by  the  name  of  Grace  Church.  The  Rev.  J.  A. 
Penniman  presented  6  persons  to  me,  who  received  the  rite  of 
Confirmation.  The  service  was  held  in  the  afternoon  in  a  very 
convenient  hall,  which  had  been  secured  for  the  use  of  the  congre- 
gation. Mr.  Penniman,  however,  has  been  compelled,  for  the 
want  of  adequate  support,  to  relinquish  thi^  field  of  labor,  and 
has  succeeded  Mr.  Jones  as  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Paul's, 
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Stockbridge,  and  Trinity  Church,  Lenox.  His  prospects  of  suc- 
cess at  West  Brookfield  were  quite  encouraging ;  and  I  sincerely 
regret  that  our  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  were  prevented,  by 
pecuniary  inability,  from  affording  any  aid  towards  this  infant 
enterprise  at  the  very  time  when  such  assistance  was  most 
needed. 

On  St.  Andrew's  Day,  Tuesday,  November  30,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Chelsea.  The  Rev.  George  D.  Wildes,  who  has  charge  of  the 
parish,  delivered  the  address  on  this  interesting  oocasion ;  and 
many  of  the  neighboring  clergy,  as  well  as  a  large  assembly  of 
other  persons,  witnessed  the  services. 

On  Tuesday,  December  7,  I  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  New  Bedford;  making,  with  the  44  already 
mentioned,  54  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent,  December  19,  I  preached  in 
the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  John's,  Millville ; 
and  confirmed  G  persons  in  the  same  church  in  the  afternoon. 

St.  Thomas's  Day,  Tuesday,  December  21,  I  confirmed  10 
in  the  evening  in  Christ  Church,  Andover ;  making,  with  the  9 
before  mentioned,  19  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  Thursday,  December  23,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  Grace 
Church,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders  the  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Wheeler,  Deacon,  temporarily  officiating  in  that  church 
during  the  absence  of  the  Rector  in  Europe,  and  who,  not  long 
previously,  had  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania ; 
the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Seymour,  Deacon,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Haverhill ;  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  Deacon,  who  was 
soon  afterwards  transferred  to  Rhode  Island,  having  been 
chosen,  a  short  time  before  his  ordination,  to  the  Rectorship 
of  Christ  Church,  Lonsdale,  in  that  Diocese.  The  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.   Fuller ;  who  also,  together  with  the 
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Rev.  Messrs.  W.  R.  Babcock,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Jamaica 
Plain,  and  the  Rev.  Lucius  W.  Bancroft,  of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode 
Island,  ofHciating  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  united  with  me  in  the 
imposition  of  hands. 

On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas- Day,  December  26,  I  con- 
firmed 10  in  the  evening  in  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary 
for  Sailors,  Boston. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Cliristmas-Day,  January  2, 
1859,  I  confirmed  10  in  the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the 
Messiah,  Boston. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  9,  I 
confirmed  5  in  the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Dedham ;  making, 
in  addition  to  the  14  already  mentioned,  19  as  the  whole 
number  for  the  year. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  16,  I 
delivered  a  sermon  in  the  evening  in  St.  Matthews*,  South 
Boston,  before  the  South  Boston  Young  Men's  Christian  Assod- 
ation. 

Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  January  25,  I  confirmed  78  in  the 
evening  in  St.  Anne's,  Lowell. 

On  the  Fourth  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  30, 1 
confirmed  13  in  the  evening  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship 
occupied  by  the  congregation  of  St.  Mark's,  Boston ;  one  of 
the  candidates  being  from  St.  James's,  Roxbury. 

On  Sexagcsima  Sunday,  February  27,  I  confirmed  23  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston.  To  these  arc 
to  be  added  3  already  mentioned  as  having  been  confirmed  in 
other  places,  making  2G  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year.  The 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Southgate  has  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish ; 
and  the  vacancy  has  not  yet  been  filled. 

On  Thursday,  March  3,  it  was  my  gratifying  duty  to  conse- 
crate the  new  parish  church  of  St.  Thomas's,  Taunton ;    thii 
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service  being  performed  in  presence  of  a  crowded  congregation, 
and  of  a  very  largo  number  of  clergymen  of  our  own  Diocese, 
and  of  the  Dioceses  of  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut.  The 
members  of  this  parish,  about  four  years  since,  resolved  to  build 
a  substantial  edifice,  capable  of  giving  increased  accommodation ; 
■  and  raised  the  funds  necessary  for  the  purpose.  And,  in  the 
church  which  is  now  set  apart,  they  have  carried  their  plan  into 
execution  with  admirable  taste  and  munificence.  The  whole  cost 
of  the  building  was  $33,000 ;  and,  as  I  mentioned  in  my  Ad- 
dress to  the  last  Convention,  it  was  designed  by  Mr.  Upjohn.  I 
can  wish  no  higher  reward  for  those  who  have  contributed  to  this 
good  work,  than  the  abundant  blessing  of  the  Spirit  upon  these 
gates  of  Zion.  Through  the  Liturgy,  and  the  preaching  of  that 
gospel  which  the  Liturgy  embodies,  may  multitudes,  amidst  the 
storms  of  infidelity  and  false  religion,  be  moored  fast  to  the  Rock 
of  ages  !  May  the  congregation  be  composed,  in  increasing  num- 
bers,  of  those  who  are  more  than  formal  worshippers ;  who  are 
living  by  faith  in  the  Lamb  of  God ;  and  who,  filled  with  the 
missionary  spirit,  are  glorifying  Christ  by  persevering  prayer  for 
that  world  which  is  lying  under  condemnation,  and  by  the  offer- 
ings of  their  substance  for  the  extension  of  His  glorious  kingdom ! 
And  at  last  may  all  the  promoters  of  this  noble  enterprise  find 
a  place  in  that  temple  above,  where  they  shall  come  to  *'an  innu- 
merable company  of  angels,  and  to  the  spirits  of  j  ust  men  made 
perfect,  and  to  Jesus,  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant  I  " 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  16,  I  confirmed  4  in  the 
tcm,»orary  place  of  worship  used  by  the  congregation  of  St. 
Paul's,  Aubumdalc. 

On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  3,  I  confirmed  20  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  John's,  Cliarlestown,  and  also  catechized  the 
children  of  the  parish. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  April  10, 1  confirmed  8  in  the 
evening  in  Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 
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On  Thursday,  April  14,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  St.  Paul*!, 
Boston,  I  admitted  to  Dcacon*8  Orders  Mr.  James  I.  T.  Coolidge, 
a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  late  a  Unitarian  Min- 
ister of  this  city.  The  Sermon  was  preached  hy  the  Rev.  Joha 
Cotton  Smith,  Assistant  Minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston. 
Mr.  Coolidge  is  at  present  officiating  in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

On  the  Sunday  next  hefore  Easter,  April  17,  I  confirmed  17 
in  the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston  ;  making,  with  the  14 
previously  mentioned,  31  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  30  in  St.  Paul's, 
Boston ;  and 

In  the  evening,  confirmed  12  in  the  Church  of  the  Messiah, 
Boston ;  making,  with  those  confirmed  on  two  former  occasions 
already  mentioned,  34  as  the  whole  number  for  the  year. 

On  Wednesday  before  Easter,  April  20, 1  confirmed  17  in  tlie 
afternoon  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston,  including  2  from  the 
Church  of  the  Advent. 

Easter  Day,  April  24, 1  confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Boston. 

And  on  Sunday  last,  the  First  after  Easter,  May  1, 1  confirmed 
9  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  Jamaica  Plain. 

The  result  of  the  particulars  thus  presented  to  you  is  as 
follows : — Since  we  last  met  together,  I  have  confirmed  929 
persons ;  ordained  1  Deacon,  and  5  Priests ;  laid  the  comer 
stone  of  2  churches ;  consecrated  2  churches ;  and  4  parishes 
have  been  organized. 

In  addition  to  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  already  recorded, 
the  following  have  taken  place  : — The  Rev.  James  C.  Richmond 
has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin ;  the  Rev. 
John  West  to  Kentucky ;  and  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Perry,  to  New 
Hampshire.  The  Rev.  Alexander  H.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  has  re- 
signed the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  this  city,  and 
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become  the  Rector  of  H0I7  Trinity,  Philadelphia.  The  Rer. 
Dexter  Potter  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode 
Island ;  and  the  Rev.  William  G.  Hawkins  fVom  Pennsylvania. 
The  Rev.  Henry  Burroughs  has  been  compelled  by  the  state 
of  his  health  to  relinquish  the  charge  of  St.  Mary's,  Newton, 
Lower  Falls.  The  Rev.  John  Wayland,  D.  D.,  has  resigned 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  James*s,  Roxbury ;  and  the  Rev.  George 
S.  Converse,  assistant  minister  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
New  York,  has  been  appointed  his  successor. 

Among  the  events  of  the  twelve  months  which  have  elapsed 
since  we  last  assembled  in  Convention  in  this  place,  I  have  to 
record  the  departure  from  this  life  of  the  Rev.  William  Flint, 
Rector  of  St.  James's,  Greenfield,  and  formerly  Rector  of  St. 
John's,  Charlestown.  Mr.  Flint  removed  to  this  Diocese  about 
seven  years  ago ;  and  continued  at  Charlestown  imtii,  on  the 
death  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Strong,  he  received  an  invitation  to 
become  his  successor.  He  expired  at  Greenfield  on  the  12th  of 
April  last,  after  a  ministry  in  that  place  of  nearly  four  years. 
Let  us  not  forget  the  significant  lesson  spoken,  in  this  solemn 
event,  to  us  of  the  ministry  who  are  left  behind.  What  a  call 
does  it  utter  to  renewed  self-consecration ;  to  increased  zeal ;  to 
unflinching  firmness,  and  inflexible  honesty  of  mind!  There 
is  a  day  coming,  my  reverend  brethren, — and  that  soon, — when 
we,  likewise,  shall  be  called  to  give  account  of  our  trust. 
The  Lord  keep  our  eye  steadily  fixed  on  that  period,  and  lead 
ns,  by  his  Spirit,  so  to  live  and  act  as  those  should  do  who 
have  the  prospect  of  such  a  tribunal !

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didatc  in  October  last,  and,  as  already  stated,  has  recently  bees 
admitted  to  Deacon*8  Orders.  Charles  Wingate,  ivhose  name 
was  on  the  list  presented  to  you  at  the  last  Convention,  hu 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island ;  and  Reginald 
H.  Chase,  another  of  the  Candidates  on  the  same  list,  requested, 
in  October  last,  that  his  name  might  be  erased.  Of  the  preaenft 
Candidates  for  Orders,  3  are  pursuing  their  preparation  for  ths 
ministry  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia ;  and  2  an 
studying  at  Gambicr.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledge 
the  liberal  aid  afforded  by  the  Dioceses  of  Virginia  and  Ohio, 
towards  the  support  of  students  in  these  institutions  from  this 
and  other  States.  And,  while  I  do  so,  it  is  a  satisfaction  to 
me  to  reflect,  that  those  who  are  thus  assisted  in  temponl 
things  are,  at  the  same  time,  at  each  of  these  two  SeminirioB 
of  our  Church,  receiving  the  infinitely  higher  blessing  of  a 
thoroughly  sound,  evangelical  preparation  for  the  momentous 
office  they  are  about  to  assume. 

In  concluding  this  Address,  I  cannot  help  reminding  you  of  the 
large  number  of  persons  who,  during  the  past  year,  have  in  this 
Diocese  confessed  the  faith  of  Christ  in  the  rite  of  Confirmation. 
This  should  be  a  subject,  with  all  of  us,  for  lively  gratitude  to 
God ;  caused  as  it  has  undoubtedly  been,  in  no  small  measuie,  by 
the  continuance  of  that  outpouring  of  the  gracious  Spirit  on  our 
country,  which  we  had  to  acknowledge  with  joy  when  we  last 
assembled  together-  Having,  in  my  Charge  delivered  this  mom* 
ing,  considered  this  work  of  grace  through  the  land  in  some  of 
its  most  important  aspects  and  bearings,  it  is  unnecessary  to  add 
any  further  observations  in  this  place.  May  the  Lord  make  us 
aU,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  ministry  and  of  the  people,  ready 
and  eager  to  take  advantage  of  this  season  of  spiritual  bless JR 
by  being  fellow- workers  with  God  in  seeking  the  salvation  of^ 
men !     Our  beloved  Church  is  steadily  advancing  in  this  part  of 
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ihe  country,  and  the  prejudices  which  she  has  had  to  encounter 
are  rapidly  passing  away.  Oh  that,  while  we  are  increasing  in 
numerical  strength,  we  may  be  growing  in  that  simplicity  of  scrip* 
tural  doctrine,  that  holiness  of  life  and  conversation,  and  that 
spirit  of  ardent  prayer,  which  can  alone  ensure  the  favor  of  our 
ascended  Mediator  and  Head !  Soon  wc  must  give  an  account  of 
onr  stewardship.  When  the  summons  shall  come,  may  we,  each 
of  us,  bo  pronounced  by  the  Judge  upon  his  throne  to  be  "  faith- 
ful servants ! " 

The  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Lambert,  from  the  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report  that  the 
only  business  lying  over  from  the  last  Convention  is  an 
amendment  to  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  laid  over  to 
be  acted  upon  at  this  Convention,  printed  on  page  54  of  the 
Journal  of  1858,  and  a  proposition  for  the  amendment  of 
Article  IX.,  printed  on  page  56  of  the  Journal.  .

Reiolved^  That  the  elections  be  made  the  order  of  the  day 
for  to-morrow,  at  11  o'clock. 

On  motion, 

JResolved^  That  the  Missionary  Committees  of  the  Diocese 
be  requested  to  report  to-morrow,  immediately  Jifter  the 
opening  of  the  Convention,  the  amount  of  contributions 
received  during  the  year,  and  the  sources  from  wliich  said 
sums  have  been  received. 

Mr.  Francis  J.  Parker,  from  the  C<mimittee  on  Church 
Extension,  made  the  following  report  from  that  Body : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Sixty- seventh  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  "  to  consider  what  measures  can 
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be  taken  to  give  greater  unity  and  force  to  movements  looking 
to  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,"  respectfoUj 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  canon  herewith  submitted,  '*  Es- 
tablishing a  Council  for  Church  Extension,"  as  the  result  of  their 
consideration  of  the  matter  referred  to  them. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  greater  unity  and  force  to  moms- 
ments  for  Church  extension,  it  is  evident  that  the  first  requisite 
is  the  consolidation  of  the  government  of  all  such  movements 
into  one  body,  which  shall  be  devoted  to  that  object 

At  present  there  are  four  organizations  for  Church  extenfion 
within  this  Diocese,  namely : 

1.  The  Board  of  Missions  and  Pastoral  Aid  Committee. 

2.  The  Commissioners  for  Church  Extension. 
8.  The  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen. 

4.  The  District  Associations. 

The  first  three  of  these  are  appointed  by  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention annually — the  last  are  voluntary  local  associations.  No 
one  of  these  bodies  has  any  organization  for  the  systematic  col- 
lection of  the  o£ferings  of  the  people ;  for  directing  the  attention 
0^  parishes  and  individuals  to  the  necessities  of  the  service ;  ibr 
searching  out  opportunities  for  aggressive  action;  for  carefol 
examination  of  the  importance  of  various  localities ;  for  the 
occasional  exercise  of  clerical  functions  in  ''  waste  places,"  or 
for  attracting  and  expending  gifts  for  Church  building  ;  and  no 
one  of  these  bodies  is  organized  upon  a  basis  having  any  rela- 
tion whatever  to  the  parishes  or  persons  who  contribute  to  its 
funds. 

All  of  these  defects  it  is  proposed  to  remedy,  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  "  Council  for  Church  Extension."  This  contemplatet 
a  body  representing  those  who  support  it,  and  annually  by  its 
circuit  coming  near  to  its  constituent  parishes ;  a  body  having 
ample  powers,  and  uniting  in  itself  the  whole  force  of  the  Diocese 
for  aggressive  purposes.  Its  Executive  Committee  is  to  be  al- 
ways ready  to  hear  and  examine  applications  for  aid,  and  to 
advise  all  who  seek  their  counsel.  But  it  is  not  merely  to  wait 
for  applications ;  by  some  of  its  members  it  is  to  seek  out  loca- 
tions  for  the  establishment  of  missions  or  parishes  —  it  is  not  to 
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Wait  for  contributions,  but  it  is  to  seek  for  them ;  composed,  as 
it  should  be,  of  the  most  able,  earnest  and  active  of  the  presby- 
ters and  laymen  of  our  Church,  this  committee  will  become  the 
animating  soul  of  our  missions,  everywhere  reminding  men  that 
there  is  a  Church  founded  upon  the  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  saints,  and  now  living  and  full  of  enterprising  ardor  in  the 
cause  of  its  Divine  Head ;  and  everywhere  attracting  men  by 
the  eloquence  and  worth  of  its  missionaries,  and  by  the  simple 
beauty  of  its  service,  from  the  ways  of  infidelity,  heresy  and 
schism,  back  to  the  bosom  of  that  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church. 

Especially  would  we  invite  attention  to  the  advantage  of  some 
suitable  provision  for  bringing  greater  unity  and  force  to  bear 
upon  the  important  element  of  Church  building. 

The  difficulties  and  embarrassments  arising  from  Church  build- 
ing, constitute  a  most  serious  obstacle  to  the  establishment  of 
self-supporting  parishes ;  much  of  this  is  owing  to  inexperience  — 
much  to  inability  to  present  the  matter  properly  to  those  who  are 
able  to  contribute,  and  much  to  the  need  for  continued  and  active 
exertion  which  the  daily  duty  of  those  interested  interrupts  or 
prevents* 

It  is  believed  that  under  the  canon  now  proposed,  a  great  deal 
may  be  done  to  facilitate  Church  building,  in  providing  for  these 
and  other  difficulties. 

The  support  of  worship  in  a  proper  edifico  is  a  much  smaller 
burden  than  the  organization  and  building ;  and  so  much  effect  is 
added  to  our  service  by  the  propriety  of  the'  place,  that  this  be- 
comes an  important  consideration  in  view  of  Church  extension 
enterprises. 

Much,  doubtless,  nuiy  be  done  by  way  of  improvement  and 
amendment  of  this  canon,  as  experience  will  show ;  but  we  sub- 
mit it  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  in  the  firm  conviction  that 
its  adoption  will  tend  to  give  greater  unity  and  force  to  move- 
ments looking  to  Church  extension.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  John  T.  Burrill, 
Chaplain  of  the  City  Institutions,  South  Boston. 

The  roll  having  been  called,  several  members  of  the 
Convention,  not  present  yesterday,  appeared  and  took  their 
seats. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read,  amended 
and  approved. 

The  Secretary  read  communications  from  Messrs.  C.  H. 
Parker  and  Otis  Daniell,  declining  re-election  on  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Standing  Committee* 
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The  Rev.  Wm.  Horton,  D.  D.,  from  the  Committee  on 
Qualifications,  made  a  iiirthcr  report  from  that  body :

The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Cotton  Smith  made  a 
statement  of  the  receipts  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  Sea- 
men. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  order  of  the  day,  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Church  Extension.

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Pastoral  Aid  Committee : 
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Hcport  of  ti)e  Boarb  of  ilUsdiona. 

Ih  presenting  to  the  Convention  their  twenty-third  Annaal 
tleport,  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Pastoral  Aid  Committee  beg 
leave  to  state  that  they  have,  with  one  exception,  met  regulariy 
on  the  first  Monday  evening  of  every  month,  for  the  dispatch  of 
such  business  as  demanded  their  attention.

These  appropriations  have  been  about  equal  to  the  average  of 
former  years,  and  were  voted  in  the  expectation  and  confident 
belief  that  the  receipts  into  the  Treasury  would  fully 'come  up 
to  the  usual  annual  income.  In  this  expectation,  howeVeJ*,  we 
have  been  disappointed.  The  receipts  by  the  Treasurer  have 
fallen  very  much  below  the  usual  overage.  There  was  due  to 
all  our  Alissionaries  a  full  quarter's  salary  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  and  some  of  them  have  received  nothing  for  the  space  of 
six  months.  If  this  disappointment  were  to  affect  only  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  Board,  it  would  be  of  little  consequence ;  but  it  is 
a  very  serious  matter  indeed  to  those  faithful  and  laborious  ser* 
vants  of  God,  who,  with  the  miserable  pittance  for  which  thej 
are  content  to  labor,  even  if  it  were  fully  and  promptly  paid, 
are  enabled  to  support  themselves  and  their  families,  only  by  the 
practice  of  the  most  rigid  economy.     They  cannot  give  their 
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whole  heart  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  nor  can  it  prosper  in  their 
hands,  while  they  are  continually  harassed  with  pecuniary  anx- 
ieties— while  the  disgrace  of  debt  hangs  over  them— or  while  an 
enforced  observance  of  Lent  for  a  whole  year  depresses  their 
physical  energies.  The  Board  which  at  this  Convention  shall  be 
elected  to  take  our  places,  unless  they  shall  enjoy  more  of  the 
confidence  of  the  Churches  than  has  been  extended  to  us,  will 
find  themselves  obliged  to  abandon  many  promising  fields  of 
labor,  and  to  confine  themselves  to  the  few  stations  for  which 
their  diminished  income  will  enable  them  to  supply  Missionaries. 

A  Committee  of  the  Board  was  appointed  at  the  meeting  in 
March  last  to  take  this  subject  into  consideration,  and  to  suggest 
such  measures  as  they  may  deem  advisable  to  remedy  the  exist- 
ing evil.  That  Committee  have  reported,  and  suggest  either  the 
appointment  of  an  agent  to  visit  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese, and,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Rectors,  to  present  to  the 
congregations  the  claims  and  needs  of  our  Missionary  organiza- 
tion, or  an  arrangement  by  which  some  system  of  pledges  may 
be  adopted,  each  Parish  binding  itself  to  raise,  during  the  year, 
a  certain  amount,  according  to  their  several  ability,  for  the  car- 
rying on  of  the  Missionary  work. 

There  are  many  points  in  this  Diocese  in  which  our  Church 
would  meet  a  cordial  reception,  if  only  the  men  and  the  means 
were  forthcoming.  There  are  scattered  families  belonging  to  our 
Communion  in  many  of  the  larger  towns  of  the  Commonwealth, 
in  which,  as  yet,  no  Episcopal  services  have  been  held.  These 
are  obliged  to  worship  with  other  bodies  of  Christians,  and  their 
children  are  growing  up  ignorant  of  the  faith  in  which  their 
fiithers  were  educated,  and  at  length  become  entirely  alienated 
from  it,  if  not  actively  opposed  to  it.  But  we  can  do  nothing  to 
bring  them  back  into  the  old  paths — our  hands  are  tied.  We 
cannot  do  what  ought  to  be  done  in  sustaining  the  feeble  Par- 
ishes already  in  existence,  and  which  will  still,  for  a  time,  need 
our  fostering  care ;  much  less  can  we  enter  upon  new  fields, 
white  though  they  be  to  the  harvest. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  this  Board,  it  was  stated  that  the 
Hot.  Mr.  Penniman  ''is  now  earnestly  engaged  in  forming  a 
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Church  at  West  Brookfield."  The  efforts  thus  referred  to  resulted 
in  the  organization  of  a  Parish,  with  good  prospects  of  event- 
ually becoming  self-supporting,  could  it  have  received  some  Mis- 
sionary aid.  But  the  Board,  unable  to  meet  existing  engagements^ 
could  entertain  no  new  application,  and  were  reluctantly  com- 
pelled to  leave  the  infant  Parish  to  its  own  resources.  Conse- 
quently, about  the  first  of  February,  Mr.  Penniman  was  obliged 
to  abandon  this  field  of  his  labor,  and  to  obtain  employment 
elsewhere. 

Occasional  services  have  been  held  at  Hyde  Park,  at  Attle- 
borough,  and  at  East  Cambridge.  No  Missionary  aid,  however, 
has  yet  been  asked  for  these  stations,  nor  could  the  Board  have 
done  any  thing  to  assist  them,  had  the  application  been  made. 
There  is  a  prospect,  however,  that  the  Southern  District  Associa- 
tion will  make  an  effort  to  provide  a  Missionary  for  Attleborough. 

From  the  Churches  at  East  Boston,  Newton  Comer,  Cam- 
bridgeport  and  Haverhill,  we  have  received  encouraging  accounts, 
and  they  will,  in  all  probability,  soon  be  strong  enough  to  dis- 
pense with  Missionary  aid,  and  perhaps  to  do  something  them- 
selves to  assist  their  weaker  brethren.  At  Newton  Comer,  a 
chaste  and  commodious  chapel  has  been  erected,  in  which  the 
public  services  and  the  Sunday  School  are  regularly  held.  The 
young  Parish  of  Calvary  Church,  Danvers,  appears  not  only  to 
"  have  a  name  to  live,"  but,  with  a  continuance  of  the  Divine 
blessing,  promises  shortly  to  become  a  vigorous  and^  healthy 
member  of  the  spiritual  Body. 

Meetings  of  the  Eastern  and  Southern  District  Associations 
have  been  regularly  held,  during  the  year,  in  the  several  Parishes, 
and  in  general  have  been  well  attended.  The  Churclies  in  Haver- 
hill, Melrose  and  Danvers,  are  principally  aided  by  the  funds  of 
the  Eastern  District  Association.  The  Southern  District,  which 
has  heretofore  placed  all  its  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board, 
for  general  purposes,  is  now  about  to  place  a  Missionary  at  Attle- 
borough, and  will  probably  make  an  effort  to  revive  the  Parish 
at  Sandwich,  where  there  are  now  encouraging  prospects  of  use- 
fulness. 

Two  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  Board,  during  the  past 
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year,  —  one  by  tho  resignation  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  Stone,  D.  D., 
the  other,  by  the  departure  from  the  Diocese  of  the  Rev.  Alex- 
ander H.  Vinton,  D.  D. ;  —  these  vacancies  have  been  filled  by 
the  election  of  the  Rev.  Wra.  R.  Babcock,  and  the  Rev.  John 
Cotton  Smith. 

May  God  pour  out  upon  our  Church  a  larger  portion  of  the 
Missionary  spirit,  and  into  the  hearts  of  her  individual  members, 
more  self-denial  —  a  deeper  consciousness  of  tho  value  of  their 
privileges,  and  a  fuller  recognition  of  their  accountability  as 
stewards !

Rev.  Dr.  Vinton,  D.  D.,  having  sent  in  his  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  on  the  12th  of  October,  1858,  in  con- 
sequence of  his  removal  from  the  Diocese,  the  resignation  was 
accepted,  and  the  Committee  re-organized  by  the  choice  of  Rev. 
G.  M.  Randall,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and  Charles  llcwry  Parker, 
as  Secretary  pro  tern.

In  presenting  their  annual  report,  the  Society  beg  leave  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  following  extracts  from  its  By-laws,  in  order 
to  bring  its  objects  clearly  before  you. 

"Chapter  III.  Sec.  1.  The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  be 
applied  to  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those 
clergymen  only,  who  have  died  in  the  communion  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church,  and  who  at  the  time  of  their  decease 
were  (except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Sec.  5,)  either  actually 
or  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

The  funds  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes,  viz  : — 

First.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  set  aside  and 
invested  as  the  Annuity  Fund,  to  which  shall  be  added  every 
year  all  the  income  or  interest  arising  from  it,  and  also  all  pay- 
ments from  contributors  for  Contract-relief;  and  from  this  fund 
shall  be  paid  all  annuities  which  become  payable,  and  all  snms 
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due  to  contributors  removing  from  the  Diocese  and  wishing  to 
withdraw  their  contributions. 

Second.  The  remainder  of  the  capital,  together  with  all 
payments  for  membership,  whether  annual  or  for  life,  and  all 
gifts,  bequests,  and  devises  to  this  Society,  and  all  offerings  and 
collections  made  for  its  benefit,  and  not  otherwise  specially 
appropriated  by  the  donors,  shall  (except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided,) be  invested  as  a  Chabity  Fund,  the  income  of  whichy 
after  deducting  the  current  expenses  of  the  Society,  may  be 
given  by  the  officers  and  trustees,  at  their  discretion,  as  gratu- 
itous relief  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Clergymen  who  have 
died  in  the  communion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
who,  at  the  time  of  their  decease,  were  actually  or  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese 

Sec.  2.  The  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen 
who  shall  have  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars,  or  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  or  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, or  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  annually,  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  anuity  of  five  times  the  amount  of  such  annual  contribu- 
tion, for  twice  the  number  of  years  during  which  it  has  been 
paid." 

The  funds  of  the  Society  now  amount  to  the  sum  of  fourteen 
thousand  ^^e  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fifty-three 
cents  ($14,568.53 ;)  having  been  increased  during  the  past  year 
by  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  twenty 
cents  (81308.20.) 

Of  the  whole  amount  of  funds,  twelve  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  one  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents  ($12,301.51,)  constitute 
the  fund  for  Contract-relief,  and  two  thousand  two  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  dollars  and  two  cents  ($2,267.02,)  constitute  the 
fund  for  Gratuitous-relief. 

Considering  the  means  of  the  Society  it  is  now  in  a  very 
flourishing  condition,  but  it  is  often  unable  to  grant  gratuitous 
relief  in  urgent  cases.  No  case  of  real  need  could  probably 
exist  in  the  families  of  any  clergyman  of  our  Diocese  without 
soon  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Society,  and  those  per- 
sons who  would  be  willing  and  glad  to  give  their  assistance  in 
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saeh  a  case,  can  find  no  safer  or  surer  way  of  so  doing  than  by 
contributing  to  its  funds. 

We  would  also  call  tbe  attention  of  our  clergy  to  the  facilities 
which  this  Society  will  afford  them  to  make  provision  for  their 
families  ;  for  wo  are  convinced  that  if  they  gave  this  subject  the 
consideration  which  it  merits,  they  would  much  more  generally 
be  contributors  to  its  funds.  Parishes,  too,  can  easily  do  much 
for  the  welfare  of  their  pastors'  families,  by  contributing  annually 
a  certain  amount  to  the  Society,  to  be  wholly  or  in  part  appro- 
priated as  a  payment  by  their  pastors  for  Contract-relief. 

During  the  past  year  no  payment  for  Contract-relief  has  been 
made  or  called  for.  From  the  fund  for  Gratuitous-relief  there

The  Rev.  Alfred  L.  Baury  presented  the  Treasurer's 
account  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen.   (See  Appendix.) 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
several  Committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Horton  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  R.  Lambert,  to  collect  and  count  the  Clerical  votes 
for  a  Standing  Committee,  and  Messrs.  McBumey  and 
Mooros  to  collect  those  of  the  Laity. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  David  G.  Haskins  and 
the  Rev.  Nathaniel  G.  Allen,  to  collect  the  votes  of  the 
Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Littell  and  Hunt  to  collect  those  of 
the  Laity,  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Mr.  Francis  Hilliard,  from  the  Committee  to  consider  the 
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expediency  of  procuring  an  Act  of  incorporation  for  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  reported  verbally  that  they 
had  not  found  it  expedient  to  apply  for  such  an  Act.

Each  of  the  three  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clergy- 
men, settled  within  its  limits,  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having  within  the  year 
preceding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  ex  officio,  a  member  and,  when  present, 
the  presiding  officer,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Missions,  which 
shall  have  full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its 
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funds,  except  in  so  far  as  tliey  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds 
for  special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  slated  or 
duly  notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Skct.  5.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

SiscT.  6.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  tho  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  ofRciate 
under  its  direction. 

Sect.  7.  This  Board  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Convention ; 
and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  now  granted  to  the 
Commissioners  for  Church  Extension,  which  Commission  is  here- 
by abolished. 

Sect.  8.  For  all  the  purposes  of  Section  2,  monies  heretofore 
contributed  for  any  missionary  objects  within  this  Diocese,  may 
be  reckoned  as  if  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Skct.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  so  soon  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  shall  have  received  official  notice  that  the 
District  Associations  have  elected  their  delegates.

Heport  of  tl)e  Boarb  of  iHiBBionB  to  Seamjcn. 

The  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen  beg  leave  to  present 
their  Annual  Report. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  thankfulness,  we  trust,  that  W6 
are  able  to  report  the  Diocesan  Mission  to  Seamen  as  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  ever  before,  both  in  a  temporal  and 
spiritual  point  of  view.  The  Treasurer's  Report  shows  that  the 
debt  of  the  Board  at  the  last  Convention,  to  the  amount  of 
S458.49,  has  been  discharged ;  that  the  current  expenses  of  the 
year,  amounting  to  $1792.79  have  all  been  paid,  and  that 
there  is  a  balance  of  about  $1000  in  the  treasury.  For  thia 
prosperous  state  of  our  finances  we  are  indebted  in  a  great 
measure,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  to  a  bequest  of  $2000  by  the 
late  Mr.  Whall.  This  bequest  undoubtedly  caused  a  plan  for 
the  collection  of  funds  which  was  about  to  be  adopted,  to  be 
abandoned ;  but  notwithstanding  this,  the  receipts  of  the  Mission 
during  the  past  year  have  been  $1244.77.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  Missionary  himself  does  not  solicit  contributione, 
and  that  no  collections  are  made  in  the  Chapel,  this  amount 
must  be  regarded  as  indicative  of  no  little  interest  in  and 
sympathy  with  the  operations  of  the  Board. 

But  we  turn  with  pleasure  to  the  subject  of  the  spiritual  con- 
dition of  the  Mission.  The  Report  of  the  faithful  and  laborious 
Missionary,  the  Rev.  John  Irwin,  shows,  what  must  have  been 
evident  to  every  one  who  has  attended  the  services  at  the  Chapel 
during  the  past  year,  that  the  work  has  been  abundantly  blessed 
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by  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  attendance  has  been  larger  than  ever 
before ;  the  decorum  and  attention  of  the  congregation  have 
greatly  improved  ;  a  deep  feeling  of  reverence  and  solemnity 
has  most  manifestly  prevailed ;  the  people  of  God,  worshipping 
there,  have  been  strengthened  and  confirmed  in  their  faith ; 
many  of  the  impenitent  have  been  alarmed,  and  have  at  last 
found  peace  in  believing,  and  a  warmth  and  fervor  of  Christian 
life  have  been  there  developed  but  rarely  witnessed  even  in  our 
most  favored  congregations.  We  should  be  glad  to  present 
the  entire  Report  of  the  Missionary  to  the  Convention,  as 
showing  what,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

We  regret  exceedingly  to  announce  the  dissolution  of  the  con- 
nection of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Irwin  with  the  Board.  The  great 
success  which  has  attended  his  labors,  and  the  strong  attach- 
ment for  him  of  those  among  whom  he  has  ministered,  render 
his  loss  a  peculiarly  grievous  one  to  them,  and  one  which  it  will 
be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  fully  to  supply.  While  we 
shall  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  his  services,  our  best  wishes  and 
prayers  will  follow  him  to  his  new  sphere  of  labor,  that  he  may 
be  blessed  abundantly  with  those  spiritual  blessings  which  he 
has  been  the  favored  instrument  of  conferring  upon  so  many, 
and  reap  a  rich  harvest  in  the  field  to  which  the  Lord  has  called 
him. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  this  mission  most  hopefully  to  the 
renewed  sympathy  and  affectionate  co-operation  of  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  our  Church.  We  trust  that  we  have  no  interest  in 
it,  except  as  a  precious  means  of  grace  to  the  destitute.  We  have 
seen  the  blessing  of  God  poured  out  richly  upon  it,  and  we  there- 
fore earnestly  desire  that  no  efforts  of  ours  may  bo  wanting  that 
this  blessing  may  be  continued  and  greatly  incrpased.  It  is  a 
simple,  unassuming  work,  in  an  obscure  upper  room,  among  a 
greatly  neglected  though  most  interesting  class  of  men ;  but  He 
who  met  in  an  upper  room  with  his  first  followers,  has  again  and 
again  manifested  his  presence  to  the  few  there  assembled,  and 
has  owned  them  as  his  disciples.  The  friends  of  this  mission 
cannot  suffer  the  want  of  means  to  be  any  impediment  to  the 
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efficient  carrying  out  of  its  operations.  Whatever  is  necessary, 
will  be  furnished  by  the  generous  hands  which  have  always 
responded  to  this  appeal ;  but  at  the  same  time  every  member  of 
this  Convention  which  has  established  and  carried  on,  and  pledged 
itself  to  this  mission,  is  bound  in  honor,  to  say  nothing  of  sacred 
duty,  to  see  that  the  burden  of  sustaining  it  does  not  fieill  too 
heavily  upon  those  whose  sympathy  and  efiforts^  and  means  are 
never  wanting  for  any  good  work.

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No  important  change  has  taken  place  in  this  Parish  during  the 
past  Conventional  year.  There  is  a  gradual  increase  in  numbers 
and  strength,  and  the  Sunday  School,  under  the  direction  of  its 
efficient  Superintendent  and  zealous  band  of  teachers,  is  in  a 
very  flourishing  condition.  The  want  of  a  better  edifice  than 
that  in  which  wo  are  now  obliged  to  worship,  is  much  felt,  and 
tends  materially  to  retard  the  growth  of  the  Parish.

In  submitting  his  report  for  the  past  Conventional  year,  the 
Rector  would  remark  that  this  Parish  is  gradually  gathering 
itrength  and  compactness.  In  view  of  all  things,  it  is  prosper- 
ous. The  attendance  upon  Divine  worship  increases.  In  addition 
to  Sunday  services,  a  Wednesday  evening  Jjccturc  has  been  held 
dnce  last  Fall,  through  the  Holy  Season  of  Lent  up  to  Easter, 
6* 
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which  has  been  well  attended.  Financially,  we  have  been 
removing  debt  as  fast  as  the  times  will  allow,  but  a  sum  of  some 
$300  or  more  is  due  on  our  organ.  The  Sewing  Circle  has  been 
industrious,  and  through  its  exertions,  and  by  other  means, 
9197.12  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the  organ  and  incidental 
obligations.  In  this  connection,  the  Rector  painfully  records  the 
decease  of  Mrs.  Jane  Watson,  who  had  been  so  instrumentid 
and  successful  in  giving  existence  to  this  Parish.  Her  devotion 
to  its  interests  was  untiring.  Its  welfare  was  ever  near  her  heart, 
and  its  prosperity  was  a  subject  of  anxious  concern,  as  exhibited 
in  her  conversations  and  deeds.  She  has  now  ceased  her  earthly 
labors,  and  has  gone  to  her  rest.  Her  example,  for  energy,  zeal 
and  perseverance,  is  well  worthy  of  imitation.

The  expenses  of  the  Church  for  the  year  have  been  $384.75. 

The  services  at  the  Church  on  Sunday  have  been, — Sunday 
School  at  9  A.  M.,  and  half-past  1,   P.  M.     Morning   Prayer 
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at  quarter  past  10,  and  sermon ;  Evening  Prayer  at  7,  during 
the  winter,  and  half-past  7  in  the  summer,  with  sermon  or 
addresses  from  the  Hector  and  his  hrethren.  The  evening 
services  have  been  very  fully  attended,  with  attentive  con- 
gregations. The  average  of  seamen  at  these  evening  services 
has  been  over  one  hundred  and  fifty.  On  repeated  occasions  the 
number  has  varied  from  two  to  four  hundred.  The  seriousness 
that  has  prevailed  among  the  seamen,  the  number  confirmed,  and 
the  additions  to  the  communion,  afford  pleasing  evidence  that  the 
word  spoken  has  been  graciously  blessed  of  God. 

650  Bibles  and  761)  Testaments  in  all  languages ;  715  Prayer 
Books,  and  830  religious  books ;  and  tracts,  papers  and  pam- 
phlets without  count,  have  been  given  to  our  seamen  going  to 
dea.  No  mind  of  man  can  measure  the  benefits  which  have  been 
conferred  on  immortal  souls  through  the  agency  of  this  depart- 
ment of  my  labors. 

The  visitation  at  the  Marine  Hospital,  Chelsea,  has  been  kept 
up  as  in  former  years,  and  the  hearty  welcome  always  extended 
me  by  the  sick  and  suifcring  sailor  is  most  grateful  to  my  feelings. 
I  cannot  but  cherish  the  hope  that  my  visits  which  have  been 
made  to  this  institution  for  so  many  years  have  been  productive 
of  much  good,  not  only  in  speaking  cheering  words  to  the  con- 
i-alesccnt,  but  in  preparing  the  dying  for  the  last  struggle,  and  in 
performing  the  rites  of  religion  over  the  departed.  A  colored  sea- 
man presented  himself  for  confirmation  this  winter,  who  dates 
his  first  religious  impressions  to  instructions  received  from  me 
during  the  winter  of  1849.  He  had  been  severely  frost-bitten, 
coming  on  the  coast,  and  lost  the  toes  of  both  feet.  His  case 
interested  mc  so  much,  that  1  procured  him  some  elementary  books 
and  taught  him  to  read — and  1  never  can  forget  his  expression  of 
thankfulness  when  he  managed  to  spell  through  a  few  verses  of 
the  second  chapter  of  St.  Matthew's  Gospel,  Crippled  as  he  was, 
he  went  to  sea  as  cook,  soon  after  his  discharge  from  the  Hospi- 
tal. Always  when  in  port  he  attended  Church.  On  shore,  and 
so  far  as  I  can  learn,  on  ship-board,  he  maintains  a  Christian  char- 
acter. He  is  always  becomingly  clad,  and  has  saved  quite  a 
sum  of  money  from  his  earnings,  part  of  which  is  in  the  Savings

Bank.  Other  cases  of  interest  might  be  mentioned  if  time 
permitted. 

Capt.  M.,  a  member  of  my  Church,  writes  me  as  follows  : 
"  I  never  can  sufficiently  thank  you  for  urging  me  to  hold  the 
regular  service  of  the  Church  on  board  my  ship  on  Sundays. 
The  influence  upon  all  hands  was  immediately  seen.  All  seemed 
anxious  to  be  present,  and  were  thankful  for  the  books  and 
tracts  which  I  distributed  among  them  for  Sunday  reading,  after 
the  close  of  the  morning  service.  To  show  you  the  good  effects 
of  the  tract  distribution,  I  mention  the  case  of  a  young  sailor^ 
one  of  my  best  seamen,  who  was  occasionally  profane,  though 
he  was  not  aware  that  I  knew  of  his  being  guilty  of  the  habit. 
I  gave  him  the  Swearer's  Prayer.  I  heard  nothing  from  him, 
and  could  not  learn  from  any  on  board  how  he  received  it.  A 
letter  written  to  his  family  told  how  providential  the  gift  of  the 
tract  was — that  he  felt  it  was  a  deserved  reproof,  and  that  from 
that  time  he  had  given  up  the  wicked  and  unmanly  habit. 

Since  the  last  report,  the  Rector  feels  that  he  has  cause  for  the 
most  profound  gratitude  for  the  blessings  which  have  attended 
his  services  the  past  year.  He  has  been  cheered  by  good  words, 
and  helped  with  liberal  contributions.  The  amount  received 
shows  the  fraternal  feeling  which  exists  in  the  Christian  and 
commercial  community  of  Boston  towards  this  sailor  Parish. 
St.  Mary's  Parish  depends  entirely  for  its  support  upon  the  con- 
tribu tiers  of  its  friends.  And  the  fact  that  it  is  thus  liberally 
sustained,  bhows  tbat  its  fruits  commend  it  to  the  confidence  of 
those  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  who  have  a  single 
eye  to  his  glory,  and  a  sincere  desire  to  see  this  work  of  grace 
prospering  among  a  class  whose  spiritual  interests  have  been  so 
long  neglected. 

The  Rector  is  happy  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  he  has  obtained 
a  very  superior  organ,  which  has  been  insured  nearly  to  the 
amount  of  its  cost. 

The  Parish  does  not  owe  a  single  dollar. 

The  statistics  hero  set  forth  are  the  same  as  contained  in  my 
fourteenth  annual  report  printed  last  month. 
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Diocesan  Mission  to  Seanien. 
Chapel,  293  CoMSfERciAL  Street,  Boston. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  no  ordinary  character  that  the  Mission- 
ary of  the  Diocesan  Board  undertakes  briefly  to  review  the 
dealings  of  the  Most  High  with  the  Mission  under  his  charge 
during  the  past  year.  About  to  close  his  connection  with  this 
interesting  field  of  labor,  he  cannot  but  feel  regret  that  he  is 
called  upon  (providentially,  as  it  would  appear,)  to  separate  him- 
self from  an  office  in  which  God  has  blessed  his  labors  more 
▼iflibly,  and  perhaps  more  abundantly,  than  in  all  the  previous 
years  of  his  ministry.  It  is,  nevertheless,  a  cause  of  deep 
thankfulness  that  God  has  so  blessed  these  labors. 

Since  the  time  when  the  last  annual  report  was  presented,  the 
congregation  have  steadily  but  slowly  increased.  No  special 
efforts  have  been  made  with  the  view,  merely,  of  drawing  a  mul- 
titade  into  our  Chapel ;  and  the  growth  is,  for  this  reason,  more 
satisfactory  and  more  reliable.  The  stated  attendance  on  Sun- 
day mornings  nearly  averages  50  ;  whilst  the  average  number  of 
worshippers  in  the  evening  amounts  very  nearly  to  100.  Of 
these  occasions  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  attendance  of 
seamen  is  invariably  greater  at  the  evening  services ;  the  persons 
resorting  to  Divine  Worship  at  the  Chapel  in  the  morning  being 
mostly  those  who  did  not  frequent  any  stated  place  at  all ;  or 
who  had,  for  some  time,  ceased  to  do  so.  There  is  often,  how- 
ever, to  be  seen  with  those  at  the  Chapel  on  Sunday  mornings, 
a  considerable  number  of  seamen.  The  evening  services  on 
Sunday  have,  for  the  past  year,  been  followed  invariably  by  a 
prayer-meeting,  in  which  the  persons  present  have  been  invited  to 
make  remarks  of  a  practical  and  experimental  character,  and  to 
offer  prayer.  These  occasions  have  been  found  deeply  interest- 
ing and  profitable.  In  fact,  a  meeting  of  this  sort  has  rarely,  of 
late,  transpired  without  one  or  two  (sometimes  three)  persons 
rising  up  to  request  the  prayers  of  those  assembled  on  their  behalf 
to  God.  On  frequent  occasions  too,  such  persons  have  returned 
to  the  Chapel  and  professed  openly  to  have  received  "  peace  and 
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joy  in  believing.'*  The  Chapel  is  now  open  for  divine  worship 
on  two  evenings  during  the  week.  The  latter  services  have  been 
also  attended  with  the  Divine  blessing.  They  arc  of  a  less  for- 
mal character  than  the  Sunday  services  ;  but  the  missionary  has 
conceived  himself  justified  in  resorting  to  different  modes  in 
this  behalf,  by  a  consideration  of  the  character  and  wants  of 
those  among  whom  he  has  chiefly  labored.  Whether  this 
departure  from  our  accustomed  form  of  worship,  in  more  reg* 
ular  congregations,  can  bo  justified  on  strict  rubrical  princi- 
ples or  not ;  it  is,  at  least,  certain  that  the  Divine  blessing  has 
largely  attended  these  meetings.  Frequently  has  the  hitherto 
careless  sinner  been  **cut  to  the  heart,"  or  the  penitent  had  his 
mourning  turned  to  joy.  Of  the  number  of  such  conversions 
the  missionary  could  not  speak  if  he  would,  since  God  alone 
knows  the  extent  of  his  own  work  ;  and  would  not  speak  if  he 
could,  since  he  thinks  that  man  should  not  measure  his  Maker^s 
work  ;  whilst  to  attempt  it  often  feeds  human  vanity. 

Of  copies  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  there  have  been  distiihn- 
ted,  during  the  year,  981.  These  were  in  different  languageSi 
including  Swedish,  Danish,  French,  German,  Dutch,  Spanish, 
Portuguese,  GsdUc  and  modern  Greek.  On  one  occasion,  a 
whole  crew  of  German  sailors,  consisting  of  10  persons,  were 
supplied  at  the  Chapel  with  Bibles,  immediately  before  they  put 
to  sea.  Of  the  entire  number  distributed,  about  two-thirds  were 
Bibles  and  the  remainder  Testaments.  In  addition,  152  copies 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  were  distributed  amongst  those 
to  whom  it  was  believed  they  would  be  specially  useful.  63 
volumes  of  a  miscellaneous  kind  were  also  bestowed  upon 
sailors  going  to  sea.  By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  these 
Bibles  and  Testaments  were  given,  at  several  times,  to  the  Mis- 
sionary, by  the  Massachusetts  Bible  Society,  to  whom  he  is  very 
grateful.  The  Prayer  Books  were  partly  the  gift  of  the  Margaret 
Coffin  Prayer  Book  Society,  by  Kev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.  D,, 
and  of  the  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Dyer. 
To  both  of  these  respected  brethren  the  Missionary  hereby 
tenders  his  thanks.  The  miscellaneous  volumes  were  given  by 
several  individuals.     Many  thousands  of  tracts,   given  by   the 
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American  Tract  Society,  who  have  been  ever  generous  in  their 
donation!,  were  also  distributed  by  the  Missionary  during  the 
past  year. 

With  respect  to  the  other  scenes  of  labor  in  which  the  Dio- 
cenn  Missionary  to  Seamen  has  been  engaged  it  may  be 
remarked  that  about  200  vessels,  at  an<!kor  in  Boston  Harbor, 
have  been  visited  by  the  Missionary,  in  his  boat.  These  were 
•hips  ready  for  sea,  or  just  arrived  in  port,  and  having  the  crews 
on  board.  Among  the  latter.  Tracts,  New  Testaments,  and 
notices  of  our  Chapel  services  have  been  freely  distributed,  and 
the  Missionary  has  reason  to  know  that  'good  has  resulted  from 
these  visits.  The  weekly  visits  to  the  Chelsea  Hospital  have 
been  continued,  and  the  Bible  class  of  the  inmates  of  that 
Institution  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The 
average  attendance  at  the  class  has  been  about  20.  Of  the 
benefit  resulting  from  this  service  many  proo£i  might  be  record- 
ed, were  it  proper  here  to  do  so.  The  following  is  an  extract 
from  a  letter  written  by  a  sailor,  long  an  inmate  of  the  Hospital, 
to  the  Missionary,  from  a  foreign  port : — ^*  I  thank  you,  dear 
pastor,  for  laying  a  good  fouadation  in  my  heart,  at  the  Chelsea 
Hospital.  May  Jesus  Christ  inspire  you  more  and  more  with 
the  fire  of  his  great  love.  I  have  often  felt  thankful  for  the 
goodness  showed  me  while  in  Boston  by  you,  &c.,  .  .  •  • 
I  will  say  that  I  feel  the  love  of  Jesus,  and  trust  I  shall  forever. 
I  have  tried  my  best  to  serve  the  Almighty,  and  have  spoken  of 
Hie  loving  kindness  towards  my  soul.  O !  praise  His  holy 
name  !     I  have  taken  the  Lord's  Supper  often,  and  feel  the  good 

of  the  same.     The  Rev.  is   Rector  of Church.    I 

attend  his  Church."  The  writer  was  one  of  the  sailors  eon* 
firmed  by  the  Bishop  on  the  last  occasion  of  holding  that 
ordinance  at  the  Chapel,  and  there  is  some  hope  that  he  will  yet 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  benighted  people  of  his  race  (on  the 
mother*8  side)  in  Africa. 

The  Missionary  has  now,  in  fine,  to  record  his  obligations  to 
the  •*  Enincopal  Society  for  Clothing  destitute  Seamen,"  by  whose 
asnstanco  mainly,  he  has  been  enabled  to  distribute  379  articles 
of  clothing  (mostly  flannels,  shoos  and  socks,)  among  ship- 
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wrecked  and  distressed  sons  of  the  ocean,  who  have  called  upon 
him  at  the  Chapel  to  tell  the  tale  of  their  distresses,  or  whom 
he  has  known  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Missionary  desires  to  commend  this  enterprise  to  Gk>d, 
who  is  ahle  to  dispose  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  ''  devise  liberal 
things  "  towards  it.  Of  one  thing  he  is  entirely  satisfied,  that 
it  has  been  an  agency,  of  late,  highly  favored  by  the  Most  High. 
It  is,  therefore,  worthy  of  support  by  Ood*s  people.  May  Ha 
raise  up  a  fit  man  who,  as  Missionary,  shall  continue  this  work 
and  see  the  ''  pleasure  of  the  Lord  "  prosper  still  more  abon* 
dantly  in  his  hand.     Amen.

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  officiated  regularly  as  here- 
tofore  in  the  City  Institutions  at  South  Boston,  performing  ser- 
yice  three  times  every  Sunday,  and  prayers  each  day  daring  tiie 
week;  besides  other  duties  connected  with  the  moral  and 
religious  welfare  of  the  inmates  of  these  Institutions. 
H  Since  my  last  report,  there  has  been  a  gratifying  decrease  in 
my  congregation,  which  I  think  may  be  owing,  at  least  in  pot, 
to  the  increased  religious  efforts  for  their  benefit  outside  of  the 
Institutions.  The  present  number  in  the  House  of  Correction  is 
about  400,  and  in  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  125.  I  have  baptised, 
(infants  5,  adults  1,)  6 ;  and  performed  the  burial  service  for 
18  persons,  in  addition  to  which  I  have  officiated  at  one  funeral 
and  two  marriages  in  St.  Mathew's  Parish,  during  the  absence 
of  the  Rector.

The  number  of  communicants  is  not  accurately  reported,  from 
the  fact  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  them  are  not  perma- 
nent residents  of  the  town,  communing  in  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  at  long  intervals,  and  without  making  themsdvet 
known  as  such  to  the  Rector.

On  March  3d  of  the  ptedent  year,  (1859,)  the  new  Church 
was  consecrated  by  the  name  of  St.  Thomas's  Church.  A  large 
number  of  the  clergy  were  present  with  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  comer  stone  was  laid  on  June  15th,  1857.  The 
entire  cost,  exclusive  of  the  lot,  has  been  about  $33,000,  of 
which,  $1500  were  raised  by  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  and 
appropriated  towards  the  furnishing  of  the  Churcb.  Qreat 
credit  is  due  to  the  able  and  energetic  committee  who,  through 
many  and  very  serious  discouragements,  have  conducted  this 
enterprise  to  its  successful  consummation.  It  is  worthy  of 
record  here,  that  the  entire  cost  of  the  Church  has  been  $1000 
less  than  the  amount  of  the  original  subscriptions.  The  Church 
is  built  of  black  granite,  trimmed  throughout  with  cut  wJbite 
granite.    It  is  a  true  clere-story,  gothic  building,  in  the  early 
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English  style.  The  glass  is  stained  throughout.  The  chancel 
is  raised  and  deeply  recessed,  and  terminated  by  an  apse.  The 
organ  room  is  by  the  side  of  the  chancel,  opposite  the  robing 
room,  and  the  singers  are  in  the  Church,  next  to  the  organ,  on 
the  same  floor  with  the  rest  of  the  congregation,  and  a  part  of 
the  congregation.  The  acoustic  effects  are  admirable,  —  all  that 
could  be  desired,  —  both  for  the  voices  of  the  singers,  and  for  the 
Toice  of  the  officiating  minister  in  the  services  and  in  the  pulpit. 
The  general  condition  of  the  Parish  may  be  seen,  from  the 
foregoing  statistics,  to  be  prosperous ;  and  for  this  we  ought  to 
be  thankful  to  the  God  who  has  blessed  us.  With  our  increased 
facilities  for  usefulness,  we  may  reasonably  trust  that,  with  God's 
continued  grace,  our  Parish  may,  to  some  extent,  fulfil  its  part  of 
the  vast  work  which  Christ  has  appointed  for  his  Church.  "  We 
wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God,  in  the  midst  of  thy 
Temple!"

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The  memoranda  for  that  period  he  desires  to  place  apon  penna- 
ftent  record,  which  exhibit  the  following  statistics:  He  has 
baptized  859  persons ;  presented  for  confirmation  at  nine  visita- 
tions of  the  Diocesan,  97 ;  there  have  been  added  to  the  Com- 
muaion  180 ;  he  has  joined  in  marriage  109  couples ;  bori^ 
172 ;  and  made  about  6200  pastoral  visits. 

This  Parish,  in  its  secular  and  spiritual  affidrs,  remains  without 
material  change.  There  are  several  persons  now  ready  and 
desirous  to  be  confirmed.

The  Rector  resigned  his  charge  of  this  Parish,  May  Ist,  1859. 
In  leaving  it  for  another  field  of  labor,  he  is  happy  to  reflect  that 
during  his  incumbency,  for  the  last  five  years  and  four  months, 
the  number  of  Communicants  has  been  more  than  doubled,  not- 
withstanding losses  by  removals,  by  change  of  residence,  death, 
or  otherwise.  There  have  been  39  adults  baptized,  and  81  chil- 
dren. Confirmed,  74.  When  he  took  charge  of  the  Parish,  a 
debt  of  $2000,  from  recent  building,  was  resting  upon  it,  and  the 
Church  was  without  a  tower  and  bell.  More  than  half  the  pews 
were  private  property,  and  a  number  of  others  were  pleged  to 
individuals  who  assumed  the  Church  debt  in  order  that  the  new 
edifice  might  be  consecrated.  The  Parish  was  dependent  upon 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Board.  In  the  Spring  of  1856,  the 
Rector  ofiered  to  raise  by  solicitations  $3000  to  meet  the  debt, 
finish  the  tower  and  furnish  a  bell,  on  condition  that  all  the  pew 
owners  should  relinquish  their  individual  claims  forever  to  the 
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Parish,  BO  that  by  annual  rents  it  might  become  self-suppottlng. 
He  succeeded ;  and  from  the  Spring  of  1857»  the  Parish  became 
independent  of  Missionary  aid. 

About  the  first  of  September  last,  I  held  a  service  at  North 
Attleboro',  by  request.  To  my  surprise,  instead  of  some  twenty* 
five  or  thirty  people,  (one  or  two  Church  families  and  a  few 
invited  friends,)  as  I  expected,  there  were  about  two  hundred 
present.  This  induced  me  to  appoint  regular  services  every  Sun- 
day evening,  in  Union  Hall.  These  were  uniformly  well  attended, 
and  the  30th  of  March  last  a  regular  Parish  was  organized  there, 
by  the  name  of  Grace  Church. 

On  April  10th,  I  preached  in  Gleason  Hall,  East  Attleboro', 
and  have  continued  this  fourth  Sunday  service  up  to  the  date  of 
this  report.  The  Hall  will  hold  about  five  hundred  people,  and 
has  been  full.  The  promise  here  is  far  greater  than  at  North 
Attleboro'.  There  is  but  one  religious  society  here,  (Congrega- 
tional,) and  the  place  is  rapidly  increasing  in  population,  who  are 
nearly  all  wealthy,  or  well-to-do.  A  great  interest  is  felt  in  the 
Church  services,  and  preparations  are  being  made  to  organize,  to 
ndae  means  for  the  support  of  a  Clergyman,  and  to  build  a 
Church  and  Parsonage.  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that,  in  a 
few  years,  a  prosperous,  self-supporting  Parish,  will  be  estab' 
lished  here. 

The  Southern  District  Association  have  contributed  some  $183 
toward  carrying  on  this  e^ort  in  Attleboro',  since  September  last, 
and  have  now  pledged  the  undersigned  8300  for  the  next  six 
months  to  devote  lus  whole  time  to  the  two  places.  This, 
together  with  what  may  be  raised  by  the  people,  will  afibrd  an 
ample  support. 

To  God,  who,  by  His  Providence  and  Bis  Spirit,  has  brought 
about  this  blessed  result  —  to  God  who  can  make  his  word  and 
hia  Church  effective  and  successful  through  the  feeblest  human 
instrumentality  -—  to  Him  be  all  the  glory.

When  I  took  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  May,  1858,  it 
had,  owing  to  the  dissensions  which  had  xmhappily  preyailea^ 
been  closed  for  some  time ;  and  consequentlj  the  stated  hearers 
had  become  very  much  scattered,  and  some,  I  regret  to  say,  quite, 
alienated  from  her  services.  My  prospects,  therefore,  were  not 
of  the  most  encouraging  nature ;  but  through  God*s  blessing^ 
the  services  have  been  so  far  continued,  and  peace,  I  am  thankfn) 
to  say,  has  been  preserved. 

Most  of  the  stated  hearers  are  poor,  as  to  worldly  things,  bat 
they  are  willing  to  do  what  they  can  towards  the  support  of  thdr 
Minister ;  but  as  the  business  of  the  place  has  so  very  much 
decreased,  they  are  not  able  to  do  what  their  willing  hearts  would 
prompt. 

As  a  mission,  it  must  for  some  time  be,  in  a  great  measure, 
dependent  upon  the  Board  of  Missions  for  support  and  existence ; 
and,  indeed,  unless  the  present  Missionary  allowance  is  aug- 
mented,  it  will  be  impossible  to  continue  the  services. 

The  Church  in  this  place  has  to  contend  with  all  the  local  and 
strong  prejudices  of  those  opposed  to  her  truly  scriptural  services; 
and  in  a  small  and  peculiar  place,  where  the  many  are  influenced 
by  the  few,  the  progress,  therefore,  must  be  very  gradual,  and  her 
leavening  influence  silent,  though  sure.  But  although  no  acce«- 
sions  may  be  made  to  her  communion,  yet  if  peace  prevails 
among  her  members,  and  they  endeavor,  as  they  ought,  to  bring 
forth  in  their  lives  and  conversation  the  ''peaceable  fruits  of 
righteousness,"  she  must,  as  a  promoter  and  conservator  of  true 
religion,  do  good.

Meantime  a  Church  was  legally  organized,  and  there  was 
more  than  a  fulfilment  of  my  most  sanguine  hopes  from  the 
people  of  this  town.  If  the  Church  abroad  had  generously 
responded  to  their  endeavors ;  if  the  examples  of  aid  from  one 
Church  out  of  our  Diocese,  from  St.  Paul's,  Stockbridge, 
and  from  private  individuals,  had  been  reasonably  followed, 
there  would  have  been  no  withdrawal  of  clerical  service  from 
this  Church  of  promise.

The  condition  of  this  Pettish  fot  a  long  series  of  years  has 
presented  none  of  those  fluctuations  from  one  extreme  to  another 
to  which  many  Churches  are  subject.  The  population  is  chiefly 
agricultural,  and  although  a  constant  drain  is  made  upon  the 
young  by  the  stronger  attractions  of  southern  and  western  local- 
ities, its  position  is  firm,  its  congregation  respectable,  and  its 
support  from  the  beginning,  ninety-two  years  ago,  solely 
dependent  upon  its  own  members. 

During  the  past  year  not  a  single  death  has  occurred.  The 
breaking  out  of  the  small  pox  during  the  early  part  of  Lent, 
near  the  Church,  very  much  interfered  with  the  usual  ministra- 
tions of  the  sanctuary,  and  prevented  the  Easter  Collection  for 
Missions. 

In  August  last  the  Church  was  struck  by  lightning,  which 
essentially  injured  the  tower  and  a  portion  of  the  body  of  the 
Church.  Its  preservation  was  .  almost  miraculous.  To  repair 
the  injury  has  exhausted  means  which  probably  would  have  been 
otherwise  applied.  Considerable  sums  for  benevolent  purposes 
have  been  raised,  of  which  no  account  has  been  made.

The  report  of  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  for  the  year  ending 
May,  1858,  was  duly  forwarded  by  mail,  but  miscarried.  The 
fact  was  not  discovered  till  after  the  publication  of  the  jonrnaL 
The  present  Report,  therefore,  includes  a  little  more  than  two 
years. 

The  present  Rector  took  charge  of  the  Church  in  May,  1857. 
It  was  then  feeble  and  depressed.  The  two  past  yean  have 
been  marked  by  the  Divine  blessing,  as  shown  by  the  statisttcs. 
The  contributions  recorded  do  not  include  a  Fair,  which,  if 
added,  would  increase  the  amount  raised,  exclusive  of  pew  rents, 
by  $300.00.  The  number  of  communicants  has  more  than 
tripled.  The  accession  of  several  families  of  wealth,  attached 
to  the  Church,  who  have  become  town  residents,  promises  to 
make  the  Parish  stable  and  strong.  The  Church  edifice  has 
been  repaired.  There  is  no  debt.  The  zeal  of  the  membeM 
indicates  inward  life  with  Christ.

At  the  termination  of  seventeen  months,  on  this  fourth  day  of 
May,  1859,  I  still  find  myself  materially  disabled,  owing  to  the 
accident  recorded  in  my  last  report,  from  those  frequent  paro* 
chial  visitations,  which  are  so  essential  to  the  vigorous  prosperity 
of  any  Church.  And  although  my  parishioners  have  unanimously 
urged  a  longer  continuance  with  them,  yet  have  I  deemed  it  of 
imperative  necessity  to  relinquish  my  position  at  St  George's. 
The  farewell  sermon  was  preached  on  Easter  Sunday,  Ajiril  84th| 


1859,  when  I  parted  with  a  kind  and  affectionate  people,  widi 
whom  I  had  a  tnilj  pleasant  and  harmonious  intercourse  of 
nearly  three  years*  duration.  Heartily  are  they  recommended  to 
the  grace  and  protection  of  Almighty  God,  and  devoutly  do  my 
pcayers  ascend  to  Him,  that  he  would  forthwith  send  them  a 
Pastor,  who  may  abundantly  supply  my  yery  imperfect  services, 
■o  that  holding  forth  Christ  crucified  as  the  sole  ground  for  the 
hope  of  salvation  to  our  perishing  race,  he  may  happily  set  them 
finrward  on  the  right  way  which  leadeth  to  everlasting  life. 

Within  the  last  ecclesiastical  year,  a  fair  was  held  by  the  zeal* 
ous  ladies  of  the  Church,  which  yielded  the  substantial  sum  of 
near  one  thousand  dollars.  In  addition  to  this,  noble  presents 
have  been  received  of  a  costly  marble  font  from  Italy,  by  Charles 
Heebner,  Esq. ;  of  a  very  handsome  communion  service  and  two 
large  and  beautiful  Gothic  chairs  for  the  chancel,  by  the  Hon« 
Lester  Filley ;  and  of  fourteen  lamps  for  the  lighting  of  the 
Church,  at  the  joint  expense  of  these  two  gentlemen.  From  the 
avails  of  the  Fair,  the  body  of  the  Church,  with  the  chancel, 
vestry,  and  vestibule,  has  been  carpeted,  and  the  pews  cushioned. 

Here,  therefore,  my  report  would  have  concluded,  had  it  not 
been  for  a  most  extraordinary  statement,  appearing  in  the  last 
Diocesan  Journal,  as  part  of  the  parochial  report  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Stewart,  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Pittafiold.  Were  it  not  for 
its  descent  to  posterity,  no  notice  would  be  taken  of  this  unpre- 
cedented feature  in  our  records ;  inasmuch  as  I  believe  the  almost, 
if  not  quite,  universal  opinion  in  the  Diocese,  in  commendation 
of  my  proceedings,  is  well  known.  And  even  now,  far  from 
assuming  a  belligerent  attitude  towards  an  erring  brother  cler- 
gyman, or  indulging  in  unprofitable  recriminations,  I  shall 
merely  advert  to  two  particulars  of  his  highly  colored  charges : 
(1.)  After  stating  his  request  to  me  for  an  acknowledgment  of 
error,  he  writes :  *'  But  Dr.  Chapman,  although  he  knows  he 
has  done  wrong,  has  kept  silence."  To  which  my  answer  is, 
that  I  know  no  such  thing,  and  that,  under  similar  circumstances, 
I  should  pursue  the  same  course,  rather  than  suffer  a  deceased 
lady  and  friend  to  be  interred  without  the  observance  of  our 
funeral  solemnities.    (2.)  Mr.  Stewart  complains  that  after  the 
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expiration  of  **  more  than  six  months  '*  fWmi  Hie  time  information 
of  my  *'  breach  of  the  law  was  lodged  wilii  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee/' nothing  has  been  heard  from  them  ^'by  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestry  "  of  St.  Stephen's,  **  of  the  way  the  case 
has  been  disposed  of."  The  reason  for  this  omission  is  nnknown 
to  me.  But  the  subjoined  letter,  to  my  diteeHon,  may  possibly 
incline  the  principal  informer  to  think  that  it  resulted  from  the 
spirit  of  tenderness  towards  himself: 

*'BasUm,  Dec.  14,  185T. 
Rev.  and  Dear  Bro. :  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  holden  this  day,  it  was  unanimously  yoted 
that  the  matter  of  the  charges  made  against  the  Rev.  CFeorge  T. 
Chapman,  D.  D.,  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Congratulating 
you  on  the  happy  and  just  termination  of  this  vexatious  afflur, 
I  am  very  truly  yours,

At  this  meeting  I  was  not  present,  but  with  a  condensed  state- 
ment of  my  own,  I  took  good  care  that  five  letters  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Stewart  to  me  should  not  be  wanting  to  exculpate  me  fully 
from  all  real  or  even  imaginary  blame,  in  what  I  shall  ever  con- 
sider a  praiseworthy  disregard  of  Clerical  assumption.

ARTICLE  I. 
This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority. 

ABTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  different  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment^  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  po  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy- 
man of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  ministar, 
10 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions ; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  if 
ke  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonioally  resident  within  thb 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  been 
cauonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pio- 
vided,  that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  each  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  'duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ARTICLE   VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 

ARTICLE  YIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification, 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
ordinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele- 
gates shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
Uon  ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers; three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.     A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

AETICLB  iz. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its 
adoption.

AMENDED  IN  TBE  CONVENTION  OF   1849. 

Respecting  Contingent  Expenses. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  aAer  the  fint 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  he  as  much  as  one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister;  and  those  parishes  which 
are  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del- 
egates in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  the 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namely : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convention; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  hwe  copies  of  the  Journal. 
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ttatton  of  1644. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  tlie  Episcopal  Fund. 
In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish. 

(tanonn  of  1846, 

AMENDED   IN   THE   CONVENTION    OF    1852. 
I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop^ 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  le  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall-  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
reqaest  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present- 
ment, who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong,  or 
«re  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 
10« 
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Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  himself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  examination  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  such 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  as 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

II. 
Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman^  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sect.  L  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  dcemjiccessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
said  Court,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  those  who 
do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  or  being  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  proceed,  in  case 
they  shall  see  fit,  to  a  hearing  and  trial  of  the  case  ;  and  theirde- 
cision,  if  unanimous,  shall  be  as  binding  as  if  the  whole  Court  had 
been  present ;  but  in  case  their  decision  shall  not  be  unanimous, 
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the  Bishop  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  order  a  new  trial. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  the 
aentence  that  ought  to  bo  pronounced  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the 
Court  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial,  unless  prevented  by 
sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  clerical  functions  for  the  term  of  six  months ;  and 
if  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for  a  trial,  he  shall  then 
be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 

Sscr.  5.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses.  If,  on  or  during  the  trial,  the 
accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the 
presentment,  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evi- 
dence, and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be  pronounced. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him,  that  any  mate- 
rial witnesses  cannot  bo  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witnesses. 
Such  Commissary  may  be  either  a  clergyman  or  a  layman,  and 
the  party  so  applying,  shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days^ 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the 
person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside  more 
than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day^s 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness, 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  bo  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissary, 
and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and 
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shall  be  received  by  ihem  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined 
before  such  Commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  Court,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of 
such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced ;  and  a  copy  of  such 
decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused  ; 
and  the  original  decision>  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designatad 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  open  at  the  time  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  con* 
ducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8»  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  least  two  years  ba* 
fore  the  time  of  trial. 
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eatlOtl  Of  1846. 
Of  Communicants. 
Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  institute  an  inquiry  on  the  subject 
of  repelling  a  person  from  the  Holy  Communion,  according  to 
the  rubrics  and  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  shall 
summon  a  council  of  two  presbyters  and  two  laymen,  of  which 
he  shall  be  president,  to  decide  upon  the  case. 

Canon  o{  1847, 

AS  AMENDED  IN  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1848. 

Of  Elections. 

The  deputies  to  the  Greneral  Convention  from  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention;  who  shall  con* 
tiDoe  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  on  the  third  year 
next  after  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  delegation  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Convention ;  and  appointments  for 
the  interval  may  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  at  a  meet- 
ing specially  convened  for  that  purpose. 

(Eanon  of  1858. 

Of  the  Appointment  of  a  Diocesan  Registrar. 

Sect.  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  reports,  jour- 
nals, records  and  other  documents,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereaAer  become,  the 
property  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
and  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  provide. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Registrar  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  another  be  appointed  in  his  place. 
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€ation  of  1859. 

Of  the  Missionary  Organitation  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  three  District  Associations  of  this 
Diocese  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  Easter,  elect  three  clergy- 
men, settled  within  its  limits,  who  shall  represent  it  in  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

Sect.  2.  Every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  having  within  the  year 
preceding,  contributed  at  least  fifty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  lay  representative  in  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  of  service  of  the  Delegates  shall  commence 
at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

Sect.  4.  The  persons  so  chosen,  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio^  a  member  and,  when  present,  the  presiding 
ofiicer,  shall  constitute .  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  have 
full  charge  and  control  of  all  monies  contributed  to  its  funds, 
except  in  so  £Bir  as  they  may  be  limited  by  donors  of  funds  for 
special  purposes.  The  members  present  at  any  stated  or  duly 
notified  meeting  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Sect.  5.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  least 
once  in  two  months. 

Sect.  6.  One  or  more  missionaries  at  large  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  explore  and  officiate 
under  its  direction. 

Sect.  7.  This  Board  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Convention; 
and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  now  granted  to  the 
Commissioners  for  Church  Extension,  which  Commission  is 
hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  8.  For  all  the  purposes  of  Section  2,  monies  heretofore 
contributed  for  any  missionary  objects  within  this  Diocese,  may 
be  reckoned  as  if  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  9.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  so  soon  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  shall  have  received  official  notice  that  the 
District  Associations  have  elected  their  delegates.

Canon  of  t|e  ^txm^l  eontentfon  of  i85d. 

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  stale  of  the 
Churchy  from  time  to  time. 

SxcTioN  I.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  Mate  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
amount  of  the  communion  alms,  the  contributions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  .the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 
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Rule  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  addreM 
the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  bo  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Rule  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con* 
vention,  unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion,  when  required  by  any 
member,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  III.  When  the  ieport  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be* 
fore  the  original  motion. 
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Role  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  lime. 

Rule  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion, when  the  sense  will  admit  of  \U 

RxTLE  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

RiTLB  Yin.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minutes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order,  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rule  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  voted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.

Vnted^  That  tlu^  Convention  earnestly  recommend  to 
the  several  Parishes  to  ha^'e  ri»gard  in  the  election  of  Dele- 
gjites  to  the  jirobability  of  their  being  aide  ami  willing 
actually  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  so  far  as  |iractieahlr, 
in  connection  with  such  election,  to  require  their  assurance? 
that  they  will  attend  the  Con\'ention,  unless  prevented  by 
some  imfi»reseen  and  insuj>erable  obstacle. 

Votedj  That  this  Convention  urge  upon  all  persons,  who 
may  be  elected  Delegates  as  aforesaid,  the  givat  imjiortance 
and  the  serious  obligation  of  discharging  the  duty  wliich  is 
thus  imposed  upon  them.

The  Committee  on  Qualifications  beg  leave  to  Report : 
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That  the  list  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Conven- 
tion, as  fhmished  by  the  Bishop,  is  correct,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  name  of  Rev.  Samnel  Fuller,  D.D.,  who  has 
removed  from  the  Diocese.  Rev.  Dexter  Potter,  an  actual 
and  canonical  resident  for  the  year  last  past,  who  has  been 
regularly  oflGkiating  in  various  parishes  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  that  time,  and  for  the  last  four  months  has 
been  assistant  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  in  this  City ;  Rev. 
William  G.  Hawkins,  who  has  been  actually  and  canon- 
ically  resident  for  the  space  of  one  year,  and  has  recently 
been  elected  to  the  Rectorship  of  a  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
where  he  has  been  officiating ;  Rev.  William  S.  Bartlet,  an 
actual  and  canonical  resident,  and  who  has  generally  offici- 
ated since  his  resignation  of  St.  Luke's,  Chelsea,  in  Sunday 
service ;  Rev.  William  B.  Colbum,  an  actual  and  canonical 
resident,  and  who.  has  been  officiating  in  various  Parishes 
since  his  resignation  of  Christ  Church,  Quincy ;  and  Rev.

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  preached  ia  Graco 
Church,  Lawrence,  and  confirmed  17  in  the  evening. 

On  Tuesday,  May  24,  I  confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Stephen's,  Lynn,  including  1  from  Grace  Church,  Medford. 
I  would  here  mention  that  a  new  church,  by  the  name  of  St. 
Andrew's,  has  been  built  in  another  part  of  Lynn,  for  the  use  of 
the  summer  residents  in  the  neighborhood;  and  that  those 
engaged  in  the  work  intend  to  organize  a  parish.  The  building 
has  not  yet  been  consecrated. 

On  Wednesday,  May  25,  I  catechized  the  children  in  tha 
afternoon  in  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead;  and  confirmed  8 
persons  in  the  evening.  A  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
Rectorship  of  this  parish;  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Richmond  having 
resigned,  and  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Chase,  of 
the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey* 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter,  May  29, 1  confirmed  9  in 
the  morning  in  St.  Mary's,  Dorchester ;  one  of  the  candidates 
being  from  Grace  Church,  Boston. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  1  in  Christ 
2  y 
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Church,  Quiucy.  Since  the  period  of  mj  visit,  the  parish 
church  has  been  destroyed  by  fire.  I  am  happy  to  say, 
however,  that  energetic  measures  were  soon  afterwards  taken 
towards  the  building  of  a  new  church.  The  comer-stone  of  this 
edifice,  which  is  to  be  of  granite,  was  laid  during  the  last 
month  ;  and  I  trust  that  the  zealous  efforts,  thus  promptly  made, 
will  be  encouraged  by  the  assistance  that  will  be  needed  from 
other  portions  of  our  Church. 

On  Ascension-Day,  June  2,  it  was  my  pleasing  office,  in 
the  presence  of  many  of  the  clergy,  and  of  a  large  congregation, 
to  consecrate  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God  the  edifice  built 
by  the  parishioners  of  Grace  Church,  Salem.  This  church,  the 
design  of  w^hich  was  furnished  by  Messrs.  Emmerton  and 
Foster,  of  Salem,  though  a  wooden  structure,  is  very 
substantial ;  and,  in  its  simple  and  unpretending  beauty,  its 
devotional  aspect,  and  the  convenience  and  propriety  of  all  its 
arrangements,  is  every  thing  that  could  be  desired.  Its  cost 
was  86000  ;  which  sum,  added  to  $1800,  the  price  of  the  land, 
makes  the  whole  expense  of  the  undertaking  nearly  #8000. 
Just  before  the  consecration,  the  Rev.  George  D.  "Wildes  was 
elected  the  Rector  of  this  young  and  promising  parish,  and,  in 
consequence,  relinquished  the  charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea. 
May  the  abundant  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit  descend  upon  this 
second  Episcopal  church  in  the  ancient  city  of  Salem,  as  well 
as  upon  time-honored  St.  Peter's !  Towards  securing  this 
blessing  for  our  parishes,  the  framers  of  our  Liturgy  have 
effectually  done  their  part  by  the  scriptural  sc^^  ices  they  have 
provided.  It  remains  for  us,  the  ambassadors  of  Christ,  to 
see  that  our  teachings  are  imbued  with  tlie  same  evangelical 
spirit  which  marks  all  the  Prayer  Book.  My  beloved  friend  and 
associate  of  other  days  in  New  York,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Vaughan, 
one  of  the  former  Rectors  of  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  has  expressed, 
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in  a  letter  of  congratulation  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leeds  on  the 
completion  of  this  new  church,  a  sentiment  which  we  can 
never  ponder  too  deeply;  namely,  that  the  one  way  to  obtain 
the  benediction  of  heaven  upon  our  ministrations  is  "to 
hold  up  Clirist,  in  fulness  and  simplicity." 

On  the  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day,  June  5,  T  confirmed 
9  in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the  children,  in  the  temporary 
place  of  worship  of  tlic  congregation  of  Grace  Church, 
Newton  Corner. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  confirmed  10,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Paul's,  Brookh'ne.  To  those 
confirmed  here  at  this  time  are  to  be  added  3  afterwards 
confirmed  at  Newton  Comer;  making  the  whole  number  13 
for  the  year. 

On  "Wednesday,  June  8,  I  confirmed  4  in  the  evening  in 
Trinity  Church,  Pawtuckct. 

Tuesday  in  Whitsun-Week,  June  14,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Fall  River,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon  ;  and  confirmed  14  persons  in  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  June  15,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  Christ  Church,  Swansea;  and  in 
the  evening,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  H.  Chase, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  delivered  a  brief  address  to  the 
congregation.  This  parish  has  been  served,  since  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.   Colbum,   by   the    Rev.   N.   W.   Munroe,   of  the 

Diocese  of  New  York. 

« 

In  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  June  21,  I  confirmed  4,  and 
catechized  the  children,  in  St.  James's,  Greenfield. 

On  Wednesday,  June  22,  I  catechized  the  children  in  the 
afternoon,  and  preached  in  the  evening,  in  St.  John's,  North- 
ampton. Just  before  my  visit,  the  Rev.  Henry  H^  Bean, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  commenced  his  duties  as 
successor  to  Mr.  Barten  in  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish. 
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On  Thnrsday,  June  23,  I  preached  in  the  evening  in  Christ 
Church,  Springfield. 

On  St.  John  Baptist's  Day,  Friday,  June  24,  I  confirmed 
8  in  the  evening  in  Grace  Church,  Chicopee.  I  am  sorry 
to  say,  that  the  Rev.  A.  Croswell  has  been  constrained  by 
the  interruption  of  his  wonted  health  to  relinquish  this  situa- 
tion ;  and  that  the  vacancy  has  not  yet  been  supplied. 

On  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  June  26,  I  confirmed  15 
in  the  morning  in  St.  Peter's,  Salem  ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  8  in  the 
temporary  place  of  worship  occupied  by  the  congregation  of 
Calvary  Church,  Danvers. 

On  Friday,  July  1,  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theological  Seminaiy 
of  Virginia,  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  at  my  request,  admitted 
to  Deacon's  Orders  Mr.  Phillips  Brooks,  a  Candidate  £ot 
Orders  of  this  Diocese,  and  a  Student  of  that  Institution. 
Mr.  Brooks,  not  long  afterwards,  was  transferred  by  Letters 
Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  has  charge  of  a 
parish  in  Philadelphia. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  10,  I  confirmed  6  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Mary's,  Newton,  Lower  Falls. 

On  the  Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  July  31,  I  confirmed 
10  in  the  afternoon  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship  used  by 
the  congregation  of  Trinity  Churcli,  Melrose.  The  parish- 
ioners liavc,  since  ipy  visit,  completed  their  church,  and  begun 
to  occupy  it ;  although,  owing  to  a  small  indebtedness  yet 
remaining,  it  has  not  yet  been  consecrated. 

On  Monday,  September  26,  at  an  Ordination  held  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston,  I  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders 
Mr.  Richard  F.  Putnam,  a  Candidate  for  Orders  of  thia 
Diocese., 

During  the  month  of  October,  I  was  present  at  the  General 
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Conrontlon  of  our  Church  in  Richmond,  Virginia.;  and,  while 
there,  assisted  in  the  consecration  of  my  valued  brotlier,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Bedell,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  tlie  Ascension,  New 
York,  to  the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  Ohio.  Richly  may 
the  Divine  Spirit  rest  upon  his  labors  ;  and  long  may  he,  and 
the  distinguished  prelate  whom  he  has  been  called  to  aid,  be 
spared  to  bless  the  Church  of  God  and  the  world  with  the 
light  of  their  sound  doctrine,  and  the  influence  of  their  consis- 
tent and  holy  example ! 

On  the  Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  6,  I 
confirmed  7  in  the  evening  in  St.  Matthew's,  South  Boston. 
Since  the  time  of  my  visit,  this  parish  has  become  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Clinch,  who  for  so  many 
years  has  been  its  Rector.  Mr.  Clinch  has  accepted  the 
appointment  of  Chaplain  of  the  House  of  Correction,  South 
Boston ;  while  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Burrill,  his  predecessor  in  this 
office,  has  become  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Boston,  in 
succession  to  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Smithett,  who  has  removed  to 
the  Diocese  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Burrill,  in  addition  to  his  duties 
in  Christ  Church,  has  been  appointed  to  the  charge  of  our 
Diocesan  Mission  Chapel  for  Sailors  in  Commercial  Street; 
the  Rev.  John  Irwin,  the  former  incumbent  of  this  station, 
having  resigned  it,  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Montreal. 

On  Tuesday,  November  8,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
St.  John's,  WilkinsonviUe.  The  Rev.  Albert  D.  Spalter, 
Deacon,  who  officiated  for  some  time  in  this  parish,  was 
transferred  in  October  last  from  Vermont  to  this  Diocese  ;  and 
in  December  following  was  displaced  by  me  fi'om  the  ministry, 
under  the  provisions  of  Canon  V  of  1850.  The  vacancy  in 
the  Rectorship  has  just  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Kev.  William  G.  Hawkins. 

On  Thursday,  November  10, 1  preached  in  the  morning  and 
2* 
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evening  in  St.  John's,  Ashfield.  The  Rev.  Charles  Cleveland 
has  resigned  the  charge  of  this  parish,  and  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  New  York.  The  congregation  has  been  served, 
since  his  removal,  by  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Gardiner,  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York. 

On  Friday,  November  11, 1  confirmed  9  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  North  Adams.  I  regret  that  this  church,  owing  to  the 
debt  still  resting  upon  it,  has  not  yet  been  consecrated.  It  is  a 
very  neat  and  appropriate  building,  and  stands  in  a  desirable 
location.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jones  has,  since  my  visit,  relinquished 
the  charge  of  the  parish,  and  become  the  Rector  of  St.  James's, 
Greenfield.  No  successor  to  him  has  yet  been  appointed ;  but 
regular  services  have  been  conducted  on  the  Lord's  Day  by  a 
lay-reader. 

On  the  Twenty-First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  13, 1 
p];eached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Luke's,  Lanesborough ;  and 
confirmed  1  in  the  afternoon. 

On  Tuesday,  November  15,  I  confirmed  13  in  the  afternoon, 
and  catechized  the  children,  in  St.  Stephen's,  Pittsfield.  The 
Rev.  W.  H.  N.  Stewart  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  this 
parish,  and  been  transferred  by  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese 
of  Jamaica ;  and  his  successor  is  the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Pecke, 
from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey.  The  parishioners  of  Christ 
Church,  Pittsfield,  have  chosen  as  their  Rector  the  Rev.  James 
J.  Bowden,  who  has  been  received  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
Jersey,  and  has  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  field  to  which  he 
has  been  invited. 

On  Wednesday,  November  16,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  in 
Trinity  Church,  Lenox  ;  and 

On  Thursday,  November  17,  preached  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
Paul's,  Stockbridge.  The  Rev.  S.  P.  Parker  has  relinquished 
the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  and  confines  his  labors  to 
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Stockbridge ;  and  the  Bey.  Mr.  Penniman,  lately  his  assistant 
at  both  places,  has  been  chosen  to  the  charge  of  the  church  at 
Lenox. 

On  Friday,  November  18,  in  St.  James's,  Great  Barrington, 
I  held  an  Ordination  in  the  morning,  and  admitted  to  Priest's 
Orders  the  Rev,  C.  A.  L.  Richards,  Deacon,  Rector  of  the 
parish;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Parker,  L.  Green,  and  Spanlding, 
uniting  with  me  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  In  the  evening  I 
confirmed  8  in  the  same  church.  The  debt  remaining  on  this 
beautiful  edifice  not  having  been  yet  liquidated,  I  am  not 
Enabled  to  perform  the  gratifying  act  of  its  consecration. 

On  the  Twenty-Second  Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  20, 
I  preached  in  the  morning,  and  catechized  the*  children,  in  St. 
George's,  Lee ;  and  confirmed  15  in  the  afternoon.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Chapman  has  been  succeeded  in  the  charge  of  this  parish 
by  the  Rev.  John  F.  Spaulding,  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine. 
The  parishoners  here  intend  soliciting  aid  towards  the  removal 
of  the  debt,  incurred  by  the  building  of  their  church ;  and  I 
think  that  all  who  know  the  ready  liberality  with  which  they 
have  themselves  given  to  this  pious  work,  will  consider  them 
richly  entitled  to  the  assistance  of  others.  For  want  of  the 
needed  amount,  the  church  remains  without  consecration.  I 
cannot  omit  this  opportunity  of  recording  the  loss  which  St. 
George's  has  sustained,  in  the  unexpected  departure  ft'om  this 
life,  since  our  last  Convention,  of  the  Hon.  Lester  Filley. 
His  heart  and  soul,  his  time,  and  means,  were  given  fi^y  and 
constantly  to  the  promotion  of  the  prosperity  of  this  parish* 
His  summons  was  sudden.  But  we  have  the  sure  trust  that 
he  has  passed  to  a  blessed  immortality,  through  the  blood,  of 
that  Saviour  in  whom  he  had  so  long  believed,  and  whose 
cause  and  kingdom  he  had,  for  so  many  years,  steadily  labored  - 
to  advance. 
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On  Taeaday,  Korember  22,  I  ooBflnned  4  in  ili6  afkmioon, 
isnd  catechised  the  children,  in  Trinity  Chorehi  VaadenaenTiBiB* 

On  Thnnday,  November  24,  I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St. 
Pbnl'ft,  Otis ;  and 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  preadied  In  St.  Andrew's, 
New  Boston.  I  am  glad  to  Btate>  that  ihese  two  parishes  have 
riecnred  the  services  of  the  Bev^  E.  F.  Watson,  of  the  Diocese 
6f  Bhode  Ld^d. 

'  St.  Andrew's  Day,  Wednesday,  November  80',  I  oonfirmed 
7  in  the  afternoon  in  Christ  Church)  (^lat^iville. 

St  Thomas's  Day,  Wednesday,  December  21,  I  confirmed 
20  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  Chariestown. 

On  the  eveiiing  of  Christmas  Day,  I  confirmed  12  in  the 
Free  Church  of  St.  Mary  for  Sailors,  Boston. 

On  the  evening  of  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  Day,  Jannaxy 
1,  1860,  I  attended  the  Anniversary  of  i^  Sunday  School  of 
St  Matthew's,  South  Boston,  and  catechised  the  children,  and 
addressed  the  teachers.  Addresses  were  delivered  on  this 
highly  interesting  occasion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wells,  and  the  tier. 
Mr.  Burrill. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  8,  I 
confirmed  16  in  the  evening  in  the  temporary  place  of  worship 
of  the  congregation  of  Grace  Church,  Newton  Comer.  Of 
these  candidates,  8,  as  already  mentioned,  were  from  St.  Paul's, 
Brookline,  and  1  was  from  St.  Peter's,  Cambridgeport.  The 
12  parishioners  of  Grace  Church  thus  confirmed,  added  to  tiie 
9  previously  mentioned,  make  21  as  the  whole  number  for 
the  year. 

On  Wednesday,  January  11,1  instituted  into  the  Rectorship 
of  St.  Paul's,  Boston,  the  Rev.  Wm.  R.  Nicholson,  D.  D., 
formerly  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Cincinnati,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio.     The  Sermon  on  this  occasion  was  preached  by  the  Bev. 
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Alexander  H,  Vinton,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  H0I7  Trinity,  Phila- 
delphia, and  Dr.  Nicholson's  immediate  predecessor  in  St. 
Paul's.  May  the  connection  thus  formed  between  this  important 
parish  and  its  new  pastor  be  productive,  through  the  Holy 
Spirit,  of  large  blessings  to  the  congregation,  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  to  the  whole  Diocese  I 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany,  January  15,  I 
confirmed  in  the  afternoon  9  parishioners  of  St.  Mark's, 
Boston  ;  to  whom  is  to  be  added  1  to  be  mentlonccl  hereafter  as 
confirmed  at  Roxbury,  making  the  number  of  10  for  the  year. 
The  service  was  held  in  the  new  and  beautiful  place  of 
worship,  which  had  been  recently  completed  by  the  congrega- 
tion ;  and  which  it  is  their  purpose  to  occupy,  until  the  time 
when  they  shall  feel  themselves  sufficiently  strong,  to  build  a 
larger  and  more  substantial  edifice.  It  is  a  very  chaste, 
convenient,  and  appropriate  structure ;  and  affords  room  for 
about  500  worshippers. 

On  Wednesday,  January  18,  I  visited  for  the  first  time 
the*  parish  of  Grace  Church,  North  Attleborough ;  the  Rector 
of  which  is  the  Rev.  Julius  S.  Townsend,  who  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Pawtucket,  and  has  been  suc- 
ceeded there  by  the  Rev.  John  M.  Peck,  from  the  Diocese  of 
Maryland.  The  services  at  North  Attleborough  were  held  in 
the  evening  in  a  hall  used  by  the  congregation ;  and  I  adminis- 
tered Confirmation  to  4  persons  in  the  presence  of  a  large 
itfscmbly.  On  the  evening  of  the  following  day  I  confirmed  7 
at  East  Attleborough,  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Congrega- 
tional church. 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  March  7, 1  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Springfield;  and  on  the  following  day  instituted  into 
tho  Rectorship  of  that  parish,  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.   Mr.  Child,  the  Rev.  George  H.  McKnight,  from  the 
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Diocese  of  Indiana.  The  interest  of  the  occasion  was  greatly 
increased  by  the  presence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  D, 
D.,  Bishop  of  Iowa,  tlie  earliest  years  of  whose  ministry  were 
devoted  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  this  congregation ;  and  who, 
being  on  a  visit  to  Massachusetts  in  furtherance  of  the  interests 
of  Griswold  College,  Iowa,  was  invited  by  me  to  preach  the 
Sermon. 

On  Wednesday,  March  14,  at  the  conrteons  request  of  the 
Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  I  was  present  in  Grace  Church,  Provi- 
dence, in  that  Diocese,  on  occasion  of  the  admission  to  Priest's 
Orders  of  the  Rev.  James  I.  T.  Coolidgc,  Deacon ;  and 
preached  the  Sermon.  Mr.  Coolidge  was  transferred  to  Rhode 
Island  in  November  last,  and  is  Assistant  to  my  revered  friend 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Crocker,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Providence. 

On  the  Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  25,  I  confirmed  23  in 
the  morning  in  Trinity  Church,  Boston  ;  and 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  80  in  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge ;  to  whom  is  to  be  added  1,  afterwards 
confirmed  elsewhere.  A  few  days  afler  this  visit,  the  chancel 
of  Christ  Church  received  the  addition  of  a  beautiful  window  of 
stained  glass,  the  gifl  of  a  parishioner  as  a  memorial  of  his 
departed  mother.  A  chime  of  bells  as  also  been  procured,  by 
the  subscriptions  of  various  inliabitants  of  Cambridge ;  and 
sent  forth,  for  the  first  time,  its  tones  of  gladness  on  the  morning 
of  Easter  Day. 

On  Wednesday,  March  28,  I  confirmed  8  in  the  evening  in 
Grace  Church,  Salem. 

On  the  Sunday  next  before  Easter,  April  1,  I  confirmed  33  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Jameses,  Roxbury,  including  1  from 
St.  Mark's,  Boston. 

Wednesday  before  Easter,  April  4,  I  confirmed  13  in  the 
afternoon  in  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Boston. 
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Good  Friday,  April  6,  I  confirmed  6  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Luke's,  Chelsea.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Bartlet  has  resigned  the 
Rectorship  of  this  parish,  and  has  bcen^  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
James  H.  Tyng,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

Easter  Day,  April  8,  I  confirmed  14  in  the  afternoon  in  St. 
Paul's,  Dedham. 

On  Thursday,  April  12,  I  confirmed  76  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Anne's,  Lowell ;  making,  with  the  51  confirmed,  as  before 
mentioned,  in  May  last,  127  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  15, 1  confirmed  17  in 
the  afternoon  in  St.  Paul's,  Boston  ;  and 

Li  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  confirmed  9  in  St.  John's, 
Jamaica  Plain.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  parishioners  of  St. 
John's,  having  found  that  the  parsonage,  thoiHji  convenient  for 
its  nearness  to  the  church,  was  objectionable  owing  to  the 
dampness  of  the  ground  on  which  it  stands,  have  recently  pur- 
chased another  house,  new  and  spacious,  and  eligibly  situated, 
to  be  used  as  a  Rectory. 

On  Wednesday,  April  18,  I  confirmed  20  in  the  evening  in 
All  Saints',  Worcester.  The  Rectorship  of  this  parish  is  now 
filled  by  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Hager,  who  has  been  received  from  the 
Diocese  of  California. 

On  Thursday,  April  19,  I  confirmed  24  in  the  evening  in  St. 
John's,  Charlestown  ;  making,  with  the  20  already  mentioned  as 
having  been  confirmed  in  December  last,  44  as  the  whole  number 
since  our  last  Convention. 

On  the  Second  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  22,  I  confirmed 
10  in  the  evening  in  St.  John's,  East  Boston. 

On  Tuesday,  April  24,  I  confirmed  11  in  the  evening  in  St. 
Peter's,  Cambridgeport,  including  1  from  Christ  Church, 
Cambridge.  To  the  10  confirmed  at  this  time  in  St.  Peter's  is 
to  be  added  1,  confirmed,  as  before  said,  at  Newton  Comer ; 
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making  11  as  the  number  since  the  last  Convention  I  was 
pleased  to  find  that  this  church,  since  my  previous  ^-isit,  bad 
been  furnished  with  a  new  organ  of  superior  tone,  and  that  gas 
lights  liad  been  also  introduced. 

St.  Mark's  Day,  April  25, 1  confirmed  12  in  the  evening  in 
St.  Mary's,  Dorchester  ;  making,  with  the  8  already  mentioned 
as  confirmed  in  May  last,  20  as  the  number  for  the  year. 

On  Friday,  April  27,  I  confirmed  11  in  the  evening  in  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  Boston. 

On  the  Third  Sunday  after  Easter,  April  29,  I  confirmed  18 
in  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Boston ;  to  which  number 
is  to  be  added  1  confirmed,  as  before  stated,  at  Dorchester, 
making  14  for  the  year  :  —  and 

In  the  evenixfl  of  the  same  day,  I  confirmed  25  in  the 
Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Southgate 
has  been  succeeded  in  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish  by  the  Rev. 
James  A.  Bolles,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

In  addition  to  what  is  thus  recorded,  I  have  to  mention  that 
a  new  parish  has  been  organized  in  this  ci^,  by  the  name  of 
Emmanuel  Church  ;  and  that  measures  have  been  taken,  by  the 
persons  engaged  in  the  enterprise,  for  the  building  of  a  church 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Arlington  Street. 

The  preceding  particulars  give  the  following  residt:  —  I 
have  oonfinned,  since  the  last  Convention,  715  persons ; 
ordained  2  Deacons,  and  2  Priests  ;  laid  the  comer  stone  of 
1  churcli,  in  addition  to  that  of  another  church  laid  by  a 
<lerg}Tiii\n  of  the  Diocese ;  have  consecrated  1  church  ;  and 
1  pari.sh  has  been  organized. 

Besides  the  changes  already  mentioned  as  having  occurred  in 
the  Diocese,  there  have  been  the  following : — The  Rev.  George 
Leeds  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's,  Salem,  and 
become  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Philadelphia ;  the  Rev.  Justin 
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Field  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  Medford ; 
the  Rev.  W.  B.  Colhum  has  ceased  to  officiate  at  Quincj  ;  the 
Rev.  Arthur  Mason,  from  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  has 
become  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea ;  The  Rev.  Alfred 
B.  Goodrich  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Millyille, 
and  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  — 
and  has  been  succeeded  at  Millville  hy  the  Rev.  John  V.  Lewis, 
DecLCon,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York  ;  the  Rev.  John  Cotton 
Smith  has  resigned  the  office  of  Assistant  Minister  of  Trini^ 
Church,  Boston,  and  become  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  New  York ;  the  Rev.  Edmund  B.  Palmer  has  been 
received  from  the  Diocese  of  Michigan,  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Hale,  D.  D.,  fiK)m  Western  New  York ;  the  Rev.  John  West 
has  returned  to  this  Diocese  from  Kentucky ;  the  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Wheeler  has  been  transferred  to  Rhode  Island ;  the  Rev 
Noah  Disbrow  has  relinquished  his  charge  at  Nantucket,  and 
removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Huron ;  the  Rev.  Gt>rdon  M.  Bradley 
has  been  transferred  to  Maine ;  and .  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Renouf  to 
New  Hampshire. 

Of  four  churches  which  have  been  completed  since  our  last 
Convention,  I  have  not  yet  mentioned  St.  Andrew's,  Chelsea, 
and  Calvary  Church,  Danvers.  The  former  of  these  is  now 
occupied ;  but,  frt>m  the  same  hindrance  which  has  occurred 
in  other  cases,  the  existence  of  debt,  has  not  been  consecrated. 

The  church  at  Danvers  will,  I  believe,  soon  be  presented  to 
me  for  that  purpose. 

Services  have  been  held  for  some  time  at  Hyde  Park ;  and,  as 
soon  as  the  requsite  means  shall  have  been  secured,  the  building 
of  a  church  will  be  commenced.  The  Rev«  D.  G.  Haskins  has 
been  officiating  there  for  some  time. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  of  the  Diocese  are  as  follows  :«— 
Wentworth  S.  Butler,  Abner  P.  Brush,  Charles  C.  Wright, 
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Samuel  S.  Spear,  Albert  U.  Stanley,  ^Robert  Murray,  Jr.,  Alvan 
H.  Washburn,  Frederick  D.  Huntington,  and  William  R.  Hunt- 
ington—  Total,  9.  Charles  A.  Sumner,  whose  name  was  on  the 
list  presented  at  the  last  Convention,  not  having  complied  with 
the  canonical  requirement  in  reference  to  applying  for  examina- 
tions, has  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate. 

I  regret  to  have  to  state,  and  you,  also,  will  regret  to  hear, 
that  our  Board  of  Missions  have  not  succeeded  in  securing  the 
'•ervices  of  a  missionary  at  large,   although  they  have  made 
active  efforts  towards  the  accomplishment  of  this  object.    The 
labors  of  more  than  one  person  in  such  a  work  might  be  em- 
ployed, at  this  time,  with  the  certainty  of  the  best  results  to'fbe 
prosperity  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  interests  of  true  religi6n. 
Let  us  hope  that,  during  thft  coming  year,  divine  Providence 
may  crown  with  a  blessing    our  exertions  in  this  direction. 
There  is,  undoubtedly,  a  turning  of  the  minds  of  the  people, 
just  now,  to  our  Church ;   and  a  growing  appreciation  of  the 
blessed  &ct,  that  we  are  tied  down,  in  our  prescribed  services, 
to  that  simple  truth   of  Christ  Crucified,  which  is  the  one  way 
of  salvation,  and  the   only  source  of  abiding  peace  and  joy. 
Let  us  be  thankful  our  selves  for  this  unspeakable   privilege. 
Let  us  take  courage,  while  laboring  to  extend  our  borders,  from 
the  thought  that  we  are  thereby  widening  the  sphere  of  an  influ- 
ence, -which  is  pre-eminently  for  the  promotion  of  man^s  happi- 
ness  in  time   and   in   eternity.      Let  our  own   teaching,   my 
brethren  of  the  clergy,  correspond  with  the  spirit  of  our  Liturgy, 
our  Articles,  and  our  Homilies.     Let  us  proclaim  salvation  by 
the  Lamb   of  God  with  directness  ;  vnth  simplicity ;    with  that 
plainness,  which  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands  —  which 
mankind  need  —  and  which  will  commend  itself  with   certain 
power  to  the  human  conscience.     And  oh  that  our  Laity  may 
discern,  more  and  more,  the  necessity  of  such  preaching  ,*  ihe 
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coimQxion  whidi  evangeUcal  diK^trine,  as  difltingimhed  fipom 
mere  ceremonialiam,  has  with  their  own  individual  safety ;  and 
its  indispensableness  as  an  agency  in  the  increase  of  that  Church 
which  they  desire  to  extend  I  Everything  but  the  Lord  Jesus, 
formed  in  the  heart  '^  the  hope  of  glory,"  is  sand ;  and,  at ''  the 
great  and  terrible  day  of  the  Lord,"  shall  be  swept  from  be- 
neadi  the  feet.  The  Holy  Spirit  convince  us  of  this  more 
deeply,  as  we  advance  towards  our  end ;  and  bring  us  more 
and  more  closely  to  Him,  in  whom  alone  ^^  we  have  redemption 
through  his  blood,  even  the  forgiveness  of  sins !" 

Li  conclusion,  let  me  urge  upon  the  lay  delegates  at  this  Con- 
vention, and  upon  the  people  who,  in  our  various  parishes,  enjoy 
the  preaching  of  the  word,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  gospel, 
the  duty  and  privilege  of  keeping  up  those  meetings  for  social 
Pieayer,  which,  wherever  they  have  been  maintained  during  the 
last  &w  years,  have  been  attended  with  so  evident  a  blessing. 
Such  a  blessing  cannot  but  come.  My  brethren,  Paul  may 
^*  plant,"  and  Apollos  may  "  water;"  but  it  is  "  God  that  giveth 
the  increase."  But  He  giveth  in  answer  to  fervent  supplication. 
Let  Christ's  followers  bear  this  in  mind ;  and,  shaking  off  that 
spirit  of  formality  which  is  one  of  our  most  constantly  besetting 
sins,  let  them  regularly  commend  the  work  of  the  ministry  to 
^im  who  is  ever  ready  to  hear,  and  to  pour  down  on  every 
field  of  labor  '^  the  healthful  Spirit  of  his  grace." 

The  Rev.  Theo.  Edson,  D.D.,  from  the  Conuuittee  on 
New  Parishes,  made  the  following  Report :

The  Church  Registrar  of  this  Diocese  reports  to  the  Couveu- 
tion,  that  he  has  received  during  the  past  year  from  Benj.  P. 
Richardson,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  the  account  book  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Easter  Collections  of  the  Eastern  Diocese ;  sundry  docu* 
ments  from  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cutler ;  and  a  copy  of  the  ^'  Early 
History  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Maine,"  from  the  Rev. 
Ed.  Ballard.  It  is  important  that  a  complete  set  of  the  Journals 
the  Conventions  of  this  Diocese  shpiild  be  preserved  in  the  arch- 
ives of  the  Church,  and  the  undersigned  therefore  reoommends  the 
adoption  of  a  Resolution  authorizing  the  Church  Registrar  to 
procure  a  set  of  such  Journals,  bound  in  a  substantial  and  con- 
venient form.

D.  Wildes,  from  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  Seamen,  made  the  following  Annual  Report  of  that 
Body:

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  to  Seamen,  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  Report : 

Since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  some  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  membership  of  the  Board.  The  Rev.  J.  Cotton 
Smith,  having  removed  from  the  Diocese,  his  place  has  been 
supplied  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  G.  S.  Converse,  of  St. 
James's,  Roxbury.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Nicholson,  of  St.  Paul's, 
Boston,  has  also  been  elected  a  member,  in  the  place  of  J. 
Jeffries,  M.  D.,  resigned. 

Early  in  the  Conventional  year,  the  Rev.  John  Irwin,  then 
the  Missionary,  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Mission,  having  been 
called  to  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Canada 
East.  Mr.  Irwin's  labors  in  behalf  of  seamen,  had  so  entirely 
commended  him  to  the  Board  as  a  faithful  and  devoted  minister 
of  Christ,  that  no  pains  were  spared  by  the  friends  of  the  Mission 
to  retain  his  services  in  that  field.  It  was  with  great  reluctance 
that  Mr.  Irwin's  resignation  was  accepted,  and  it  is  now  alike 
the  duty  and  pleasure  of  the  Board  to  bear  testimony  to  his  zeal, 
efficiency,  and  success,  while  laboring  in  the  service  of  the 
Mission.  Many  seals  of  his  ministry  now  rejoice  in  Christian 
hope,  and  the  Last  Day  will  doubtless  reveal  other  and  blessed 
fruits  of  the  self-denying  and  prayerfrd  efforts  of  the  Missionary 
among  '*•  them  that  remain  in  the  broad  sea." 

Prior  to  the  election  of  the  present  Missionary,  the  services  at 
the  Chapel  in  Commercial  street  were  uninterrupted.  The  same 
gentleman  who  for  years  has  devoted  time  and  means  to  the 
service  of  the  Mission,  has  never  allowed  its  work  to  be  sus- 
pended. With  the  assistance  of  various  clergymen  the  usual 
services  were  constantly  held,  until  the  election  of  the  present 
Missionary,  and  the  wants  of  destitute  seamen  met,^  as  before,  by 
the  valuable  aid  of  the  Ladies'  Association,  and  of  individual 
friends  of  the  Mission. 

The  Rev.  J.  T.  Burrill,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  having 
been  elected  the  Missionary,  took  charge  of  the  services  at  the 
Chapel  on  Septuagesima  Sunday.     His  report  to  the  Boar^ 
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presents  the  details  of  service  since  tliat  period,  and  furnishes 
occaaion  for  renewed  encouragement  to  the  friends  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Mission.  It  was  deeply  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  be 
able  to  effect  such  arrangements  «s  that  the  ancient  Parish  of 
Christ  Church  should  be  acceptably  served,  and  at  the  same 
time  their  own  field  of  duty  be  supplied.  The  labors  of  Mr. 
Burrill,  in  both  relations,  have  thus  far  vindicated  the  wisdom  of 
his  selection,  both  as  Rector  and  Chaplain.  His  well  known 
faithfulness  and  success  in  other  spheres  of  ministerial  duty,  fully 
warrant  the  belief  that  rich  blessings  await  his  ministrations  in 
his  present  relation. 

In  closing  their  Report,  the  Board  would  express  the  convic- 
tion that  at  no  period  of  its  history  has  the  Mission  presented 
stronger  grounds  for  encouragement  and  renewed  zeal  in  its 
support,  than  at  present.  With  a  centrally  located  and  con- 
venient chapel,  with  an  able  and  devoted  Chaplain,  with  ab 
increasing  attendance  of  seamen  upon  the  services,  the  Mission 
needs  only  an  increase  of  !he  prayerM  sympathy  which  it  has 
always  met  with  from  some  hearts,  to  render  it  more  efideni  as 
an  agency  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  behalf  of  seamen. 
Shall  it  not  receive  such  from  a  greater  number  of  the  Parishes, 
who  by  their  representatives  in  Convention,  annually  elect  a 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  oversight?  And  especially,  as  in 
connection  with  its  o^vn  field,  in  large  proportion  furnishing  the 
means  for  the  service  of  the  ministry  in  the  venerable  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  may  it  not  expect  substantial  aid  from  those  to 
whom  the  memories  and  associations  of  the  past  are  no  le?s  dear 
than  is  the  cause  with  which  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  Seamen  are  more  immediately  connected.

the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Indigent  Clergymen. 
The  Rev.  W.  R.  Babcock,  from  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Missions,  presented  the  following  Annual  Report  of  that 
Body: 

Ileport  of  tl)e  Boarb  of  Mxssxovlb. 

The  Board  respectfully  present  to  the  Convention  their  twen- 
^•fourth  Annual  Report : 

By  a  Canon  of  the  last  Convention,  several  important  changes 
were  made  in  the  constitution  of  this  Board,  for  the  purpose  of 
effecting  greater  union  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board  and  the 
District  Associations,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the 
missionary  organization  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  various  fields  of 
missionary  labor  into  more  close  and  familiar  relations  to  each 
other.  With  these  objects  in  view,  the  Canon  of  1859  provideid 
that  each  District  Association  be  represented  in  the  Board  by 
three  clerical  delegates;  and  also,  that  eveiy  Parish  in  the 
Diocese,  having  contributed  within  the  preceding  year,  at  least, 
fifty  dollars,  for  any  missionary  objects  within  the  Diocese,  be 
entitled  to  one  Lay  representative  in  the  Board. 

In  accordance  with  these  Provisions,  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  was  held  at  the  residence  of  the  Bishop,  on  the  evening  of 
July  14,  1859.  Certificates  of  election  were  presented  by  three 
Clerical  Delegates  from  each  of  the  District  Associations,  and 
also  by  one  Lay  Delegate  each,  from  seven  Parishes,  namely : 

Trinity  Church,  Boston.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Brookline. 

St.  PauFs  Church,  Boston.      Christ  Church,  Cambridge. 

Grace  Church,  Boston.  Christ  Church,  Waltham. 

St.  John's  Church,  Jamaica  Plain. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made  for  the  ensuing  year, 
or  at  the  same  rate  during  so  much  of  the  year  as  the  Parishes 
shall  have  settled  clergymen :

The  Treasurer  reports  the  Missionaries  all  paid  to  April  1st, 
and  the  Board  as  being  now  free  from  debt. 

Including  the  sums  pledged  at  the  last  Convention  toward 
paying  arrearages  of  salary  due  to  Missionaries,  the  Treasurer 
acknowledges  the  receipt,  during  the  year,  of  $2,720.78  for  this 
Board;  from  the  Eastern  District  Association,  9783.76;  and 
from  the  Southern  District  Association,  $815.23,  —  making  al- 
together $4,219.77.  This,  however,  does  not  cover  the  entm 
amount  raised  by  the  Associations,  some  portions  of  which  are 
expended  for  local  objects,  and  others  sometimes  find  their  way 
to  the  Missionaries,  without  passing  through  the  hands  of  our 
Treasurer. 

No  applications  for  aid  have  been  received  during  the  year 
from  new  Missionary  stations. 

The  Parishes  at  Newton  Comer  and  Lenox  have  become  self- 
supporting,  and  will  require  no  further  assistance  from  the 
Board. 

The  Parishes  assisted  by  the  Board,  are  believed  to  be  gener- 
ally in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition,  and  several  of  them 
will  soon  be  able  to  relieve  the  Board  of  further  charge. 

Tlie  Missionary  at  North  and  East  Attleborough,  employed  by 
the  Soutliem  District  Association,  has  been  laboring  with  great 
fidelity  and  success ;  but  under  the  heavy  pressure  of  duties,  his 
health  has  at  length  failed,  and  during  the  last  two  months  his 
work  has  been  carried  forward  by  Clergymen  engaged  from  time 
to  time,  by  a  committee  of  the  Southern  District,  appointed 
for  that  purpose.  His  field  of  labor  is  one  of  unusual  promise. 
Already,  efforts  are  in  progress  for  the  erection  of  a  Chapel,  and 
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in  due  time,  we  believe,  a  rich  harvest  will  be  gathered  from  the 
seed  which  he  has  faithfully  and  assiduously  sown. 

At  Hyde  Park,  the  services  of  the  Church  have  been  main- 
tained through  the  year,  with  little  or  no  interruption,  either  by 
Clergymen  sent  by  the  Southern  Association  or  by  lay-reading. 
Arrangements  are  nearly  completed  for  the  erection  of  a  Church, 
upon  a  lot  to  be  given  for  that  purpose.  The  growing  interest 
manifested  in  the  enterprise,  and  the  rapid  increase  of  population 
in  that  infant  settlement,  warrant  the  hope  that  they  will  soon 
have  an  established,  vigorous  and  prosperous  Parish. 

Meetings  of  the  Easterii  and  Southern  Associations  have  been 
regularly  and  frequently  held  during  the  year.  But  on  account 
of  the  distance  at  which  the  members  reside  from  each  other,  the 
Western  Association  has  only  been  able  to  hold  quarterly 
meetings. 

The  Canon  of  1859  provides  that  one  or  more  Missionaries 
at  large  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  visit,  explore  and  officiate  under  its  direction.  The  impor- 
tance of  this  provision  was  obvious  to  the  Board,  and  had 
previously  been  the  subject  of  frequent  and  earnest  discussion. 
But  all  action  in  the  premises  had  been  restrained  by  the  fact 
that  the  funds  placed  at  our  disposal,  scarcely  sufficed  for  the 
meagre  maintainance  of  the  few  Missionaries  already  employed. 
Under  the  authority  given  by  the  Canon,  the  Board  determined 
to  act,  —  to  appoint  an  Itinerant  Missionary,  so  soon  as  a  suit- 
able person  could  be  found,  —  and  for  the  means  necessary  to 
meet  the  additional  expense  thus  incurred,  to  rely  upon  the 
Christian  liberality  of  those  by  whose  direction  the  appointment 
was  made.  In  the  last  autumn,  a  committee  was  chosen  to  make 
the  requisite  inquiries,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  so  soon  as  a 
person  could  be  found,  possessing  the  requisite  qualifications  for 
discharging  the  delicate  and  responsible  duties  of  such  an  office. 
But,  after  extensive  inquiry  and  correspondence,  this  Committee 
were  unable  to  recommend  any  person  who  was  satiafactory  to 
the  Board. 

At  a  Union  Meeting  of  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Associa- 
tions, holden  in  the  month  of  March  at  the  Church  of  the 
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Advent,  in  this  City,  the  importance  of  this  measure  was  fully 
discussed ;  a  sum  nearly  sufficient  for  the  support  for  one  year  of 
an  Itinerant  Missionary  was  promptly  pledged ;  and*  the  Rev. 
George  W.  Durell,  of  Calais,  Maine,  was  recommended  to  the 
Board,  as  a  suitable  person  to  be  employed.  At  our  next  meet^ 
ing,  this  recommendation  was  approved,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Durell  was  unanimously  elected.  But  we  regret  to  say  he  has 
declined  our  invitation,  and  that  the  year  ends  with  this  impor- 
tant post  still  unoccupied. 

No  material  results  appear  to  have  followed  the  recent  change 
in  our  Missionary  organization,  as  regards  either  the  attends 
ance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  the  amount  of  money 
contributed,  or  the  number  of  Missionaries  employed. 

By  the  Canon  of  1859,  the  appointment  of  Clerical  Delegates 
is  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Convention,  and  is  committed  to 
the  Associations,  only  two  of  which,  however,  have  been  regu- 
larly represented  by  their  delegates  at  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the  Board.  Of  the  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  entitled  to  Lay 
representatives,  more  than  one  half  have  failed  to  appoint  them. 
A  larger  attendance  is,  on  many  accounts,  to  be  desired,  especi- 
ally as  a  means  of  creating  a  deeper  interest  in  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  awakening  a  wider  sympathy  with 
those  who  do  it.  This  result  might,  perhaps,  be  attained,  should 
the  Convention  see  fit  to  allow  the  appointment  of  a  somewhat 
larger  number  of  Clerical  Delegates  from  the  District  Associa- 
tions, and  should  all  the  Parishes  entitled  to  Lay  representatives, 
appoint  them,  and  urge  their  attendance,  as  often  as  may  be 
practicable. 

But  after  all,  the  vigor  and  efficiency  of  our  Missionary  work 
depend  upon  causes  which  lie  deeper  —  love  for  the  souls  of  our 
fellow  men,  for  the  Gospel  and  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  a  true, 
practical  recognition  of  the  responsibilities  of  our  stewardship. 

Li  conclusion,  the  Board  recommend  to  the  Convention  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved^  That  the  manifest  change  of  public  sentiment  in 
favor  of  the  doctrines^  the  constitutwn^  and  the  conservative  policy 
of  the  Church,  and  the  important  points  around  us,  where  her 
services  are  still  to  be  introduced,  unite  to  urge  the  strong 
and  peculiar  claim  of   our  Missionary  work  to  the  earnest

2.  The  second  doubtful  phrase  occurs  on  the  11th  line,  and  is 
as  follows :  "  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station.** 
A  majority  of  the  Committee  believe  that  the  phrase  is  to  be 
understood  in  a  local,  and  not  in  an  official,  sense. 

Your  Committee  being   appointed    to  report  on   the   lUeral 
meaning  of  the  Article,  do  not  feel  authorized  to  express  an 
opinion  on  the  spirit  of  the  same.

Parochial  and  Lay  Delegates  shaU  be  chosen 
annually  at  Parish  Meetings,  or  by  the  Wardens  and  Ytotiy, 
and  ^all  continue  in  office  until  others  are  cboseti  i^  their 
places,  or  until  the  Parish  has  forfeited  the  right  of  r^resenta* 
tion  in  the  Board,  by  a  non-compliance  with  the  conditions  of 
this  Canon. 

The  term  of  service  of  ajl  the  Delegates  shall  comaience  at 
the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention.

The  Bible  Classes,  conducted  bj 
the  Assistant  Minister,  were  discontinued  at  the  time  of  his  res- 
ignation ;  but  a  Bible  Class  of  joung  men  has  recently  beeo 
formed,  which  now  consists  of  7,  and  which  is  conducted  bj  a 
candidate  for  Orders.

The  Holy  Commu- 
nion I  have  administered  29  times  at  Church,  and  to  the  sick 
and  dying.  The  annual  amount  of  relief  to  the  poor  given 
at  and  from  St.  Stephen's  House,  is  $5,572.06,  which  has 
furnished  51,890  items  in  food,  clothing,  fuel,  rent,  work,  nurs- 
ing, and  the  like.  Some  items  of  which  are,  34,594  meals ; 
9,572  lodgings;  1,245  loaves  given  to  families ;  1,349  parcels 
of  tea  and  sugar ;  205  small  bags  of  flour  and  meal ;  1,612  pairs 
of  shoes,  socks,  shirts,  flannels,  outer  garments,  &c.,  besides 
second-hand  articles ;  170  large  comforters  and  blankets;  170 
weeks'  rent;  120  weeks'  nursing  and  care  of  the  sick;  150 
parcels  of  fuel ;  1,307  days'  work,  done  by  and  for  the  poor ; 
and  1,065  articles  made  by  and  for  the  poor,  and  a  fair  price 
|)aid  therefor. 

I  have  been  assisted  in  my  Church  and  Parochial  work  for 
some  months  past,  by  the  Rev.  Dexter  Potter.  The  Sunday 
School,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Russell  Sturgis,  Jr.,  with  an 
excellent  board  of  Teachers,  has  made  a  great  advance  during 
the  past  winter.

The  late  Rector  resigned  his  office  at  Easter,  and  immediately 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  Chaplain  to  the  City  Institutions,  to 
which  he  had  been  previously  elected.  The  Parish  has  not  yet 
selected  a  successor,  the  Parochial  duties  being  discharged  by 
the  late  Rector,  so  far  as  his  other  occupations  will  permit.  An 
effort  is  now  being  made  by  the  Congregation  to  disencumber 
themselves  of  the  cemetery  under  the  Church — a  nuisaace  and 
incubus  which  for  many  years  have  seriously  impeded  the  growth 
of  the  Parish  in  this  flourishing  and  populous  ward  of  the  City.

The  Rector  would  respectMly  report  that  during  the  past 
Conventional  year  he  has  baptized  18  persons,  17  infants,  and  1 
adult.  Married,  2  couples.  Buried,  11.  On  April  22, 1860, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  confirmed  10  persons.  Communicants : 
removed  by  transfer,  2  ;  by  death,  1 ;  present  number,  62.  The 
Communion  alms  have  amounted  to  $54.25.  Contributions  for 
Sunday  School  purposes,  $10.55  ;  American  Bible  Society,  $7  ; 
for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  other  purposes,  834.10. 

The  Parish  is  in  a  good  working  condition.  It  is  gradually 
advancing  and  strengthening.  Our  usual  Lent  Lectures  have 
been  very  well  attended,  and  amidst  the  various  changes  incident 
to  our  population,  which  is  a  cause  of  suffering,  the  ordinary 
Sunday  attendance  has  been  very  good.  The  depression  in  com- 
merce affects  us  unfavorably,  and  yet  the  Parish  has  done  better 
than  might  have  been  justly  expected.  The  number  of  persons 
confirmed  has  been  nearly  double  that  of  any  former  period ;  and 
in  a  spiritual  point  of  view,  we  hope  for  much  more  encouraging 
days. 
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To  iht  EU  Bev.  the  Bishop  of  MauachuHtis  : 

JSpiaoopal  HKmon  to  Seamen. 

In  the  Convention  of  1845,  the  subject  of  Missions  to  Seamen 
was  introduced,  under  the  conviction  that  the  Church  ought  to 
do  something  for  the  benefit  of  this  class  of  men,  —  a  class,  who 
for  their  usefulness,  perils,  and  privations,  have  a  strong  claim 
upon  our  sympathy  and  active  charity. 

This  duty  was  entrusted  to  a  Board  appointed  by  that  Con- 
vention, and '  annually  elected  since  for  the  same  purpose. 
Under  the  charge  of  this  Board,  the  "  Episcopal  Mission  for 
Seamen**  was  established,  and  is  still  fulfilling  its  appointed 
duties.  It  exists  as  an  integral  part  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
work,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Convention ;  and  what  is  best  of 
un,  it  has  received^  by  manifest  tokens,  the  sanction  of  the  great 
Head  of  the  Church  in  Heaven.  The  records  and  reports  of 
the  past  fifteen  years  indicate  a  degree  of  success  sufficient  to 
-satisfy  ns  that  it  is  an  agency  favored  of  God,  and  worthy  of 
the  continued  support  of  his  people. 

Having  so  recently  taken  charge  of  this  Mission,  I  can  only 
speak  of  the  commencement  of  my  labors,  and  of  my  humble 
trust  in  the  blessing  of  Him,  who  has  promised  the  fruits  in  due 
season,  if  w#  faint  not. 

I  entered  upon  my  duties  at  the  Seamen's  Chapel,  on  Septua- 
gesima  Sunday,  Feb.  5,  since  which  the  members  in  attendance 
have  increased,  and  much  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
services.  The  congregations  in  the  morning,  I  am  informed, 
number  from  80  to  50.  In  the  evening,  the  number  present  at 
the  first  service  which  I  attended  was  about  60,  and  at  the  last 
over  100.  A  large  proportion  of  these  are  seamen,  and  such  as 
are  employed  about  ships,  either  as  mechanics  or  laborers. 

The  evening  service  on  Sunday  is  invariably  followed  by  a 
prayer  meeting,  in  which  Sailors  have  often  spoken  of  what  Grod 
has  done  for  their  souls,  and  many  earnest  prayers  are  offered 
for  the  conversion  of  others.  The  Tuesday  evening  prayer 
meeting  is  not  numerously  attended,  —  usuaUy  firom  10  to  15  are 
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present, — but  it  has  been  found  profitable  to  those  who  do  at- 
tend, and  I  can  bear  warm  testimony  to  the  ^beneficial  efifoets  of 
these  social  religious  meetings. 

I  have  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Chapel  on  three 
occasions.  On  the  first,  there  were  11,  and  on  the  laat,  16  com- 
municants. These  seasons  of  partaking  of  the  memorials  of  a 
dying  Saviour's  love  have  been  peculiarly  solemn  and  edifying. 

Since  assuming  the  charge  of  this  Mission,  I  have  invited  the 
seamen  who  attend  our  services,  to  meet  me  at  the  Chapel  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  mornings  of  each  week,  for  religious  con- 
sultation, and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  Bibles  or  tracts,  and 
such  articles  of  clothing  as  those  in  destitute  circumstances  may 
stand  in  need  of.  I  have  usually  found  a  number  waiting  for  me 
at  the  door  on  my  arrival.  I  have  distributed  67  Bibles  to  aea- 
men,  who  were  destitute  of  a  copy  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures ;  14 
Prayer  Books,  and  a  large  amount  of  tracts  and  religious  papen. 
I  have  also  distributed  among  destitute  seamen,  147  articles  of 
clothing.  On  one  occasion  I  clothed  the  entire  crew  of  an 
English  brig  which  was  wrecked  in  coming  into  our  harbor. 
They  were  at  our  Chapel  all  day  on  the  Sunday  after  their 
rescue,  and  were  very  destitute.  Another  crew  from  Cape  Veid 
Islands,  consisting  of  12  young  men,  were  supplied  with  Bibles 
and  other  religious  reading  on  the  day  before  sailing.  One  of 
them  was  evidently  a  pious  man,  and  induced  the  others  to  come 
to  our  Chapel.  I  can  never  forget  the  interest  which  he  mani- 
fested for  their  spiritual  welfare.  It  was  to  me  a  striking  illus- 
tration of  the  value  and  importance  of  the  conversion  of  one  sailor 
to  God. 

This  Mission  is  doing  a  good  work,  not  only  for  sailors  who 
are  in  port  but  a  short  time,  and  then  off*  upon  the  ocean  again, 
but  for  others  who  have  a  more  permanent  residence  among  us, 
and  who  do  not  attend  any  other  place  of  worship.  It  is  unob- 
trusive and  quiet  in  all  its  operations,  and  its  meetings  have  been 
thus  far  well  sustained  without  extraneous  aid.  It  has  probably 
never  been  on  a  better  or  more  permanent  footing  than  it  is  at 
this  day,  nor  have  its  prospects  for  usefulness  been  more  encour- 
aging.    Cheered  by  the  favoring  smiles  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
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Church ;  sustained  by  the  prajers  and  contributions  of  its 
firiends,  —  it  is  an  agency  in  the  cause  of  seamen  which  com- 
mends itself  to  the  Church  in  this  City  and  Diocese.

Church  expenses :  Organist,  $52 ;  Choir, 
$100 ;  Gas,.  $30  ;  Coal,  $25  ;  Printing,  $65  ;  Repairs,  and  other 
expenses,  $160 ;  Total,  $432.  Book  distribution :  As  in  former 
years,  our  seamen  before  going  to  sea,  have  been  supplied  with 
Bibles,  Testaments,  Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  and  other  suitable 
publications.  Almost  every  week,  tidings  reach  us  of  the 
benefit  this  department  of  labor  is  working  on  the  minds  of  sea- 
men while  away  from  home.  To  a  considerable  extent  it  has 
taken  the  place  of  the  debasing  literature  which  formerly  found 
its  way  into  the  forecastle.  700  Bibles  and  800  Testaments  in 
all  languages  have  been  given  to  seamen  on  the  eve  of  sailing. 
Prayer  Books,  10  French,  10  German,  and  650  £nglish.  lA 
addition  to  these,  over  700  religious  books,  with  tracts,  papers, 
^bc«,  without  count. 

It  is  with  no  ordinary  feeling  of  gratitude  to  the  "  Giver  of 
6* 
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OTery  good  and  perfect  gift,"  that  tlie  Bector  of  St.  Marx's  prek 
Bents  this,  Ids  fifteenth  annual  report  of  labor  among  seameib 
Trials  many,  and  troubles  not  a  few,  have  in  former  yean 
attended  his  ministry  to  '^  the  men  of  the  sea/'  These  he,  has 
no  disposition  to  dwell  upon  or  to  repeat,  and  he  only  refers  to 
them  at  this  time  as  existing  in  happy  contrast  with  the  bless- 
ings of  that  Gracious  Providence,  which  during  the  past  year 
have  crowned  his  labors,  and  filled  his  heart  with  cheerful  cour- 
age to  do  with  all  his  might  the  abundant  work  which  his  hands 
have  found  to  do,  in  this  most  interesting  portion  of  the  maritime 
field.  Never  since  he  first  entered  upon  his  Mission,  have  its 
fiiends  been  more  numerous  or  more  liberal.  Neither  words 
nor  works  have  been  wanting  on  their  part  to  assure  him  of  Uieir 
sympathy  and  their  confidence. 

The  Christian  good  will  of  the  community  has  been  gradually 
and  most  encouragingly  turning  for  the  last  few  years  towards 
this  branch  of  our  Master's  work,  so  that  it  has  now  become 
with  many  a  favorite  charity  of  the  Church.  For  myself,  I 
thank  my  brethren.  Clerical  and  Lay,  for  their  prayers,  their 
counsels,  and  their  cordial  co-operation  in  behalf  of  that  class  for 
whom  it  is  alike  my  duty  and  my  delight  to  labor.  I  thank 
them  for  the  facilities  which  they  have  afforded  in  fiirtheriog 
this  labor  of  love. 

The  attendance  on  the  services  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
highly  encouraging.  Tlie  attention  which  these  worshippers, 
whose  home  is  on  the  sea,  have  given  to  the  word  preached,  the 
strict  propriety  of  their  behaviour  in  the  church,  the  earnest 
anxiety  which  they  have  manifested  to  receive  the  Bible,  Prayer 
Book,  and  Tracts,  have  been  such  as  to  inspire  their  minister 
with  great  hope  that  God's  Holy  Spirit  has  begun  a  good  work 
in  the  hearts  of  a  class  of  our  felloAv-men,  whose  spiritual  inter- 
ests have  been  so  long  neglected. 

The  improved  condition  of  seamen,  and  the  increasing  interest 
in  their  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  on  the  part  of  Christians 
of  all  names,  are  surely  among  the  happy  signs  of  the  times,  and 
encourage  us  to  look  for  still  better  things  to  come. 

What  we  now  need  to  carry  out  our  work  to  completeness,

are  the  prayers,  and  sympathies,  and  liberal  benefactions  of  aU 
who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  this  department  of  Chris- 
tian labor,  no  missionary  enterprise  promises  richer,  more  abuxh- 
dant^  or  more  immediate  fruits,  —  fruits  wiiich  will  tell  directly 
upon  the  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  whole  world. 

Within  a  few  months  the  Rector  of  St«  Mary's  has  conveyed 
the  Church  property  in  Richmond  street,  to  the  Rev,  6.  M. 
RandaU,  D.D.,  Rev.  E.  M.  P.  Wells,  D.D.,  Rev.  W.  R.  Nich- 
olson, D.D.,  Rev.  Charles  Mason,  D.D.,  Rev.  James  A.  Belles, 
D.D.,  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Lambert,  and  tlie  Rev.  C.  F.  Knight,  to 
be  held  by  them  and  their  successors  forever,  in  trust,  for  the 
spiritual  benefit  of  sailors.  This  transaction  marks  an  epoch  in 
the  history  of  this  Parish.  It  places  the  Mission  on  a  permanent 
footing,  and  it  may  henceforth  be  ranked  among  the  established 
institutions  of  the  Church  in  Massachusetts. 

It  gives  the  Missionary  great  pleasure  f\irthermore,  to  an- 
nounce to  the  friends  of  this  cause,  the  formation  of  an  Associa* 
tion  of  ladies  in  this  city,  under  the  name  of  the  *'  Sailor's  Aid 
Society,  of  the  Free  Church  of  St.  Mary,  for  Sailors."  It  is 
composed  of  ladies  from  the  Parishes  in  Boston  and  its  Ticinity; 
The  object  of  the-  Association  is  to  clothe  shipwrecked  and  other 
destitute  seamen,  and  furnish  employment,  so  far  as  may  be,  to 
the  families  of  poor  and  deserving  persons  whose  vocations  are 
connected  with  the  sea. 

With  this  brief  Report  of  another  year's  work,  he  would  ask 
of  his  brethren  and  friends,  the  continuance  of  their  prayers, 
sympathy,  and  aid.

Having  accepted  a  call  to  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  same  early  in  the  month 
of  January.

The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  under  the 
able  management  of  its  faithful  and  devoted  Superintendent. 

If  peace  and  unity  6nly  prevail  among  us,  and  to  active  efforts 
are  joined  fervent  prayers,  we  shall  certainly  receive  the  blessing 
of  our  God.

The  Parish  of  Grace  Church  has  been  established  only  eleven 
months.  The  present  Rector  entered  upon  his  duties  May  22d9 
1859,  at  which  time  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  and 
beautiful  church.  On  Thursday,  June  2d,  the  Bishop  of  thp 
Diocese  consecrated  the  church,  occasion  being  afibrdod  at  the 
aame  time,  through  invitation  of  the  members  of  Grace  Church,  for 
a  delightful  social  gathering  of  the  Clergy  present,  with  the  Pax^ 
ishioners  of  Grace  and  St.  Peter's.  The  purpose  long  cherished 
by  a  few  devoted  Churchmen,  of  forming  another  Parish  in  the 
ancient  city  of  Salem,  was  thus  happily  accomplished,  and  the 
undertaking  has  been  accompanied  by  rich  tokens  of  the  Divine 
favor.    Entire  harmony  of  purpose  and  action  have  prevailed 
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tkroughout,  and  whatever  of  faithfiilness  has  marked  the  care  of 
their  spiritual  interests,  has  been  encouraged  by  the  kindly  con- 
ISdence,  the  willing  co-operation  and  well-directed  zeal  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  and  Congregation. 

Brief  as  is  the  period  of  its  history,  Grace  Church  may  now 
well  take  rank  among  the  most  firmly  established  and  influential 
churches  of  the  Diocese.  The*  sanctuary  in  all  its  appointments 
la  a  tasteM  example  x>£  ecclesiastical  propriety,  convenience 
and  economy.  A  very  flourishing  Sunday  School  and  Bible 
Class  encourage  the  labors  of  the  Rector  and  Teachers.  The 
congregations  on  the  Lord's  Day  are  uniformly  large,  and  the 
few  communicants  originally  identified  with  the  movement,  have 
found  cheerful  sympathy  and  ready  hands  among  the  parishion- 
ers, for  every  good  work.  A  large  proportion,  too,  of  the 
worshippers  at  Grace  Church,  are  of  families  formerly  connected 
with  other  Christian  bodies. 

It  is  perhaps  proper  to  state  that  the  whole  expenditure  for 
the  erection  of  the  Church  and  the  purchase  of  land,  organ,  Stc., 
amounting  to  about  910,000,  has  been  entirely  met  by  members 
of  the  Parish.  The  example  of  Grace  Church  in  this  particular, 
may  well  encourage  other  parishes  to  a  like  effort  for  meeting 
^eir  own  expenditures. 

The  contributions  for  the  past  year  have  in  great  measure 
been  directed  to  strictly  parochial  objects.  This,  however,  has 
not  interfered  with  other  plans  of  benevolence.  Very  consider- 
able aid  has  been  furnished  to  worthy  poor  outside  the  parish 
limits,  and  occasional  collections  appropriated  to  various  public 
charities.  It  is  believed  that  Grace  Church  will  at  no  time  be 
found  lacking  in  ready  sympathy  with  every  object  properly 
claiming'the  regard  of  its  members.  If  its  own  blessings  from 
God's  hand  have  been  great,  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  its 
founders  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Parish  in  the  Redeemer's 
cause  may  be  great  also.  Our  blessings  are  for  that  end.  May 
they  always  be  thus  recognized  and  improved.

The  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  which  a  kind  Providence  had 
allowed  me  to  occupy  at  two  different  periods,  viz.,  from  Octo- 
ber, 1837,  to  August,  1848,  and  from  October,  1849,  to  October, 
1859,  an  interval  thus  embracing  nearly  sixteen  years,  I  was 
constrained  to  resign  in  June  last,  in  consequence  of  being  elected 
Professor  of  the  Interpretation  of  Scripture  in  the  Berkley  Divin- 
ity School,  in  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  by  the  conditions  of  the 
resignation,  vacated  the  charge  at  the  end  of  the  follovnng  Sep- 
tember. 

In  now  reporting  the  severance  of  this  protracted  and  respon- 
sible connection,  I  desire  also  to  record  my  grateful  acknowledge- 
ments to  the  parishioners  for  all  their  acts  of  indulgence  and 
kindness,  both  to  myself  and  family,  and  to  implore  for  every 
one  of  them  the  richest  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings.

More 
than  two-thirds  belong  to  families  who  have  emigrated  from  Jdie 
Old  Country.     As  these  lambs  of  the  Saviour  come  forward  in 
age,  they  are  gathered  into  the  school;  though  the  scattered 
character  of  the  congregation,  and  other  circumstances,  havo 
made  it  difficiilt  to  secure  a  foil  attendance  throughout  the  year. 
The  winter  school  has  usually  dwindled.     A  change,  made  just 
before  Lent,  from  the  morning  to  the  afternoon,  has  worked  well 
in  bringing  in  a  greater  number,  both  from  far  and  near.    With 
the  help  of  diligent  and  well-qualified  teachers,  this  department^ 
it  is  hoped,  is  doing  good  service  to  the  Master's  cause.    The 
number  of  scholars  stated  does  not  include  a  class  of  fifij  or 
sixty  adults  under  the  instruction  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huntington. 

During  three  months  of  the  last  year,  including  the  holy 
seasons  of  Advent  and  Lent,  the  Church  was  opened  for  night 
services,  which  were  well  frequented. 

On  Easter  Day,  a  chime  of  thirteen  bells,  procured  chiefly  by 
subscriptions  and  contributions  from  citizens  of  Cambridge,  and 
others  interested  in  the  University  or  the  Church,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $5,000,  was  rung  for  the  first  time  in  honor  of  the  Redeem- 
er's triumph,  and  will  hereafter  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  our 
festal  days  and  services.  The  Chancel  was  adorned  on  the  same 
occasion  with  a  costly  window  of  stained  glass,  —  a  tribute  fi:x)m 
a  member  of  the  Church  to  the  memory  of  a  deceased  parent,  — 
a  great  addition  also  to  the  elegance  of  the  Sanctuary. 

May  we  worship  the  Lord  with  that  inward  *^beauty  of 
holiness,"  of  which  the  material  adornment  of  God's  house  is  the 
natural  expression !  We  have  abundant  reasons  to  praise  and 
bless  his  holy  name.

This  Parish,  I  am  most  happy  to  say,  is,  by  the  blessing  of 
God,  at  the  present  time  in  a  highly  promising  condition, 
relieved  entirely  from  pecuniary  embarrassment,  and  self-sup- 
porting, instead  of  being  dependent  in  part,  as  for  so  many  years 
it  has  been,  upon  missionary  aid.  Our  little  church,  upon  all 
religious  occasions,  is  well  filled  with  a  devout  and  attentive 
congregation.  By  making  some  desirable  changes  in  the  interior 
of  the  church,  we  have  been  enabled  to  gain  several  additional 
pews,  much  wanted ;  and,  in  place  of  the  old  organ,  a  very 
inferior  hired  instrument,  we  have  recently  obtained  a  new  organ 
of  excellent  tone,  through  the  liberality  of  our  members. 

These,  and  other  things  that  might  be  named,  give  gratifying 
evidence  of  the  interest  felt  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Church. 
Nor  is  there,  I  trust,  spiritually,  a  less  degree  of  interest,  a 
sincere  and  earnest  desire  to  know  the  way  of  salvation,  the 
great  end  for  which,  under  God,  the  Church  and  all  her  services 
are  but  his  appointed  means.

This  is  apparent,  not  only  from  the  facts  above  reported, 
but  also  from  the  greater  interest  felt  in  the  Sunday  School  on 
the  part  of  scholars,  teachers,  and  parents,  and  the  increased 
attendance  at  church,  and  the  general  willingness  to  labor  for  its 
prosperity.  Two  Bible  classes,  conducted  by  the  Rector, 
meet,  the  one  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  other  on  Sundays.  A 
weekly  service  with  lecture  is  also  sustained.

During  this  period  I  have  been  an  actual  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  since  September  20th,  a  canonical  resident  of  this 
Diocese. 

During  this  period  of  actual,  including  my  canonical,  residence, 
I  have,  in  the  public  services  of  the  Sanctuary,  officiated  on  223 
several  occasions ;  read  prayers  on  187 ;  preached  90  sermons  ; 
celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  9,  and  assisted  3,  times ;  married 
9  couple ;  baptized  13  infants ;  buried  4  adults  and    2  infants. 

The  several  churches  in  which  I  have  officiated,  are  Christ 
Church,  Church  of  the  Advent,  Church  of  the  Messiah,  St. 
Mark's  Church,  St.  Mary's,  and  St.  Stephens,  in  the  City  of 
Boston  ;  Christ  Church,  Springfield ;  All-Saints',  Worcester  ; 
St.  John's,  East  Boston ;  St,  Peter's,  Cambridgeport ;  Grace 
Church,  Medford;  Christ  Church,  Quincy;  St.  John's,  Mill- 
ville ;  St.  John's,  Charlestown ;  St.  Michael's,  Marblehead ;  St.

AND  MAY,  1859. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  the  General 
Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acJcnowledges  its  authority. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  at  Boston,  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  in  every 
year,  unless  a  difierent  time  and  place  be  fixed  on  by  a  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
Church  may  require  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
request  it.  And  when  the  Episcopal  Chair  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  such  Convention. 
Provided,  always,  that  no  business  shall  be  done  at  any  special 
Convention,  other  than  is  specified  in  the  notice  calling  such 
Convention. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Lay« 
men. 

The  Bishop  and  the  assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one^  shall 
have  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention.  Every  other  clergy* 
man  of  the  Church  of  whatever  order,  being  a  settled  ministefi 
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or  regularly  officiating  in  some  parish  within  this  Diocese ;  or 
being  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor  in  some  Col- 
lege or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing  clerical  functions; 
or  being  a  Missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  this  Diocese,  or  a  Chaplain  in  the  army  or  nary 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  benevolent  or  other  public  insti- 
tution, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Ck>nyention,  if 
ke  have  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  witlun  this 
Diocese,  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  has,  for  the  same  period,  been 
employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  his  station,  or  have  beea 
oanonically  instituted.  Provided,  however,  that  no  clergyman 
otherwise  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention,  shall,  by 
reason  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  or  temporary  absence, 
be  divested  of  such  privilege. 

Every  parish  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  lay  delegate, 
or  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment, signed  by  the  Wardens  or  Parish  Clerk,  shall,  before  his 
or  their  admission  to  a  seat,  be  laid  before  the  Convention.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  lay  dele- 
gate unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  parish  which  he 
represents.  The  delegation  from  eacn  parish  shall  be  entitled  on 
a  division,  by  orders,  to  but  one  vote. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

New  parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention, 
on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  provided  they  shall  have  laid 
before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the  War- 
dens and  Vestry,  that  they  have  been  duly  organized  for  the 
space  of  one  year,  and  during  that  time  have  held  regular  public 
services,  and  accede  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church. 

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  preside  in  the  Convention. 
But  in  case  of  vacancy,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  president  from  among  the  clergy. 
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ItTtCLt  VI. 

.  A  Secretary  shall  be  choseti  upon  the  assembling  of  the  An- 
nual Convention,  from  among  the  members  th^teof,  who  shall 
renain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  CbnTention. 

ARTICLE  VIl. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  present  on  due  notification* 
and  duly  organized,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  the 
qidinary  business  of  the  Convention.  The  clergy  and  lay  dele* 
gates  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for  by  three  clerical  members,  or  by  the 
lay  delegations  from  three  parishes  represented  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballotf 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Inhere  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  consist  of  six  mem« 
befs;  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen.  They  shall  keep 
regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  report  the  same 
annually  to  the  Convention.    A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum. 

AETICLTI  TSL 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any  article, 
except  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention ;  nor  unless  such 
alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  and  accepted  by  the  Conven- 
tion for  consideration  at  one  annual  meeting  previous  to  its 
adoption.

AMLWDEO  IN   THE  GOMYBMTION  Of  1849. 

RespecHnff  Contingent  Expense$. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  this  State,  after  the  fifSt 
day  of  January,  1829,  to  raise  and  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  a  sum  of  money  annually,  which  shall  be  as  much  as'one 
per  centum  on  the  salary  of  its  minister ;  and  those  parishes  which 
aie  destitute  of  a  clergyman,  and  which  are  represented  by  lay  del* 
egates  in  the  Convention,  shall  pay  at  least  five  dollars  annually, 
or  send  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  certify  in  his 
annual  report  what  parishes  have  neglected  to  comply  with  the 
requisitions  of  this  Canon.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriatioQ 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  such 
committee  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention ;  and  (he 
following  appropriations  shall  always  be  deemed  proper,  namefy : 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Convendon ; 
to  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  such  clerical  members  of  the 
Convention  as  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  to  any  clergyman  in  one  year ;  to  pay  the  travelling 
expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Triennial 
Convention,  not  exceeding  iwenty-five  dollars  to  each  clerical 
delegate  ;  to  pay  to  the  delegates  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
the  General  Convention,  such  sums  as  shall  enable  them  to  pay 
the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  Churches  in  this  Diocese  by  each 
General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof ;  and  to 
pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  and  such  other 
publications  as  shall  be  published  by  order  of  this  Convention ; 
and  every  parish  shall  be  entitled  to  five  copies,  at  least,  of  every 
publication  printed  by  order  of  the  Convention. 

But  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  any  appropriation  from 
the  Contingent  Fund,  unless  the  parish  of  which  he  is  the  minis- 
ter shall  have  paid  its  annual  quota  of  one  per  centum^  or  send  a 
certified  copy  of  a  vote  that  it  is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Neither 
shall  any  parish,  thus  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  Canon,  receive  more  than  five  copies  of  the  Journal. 


Append.  Ill 

Canon  of  i844. 

Respecting  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
In  every  parish  ia  this  Diocese,  a  collection  shall  be  annually 
made  on  Trinity  Sunday,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Trustees  of  Donations  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese ;  and  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
report  annually  to  this  Convention,  the  amount  by  him  received 
from  each  parish.

I. 

Of  proceedings  in  the  case  of  a  Minister^  not  being  a  Bishop  f 

accused  by  public  rumor  or  otherwise  of  offences  for  which  he 

may  be  tried. 

Sect.  1.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Minister,  for 
any  offence  for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or 
of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable  to  be  tried,  shall  be  as 
follows : 

Information  of  his  offence  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  which  information,  any  member  of  this 
Church  is  hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a  preliminary  consideration 
of  the  case ;  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  may  make  a 
formal  presentment  of  the  offence  to  the  Bishop. 

Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Bishop,  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused,  with  speci- 
fications as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances ;  and  any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  as  the  Court  may  order ;  and 
in  case  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offence,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  hy 
coDsanguinity  or  affinity,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  then 
request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the  present.- 
ment,  who,  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may 
proceed  in  the  case,  and  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong^  6r 
are  granted,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 


Sect.  2.  Any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop, 
accused  by  puttie  runoor  or  otherwise,  of  any  ofience  or  offences 
for  which  he  may  be  tried  as  aforesaid,  may,  for  hiiQself,  request 
the  Standing  Committee  to  institute  such  ezanunation  and  inquiry 
respecting  the  truth  of  the  charges  against  him ;  and,  in  SMch 
case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  institute 
such  examination  and  inquiry,  and  to  proceed  in  like  manner,  af 
is  provided  in  section  first  of  the  Canon. 

n. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergjfnum^  n0i  leing  a  Bishop. 

Sect.  1.  Upon  such  presentment  being  n^sde  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  is  provided  in  the  foregoing  Canon,  the  Bishop 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  caqse  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to 
&e  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  nine  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being 
parties  to  the  presentment,  nor  witnesses  in  the  case,  and  shall 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  tp  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  aAer  such  service,  select  five  of  tbem,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop ;  and  if  he  shall  not 
give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  said  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  then  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected  shall 
form  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sect.  2.  The  Court,  thus  constituted,  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  within  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  Diocese,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  ;  and  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  the 
time  of  meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the

SscT.  4.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  ailiegbd  in  the  presentment,  the  Court  shall,  in  writing, 
certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop,  and  state  their  opinion  as  to  thie 
sentence  that  oiigh^  to  be  pronotieced ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass  senteme^  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided.  And  if  a  clergyman  presented  as  aforesaid,  after 
having  had  due  notice,  shall  fiiil  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the

decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the  accused; 
•and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence^  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical 
sentence  as  shall  appear  td  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the 
^Court ;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pronouncing  any 
sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  sunliikion  the  accused,  and  any  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,-to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may 
in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  church  to  be  designated 
by  him,  which  shall  for  that -purpose  be  open  at  the  tinne  to  all 
persons  who  may  choose  .to  attend ;  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  But  the  Bishop, 
'if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  ju^ice  re<{uires  It,  may  grant  a  new 
trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Court  of  Presbyters 
shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before ^whom  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  before  mentioned. 

Sect.  8.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Bishop,  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner 
or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop, 
and  whose  certificate  of  sucn  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof. 
In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  su^h  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  de- 
livered to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  citation  or  notice. 

Sect.  9.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both 
sides,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  clergymen 
canonicaliy  resident  in  the  Diocese,  or  laymen  who  have  been 
communicants  of  some  parish  of  the  same,  at  l^ast  two  years  be- 
fore the  time  of  trial.

The  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  frpm  this  Diocese  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  this  Convention  holden  in  each  year 
of  the  staled  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  who  shall  con« 
tinoe  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  next  preceding 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  on  tlie  third  year 
next  after  their  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
place.

Sbct.  I.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  this  Convention, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  such  papers,  files,  reports,  joor^ 
nals,  records  and  other  documents,  relative  to  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  are  now,  or  may  hereaAer  become,  the 
property  of  this  Convention,  and  preserve  the  same  in  some  safe 
and  accessible  place  of  deposit ;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such 
regulations  and  restrictions,  as  this  Convention  may  from  time  to 
time  provide.

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Chuzch,  from  time  to  time,  is  highlj  useful  and  necessaiy,  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  th« 
Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens,  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishpp  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to 
the  Presid^at  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
baptisms,  confirmatioont  marriages,  and  fimerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  also,  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the 
ampunt  of  the  communion  alms,  the  oootribulions  for  Missions, 
diocesan,  domestic,  ajiki  foreign,  for  parochial  schools,  for  Church 
purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman  not 
regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
OQcasiooal  services  he  may  have  performed ;  and,  if  he  have 
performed  no  such  services,  the  oaunes  or  reasons  which  havq 
prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them 
as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereofl 
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RiTLB  I.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  aflerM^rds  stand  up,  except  to  address 
tiie  Chair. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  flx>m  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

When  any  member  is  aboat  to  q>eak,  or  deliver  any  matter  tc^ 
the  house,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pres- 
ident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  house ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  others  de- 
siring to  speak  shall  have  ^ken. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house,  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall  vote,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, or  shall  be  excused  by  the  Convention  for  reasons  assigned. 

Bulk  II.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention, unless  seconded  by  a  member  not  belonging  to  the  same 
parish  with  the  mover ;  and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  the  name  of  the  mover  appended. 

Rule  III.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  presented,  it 
shall  be  read  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless 'Other wise  deter- 
mined by  the  house ;  and,  if  accompanied  by  resolutions,  the 
question  shall  be  on  adopting  them. 

Rule  IV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Convention,  it  shall 
be  in  order — 

1.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

2*.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain  ; 

3.  To  commit ; 

4.  To  amend  ; 

5.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

and  a  motion  for  any  one  of  these  proceedings  may  be  considered 
as  having  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  here  named  ; 
and  a  question  on  any  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  decided  be- 
fore the  original  motion. 
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Role  V.  An  address  or  communication  from  the  Bishop  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time. 

RaLB  VI.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  qaes- 
tion,  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  VII.  The  question  of  adjournment  shall  always  be  in 
order ;  and  that,  together  with  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  VIII.  When  votes  by  orders  are  taken,  they  shall  be 
entered  on  the  minijtes. 

Rule  IX.  On  all  questions  of  order»  the  President  shall  de- 
cide, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  house. 

Rin:.E  X.  A  question,  being  decided,  shall  not  be  reconsidered 
during  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present,  nor  unless  the  motion  to  reconsider  be  made 
and  seconded  by  members  who  YOted  in  the  majority  on  the  ori- 
ginal decision.
